In  the  diflec- 
is,  the  Author  has  principally  attempted  to  in- 
nate the  morbid  change  in  the  feat  of  the  difeafe  ; 
las  not  wandered  fo  much  into  all  the  general  ap-

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pearances  which  are  to  be  found  in  every  cafe  where 
fever  has  continued  for  a  length  of  time,  as  to  point 
out  merely  thofe  which  are  the  immediate  confe- 
quencc  of  the  primary  affection. 

In  the  Pharmacopcea,  many  alterations  are  like- 
wife  introduced,  to  render  it  more  fimple  and  com- 
plete, and  more  readily  confulted.  In  the  firjl  part, 
there  is  noted  under  each  article  the  part  of  it 
which  is  ufcd.  In  the  lajl>  or  Extemporaneous  Pre- 
fcription,  he  has  endeavoured  to  felect,  for  the  moll 
part,  the  receipts  of  the  principal  Edinburgh  pra£H~ 
tioners,  particularly  thofe  of  the  late  Dr  Cullen, 
wherever  they  could  be  met  with,  as  far  preferable  to 
any  other  that  could  be  offered.  With  thefe  altera- 
tions and  additions,  it  is  hoped  the  Work  will  be 
found  more  complete  than  formerly.

IN  order  to  confult  the  following  Work  with  advan- 
tage, the  reader  will  attend,  that  the  index  at  the 
end  is  only  an  index  of  the  difeafes  and  feme  of  the 
principal  fymptoms.  In  the  cure  of  any  particular 
difeafe,  a  lift  of  the  chief  remedies  employed  in  it  is 
mentioned  ;  in  order  to  know  farther  the  exadt  dofe  of 
any  medicine,  the  reader  rauft  turn  to  the  article  itfelf 
as  arranged  in  the  jirjl  part  of  the  Pharmacopoea  or 
Materia  Medica,  where  it  is  placed  either  as  a  fimple, 
compound  or  chemical  fubftance.  For  its  principal  me- 
dical qualities,  he  has  only  to  refort  to  the  fecond  part 
of  the  Pharmacopoea,  or  the  Claffification,  in  which 
they  are  detailed  ;  and,  laftly,  to  know  the  moft  fuit- 
able  form  in  which  it  is  prefcribed,  for  the  cure  of  the 
difeafe  in  which  it  is  mentioned,  he  has  only  to  turn 
to  the  Prefcriptions  for  each  Difeafe,  as  marked  in  the 
third  part  of  the  Pharmacopcea.

There  are  fome  particulars  alfo  refpecting  the  nature 
of  difeafes  which  a  practitioner  would  wilh  to  know  at 
one  glance,  viz.  whether  a  difeafe  is  contagious  or  not 
contagious — at  what  period  of  the  feafon  particular 
contagious  difeafes  arc  moft  prevalent — when  not  con- 
tagious, what  conrtitutions  are  moft  liable  to  their  at- 
tacks. By  turning  to  p.  225  and  226,  he  will  find  all 
thefe  particulars  at  one  view. 

In  prefcrlbingy  alfo,  there  are  certain  compound  me- 
dicines which  practitioners  are  accuftomed  to  employ, 
the  quantity  of  which  is  determined  in  a  great  meafure 
by  that  of  the  principal  ingredient,  or  active  remedy. 
A  table  of  thefe  is  given  in  page  260,  by  which  a 
practitioner  can  fee  at  one  glance,  the  quantity  of  the 
active  remedy  contained  in  a  certain  portion  of  eacb 
of  the  compounds.

pHE  moft  frequent  example  of  difeafe,  in  each  of 
L  the  above  clafles,  is  Fever,  which  confifts  in  "a 
teral  debility  of  the  Jjjftem,  and  dif order  of  its  functions,  at- 
v.led  almolt  always  with  more  or  lefs  frequency  of pulfe, 
d  increafed  heat.'* 

I.    Inflammatory  Fever.  (Synocha.) 

1.  WHts  of  the  inflammatory  kind,  to  the  more 
neral  appearances  of  Fever,  there  is  added  an  anxi- 
f]  or  particular  uneafy  fenfation  referred  to  the  region 

the  ftomach  ;  fome  degree  of  pain  in  the  back  and 
ad,  affecting  the  eye  balls,  which  appear  inflamed, 
fufed,  and  impatient  of  light,  with  a  rigor  or  Ihiver- 
proportioned  to  its  violence. 

2.  Thefe  firft  fymptoms  are  fucceeded  by  vertigo,  or 
ne  flight  confulion  of  head,  general  latitude,  with- 
:  much  debility,  the  body  feeling  as  if  bruifed,  want 
appetite,  anorexia,  and  impaired  fleep,  or  without 
refliment  ;   towards  evening  an   exacerbation,  de- 
led by  an  increafed  frequency  of  pulfe,  takes  place, 
preternatural  heat  of  the  (kin,  being  dry  and  parch  - 
at  the  fame  time,  prevails,  with  great  thirft  and  high 
oured  urine  ;  and  the  refpiration  is  fomewhat  impe- 
•!.    The  tongue,  which  is  dry,  exhibits  alfo  a  white* 

fcark-t  colour,  and  a  fullnefs  and  hardnefs  is  felt 
Ihe  artery,  not  vanifhing  on  prefTure. 
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3.  The  conftitutioirs  moil  liable  to  the  attacks  of  this! 
difeafe  are  the  fanguine,  and  thofe  alfo  of  a  tenfe  fibre.! 
It  is  moft  frequent  in  its  occurrence  at  the  prime  of  life,  I 
or  From  the  age  of  14  to  35,  being  peculiar  to  a  cold  or  J 
temperate  climate,  and  prevailing  chiefly  in  the  fpring.  fl 

4.  Its  caufes  may,  in  general,  be  afcribed  to  irregu-  |l 
larky  :  either  by  I.  Sudden  expofure  to  cold,  or  changes! 
of  temperature  ;  2.  Obftruction  of  ufual  evacuations  ;f 
3.  Excefs  in  diet,  particularly  in  drink ;  and,  4.  Vio-J 
lent  exercife. 

5.  A  crifis  is  generally  obtained  here  on  fome  of  the 
critical  days,  the  difeafe  feldom  exceeding  in  duration 
the  14th  ;  and  that  either  by  a  hemorrhage,  particular- 
ly from  the  nofe  ;  a  fweat ;  a  diarrhoea  ;  or  the  depofi- 
tion  of  a  fediment  in  the  urine.  Such  crifes,  phyfici-, 
anshave  obferved,  are  commonly  alfo  preceded  by  cer-( 
tain  variations  in  the  pulfe. 

6.  Our  prognofis,  or  opinion,  mud  be  regulated  by 
the  degree  of  violence  in  the  fymptoms ;  efpecially  thofe- 
about  the  breaft  and  inteftines  ;  fuch  as  violent  oppref- 
fion,  early  and  ftrong  tendency  to  fleep,  fighing,  and 
involuntary  difcharge  of  the  ufual  evacutions;  all  whi 
are  highly  dangerous. 

^.  In  this  difeafe,  where  fatal,  diffe&ions  have  oftene 
{hewn  effufion  to  have  taken  place  within  the  cranium, 
a  determination  to  the  ve(Fels  of  the  head,  fometimes 
producing  fuppuration,  &c.  and  at  other  times  topic 
aftecYions  of  fome  of  the  vifcera. 

8.  The  fubfequent  effects  of  this  fever  on  the  confti- 
tution  are  oftener  falutary  than  morbid.    Thus  pa' 
and  other  nervous  avFe&ions  are  frequently  cured  by  i 
the  growth  of  body  accelerated  ;  and  the  ftate  of  thi 
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mentary  canal  amended.    But  in  fome  cafes  where 
t  inflammation  has  proceeded  too  far,  topical  affec- 
ms  of  the  vifcera  are  the  confequence. 
9.  From  the  ftate  of  body  and  the  caufes  of  the  dif- 
e  defciibed  (3.  and  4.)  its  proper  treatment  confifts 
abating  the  excefs  of  heat  and  plethora,  (or  fullnefs) 
lich  prevails.    In  doing  this,  however,  bleeding  mud 
fparingly  ufed,  from  the  hazard  of  the  fever  chan- 
ig  into  one  of  a  different  type  or  form.    But  where 
12  head  is  much  affected,  topical  bleeding,  by  leeches 
a  fcarificator,  may  be  ufefully  employed ;  and  if 
knefs  and  naufea  prevail,  vomiting  may  be  excited 
the  antimonial  folution,  which  will  likewife  have 
effecl:  of  puffing  downwards,  and  obviating  the 
Hvenefs  which  ufually  attends  this  difeafe ;  but  fuch 
uniting  fhould  be  confined  to  the  firft  frage.    To  re- 
[:  the  furface,  thin  tepid  drinks,  acidulated  with  ve- 
Otable  acids  or  nitre,  in  divided  dofes,  fhould  be  plen- 
.ally  ufed  ;  and  after  proper  evacuations,  if  delirium 
[  1  difficult  refpiration  prevail  in  a  high  degree,  blif- 
ss  may  be  then  applied.    Attention  fhould  alfo  be 
iid  to  the  ftate  of  the  inteftines ;  and  faline  purges, 
i'. en  neceffary,  exhibited. 

no.  This  form  of  fever,  though  fa  often  defcribed  by 
'tors  of  the  former  age,  is  now  more  rarely  met  with 
practice  ;  and,  from  certain  conftitutional  changes, 
ers  in  general,  affume  at  prefent  more  of  the  ner- 
js  and  putrid,  than  of  the  real  inflammatory  nature- 

Topical  Jrifiammatlon. 

•1.  Such  is  the  method  to  be  purfued,  where  a  ge- 
:-al  inflammatory  ftate  of  the  fyftem  prevails ;  from 

A  3 
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it  we  proceed  to  confider  the  nature  of  Inflammation,  whe 
more  immediately  confining  itfelf  to  particular  parts. 

2.  Inflammation  confifts  in  a  fwe.Uing  and  rednefs  of] 
a  part,  with  pain.,  and  a  lcfion  of  its  functions ;  there! 
prevails  a  fenfe  of  throbbing,  undulatory  motion  in] 
its  veflels  ;  and  the  blood,  when  drawn,  difcovers  a] 
buff  coat  on  the  furfacc,  or  feparation  of  the  glutinou 
part  from  the  reft  of  the  mads. 

3.  It  is  generally  attended  with  a  fenfe  of  cold  and] 
fhiv  ering,  fucceeded  by  a  degree  of  anxiety  and  opJ 
predion,  with  heat,  third,  and  watching.   The  pulfe,  a 
firil  weak  and.quick,  becomes  full  and  hard,  and  a 
acute  or  obtufe  pain  is  felt  in  the  affected  part. 

4.  Its  caufes  are  the-  application  of  much  heat  a 
cold  ;  any  acrid  matter  producing  irritation  ;  externall 
violence  ;  morbid  congeflions  or  determinations  to  par 
ticular  parts,  &c. 

5.  The  fymptoms  of  inflammation  evidently  fhew  a 
morbid  increafe  of  circulation  in  the  inflamed  psrt  • 
and  likewife  an  increafed  action  of  the  contiguous  velTelsj 
to  a  certain  extent ;  but  thefe  fymptoms  are  modified} 
fomewhat  by  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  affected  part.' 

This  ftate  of  inflammation  is  either  terminated  by, 
-  ljl,  Refolution.   When  this  excefs  of  fluid  is  returne 
into  the  general  circulation,  or  exhaling  into  the  cellu- 
lar fubftance  of  the  part,  is  afterwards,  in  a  certai 
quantity,  abforbed. 

2d,  Suppuration.    When  the  matter  or  fluid  exhale 
too  grofs  for  abforption,  acquires  a  peculiar  nature,  i 
confequence  of  the  part  afluming,  as  an  effect  of  in- 
flammation, a  fort  of  fecretory  power. 

3^/,  Gangrene,    When  the  tone  of  the  veffels  is 
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Lmpletely  deflroyed,  either  from  extreme  aftion,  or 
Lie  real  decay  of  the  vital  principle,  that  inltead  mere- 
■  •  of  its  thinner  parts,  the  blood,  in  its  grols  ftate,  is 
.  lufed  into  the  cellular  membrane,  where,  a  change, 
venerating  putridity,  enfnes  ;  or  where,  as  alleged 
:  t  times,  a  putrid  matter  is  depolited  from  the- general 
lafs  in  the  inflamed  pait. 

6.  Thefe  different  terminations  may  be  fufpecl- 
id  from  the  degree  of  violence  in  the  caufe,  from  the 
:::nfibility  and  different  texture  of  the  part  to  which 

:  is  applied,  and  from  the  ftrength  and  conftitution  of 
:he  patient. 

7.  The  cure  of  topical  inflammation,  wherever  feat- 
ud,  confifls,  in  general,  in  removing  the  increafed  ac- 
tion of  the  fyflem,  and  taking  off  the  particular  irrita- 
tion from  the  vefTels  of  the  affected  part. 

8.  The  firft  indication  depends  on  purfuing'  fh  icily 
Ihz  antiphlogistic  regimen,  which  confilts  in  avoiding  all 
rrritations  by  a  low  fpare  diet,  compofed  chiefly  of  acids 
j  .nd  vegetable  matter  in  the  mod  dilute  form  ;  the  re- 
moval, as  much  as  poffible,  of  external  heat  and  light,. 
Ihunning  motion  and  agitation  of  every  kind;  and 
I  hefe  means  are  to  be  further  aided  by  the  ufe  of  feda- 
i.ives,  with  evacuation  from  the  general  mafs,  by  ve- 
lefection,  cathartics,  &c.  according  to  the  particular 

:  :ircumftances  of  the  cafe. 

9.  The  fecond  indication  is  performed,  where  re/ok- 

.t'ton  is  wanted, 

i/l,  And  moft  certainly,  by  emptying  the  vefTels  of 
t  :he  part,  joined  with  the  topical  ufe  of  fedatives  and  af- 
::ringems,  particulary  vinegar,  and  the  preparations  of 
ead,  aided  with  a  little  of  the  fal  ammoniac,  and  where 
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the  inflammation  is  flight  and  external,  without  empty- 
ing the  veflels  of  the  part,  thefe  applications  will  often' 
be  fuccefsful. 

2d,  Where  the  inflammation,  again,  is  feated  inter- 
nally, by  exciting  on  the  external  furface  a  fuperior  ir- 
ritation to  that  arifing  from  the  difeafe,  by  means  of 
blifters,  rubefacients,  and  other  ftimulants. 

3</,  By  promoting  a  counter-determination  from  the 
affedled  part,  by  the  application  of  ifTues,  or  the  exhi- 
bition of  emetics,  though  the  fuccefs  of  this  laft  reme- 
dy is  more  doubtful. 

4^,  Where  fuppuration  is  preferred,  or  likely  to  en- 
fue,  the  reverfe  of  this  treatment  muft  then  be  adopt- 
ed. Under  certain  reftriclions,  the  force  of  the  gene- 
ral circulation  muft  rather  be  promoted,  and  the  tegu- 
ments of  the  part  thinned,  as  much  as  pofllble,  by  the 
application  of  relaxants  in  the  form  of  poultice;  which, 
from  the  heat  they  alfo  contain,  will  haften  the  ma- 
turation of  the  effufed  fluid,  and  reduce  it  fooncr  to 
the  Mate  of  pus.  In  all  cafes,  where  fuppuration  is 
wanted,  the  poultices  fhould  be  large.  Of  the  tribe  of 
relaxants,  which  are  numerous,  the  beft,  perhaps,  is 
the  common  poultice,  bread  and  milk,  which  fhould  be 
renewed  as  often  as  it  lofes  its  heat  and  moifture,  on 
which  alone  its  effecls  depend  ;  or  the  lintfeed  cake, 
which  is  equally  emollient. 

10.  Gangrene  is  a  termination  to  be  always  avoid- 
ed, wherever  threatened.  It  is  known  by  the  colour 
of  the  part  affe&ed  becoming  dark,  livid,  and  even 
black,  preceded  often  by  watery  veficles  or  blifters. 
When  thefe  fymptoms  appear,  a  lofs  of  tone  has  en- 
fued  j  and  to  the  phyfician,  gangrene  occurs  rnoft  fre- 
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picii'V  when  from  this  caufe.  The  prevention  of 
1  farther  progrefs  is  to  be  attempted,  by  a  liberal  ufe 
tonic  and  antifeptic  remedies ;  the  beft  of  which 
e  the  bark  and  wine,  fuited  to  the  circumftances  of 
;e  cafe,  and  fimilar  applications  of  an  antifeptic  and 
i:  jiritons  nature,  mud  be  alfo  made  to  the  part  itfelf ; 
ie   mod  powerful  of  which  is,  the  fal  ammoniac 

pd  vinegar.     When  mortification  has  actually  begun, 

bs  topical  treatment  becomes  then  the  bufmefs  of  fur- 

cery. 

II.  Phrenfy.  (Phrenltis.) 

1.  Phrensy,  or  inflammation  of  the  brain,  is  attend- 
.d  with  acute  fever,  marked  by  quick,  ftrong,  and 

;  ard  pulfe,  violent  headach,  flufhed  face,  impatience  of 
i.ght  and  noife,  peculiar  wild  look,  watchfulnefs,  and 
rmpetuous  delirium. 

2.  It  moft  commonly  attacks  the  irritable,  or  thofe 
.'fa  paflionate  difpofition  and  a  weak  head.  Its  time 
>>  the  feafon  of  youth,  or  from  the  age  of  15  to  35, 
And  it  is  chiefly  epidemic  in  the  exceffive  heats  of  fum- 
1  ner,  and  in  warm  climates,  being  feldom  met  with  in 
ilhis  country. 

3.  Its  caufes  are  drunkennefs,  watching,  long  expo- 
sure to  exceflive  heat,  efpecially  when  fuddenly  applied 
lifter  previous  cold,  excefs  of  thought,  or  long-continu- 
ed attention  to  one  object. 

4.  Its  crifis  is  generally  on  the  4th  or  7th  day,  which 
;.t  feldom  exceeds,  by  a  hemorrhage,  diarrhcea,  or  depo- 
Stion  of  a  fediment  in  the  urine. 

5.  No  difeafe  is  fo  dangerous,  in  confequence  of  its 
particular  feat,  and  the  fymptoms  rife  to  a  greater 
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height  iri  men  than  in  women,  the  violence  of  -which 
determines  our  opinion  ;  but  when  changing  to  a  le- 
thargy, it  proves  fatal.  The  vomiting  of  greenifh  fluff 
is  alfo  an  unfavourable  fymptom. 

6.  On  laying  open  the  head,  in  diffe&ions  cf  this  dif- 
eafe,  the  moft  frequent  appearance  is  ferous  effufion,, 
not  but  that  all  the  other  effects  of  inflammation  occa-! 
fionally  attend,  as  diftenfion,  fuppuration,  gangrene, 
&c.  The  veffels  of  the  brain  have  been  found  fo  en- 
larged, as  to  render  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  entirely 
red  ;  the  membranes  alfo  have  been  feen  thickened, 
the  Pia  Mater  as  thick  as  the  Dura. 

The  cure  is  the  fame  with  that  ufed  in  general  inflam- 
mation (I.  and  9.)  but  bleeding  fliould  be  here  largely 
employed,  to  a  pound  or  a  pound  and  a  half  at  once  ;  and 
at  the  fame  time  from  the  veffels  neareft  the  affected 
part,  efpecially  the  jugular  or  veins  of  the  neck,  and 
fhould  be  alfo  fuddenly  drawn.  When  fufEciently  re- 
peated in  a  general  way,  topical  venefection  may  be  then 
had  recourfe  to. 

After  thefe  evacuations,  blifters  are  to  be  applied, 
and  the  head  fhould  be  previoufly  bathed  with  refrige- 
rating "applications,  as  vinegar  and  water.  The  clay 
cap  is  alfo  a  common  application,  and  even  one  of 
fnow.  Soothing  the  patient,  and  quieting  any  irrita- 
tion of  mind,  is  likewife  here  a  neceffary  indication. 

Purging  and  pediluvia  (bathing  the  lower  extremi- 
ties) are  neceffary,  as  caufing  a  revulfion,  which  will 
be  even  affifted  by  the  erect  pofture  ;  and  cool  air 
fliould  be  freely  admitted,  with  every  part  of  the  antU 
phlogiftic  regimen,  in  its  fullefl  extent. 
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III.  Ivji 'ammation  of  the  Eyes.  [Ophthalmia.) 

t.  Ophthalmia  confifts  in  an  inflammation  inveft- 
\y  the  membranes  of  the  eye  itfelf,  or  the  eye-lids  ;  the 
-,-rner  being  confined  to  the  veffels  of  the  adnata  or 
:ter  coat,  the  latter  to  the  glands  of  the  tarfus  or 

2.  It  is  attended,  at  firft,  with  a  fenfe  of  fomething 
e  a  mot  in  the  eye,  or  as  if  flies  were  moving  before 
to  which  heat,  rednefs,  and  fwelling  of  the  part 
:ceed,  acute  pain,  impatience  of  light,  and  frequent- 
fever.  Thefe  fymptoms  produce  either  an  acrid 
ous  discharge,  excoriating  the  cheeks,  or  elfe  a  pain- 
.  drynefs  of  the  organ. 

Its  caufes  are  cold,  the  fuppreflion  of  accuftomed 
.  icuations,  excefs  of  light  or  heat,  drunkennefs,  acrid 
-nes,  fixed  attention  to  minute  objects,  various  difeafes 
eeciing  contiguous  parts,  &c. 

4..  When  violent,  fo  as  to  affect  the  internal  parts, 
li  when  continuing  long,  this  difeafe  often  termi- 

es  in  a  dimnefs  of  fight,  arifmg  from  an  efFufion 
co  the  humours  of  the  eye,  inducing  opacity,  or  from 
ppeck  forming  on  the  eye  ;  which,  when  occurring  in 
ccrophulous  or  venereal  habit,  is  with  great  difEcul- 
:  removed. 

i£.  Ophthalmia  is  never  fatal,  unlefs  changing  to  a 
Ferent  difeafe  or  phrenitis  ;  and  the  appearances  of 
:  part,  on  diffection,  are  nothing  different  from  the 

:3imon  confequences  of  inflammation,  viz.  thickening 
membrane,  fuppuration,  gangrene,  &c. 

IS.  The  firft  kind  defcribed  (2.),  when  attended  with 

er.  rpnllirp?.  in    \t<t  rurp  crertpri}    qi-w1  ('nm,'tn>,... 
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peat'ed  bleedings,  from  the  hazard  of  the  more  intefl 
nal  parts  of  die  eye  beingalfo  affected  ;  but  when  nj 
fever  prevails,  topical  bleeding  with  leeches  from  th 
neighbouring  vefTels,  or  fcarification  of  the  part  itfel 
will  be  fufficient.    Purging  is  alfo  particularly  adapte 
to  this  difeafe  ;  bliflers  near  the  part,  as  the  nap  o 
the  neck,  and  behind  the  ears,  continued  for  fever; 
days  at  once,  have  been  alfo  recommended.  Topica 
applications,  of  a  cooling  and  aftringent  nature,  unde 
the  appellation  of  eye-wafhes,  are  much  ufed.  The 
confift  of  dilute  folutions  of  fugar  of  lead,  white  vitriol 
coagulum  aluminofum,  verdigrife,  camphor,  brandy 
&c.    Thefe,  and  even  emollient  liniments,  are  hi^hl 
necefTary  where  the  eye-lids,  as  often  happens,  ar 
glued  together,  in  order  to  keep  them  feparate. 

When  the  difeafe,  however,  feems  more  of  a  fcrophuj 
lous  nature,  affecting  chiefly  the  tarfus,  and  attende 
with  ulceration,  bark,  mercury,  and  mineral  waters' 
are  the  proper  remedies  ;  and  their  fuccefs  may  be 
haftened  by  the  topical  application  of  mercury  or  ccp 
per,  in  the  form  of  folution,  or  ointment,  &c.  In  thr 
fpecies,  cold  bathing  of  the  head  has  often  proved 
cure  ;  electricity  has  likewife  been  tifeful. 

In  cafe  of  dimnefs,  or  where  the  difeafe  is  con  flit 
tional,  i/fues  near  the  part  fhould  be  formed,  and  atten- 
tion to  afpare  diet  enjoined. 

In  all  inftances  of  ophthalmia,  the  irritation  of  light 
is  to  be  particularly  avoided.    Where  only  one  eye  is 
affected,  it  is  commonly  Succeeded  by  that  of 
other,  efpecially  in  fcrophulous  habits.    There  is 
much  tendency  to  a  recurrence  of  the  difeafe,  and 
has  been  known  to  renew  its  attacks  at  dated  periods. 
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fuV.  Itiflammatory  Sore  Throat.    (Cynancbe  TonJtHaris.) 

t.  The  inflammatory  fore  throat  is  diftinguifhed  by 
fenfe  of  heat,  pain,  and  ftriclure  in  the  mouth  and 
•iroat,  which  difcover,  on  infpection,  a  deep  fcarlet 
!  ilour,  with  fwelling  of  the  tonfils,  and  difficult  deglu- 
:cion,  particularly  in  the  ufe  of  liquids  ;  pain  darting, 
\<e  a  lancet,  through  the  affected  parts. 

2.  Its  attacks  are  chiefly  made  on  the  young  and 
nguine,  or  from  puberty  to  45,  and  on  thofe  who  are 

v/er  much  attentive  to  covering  the  neck.    The  difeafe 
chiefly  confined  to  cold  and  temperate  climates,  and 
::cursmo(l  commonly  in  fpring  and  autumn,  when 
cciffitudes  of  heat  and  cold  are  frequent ;  and  one  at- 
ck  favours  a  repetition  of  it. 

3.  Its  caufes  are  cold,  arifmg  from  fudden  viciffi- 
ides  of  weather,  from  moifture,  wet  feet,  &c.  fuppref- 
:  >n  of  ufual  evacuations,  violent  exercife. 

I  4.  This  difeafe  is  never  contagious  ;  but  the  fwelling 
aiving  one  tonfil  generally  removes  to  the  other,  and 
:,-parts  either  by  refolution  or  fuppuration  ;  raoft  fre- 
nently  the  former,  if  early  attended  to,  almoft  never 
"  fchirrus. 

;  5.  Some  cafes  of  inflammatory  fore  throat  have 
oved  fatal  by  fuffocation,  though  its  fatality  does  not 
;  PPcn  once  in  500  times.  The  appearances  difco- 
:red,  on  dhTeaion,  were,  the  membrane  inverting 
•;e  tonfils  was  confiderably  thickened,  containing  a 
: -amity  of  yellow  ferum,  refcmblir.g  yellow  jelly, 
he  tonfils  themfelves  were  fwelled,  and  when  prefl 
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membrane  of  the  larynx  was  difcoloured,  having  a  red 
florid  appearance  on  its  furface,  and  fwelled.  When 
cut  into,  blood  and  ferum  feemed  to  diflend  it.  The 
inflammatory  appearances  extended  more  or  lefs  over 
all  the  contiguous  parts.  But  next  to  the  feat  of  the 
difeafe,  the  chief  morbid  phenomena  were  to  be  traced! 
in  the  head,  which  (hewed  the  fame  changes  as  defcii- 
bed  in  defection  of  inflammatory  fever. 

6.  When  early  attended  to,  refolut'wn  may  be  pro- 
cured by  bleeding  with  leeches,  or  from  the  jugular 
vein ;  by  gentle  evacuations  from  the  inteflines ;  the 
early  application  of  blifters,  which  often  gives  the  moll 
fpeedy  relief ;  and  alfo  other  ftimulants,  externally,  as  the' 
camphorated  liniment  near  or  upon  the  affected  parts  ; 
and  the  topical  ufe  of  mild  aftringents  to  the  feat  of 
the  inflammation,  in  the  form  of  gargle,  confiding  of 
acids,  &c.  and  even  the  Ample  fleams  of  warm  water. 

7.  When  a  tendency,  however,  to  fuppuration  is  dis- 
covered, from  the  continuance  of  the  fwelling  in  the 
tonfils,  attended  with  a  throbbing  pain  and  irregular 
fhiverings,  (and  matter  forms  here  fooner  than  in  any- 
other  part,  often  in  24  hours)  it  is  to  be  promoted  by 
poultices  and  warm  fomentations  to  the  part ;  and  when 
matter  is  once  formed,  if  not  burfting  the  teguments, 
fpontaneoufly,  from  chancing  to  lie  deep,  which  it  ge- 
nerally does  in  the  effort  of  coughing  or  fpitting,  the 
lancet,  without  any  danger,  maybe  immediately  ufed  ; 
as  the  difeafe,  though  not  fatal  of  itfelf,  may  cut  off 
the  patient,  from  want  of  nourifhment. 

Where  the  di  eafe  becomes  habitual,  an  i/Tue  has 
locen  known,  at  times,  to  prevent,  entirely,  its  recur- 
rence. 
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V.  Croup.     (Cynancbe  Trachelitis.) 

1.  The  croup  confifts  in  an  inflammation  of  the 
Iperior  part  of  the  trachea,  attended  with  a  peculiar 
inging  or  ftridulous  cough,  difficult  or  wheezing  re- 
miration  like  the  crowing  of  a  cock,  and  fever. 

2.  It  is  occafioned  by  the  application  of  cold,  com- 
iined  with  a  moilt  atmofphere,  and  it  is  mod  frequent 
nacoaft,  or  a  marfhy  fituation,  and  likewife  in  the 
/inter  and  fpring  feafons.    Its  attacks  never  extend  fo 

uar  as  the  age  of  puberty,  and  the  child  when  attack- 
Ld  labours  previoufly  under  no  other  difeafe.  It  feeros 
>  eculiar  to  fome  families,  and  one  attack  favours  a  re- 
.arn  on  the  flighted  application  of  cold. 

3.  In  its  progrefs  it  is  diftinguifhed  into  two-ftages. 
The  fymptoms  of  the  jirjl,  are  marked  by  difficult 

cefpiration,  with  the  particular  ftridulous  cough  above 
^efcribed,  f welling  of  the  trachea,  and  fometimes  of 
:it  hands  and  feet. 

In  the  fecond  Mage,  which  is  denoted  by  the  urine, 
formerly  clear,  becoming  turbid,  thefe  fymptoms  are 
;  icreafed  in  confequence  of  the  formation  of  a  preter- 

atural  membrane  or  febrile  exfoliation,  arifing  from 
'.he  flagnation  of  mucus  too  copioufly  excreted  from 

he  glands  of  the  trachea,  and  rendered  vifcid  by  the 

aufe  producing  the  difeafe. 

4.  During  its  progrefs,  this  difeafe  is  fubjeel  to  fud- 
^en  and  confiderable  aggravations,  and  remiffions  ;  in 

ne  of  which  it  often  proves  fatal. 

5.  The  prognofis  here  is,  in  general,  unfavourable, 
! hough  the  fpitting  of  a  membranous  fubftance,  with 
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an  alleviation  of  fever,  particularly  of  the  refpiration, 
is  favourable. 

6.  Diflections  of  croup  (hew  the  inner  membrane  of 
the  trachea  inflamed,  and  lined  with  a  layer  of  a  yel- 
lowing pulpy  matter.  This  matter  forms  a  fort  of  pre- 
ternatural membrane,  and  extends  from  the  upper  part 
of  the  cavity  of  the  larynx  into  the  fmall  branches  of 
the  trachea,  which  are  diftributed  through  the  fub- 
ftance  of  the  lungs.  There  is,  at  the  fame  time,  a  good 
deal  of  mucus  in  the  trachea  and  its  branches,  together 
with  a  mixture  of  pus. 

7.  In  the  different  ftages  of  this  difeafe,  a  difference 
of  treatment  is  required. 

In  the  Jirjly  the  cure  depends  on  proper  evacuations ; 
the  principal  or  chief  remedy  here,  confifts  in  bleeding, 
both  general  and  topical,  leeches  in  the  latter  cafe  be- 
ing placed  on  the  trachea  with  mod  effeft,  which  may 
be  followed  by  purgatives.  In  the  fecond,  every  pec- 
toral of  the  attenuating  clafs  may  be  ufed,  as  fquill, 
gum  ammoniac  ;  and  alfo  antifpafmodics,  as  opium, 
mufk,  and  afafcetida,  &c.  ;  and,  if  failing,  blifters  and 
emetics  may  be  had  recourfe  to ;  if  thefe  fhould  ftill 
fail,  as  the  laft  chance  of  relief,  a  trial  may  be  made  of 
bronchotomy,  or  an  opening  into  the  trachea  or  wind- 
pipe, for  the  benefit  of  refpiration,  below  the  affected 
part. 

VI.  Pcripneumony.  (Peripneumonia.) 

1.  Peripneumony,  or  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  is 
denoted  by  acute  fever,  face  flufhed  and  a  little  fuel- 
led, difficult  refpiration,  pain  of  cheft  little  diffufeOT 
cough,  and  generally  foft  pulfe. 
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2.  It  begins  with  the  common  fymptoms  of  fever, 
iough  the  pulle  may  perhaps  be  but  little  quickened, 

rr  the  heat  of  the  body  much  increafed,  and  there  pre- 
ails  more  a  fenfe  of  weight  than  pain  in  the  feat  of 
"ie  affedtion.    The  breathing  is  molt  impeded  in  infpi- 

iition,  and  when  lying  on  the  painful  fide.  The  cough 
at  fird  dry,  but  becomes,  in  the  progrefs  of  the 

i&ieafe,  moift  ;  a  matter  of  various  confidence  and  co- 
>ur  being  fpit  up,  often  ftreaked  with  blood.  The 

nalfe  is  for  the  mod  part  loft,  which  efpecially  diftin- 
uithes   it  from  pleurify,  (vn.)  and  in  the  advanced, 

;  age  becomes  weak,  and  often  irregular. 

3.  Thofe  of  a  tenfe  fibre,  and  fanguine  conftitution, 
ire  moft  liable  to  the  attacks  of  this  difeafe,  which  are 
r.ioft  frequent  at  the  middle  period  of  life  ;  for  neither 
i'Duth  nor  old  age  are  its  moft  common  victims.  It 
rrevails  chiefly  in  winter  and  fpring,  and  one  attack 
,'tvours  a  repetition  of  the  malady. 

4.  Its  caufes  may  be  referred  to  cold  ohftrucling  per- 
iration ;  and,  by  its  admiffion  alfo  to  the  lungs,  de- 

1  rmining  to  this  organ  ;  or  to  violent  efforts,  draining 
te  latter. 

5.  This  difeafe  obtains  a  favourable  termination,  ge- 
t  rally  by  a  fpontaneous  hemorrhage  from  the  nofe ;  the 
.peroration  of  a  grofs  matter  brought  up  with  violence, 
ad  tinged  perhaps  with  blood,  which  is  very  frequent; 

critical  fweat ;  the  depofttion  of  a  brick  coloured  Jediment  in 
le  urine  ;  and  fometimes,  which  is  more  rare,  the  ap- 
:  .'arance  of  an  erifipelas  on  fome  external  part;  from, 
hich  j  eriod  the  fymptoms  remit- 
6  Our  opinion  is  determined  by  the  violence  of  the 
:mptOHi;>,  as  the  degree  of  fever,  which,  when  attend* 
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ed  with  delirium,  is  always  highly  dangerous  ;  the  dif- 
riculty  or  eafe  of  refpiration,  which  denotes  hazard' 
when  only  performed  in  an  erect  pofture,  and  the  vio-; 
lence  of  the  cough,  which  is  moll  favourable  when 
moifl: ;  yet  this  difeafe  is  often  highly  deceitful  in  its 
fymptom?,  and,  with  a  form  apparently  mild  and  little 
alarming,  it  proceeds  rapidly  to  a  fatal  and  unlook- 
ed-for ifi'ue.  Hence  the  flighted  appearance  of  it 
ihould  always  be  confidcred  as  important. 

7.  Like  all  other  inflammations,  it  terminates  either 
by  rrfoluiion,  which  generally  takes  place  in  the  firft 
week  of  the  difeafe  ;  or,  if  moderate  in  its  fymptoms, 
in  the  fecond,  though  it  is  liable,  from  the  third  to  the 
feventh  day,  to  a  deceitful  remiffion,  which  is  follow- 
ed by  an  exacerbation.  This  refoluticn  is  marked  by 
one  or  other  of  the  difcharges  mentioned  in  the  5th 
number. 

By  fuppuration,  which,  if  protracted  beyond  the 
fourteenth  day,  is  certain  ;  its  occurrence  is  denot- 
ed by  flight  rigors,  with  a  fullnefs  of  the  pulfe,  and  an 
increafed  quicknefs. 

Or,  laftly,  which  is  peculiar  to  this  difeafe,  and  al- 
ways fatal,  by  an  effufion  into  the  cellular  membrane  of] 
the  lungs,  producing  fuffocation,  which  happens  gene- 
rally from  the  third  to  the  feventh  day ;  this  effufion 
may  be  confidered,  at  times,  as  connected  with  gan«j 
grene,  and  gives  the  fame  appearance  to  the  lungs  as  I 
the  liver.  The  difeafe  has  been  mentioned,  at  timesfj 
as  liable  to  a  metaftafis  to  the  head,  or  abdominal  vif«j 
cera ;  but  thefe  are  rare  terminations. 

8.  In  the  cure  of  peripneumony,  more  than  of  any| 
other  inflammation,  an  early  ufe  of  the  antiphlogiftie 
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lan,  in  its  moft  rigorous  extent,  muft  be  employed  ; 
tnd  that  even  though  the  apparent  mildnefs  of  the 
ymptoms  lhould  contradict  fuch  feverity.  Bleeding 
hould  be  liberally  had  recourfe  to,  to  the  length  of 
r.Jucing  fyncope,  or  fainting,  and  repeated  on  the 
"ime  day  in  an  equal  quantity,  without  attention  to 
;!:he  flats  of  pulfe,  if  the  refpiration  is  not  relieved. 

After  general  bleeding,  topical  applications,  with  the 
"a me  view,  where  indicated,  may  be  ufed,  and  blifters 
may  be  lafely  applied  after   the   fecond  bleeding ; 
:hough,  as  foon  as  the  fpit  appears,  many  advife  to  de- 
iTift  from  the  farther  ufe  of  bleeding  ;  and  others  limit 
tut  to  the  fir  ft  fortnight  of  the  difeafe. 

To  promote  expectoration,  and  relax  the  furface,  an- 
liimonial  preparations  will  be  moft  ufeful ;  and  mild 
ttepid  drinks,  with  the  addition  of  vegetable  acids,  or 
cnitre,  fhould  be  frequently  given  to  promote  a  gentle 
ddiaphorefis ;  and  the  patient  alfo  may  even  breathe 
(over  the  fleams  of  warm  water,  which  will  have  the 
ifame  effect.  Profufe  fweating  muft,  however,  be  a- 
vvoided  ;  and,  in  the  advanced  ftate  of  the  difeafe,  when 
tthe  inflammatory  fymptoms  are  almoft  wholly  abated, 
iand  the  cough  only  remains,  it  will  be  beft  quieted, 
a,and  the  expectoration  amended,  by  the  occafional  ufe 
<of  opiates  and  wine.  Purgatives  here  have  feldom 
i  been  found  of  much  fer vice  ;  but  cooling  laxatives  or 
e  emollient  glyfters,  to  preferve  the  bowels  in  a  proper 
t  flate,  fhould  not  be  omitted. 

9.  In  this  difeafe  there  is  the  greateft  hazard,  when 
irecovering,  of  inducing,  by  the  flighteft  irregularities, 
relapfe ;  and  the  confequence  of  this  is,  to  produce 
fanfyema,  (or  abicefs)  which  occafions  a  fatal  termi- 
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nation,  for  no  inflammation  is  fo  apt  as  the  pneumc* 
nic  to  recur. 

VII.  Pleurify.  {Pleuritis.) 

1.  Pleurisy  is  an  acute' pain  of  the  fide,  "with  fever, 
and  impeded  refpiration,  the  pulfe  being  full,  quick-, 
and  hard.  It  is  the  acutenefs  of  the  pain  that  diftin- 
guilhes  it  chiefly  from  the  former  affection. 

2-  It  is  mofl  common  on  the  right  fide  ;  and  the  pain 
is  confined  among  the  ribs,  being  fometimes  fixed,  at 
other  times  proceeding  in  a  direction  towards  the  fpine 
or  clavicle. 

3  Its  caufes  are  the  fame  with  thofe  mentioned  (vi.  4  J) 
as  occafioning  per'tpneumony^  with  which  it  is,  for  the 
moft  part,  joined  ;  and  from  the  connection  of  its  vef- 
fels  with  thofe  of  the  external  furface,  this  membrane 
is  more  fubject  to  inflammation  than  any  other  in  the 
body. 

4.  After  its  departure,  in  confequence  of  the  pre- 
vious inflammation,  a  thickening  of  the  pleura  remains, 
and  adhefions  with  the  lungs  are  frequently  formed, 
which  lay  the  foundation  of  future  pneumonic  com- 
plaints, or  at  leaft  render  the  patient  more  fenfible  to 
the  changes  in  the  ftate  of  the  atmofphere  than  before. 

5.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe,  as  in  the  former,  muft 
be  uncertain  ;  for  every  complaint  of  thefe  parts  is  to 
be  confidered  as  of  importance,  and  doubtful  in  its 
hTue  ;  where  the  pain,  however,  is  not  entirely  fixed, 
but  feems  to  fhift.  we  form  a  favourable  prognofis, 
and  the  fame  favourable  appearan  es  which,  direct  us 
in  peripneumony^  are  to  be  trufted  to  here. 

6.  In  its  treatment  it  differs  nothing  from  that  cie- 
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::ribed  (vi.  8.)  as  proper  for  perlpneumony  ;  only  topi- 
cal applications  will  here  be  attended  with  more  effect. 

7.  From  the  connection  of  the  two  difeafes  of ' peripnett- 
mony  and  p/curify,  the  morbid  appearances  they  exhi- 
bit, on  di flection,  require  to  be  jointly  examined.  In 
opening  the  cheft  in  thefe  difeafes,  there  have  been  dis- 
covered the  lungs  inflamed,  their  fpongy  ftructure  has 
appeared  much  redder  than  ufual,  the  colour  being  part- 
7  florid,  and  partly  of  a  darker  hue.    There  has  alfo 
<een  found  an  extravafation  of  the  coagulable  lymph 
•  lto  the  fubftance  of  the  lungs,  and  fometimes  of  blood. 
:n  this  ftate,  the  lungs  are  confiderably  heavier  than  na- 
tural, of  a  fleihy  confidence,  and  fink  in  water.  The 
ileura  connected  with  the  lungs  is  in  the  fame  inflamed 
.ate,  having  its  furface  crowded  with  red  vefTels,  and 
layer  of  coagulable  lymph  lying  upon  it.  Befides 
: lis,  abfceffes  are  frequently  found  in  the  fubftance  of 
hie  lungs,  and  alfo  in  the  pleura  ;  adhefions  too  of  the 
1  ibftance  of  the  lungs  to  the  pleura  ;  ferous  collec- 
1  ons  in  the  cavity  of  the  cheft  ;  the  heart  much  enlar- 
eed  ;  and  many  other  lefs  important  confequences  of 
uflammation,  from  their  connection  affecting  conti- 
uous  parts.  Tubercles  alfo  in  .the  lungs  are  a  frequent 
appearance  ;  but  the  defcription  of  this  morbid  change 
elongs  more  properly  to  the  chronic  inflammation  of 
>  ic  lung3,  or  pulmonary  confumption,  though  tubercles 
re  fometimes  met  with  in peripneumony.    Where  empye- 
1a  takes  place,  as  a  confequence  of  peripneumony,  it 
yidently  proceeds  from  the  burfting  of  an  abfeefs  in 
ne  lungs ;  but  mpleurijy,  we  often  find  it  produced 
om  the  blood  veflels  of  the  pleura  being  in  fuch  a 
ate  of  inflammation  as  to  form  pus,  without  any  ul« 
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ceration,  and  the  pleura,  in  fuch  cafes,  is  found  entire. 
In  this  affection,  an  external  fwelling  is  fometiraes  per- 
ceptible, fometimes  not. 

VIII.  Inflammation  of  Stomach.  {Gqjlrhu.) 

1.  Gastritis  is  difcovered  by  acute  fixed  pain,  and 
burning  heat  in  the  precordia,  aggravated  upon  food, 
motion,  or  prefiure  ;  a  hard  contracted  frequent  pulfe, 
fometimes  fmall  and  irregular  ;  great  anxiety,  oppref- 
fion,  and  proftration  of  ftrength  ;  vomiting  of  every 
thing  on  its  reception  into  the  ftomach,  and  frequently 
hiccup  ;  though  inflammation  of  this  organ  has  appear- 
ed, on  diffe&ion,  to  have  at  times  taken  place  with- 
out the  prefence  of  any  of  thofe  chara&eriftic  fymp- 
toms. 

2.  This  difeafe  is  divided  into  two  fpecies,  the  phlegmo- 
nous and  ert/ipe/atous.  It  is  the  former  of  thefe  only  that 
deferves  a  feparate  confideration  ;  the  latter  is  general- 
ly a  fequel  of  other  difeafes,  is  mild  in  its  fymptoms, 
and  appears  towards  their  termination,  marking  the 
approach  to  diflblution, 

3.  The  firft,  or  acute  fpecies,  is  attended  with  a  great- 
er lofs  of  ftrength  than  any  other  inflammatory  difeafe, 
and  what  peculiarly  diftinguifhes  it,  is  the  fuddennefe 
with  which  death  frequently  enfues. 

4.  Its  caufes  are,  the  application  of  cold  to  the  or- 
gan, poifons,  or  other  acrid  fubflances  taken  into  it, 
over-diftention,  inflammation  communicating  from  ad- 
jacent parts,  &c. 

Its  termination  is  either  by, 

ijl,  Refolution  ;  which  generally  takes  place  when  the 
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rmptoms  are  mild,  in  the  courfe  of  the  firfl,  or,  at 

ooft,  the  fecond  week. 
2d.  Suppuration;  when  the  fymptoms,  though  mode- 
te,  exceed  the  continuance  of  this  period,  and  a  re- 
iffion  of  pain  occurs,  while  a  fenfe  of  weight  and  anxie- 
1  ftill  remain  ;  and,  on  the  formation  of  an  abfcefs, 

,<ftic  fymptoms  then  commence,  which,  unlefs  the 
•s  is  thrown  up  by  vomiting,  and  the  ulcer  healed, 
ove  fatal. 

id.  Gangrene  ;  which  may  be  fufpected  from  the  vio- 
ice  of  the  fymptoms  at  firft,  and  their  not  yielding 
I  remedies  ;  or,  when  begun,  it  is  attended  with  a 
lick  weak  pulfe,  remifllon  of  pain,  and  increafing 
irks  of  debility. 

44/^.  More  rarely  by  fchirrust  when  the  patient  is 
jjyeded  to  a  flow,  painful,  and  lingering  death. 
C5.  Our  opinion  in  gajlt  itis  mull  be  almofl:  always  unfa- 
vurable,  particularly  if  the  fymptoms  do  not  remit  in 
firft  three  or  four  days,  and  the  proftration  of 
tength,  the  chara&eriftic  of  the  difeafe,  feems  to  in- 
:;:afe. 

(6.  Fatal  cafes  of  gqftrU'u  difcover  a  partial  thicken- 
;;  of  the  fubiiance  of  the  organ  at  the  inflamed  part ; 

the  inflammation  is  feldom  general  over  the  whole  : 
::onfiderable  rednefs  of  the  inner  membrane,  part 
1  it  is  alfo  at  times  deftroyed,  and  a  layer  of  coagu- 

•le  lymph  has  been  found  thrown  out  on  its  fin  face. 

■  here  ulceration  takes  place,  the  ulcers  have  frequent- 
ly peculiar  appearance.    They  are  hardly  furround- 

with  any  inflammation,  nor  have  they  irregular 

■  oded  edges.     Thefe   ulcers   fometimes  penetrate 

whole,  fometimes  only  a  part  of  the  coats  of  the 
fcnadi.    The  appearance  of  gangrene  is  very  rare, 
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except  in  cafes  where  arfcnic,  or  fome  other  corrofire, 
has  been  fwallowed  ;  and  there  is  nothing  peculiar  at- 
tending it  here.  The  appearance  of  fchirrus  comes  to 
be  examined  under  dyfpepfia. 

7.  In  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  early  and  repeated 
bleedings,  without  iegard  to  the  fmallnefs  of  the  pulfe, 
which  will  be  found  to  rife  after  them,  fhould  be  em- 
ployed ;  and  thefe  bleedings  ihould  be  fucceeded  by 
the  application  of  blitlers  to  the  region  of  the  ftomach, 
fomentations  being  ufed  to  the  abdomen,  and  frequent 
and  large  emollient  glyfters  injected. 

From  the  irritability  of  the  flomach,  no  internal  me- 
dicines can  be  exhibited.  Mild  diluents,  however,  and 
mucilages,  mould  be  thrown  in  in  fmall  quantities ; 
and,  when  the  violence  of  the  difeafe  is  fomewhat  aba- 
ted, opiates,  by  way  of  injection,  may  be  cautioufly 
tried,  to  check  the  tendency  to  vomiting. 

8.  By  thefe  means  only,  can  the  tendency  to  fuppu- 
ration  and  gangrene  be  obviated  ;  and  when  the  laft 
takes  place,  it  admits  of  no  remedy. 

IX.  Inflammation  of  the  InteJIines.  {Enteritis.) 

1.  Enteritis  is  marked  by  fixed  pain  in  the  belly, 
increafed  on  preffure,  fevere  and  (hooting  in  a  twilled 
manner  round  the  navel ;  by  ftrong  fever,  with  quick, 
bard,  fmall  pulfe,  by  coftivenefs,  and  vomiting  o£>a 
bilious  or  black  foetid  matter.  Inftead  of  the  latter, 
tenfion  of  the  belly,  confifting  in  a  lumpy  contraction 
of  the  abdominal  mufcles,  often  takes  place. 

2.  This  difeafe,  like  gajlritis,  is  divided  into  two 
fpecies,  the  phlegmonous  and  er'tfpeJalous  ;  the  latter  of 
which,  as  a  confequence  of  other  difeafe..,  we  omit. 
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3.  The  firf>  fpeeies,  or  acute  erituhis,  differs  remark- 
>ly  from  gtiflrUis,  in  the  head  being  unafllcled  du- 
ng its  whole  progrefs  ;  and  is  marked  by  a  particular 
lange  of  feature,  cr  contracted  pale  appearance, 
hich  the  countenance,  alfumes.  Death  here,  how- 
rer,  is  equally  fudden  as  in  the  former  ;  and  gangrene, 
hich  is  its  molt  frequent  termination,  often  fupervenes 

a  few  hours. 

4.  The  chief  fymptoms  of  gangrene  are  to  be  traced 
the  fudden  remitlion  of  pain,  finking  of  pulfe,  fhrink- 
y  of  features,  diftenfion  of  belly,  &c.        >  'A'-X^ 

5.  Tlic  caufes  of  entetUis  are  much  the  Yam e  as 
ofe  of  gqflritis ;  but  of  all  its  caufes  coftivenefs  may 

ccnfidered  as  the  mofl  general.  Kence  its  fre- 
tency  at  an  advanced  period  of  life,  and  it  often  fu- 
rvenes  in  the  progrefs  cf  cholic.  Where  recovered 
Dm,  no  difeafe  is  more  liable  to  a  relapfe. 

6.  Our  opinion,  in  this  difeafe,  muft  always  prognofti- 
te  a  doubtful  event.  Unlefs  alleviated  in  three  or  four 
ys,  it  murt  prove  fatal.  Our  judgment  will  be  much 
retted  by  the  violence  and  fixed  ft  ate  of  the  pain  ;  for 
remitting  and  fhifting  its  fituaticn,  it  is  then  to  be  con- 
ered  as  fomewhat  favourable  ;  and  particularly  if  the 
tfiptoms  cf  fever  are,  at  the  fame  time,  milder.  T  he 
currence  of  ftrangary  is  always  a  fatal  fymptcm. 

7.  DiffecVions  of  this  difeafe  ihew  inflammation  of  the 
teflines  often  to  a  confiderable  extent ;  their  outer  fur- 
:e  fpread  with  red  vefieL ;  their  inner  furface,  when  cut 
:o.  equally  vafcular.  The  peritonreum  is  alfo  more  or 
s  affected,  and  covered,  a:  times  with  a  layer  of  co- 
ulable  lymph.    The  interline  is  often  of  a  dark  ra:i- 
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grenous  colour,  and'  very  thick,  lofing  entirely  its  na« 
tural  tenacity.  Ulcerations  are  found  in  the  farther 
progrefs  of  the  difcafe  in  difFercnt  parts  of  it,  which 
affume  various  appearances ;  adhefions,  likewifc,  cf 
the  difeafed  portion  are  formed  to  contiguous  p:irts. 
Obftruclions  are  frequently  found  in  the  cavity  of  the 
inteftines,  which  are  greatly  diftended  with  wind  and 
foeces  above  the  obftructed  part,  as  alfo  intufufceptionJ 
conflriclion,  twiftings,  &c. 

8.  The  treatment  here  is  alfo  the  fame  with  that  oi 
go/Iritis  ;  only  emollient  glyfters  are  more  indicated! 
and  will  have  more  effect  when  applied,  than  in  the  for{ 
rner  difcaf:. 


X.  Irjlammalion  of  the  Liver.  {Hepatitis.) 

Inflammation  of  the  liver  is  of  two  kinds,  the  ratf) 
and  chronic. 

T.  slcvte. 

1.  The  fymptoms  of  the  former  are  pungent:  form 
times  obtufe  pain  of  right  fide,  rifing  to  the  top  cf  thl 
right  fhoulder,  and  occafioning  tenfion  of  the  right  hj 
pochondrium,  with  confiderable  fever,  and  difficulty 
lying  on  the  left  fide,  denoted  by  a  flrong  hard  pulf«| 
dry  cough,  high  coloured  urine,  and  often  vomiting 
bilious  matter. 

2.  It  occurs  mofc  commonly  in  the  atrabilarian  te: 
perament,  and  in  a  hot  climate  ;  being  particularly  fr< 
quent  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and  induced  by  the  fever; 
caufes  produ<  ing  inflammation  in  other  parts. 

3.  The  inflammation  of  the  liver  is  feldom  extenfr 
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I [  ->re  commonly  partial,  and  therefore,  under  proper 
lunagement,  is  rarely  dangerous;  its  refolut ion  is  at- 
II  ided  with  a  hemorrhage  from  the  nofe  or  anus;  a 
lurrhoea,  or  a  depofition  of  fediment  in  the  urine  ;  and 
Ipietimes  by  external  erifipelas. 

Vv'hen  fuppuratlon  takes  place,  as  it  generally  before 
is  forms  an  adhefion  with  fome  neighbouring  part,  it 
Jdifcharged  by  the  different  outlets  with  which  this 
i  rt  is  connected,  as  by  coughing,  vomiting,  an  abfeefs 
erndlly,  &c.  ;  and,  next  to  the  lungs,  this  organ,  when 
racked  with  inflammation,  poffeffes  the  greatelt  ten- 
ncy  to  fuppuration. 

Gangrene  is  a  rare  occurrence,  at  leafl:  not  appear- 
;  in  this  country  ;  but  fchirrus  frequently  takes  place 
en  it  may  be  faid  to  pafs  into  the  fecond,  or  chronic 
ccies. 

\\.  Di'feftions  of  acute  hipatitisy  fhew  the  fize  of  the 
:er  much  enlarged,  and  of  a  deep  purple  colour  ;  it 
alio  harder  to  the  touch  than  natural ;  its  outer 
rmbrane  is  more  or  lefs  affected  by  the  inflammation  ; 
:s  crowded  with  a  great  number  of  minute  veffels, 
;  ich  carry  a  florid  blood,  and  is  thicker  than  natural, 
ere  is  alfo  thrown  out  upon  its  furface  a  layer  of 
gulable  lymph,  which  forms  a  connecting  medium, 
1  occafions  adhefions  to  be  formed  to  neighbouring 
'  ts.    The  confequene'e  of  the  inflammation  of  this.. 
;an  comes  to  be  the  formation  of  abfeeffes  ;  and  fome 
thefe  are  very  large,  fo  as  to  contain  fome  pints  of 
The  whole  organ  lias  been  found  converted  into- 
ag  of  pus. 

'.  In  the  cure  of  acute  hrpaihls,  the  general  means^ 
obviating  inflammation  mud  be  employed.-  Bleed- 

C  2  * 
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irtg  may  be  ufed  with  more  or  lefs  freedom,  according! 
to  the  urgency  of  pain;  though  its  propriety,  at  leanm 
to  any  extent,  has  been  doubted  in  this  difeafe.  ExtenM 
nal  fomentations  fliould  be  applied  to  the  afFefted  part) 
and  blifters,  if  required.    The  inteflines  fnould  be  o- 
pened  by  frequent  emollient  and  laxative  injections,  and 
the  u.fe  of  diluent  and  refrigerant  medicines  feems  par-i 
ticularly  indicated. 

When  figuration  is  formed,  and  the  abfec-fs  pointf 
externally,  the.  lancet  may  be  ufed  to  haflen  the  evacu- 
ation". 

In  the  warmer  climates,  this  inflammation  is  mofl 
fuccefsfully  fubdued  by  mercury,  and  conflitutes  a  pe« 
culiar  practice.  It  fliould  be  begun  early  cr.  the  2d  or 
3d  day,  and  continued  five  or  fix  weeks,  being  carried 
to  the  point  of  falivation,  and  no  farther.  It  may  be 
introduced  cither  by  rubbing  it  on  the  part,  or  given 
internally. 

2.  Chrome  Hepatitis. 

1.  The  chronic  inflammation  of  the  liver  is,  in  this  I 
country,  more  frequent  than  the  acute,  already  defcrr*  I' 
bed. 

2.  Its  fymptcms  are  very  obfeure,  and  of  long  du- I 
ration.  They  commonly  begin  with  affections  cf  fto-t', 
mach  ;  as  flatulence,  fullnefs,  diftcnfion,  and  fre-pientM 
eruftations ;  the  appetite  in  confequence  fails,  pain  comcsB 
to  be  felt  in  the  region  of  the  liver,  extending  to  the» 
right  fliould er,  the  charafteriflic  of  the  difeafe  ;  an  obW 
fcure  fever,  with  a  ilight  evening  exacerbation,  gradu-|l 
ally  creeps  on,  occalioning  langour,  want  cf  fleer),  and|r 
much  deprcfilon.    The  countenance  becomes  livid  andfj: 
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r.ik,  the  eye  corrcfponds  to  this  (late,  and  becomes  of 
lull  white  or  yellowifh  hue.    Under  thefe  fymptoms 
.enfible  emaciation  takes  place  ;  the  region  of  the  li- 
:,  on  examination,  appears  at  laft  fomewhat  full, 
id  a  fwelling  can  be  traced.    By  this  diftenlion  the 
bathing  becomes  affected,  and  particularly  aggravated 
taen  laid  on  the  left  fide,  attended  with  a  hoarfe  dry 
Ugh.      In  the  end,   dropfical  fymptoms,   as  well 
jaundice,   fupervene  ;   and,  by  this  complication 
diforders  is  the  patient  cut  off.

3.  This  fpecies  of  the  difeafe  lafts  for  months,  fome-

.irrus  ;  for  there  are  a  great  number  of  inftances  of 

:<:overy  from  this  affedtion,  even  under  very  deplo- 

In  this  climate,  however,  it  is  in 
neral  the  mark  of  a  worn-out  conftitution,  or  the  ef-

.4.  In  tracing  this  difeafe  by  diffeclions,  the  appear-

tier. is  white  and  empty  :  The  fkin,  in  general,  is  jaun-B 
diced,  and  there  is  alfo  water  in  the  abdomen. 

•  Infiead  of  this  general  tuberculous  fta:e,  often  larg« 
white  maffes  are  formed  in  different  parts  of  the  organ* 
particularly  near  its  edges,  and  between  them  the  por 
tion  of  the, liver  retains  its  healthy  ftate  ;  but  this  ap» 
pearance  is  not  fo  frequent  as  the  former. 

5.  The  cure  of  this  affection  is  almoft  folely  trurtet 
-fc©  mercury  ;  and  the  rules  for  ufing  it  are  the  fame  ai 
'in  the  acu,te  fpecies.    The  cure  will  be  expedited  by  tin 
.ufe  of  bitters,   aftringents,  and  tonics,  during  this 
courfe  ;  as  the  baric,  columbo,  chamomile,  carduus 
gentian,  &c. 

A  change  of  climate,  from  a  warmer  to  a  coldei 
fituation,  and  alio  a  long  voyage,  have  been  here  rec 
koned  ufeful. 

XI.  Lflammation  cf  the  Kidney.  (Nephritis.) 

1.  Ni  phritis,  or  inflammation  of  the  kidney,  is  at 
tended  with  pain  of  the  affected  fide,  in  the  courfe  d 
the  ureter,  heir,;;  little  influenced  by  motion,  or  pre! 
lure,  which  diftinguifhes  it  from  rheumatifm  ;  the  tei 
tide  frequently  drawn  up,  and  a  numbnefs  prevailing 
in  the  limb  of  that  fide,  frequency  cf  urine,  and  dif 
ficulty  experienced  in  parting  it;  to  thefe  fymptorr4 
are  added  pretty  constantly  vomiting ;  fometimes  cliolic 
while  the  patient  lies  cafielt  on  the  affefted  fide. 
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2.  The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  arc,  external  contufion, 
•raining  of  the  back,  internal  irritations,  as  from  cal- 
uli,  acrids  received  into  the  iromach,  &c.  a  particu- 
-r  predifpoikion  to  this  difeafe  prevails  in  fome  con- 
idtutions,  particularly  the  gouty. 

3.  In  our  opinion  we  are  determined  by  the  quanti- 
11  of  the  urine  pair,  and  its  appearance,  which  is  bed 
'.hea  high  coloured  ;  and  the  evacution  of  pus  along 
vith  it  is  a  favourable  fymptom.     A  crifis  alio  happens 

t  times,  by  fweat  or  piles. 

4.  DiiTeflions  of  this  difeafe  fhow  all  the  effects  of 
lflammation  on  the  kidney  ;  but  there  is  no  confider- 
;ble  gland  in  the  body  fo  liable  to  form  abfceffes  as  it. 
.'he  cavity  of  fuch  abicefles  are  lined  with  a  .pulpy 
rranulated  matter  ;  and  thefe  abfcelTes  deftroy  the  whole 

ructure  of  the  kidney,  converting  it  into  capfules,  fur- 
iunding  a  number  of  imperfect  cavities,  lined  with 
-.lis  pulpy  fubllance.    lnllead  of  abfcelTes  the  fub'tance 
:f  this  organ  becomes  changed,  at  times,  into  a  ibft 
nofe  mafs  like  a  fponge.    It  is  alfo  found  fchirrous, 

5.  The  cure  of  nephritis  proceeds  on  the  general  prin- 
iples  of  obviating  inflammation,  by  venefedtion  ;  tho* 
'ceding  ihould  be  cautioufly  ufed,  where  the  difeafe 
ccurs  in  a  gouty  or  enfeebled  habit,  as  it  generally 
oes ;  by  external  fomentations,  both  general  and  topi- 

.al;  by  glyrters  to  clear  the  inteftines,  as  a  coflivenefs 
ften  prevails ;  by  antiphlogillic  purgatives,  as  the  ca- 
or  oil,  manna,  &c.  which  are  very  ufeful  here  j  and  the 
■*ee  ufe  of  diluent  and  demulcent  liquids 
When  the  fever  is  not  high,  and  the  inflammatory 
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fymptoms  flight,  opiates,  to  fooih  pain,  may  be  occa- 
fionally  ufed,  and  anfwer  beft  in  form  of  glyftcr. 

When  ulceration  prevails,  and  the  difeafe  become 
chronic,  balfamics,  and  other  detergent  medicines,  mi 
neral  waters,  Sec.  will  be  properly  had  recourfe  to. 

XII.  Rbeumat'ifm.  (R/jeumafifmus.) 

1.  Rheumatism  confids  of  wandering  pains  afFecl 
ing  the  larger  joints,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  hip,  knees, 
fhoulders,  and  elbows,  flxifting  in  the  courfe  of  tlx 
mufcles  connected  with  them,  and  much  increafed  on 
motion.    It  is  divided  into  two  kinds,  the  acute  an 
chronic  ;  and  this  divifion  is  necefiary  to  be  obfervei 
on  account  of  their  difference  of  treatment. 

2.  The  acute  kind  occurs  mod  commonly  from  the 
age  of  puberty  to  that  of  35.  It  is  mod  fiequentl 
met  with  in  the  fanguine  temperament,  being  peculiar  to 
a  mild  climate,  and  attacking  men  oftener  than  women, 
at  the  feafons  of  fpring  and  autumn,  when  viciffitudes 
of  heat  and  cold  take  place ;  and  the  right  fide  of  the 
body,  as  has  been  obfexwed,  is  oftener  the  fubject  0 
this  difeafe  than  the  left. 

3.  Its  caufes  are  the  fudden  application  of  cold,  when 
heated,  changes  of  weather,  and  exceiTes  inducing  a 
plethoric  ftate ;  but  99  cafes  of  the  100  arife  from  the 
two  former  caufes. 

4.  In  the  acute  kind  it  is  generally  attended  wi 
inflammatory  fever  ;  and  its  firft  fymptoms  begin  wi 
a  considerable  rigor,  in  which  the  pulfe  is  hard  an 
full,  and  the  other  febrile  appearances  attend,  though 
the  head  is  generally  clear,  and  no  internal  ficknefs  0 
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f  kind  prevails.  An  exacerbation  alfo  takes  place 
:ry  evening,  and  during  the  night  the  pains  are 
.11  fevere,  fhifting  their  fituation,  and  leaving  be- 
nd, on  the  part  affected,  a  degree  of  rednefs  and 
filing. 

,-5.  When  the  fever  departs  a  degree  of  pain  and  ftiff- 
fs  is  frequently  felt  in  the  joint,  which  recurs  on 
anges  of  weather,  without  fever,  infomuch  that  fuch 

:tients,  from  their  feelings,  can  prognofticate  it  ;  this 
nftitutes  the  chronic  kind,  (or  arthrodyma)  and  often 
ntinues  with  intermifficns  for  the  remainder  of  life. 
6.  Our  opinion  is  feldom  unfavourable  in  this  difeafe, 

!  lefs  an  affection  of  fome  of  the  principal  organs  at- 
lds  ;  and  the  ciifis  is  either  by  fweats,  a  hemorrhage, 

•arrhcea,  or  an  irruption  on  the  fkin  ;  for  it  differs 
)m  all  other  inflammations,  in  a  fuppuration  feldom 

ccurring  :  Though  fometimea  there  is  a  ferous  or  gela- 
>cus  efFufion. 

77.  DhTections  of  rheumatlfm,  unlefs  complicated  with 
ihcr  difeafes,  are  rare  ;  but  where  this*  malady,  from 
ee  violence  of  the  fever,  has  proved  fatal,  the  fame 
pearances  are  exhibited  as  defcribed  in  inflammatory 
vcr.    In  the  feat  of  the  difeafe,  viz.  the  joints,  thick- 
ing  of  membranes,  adhefions,  and  gelatinous  effu- 
>n,  are  the  only  peculiar  phenomena ;  but  in  the 
ironic  kind,  we  often  meet  with  palfy  of  the  affected 
:irt,  or  incurable  anchyhfu. 

'  8.  In  the  treatment  of  the  firft  or  acute  kind,  larsre 
id  repeated  bleedings  are  neceffary  ;  as  indicated  by 
e  ftrength  of  the  pulfe,  efpecially  on  the  firfl;  days, 
■ad  where  there  is  much  topical  pain. — After  thefe  ge- 
Bral  bleedings,  topical  may  be  next  ejnployed ;  the 
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plentiful  ufe  of  diluent  liquids  fhould  be  likewife  en- 
joined,  efpeci?Jly  thin  gruel  with  nitre,  fo  that  6  orW 
drams  of  the  latter  may  be  ufed  in  the  firft  twenty-four 
hours. 

Antiphlogiftic  purges  Ere  proper  ;  but  only  after  the 
abatement  of  pain  when  motion  is  permitted. 

Blifters  to  the  part,  when  the  pain  is  violent,  are  ufe- 
ful ;  but  fomentations  increafe  it. 

After  fufEcient  evacuations,  fudorifics,  as  the  gum 
guiac,  opiates,  Dover's  powder,  in  a  dofe  of  10  grains] 
every  two  or  three  hours,  &c.  may  be  ufed  with  advan- 
tage ;  and  they  have  been  the  remedy  moft  trufted  to 
in  this  difeafe,  though,  of  late,  a  new  practice  has  been 
introduced,  of  curing  every  cafe  of  rhcumatijm  by  a  li- 
beral ufe  of  the  Peruvian  bark. 

9.  In  the  chronic  kind,  a  different  plan  of  cure  muft' 
be  purfued,  as  there  prevails,  merely  in  the  part,  ftiff- 
nefs,  diftenfion,  and  confiderable  immobility,  fo  that 
at  laft  a  fort  of  crackling  noife  is  heard,  on  moving 
it.  Laree  evacuations  are  here  to  be  avoided,  and 
warm  applications  of  different  kinds  mufl  be  applied  to 
the  part,  confiding  of  the  effential  oils,  as  thofe  of  gui- 
ac, volatile  alkaline  falts,  turpentines,  &c.  The  ufe 
of  friction  will  likewife  be  of  fervice,  and  ele&ricity, 
foap,  mercury,  mineral  waters,  &c.  to  correct  the  par-J 
ticular  diathefis  or  habit,  have  been  recommended.) 
Cold  is  alfo  a  powerful  remedy  here,  both  employ  edJ 
by  general  bathing,  and  alfo  afFufion  on  the  part ;  r.nr 
is  exercife  to  be  omitted,  which,  to  be  fuccefsful,  fhouldj 
be  fevere  and  long  continued. 

.  10.  Two  particular  fpecies  of  rheumahjm  occur,  which 
require  a  farther  attention. 
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The  one  termed  the  lumbago,  and  partaking  of  the 
ture  of  the  acute  fpecies,  being  diftinguifhed  by  fixed 
ate  pain  of  the  lumbar  region,  {hooting  to  the  os  fa- 
ox  joint  of  the  thigh,  fo  that  the  patient  can  nei- 
:r  lie  in  bed  nor  ftand  upright.  The  treatment  here 
as  in  the  antiphlogiflic  method  defcribed  (8.). 
The  other,  the  fciatic,  confifts  in  a  violent  fixed  pain 
.ending  from  the  joint  of  the  thigh  in  the  courfe  of 
:  fciatic  nerves ;  it  being  of  a  chronic  nature,  is  re- 
)ved  by  the  means  recommended  (9.). 

XIII.  Gout.  (Arthritis.) 

1.  Thf  gout  confifts  in  acute  pain  about  the  lefTer  ar- 
ulations.  of  the  hands  and  feet ;  not  conftant,  but  re- 
rning  by  paroxyfms,  chiefly  occuring  in  fpring  and 

btumn. 

2.  It  is  moftly  confined  to  the  cholerico-fanguine 
t  nperament,  or  th-^fe  who  have  a  large  head,  large 

ft  body,  and  corpulent  habit ;  and,  for  the  mod 
■  rt,  attacks  only  the  male  fex  ;  yet  fometimes  alfo 
:e  more  robuft  females,  though  not  till  after  the  age 
thirty-five  ;  when  occurring  earlier,  it  arifes  from  a 
•reditary  taint,  and  the  chief  period  of  its  attack  is 
im  the  age  of  35  to  that  of  65. 

3.  The  paroxyfms  cf  this  difeafe  often  appear  fud- 
:nly,  at  other  times  they  are  preceded  by  a  fuppref- 
m  of  certain  excretions,  as  fweat  in  the  feet,  an  unu- 
al  coldnefs  of  the  extremities,  their  frequent  numb- 
fs,  cramp  of  the  legs,  &c.  with  a  particular  fenfe  of 
tulency  in  the  ftomach,  and  indigeftion,  though  the 
tter  fymptoms  depart  the  day  immediately  preceding

the  fit,  and  the  flomach  feels,  as  it  were,  in  a  mor 
healthy  (late. 

4.  The  fit  itfelf  generally  commences  early  in  the 
morning,  with  a  pain  affecting  one  hand  or  foot,  often 
in  the  firft  joint  of  the  great  toe  ;  a  rigor  and  other  fe- 
brile fymptoms  attending  :  through  the  day,  the  pain 
fullers  an  exacerbation,  gradually  remitting  about  'lie 
fame  time  next  evening  that  it  began,  and  entirely 
ceafing  with  a  gentle  fweat,  when  fieep  is  permitted! 
and  a  rednefs  and  fwelling  is  perceived  on  the  part. 

5.  A  repetition  of  the  fame  pain  happens  frequentl] 
in  this  manner,  for  feveral  days  before  its  final  depar- 
ture ;  and  when  it  goes  off,  the  parts  affected  become 
itchy,  the  cuticle  fcales  off,  and  a  lamenefs  is  felt,  pro 
portioned  to  the  feverity  and  duration  of  the  difeafe 
At  firfl:.  the  paroxyfms  occur  only  once  in  three  or  foui 
years,  thereafter  they-becomc  annual,  and  increafe  gra- 
dually, till  the  joints  lofe  entirely  their  motion,  and 
calcareous  matter  is  generated  in.  them;  after  whicL 
the  difeafe  may  be  faid  to  be  conltant,  and  inftead  of 
confining  itfelf  to  the  joints,  it  attacks  other  parts  0 
the  body,  ending  in  apoplexy,  palfy.,  aflhma,  Sec.  as 
cording  to  the  particular  vital  parts  that  then  becoitu 
its  feat.  Hence,  from  this  variety  in  its  hiflory,  the 
difeafe  has  been  divided  into  different  fpecies,  accord 
ing  to  the  mode  of  attack  the  progrefs  of  the  fit,  an 
the  part  it  feizes,  and  different  appellations  afhgn 
them. 

6.  Thofe  long  fubject  to  gout,  poffefs  alfo  more  0: 
lefs  cf  a  nephritic  affection,  aiifing  from  calculous  con 
cretions  in  the  kidneys,  and  this  affection  alternate^ 
generally  with  the  paroxyfms  of  the  former  difeafe.

7.  To  direct  our  opinion,  it  may  be  obferved,  that 
fit  is  generally  fhortcr  in  proportion  to  the  violence 
ithe  febrile  fymptoms,  and  the  longer  intermiilion  ; 
tit  acute  pain  is  more  favourable,  by  fnewing  the  af- 
tion  confined  to  one  place  ;  and  that  in  youth  a  cure 
nore  eafily  to  be  expelled  than  in  old  age,  or  where 
:  difeafe  is  hereditary,  and  tophi  formed. 
3.  Its  caufes  are  good-living,  nocturnal  debauches, 
eeciilly  in  the  ufe  of  acid  and  auftere  drinks,  want 
.  exercife,  or  too  much  of  it  where  the  difeafe  is  once 
.jun,   a  lax  moilt  habit,  immoderate  venery,  fup- 
tifcd  evacuations,  affections  of  mind,  cold  applied  to 
;  extremities,  &c. 

)9»  Where  gout  proves  fatal,  by  fuddenly  attacking 
:2  ftomach,  or  fome  ether  principal  organ,  directions 
ten  difcover  no  organical  change  in  the  feat  of  the 
/eafe.    But  where  the  conlYituiion  has  been  worn 
t  by  its  flower  ravages,  various  morbid  affections  of 
:  head  and  vife'era,  particularly  fchirrus  of  the  latter 
;  confpicuous.    Externally  the  fmall,  fometimes  the 
.ger,  joints  are  more  or  lefs  deftroyed  by  the  fci  ma- 
in of  a  chalky  concretion,  or  vitiated  fynovia,  chang- 
;  their  fecretion,  and  rendering  them  fiiff  and  im- 
jvedble.    In  all  the  gouty  cafes  of  Morgagni,  he  al- 
tys  found  calculi  in  the  kidneys,  of  various  colour 
d  fize,  but  much,  in  their  nature  and  appearance,  re- 
nbling  the  concretions  of  the  joints, 
i  io.  Two  indications  require  to  be  attended  to  in  the 
rre.         '  . . 

TThe  firjl  is  to  fhorten  the  paroxyfm  when  once  com- 
enced ;  and, 

'.The  /•  cond}  to  prevent  its  recurrence. 
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1 1.  Thejfr/?  is  effected  by  an  adherence  to  the  and 
phlcgiftic  plan,  except  the  patient  h  s  been  in  the  habil 
of  exceeding,  -w  hen  .1  fpare  life  of  wine  and  aninu 
food  .will  be  proper,  that  too  great  a  change  may  no! 
fuddenly  take  place.  Opiates  alfo  may  be  occaficnal 
ly  given  to  abate  the  violence  of  pain  ;  but  ftanne 
and  patience  are  the  only  applications  that  fliculd  b< 
made  to  the  part  itfelf ;  and  where  perfpiration  I 
the  difeafed  joint  can  be  brought  on  by  the  former,  itf 
attended  with  relief.  When  the  pain,  however,  is  vcri 
violent,  blifters,  liniments,  and  poultices,  of  a  warm  of 
aromatic  nature,  and  bleeding  the  part  too  have  been  r£ 
commended — Gout  attacking  the  ftomach  is  attended 
with  ficknefs,  naufea,  &c.  Here  warm  cordials,  of  the 
ftrongeft.  kind,  muft  be  had  recourfe  to,  and  mu/k, 
camphor,  volatile  alkali,  balfam  of  Peru,  ftrong  fpirifc? 
fimply,  or  impregnated  with  afafcetida,  garlic,  &c.  hav 
been  frequently  fuccefsful. 

12.  For  acccmpli(hing  the  fecond  indication,  a  parti- 
cular attention  to  regimen  becomes  proper,  and  abflj 
nence  and  exercife  are  the  moil  effectual  means. 

The  diet  mould  therefore  be  entirely  of  a  vegetable 
nature,  and  as  much  exercife  taken  on  horfcb.ick  as 
poffible. 

Bitters,  as  the  Portland  powder,  fixed  alkaline  falti 
under  different  forms,  mineral  waters,  as  thofe  of  B; 
and  Briftol,  and  other  fimilar  means,  have  been  tii 
with  the  fame  view,  but  without  much  cfTecl.  At  th 
farce  time,  it  muft  be  allowed,  that  a  moderate  ufe  ofi 
alkalis,  if  not  curing,  rendeis  the  cfifcalc  more  bear^ 
able. 

j  3.  Where  the  conftitution,  however,  from  repeated 
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l  oxxfms,  has  been  much  impaired,  the  ufe  of  tonics, 
.cad  of  the  former  plan,  foems  required,  with  ani-i 
II  food  and  an  abftinence  from  acids  ;  employing,  at 
;  fame  time,  bark,  bitters,  and  preparations  of  iron, 
id  bathing  is  rather  dangerous,  if  applied  near  the 
>roach  of  the  fit,  and  ii  feldom  employed  in  gouty  ha- 

XIV.  Rofj.  {Ertfip'rlasr) 

. .  The  Rofe  is  an  inflammation  on  fonie  part  of  the 
->.,  attended  with  pain,  heat,  and  a  remarkable  florid 
:aefs;  and,  when  extenfive,  with  all  the  fymptoms 
inflammatory  fever. 

:i.  It  depends  on  a  certain  matter  generated  in  the 
ily,  and  thrown  out  again  on  the  furface,  appearing 
ft  frequently  betwixt  the  30th  and  4.0th  year,  and 
uckuv*  women  oftener  than  men  :  It  is  moft  com- 
rn  in  a  fouthern  climate,  and  ia  the  autumnal  lea- 
4k|,  It  has  alfo  been  fometimes  difcovered  epidemic 
:1  contagious,  efpecially  inhofpitals  ;  in  many  it  arifes 
nm  a  hereditary  taint. ' 

\],  It  oftener  appears  on  the  face  than  on  any  ether 
ft,  and  comes  on  with  fome  degree  of  delirium,  iiu- 
,  and  coma,  the  pulfe  being  frequent  and  full ;  after 
ich,  in  two  or  three  days,  a  rednefs  is  feen,  which 
idually  extends  to  the  hairy  fcalp,  and  next,  to  feme 
rt  of  the  neck,  decreafmg  in  the  parts  it  firit  occu- 
'•d,  and  rendering  the  whole  face  turgid  ;  Vihile  near 
I  eye  lids  the  fwelling  is  fometimes  fo  great  as  to 
ut  up  the  fight  ;  and  this  fymptom  is  always  at- 
.ded,  for  three  or  four  days,  with  a  fevere  fenfe  ok 
:rnine  heat.  '  *

4.  Thefe  fymptoms  are  generally  fuccecded  in  a  fhort 
time  by  bliRers  of  different  fizes,  which  contain  a  thin 
colourlefs  matter;  and  their  fktn  is  frequently  of  a  bla<J 
livid  colour,  though  no  gangrene  takes  place;  fomS 
times,  efpecially  on  the  eye-lids,  they  come  to  fuppj 
ration,  while  the  reft  of  the  fkiii,  where  they  are  rm 
formed,  fuffers  a  defquamation. 

5.  .On  the  appearance  of  inflammation  on  the  face  na 
rerniuion  cf  febrile  fymptoms  occur, ;  fometimes  even 
2:1  exacerbation  is  apparent,  and  the  inflammation  gj 
nerally  continues  for  eight  or  ten  day?,  while  the  pa 
tient,  where  the  difeafe  is  violent,  dies  commonly  cn 
the  9th  or  1 1  th  day  of  its  attack  ;  femetimes  fconeji 
When  mild",  again,  as  the  inflammation  departs,  thl 
fever  and  other  fymptoms  abate,  without  any  apparent 
crifis ;  and  the  Ikin,  on  the  pait  inflammed,  turns  jM 
lowifh,  and  the  cutic"le  lcales  off. 

.6.  Our  opinion  is  determined  by  the  conflitution  anffl 
age  of  the  patient,  and  by  the  vio3er.ee  of  the  febiilej 
^fymptoms;  for  if  no  delirium  or  coma  takes  place!  u 
there  is  little  appearance  of  danger,  but  if  they  appearl! 
early  in  the  difeafe,  and  life  to  any  height,  great  dan- Iff 
ger  is  to  be  apprehended.  ' 

7.  Erifipelas  of  the  face,  where  fatal,  difcovers,  onHh 
di(fec"Uon,  hiflammation  of  the  brain,  and  its  confi 
quences,  or  the  fame  appearances  of  the  head  as  dele 
bed  in  inflammatory  fever  and  phrenzy. 

8.  This  difeafe  is  to  be  treated  by  the  ufual  means 
obviating  inflammation,  by  bleeding,  as  directed  by  th| 
flate  of  the  pulfe,  by  the  ufe  of  diaphoretics  to  relax  the 
furface,  and  where  the  head  is  affccled,  by  laxatives  M 
produce  a  revulfion.    After  thefe  evacuations,  bliflenl 
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y  be  applied  as  near  as  poffible  to  the  feat  of  the  af- 
::on,  the  body  being  kept,  as  much  as  poffible,  in 

eredt  pollure,  and  al'pare  diet  enjoined. 
iYith  a  topical  view  the  heft  applications  are  dry 
aly  powders,  as  the  litharge  and  ftarch,  &c. 
).  When  occurring  on  the  other  parts  of  the  body,, 
ipelas  is  generally  preceded  by  drowhnefs,  and  o- 
r  feverilh  fymptoms,  which  depart  on  the  appear- 
e  of  the  inflammation,  and  are  feldom  dangerous ; 
.  the  difeafe  fometimcs  fhiftsk  place,,  on  leaving  one 
t,  attacking  another  at  firrt  unaffected. 
!0.  Some  cafes  of  er'ifipelas  have  been  mentioned  as 
ieilTng  a  putrefcent  tendency,  and,  where  they  oc- 
,  the  baik,  wine,  and  other  antifeptics,  mull  be  em- 
yed  internally,  and  the  gangrene  of  the  part  pre- 
ted  by  fpiritous  fomentations,  cataplafms,  Sec.  This 
:afe  is  confidered  as  critical  at  times,  curing  epilep- 
fpafmodic  cholic,  and  afthma,  to  which  the  patient 

been  fubjecl. 

XV.  Small  Pox.  {Fariola.) 

.  The  fmall pox  is  a  difeafe  depending  on  a  fpecific 
tagion  affecting  a  pe'rfon  but  once,  which,  when  in- 
iuced  into  the  body  produces  fevei  ;  and,  on  the 
or  7th  day  of  it,  an  eruption  of  fmall  irifkme<<i 
iples,  which,  in  eight  days  from  this  period,  are 
id  up,  and  fall  off  in  crufts,  leaving  a  pit  or  mark. 
.  This  difeafe  firlt  appeared  in  Arabia,  from  which 
vas  tranfported  by  commercial  intercourfe,  into 
-ope  :  the  young  of  both  iexes  are  chiefly  expofedi 
ts  attacks,  which  are  molt  frequent  during  the 
ng  and  fummer. 

D  3 
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3.  Two  particular  forms  of  it  occur,  known  undil 
the  title  of  the  cliflina  and  the  confluent  i'mall  pox,  and 
a  feparate  confideration  of  each  of  them  becomes  prd 
per. 

Diftina.  In  the  firft,  the  fever  is  of  the  inflaJ 
matory  kind,  commencing  with  a  great  rigor,  confides 
.able  languor,  drowfinefs,  and  pain  of  the  pit  of  the  ftq 
rnach  when  preft  on,  ending  in  fpontaneous  vomiting, 
a  diagnoftic  fymptcm  in  this  malady.  Frequent  ftari 
ings  take. place  in  fleep,  and  the  feet  feel  cold,  while  tty 
reft  of  the  body  is  preternaturally  warm  ;  fometimes  ft 
wards  the  end  of  the  third  day,  immediately  precedin 
the  eruption,  one  or  two  epileptic  paroxyfms  occur,* 
a  flight  hemorrhage  from  the  nofe. 

4.  From  this  appearance  of  the  eruption,  the  fev« 
abates,  being  entirely  gone  by  the  5th,  from  which, 
the  7th,  the  puftules  acquire  their  proper  figure  an^ 
fize,  a  whey  coloured  veficle  appearing  on  the  ton 
while  below  they  difcover  an  inflamed  circular  margin^ 
and  at  this  time  alfo,  when  the  puftules  are  numerous, 
a  fwelling  of  the  face  comes  on,  which  abating  on  th 
1  ith,  is  fucceeded  by  the  fame,  in  the  hands  and  feetj 
after  which,  in  confequence  of  the  maturity  of  the  mat 
ter  in  the  puftules,  they  bx'eak  and  difcharge  th 
fluid,  by  which  means  they  come  to  flirivel  and  ft 
fide,  the  matter  drying  and  falling  off  in  crufts. 

5.  Some  degree  of  fever  appears  alfo  on  the  1 
and  1  ith  days  of  the  difeafe,  but  foon  departs  ;  and 
previous  to  this,  on  the  6th  or  7  th,  fome  hoarfencfij 
and  difficulty  of  fwallowing,  with  a  considerable  difj 
charge  of  faliva,  take  place. 

6.  Confluent.    In  the  fecond  kind,  the  fever  polfefli^

1  ore  of  a  nervous  or  Typhoid  nature,  and  is  more  vio- 
mt,  the  caufe  being  more  confiderable  ;  and  epileptic 
is  occur,  which  u flier  in  the  pox,  or  prove  fatal  before 
e  eruption. 

•  7.  When  the  eruption  appears,  it  is  generally  earlier 
ian  ufual,  viz.  on  the  third  day,  being  frequently  pre- 
_ded  by,  or  attended  with  a  rofy  efllorefcence,  and 
spearing  in  clutters  like  the  meailes  ;  they  are  moft 
cumerous  on  the  face,  and  after  the  eruption,  little  or 
&o  remiflionof  fever  is  obferved. 
8.  The  veficle  on  the  top  is  alfo  perceived  here 
>oner  than  in  the  diflinQ  kind,  but  the  puftules  never 
lie  to  any  eminence,  retaining  a  particular  flatnefs,  and 
cever  arrive  to  a  proper  fuppuration.  The  fwelling 
;f  the  face  is.  alfo  more  confiderable,  and  begins  ear- 
cer,  and  on  the  icth  and  11th  days,  an  exacerbation 
ff  the  fever,  termed  the  fecondary  fever,  takes  place. 

The  flow  of  faliva  is  likewife  more  conftant  in  this 
lorm  of  the  difeafe,  though  inftead  of  it,  in  infants,  a 
i  iarhcea  commences,  and  the  affections  of  the  fauces 
:  revail  in  a  higher  degree. 

i).  Putrid  fymptoms  frequently  appear,  the  body 
eeing  covered  with  petechiae  or  livid  blotches,  and  he- 
morrhages taking  place  from  different  parts. 

10.  The  caufe  of  this  difeafe  was  mentioned  as  a  cer- 
ain  fpecific  matter,  (1.)  which,  on  entering  the  bo»- 
ly,  is  determined  to  an  exit,  more  particularly  by  the 
kin;  and  the  difference,  therefore,  in  the  appearance 
)f  the  difeafe,  depends  on  the  ftate  of  confutation,  and 
i-fpecially  of  the  fkin.  This  difeafe  would  feem  parti- 
cularly fatal  to  fome  families,  without  our  being  able. 
0  afllgn  a  proper  reafon  for  it. 
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1 1.  Our  opinion  mutt  here  be  regulated  by  the  varr. 
ous  circumilances  in  the  appearance  of  the  diieafe  ;  fori 
the  more  the  eruption  retains  the  firft  or  ditUnct  form  off 
the  difeafe,  the  fafer  it  is  found  :  But  in  the  confluent] 
fmall  pox,  there  is  always  danger  ;  the  degree  of  uhicfl 
is  denoted  by  the  violence  and  continuance  of  the  fe-! 
ver.  and  the  marks  of  putrefcency :  in  this  lad  cafe  iti 
proves  fatal  on  the  6th,  or  more  frequently  on  the  i  ithJ 
and  fometimes  not  till  the  14th  day  of  the  difeafeJ 
In  this  diieafe,  alfo,  the  ftate  of  voice  and  refpiratioirj 
have  been  regarded  as  leading  diagnoiUcs,  and  thd 
number  and  appearance  of  the  pultules  on  the  face] 
more  than  elfewhere,  influence  our  prognofis.  In  thd 
confluent  kind,  the  longer  the  fwelling  of  the  face  anctj 
hands  remains,  it  is  the  more  favourable, 

12.  DiifecVions  of  confluent  fmall  pox  difcover  much, 
the  f.tme  morbid  appearances,  internally,  as  are  to  be; 
found  in  putrid  fever,  no  puihiles  having  been  met^ 
■wit  li  in  a  variety  of  fatal  cafes  examined  by  different

13  The  cure  of  fmall  pox  depends  on  the  gencr.iL 
principle  of  the  antiphlogiiHc  plan,  efpecially  in  a  free1 
admiflion  of  cold  air,  which  may  be  carried  here  to 
greater  exccfs  than  in  any  other  difeafe  ;  and  not  con- 
tent with  this,  in  the  warm  climates  even  cold  bath- 
ing is  employed. 

Bleeding,  if  the  fever  is  high,  may  alfo,  in  adults,  be 
performed,  but  at  the  fame  time  cautioufly,  from  the 
danger  of  the  fubfequent  debility ;  the  ufe  of  cooling 
purgatives  feenia  particularly  indicated,  with  acid  and 
diluent  drinks  In  the  beginning  here  much  lick- 
jicfs  prevails^  emetics  may  be  exhibited,  and,  in  con- 
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ttction  with  them  both,  the  vegetable  and  mineral 
.ds.  Where  putrid  fymptoms  appear,  the  bark  and 
me  will  be  properly  employed,  and,  from  the  5th  day 
the  difeafe,  an  opiate  at  bed-time  will  be  found  of 
\  vice. 

1.;.  But  befides  this  general  treatment,  particular 
;toms  of  the  difeafe  will  likewife  require  a  fpecial 
tention.  Thus,  where  convulfions  are  frequent,  a  ri- 
:rcus  application  of  cold,  opiates,  even  fomentations, 

d  the  warm  bath,  have  moderated  their  violence. 
;.here  the  refpiration  is  much  impeded,  or  deglutition 

>m  the  tumor  cf  the  fauces  difficult,  blifters  may  be 
;  plied,  and  gargles  ufed  to  remove  the  vifcid  mucus. 
.vhere  the  fever  alfo  continues  ftrong,  antimonials,  in 
;  ufeating  dofes,  fo  as  to  pafs  downwards,  will  be  of 
•vice. 

15.  The  confequences  of  fmall  pox  are  often,  if  not 
Be  formation,  at  lead  the  firR  appearance  of  fcrophu- 
; ;  for,  from  that  period,  difeafed  glands  mow  them- 
wes  in  different  parts,  and  confumption  takes  place, 
mm  a  fimilar  Hate  of  the  lungs. 

116.  As  fmall  pox  proves  fo  frequently  fatal,  two  out 
every  eleven  that  are  feized  with  it  being,  accord- 
>  to  computation,  cut  off ;  and  as  a  disfiguration  of 

.  e  face,  by  its  leaving  certain  hollows  or  pits,  occurs, 
method  has  been  employed  of  communicating  the  in- 
3ion  artificially,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  violence  of  the 
feafe,  and  avoid  thefe  confequences. 

4  Inoculation. 
17.  This  method,  termed  inoculation,  confifts  in  the 
r.roduclion  of  a  fmall  portion  of  variolous  or  pocky 
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matter  betwixt  the  cuticle  and  fkin.  on  the  point  ofj 
lancet,  which,  by  being  abforbed  in  the  fpace  of  eighl 
or  twelve  days  from  this  period,  produces  an  emptied 
of  a  mild  kind  ;  the  body  being  prepared,  in  the  intea 
rim,  by  an  abftinence  from  animal  food,  and  by  thjjp 
frequent  ufe  of  mercurial  and  antimonial  medicines  da 
termining  to  the  interlines. 

18.  This  practice  has  been  employed  by  different  nai 
tions,  and  in  different  ways.  It  was  firft  introduce! 
into  Britain  from  Turkey,  and  improved  by  a  numbel 
of  phyficians,  till  it  arrived  at  its  prefent  fimplicity,  W 
as  to  render  the  difeafe  no  longer  dangerous. 

19.  To  enfure  its  fuccefs,  however,  certain  cautions 
have  been  deemed  necefiary  to  be  obferved  with  rega:

20.  When  once  inoculation  takes  place,  the  antiphl 
girlie  regimen  muft  be  purfued,  and  when  the  eruptio 
appears,  the  fame  treatment  will  be  requifite  as  fo 
merly  recommended  in  the  diJl'mS  kind.  ( 13.) 

21.  Late  experiments,  however,  feem  to  fliow,  thsj 
thefe  reftriclionj  of  diet  are  lefs  necenary,  that  prepara.  I 
tioi.  alfo  has  little  effect  on  the  future  eruption,  ar.d  || 
that  the  caufe  of  its  mildnefs  is  to  be  alcribtd  to  the  1 
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le  circumftance  of  the  operation  itfelf,  -without  re- 
i  to  any  thing  elfe  ;  for  the  fame  mildnefs  has  at-, 
led  a  fimilar  operation  in  the  plague,  and  other  fa- 
(jifeafes,  and  the  fame  mildnefs  is  apparent  alfo  in 
climates  and  iituations  where  it  is  praclifed. 

XVI.   Chicken  Pox.    (  Varicella. ) 

.  This  difeafe,  like  the  former,  is  the  effect  of  a 
:ihc  contagion,  and  attacks  a  perfon  only  once. 
.  It  is  preceded  by  a  flight  and  uncertain  fever,  and 
en  appearing,  difplays  vellcles  always  diftincl,  but  lefs 
ize  than  thofe  of  the  fmall  pox,  and  containing  a 
tter  which  preferves  always  a  fluid  confiftence.  The 
afe  is  terminated  in  three  or  four  days  from  their 
appearance  ;  and  no  danger  ever  attending  it.  there 
othing  particular  necelfary  to  be  obferved  in  the 
itment. 

XVII.  Meajles.  {MorbilL) 

.  The  meajles  depend  on  a  fpecific  contagion,  occur- 
moft  frequently  in  children,  and  attacking,  for  the 
\  part,  all  perfcns  once  in  life,  being,  in  this  coun- 
,  chiefly  epidemic  in  January, 

.  Their  firit  fymptorns  are  thirft,  heat,  and  the  ufu- 
ppearances  of  inflammatory  fever  ;  and  though  they 
,  perhaps  for  fome  days  mild,  yet  they  become  ai- 
rs more  violent  before  the  eruption,  which  ufually 
pens  on  the  fourth  day,  appearing  firfi:  on  the  face 
he  form  of  clutters  little  prominent,  or  like  flea 
s,  and  in  time  over  the  reft  of  the'  body  ;  though, 
ome  rare  inllaaces,  they  have  been  known  to  rile  as 
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high  as  the  dijl\n8  fmall  pox,  on  the  fecond  day.  Du| 
ring  the  fame  number  of  days  they  continue  out,  and 
the  vivid  rednefs  of  the  face  gradually  decreafes ;  thi 
turgefcence,  which  takes  place  on  the  eruption,  alfij 
diminifhes,  a  defquamation  coming  on. 

3.  The  eruption  is  always  attended  with  feme  hoarfe- 
nefs,  and  this  hoarfenefs,  or  at  leaft  cattarhal  fymptoma 
often  precede  it  for  fome  days,  with  difficulty  of  refpil 
ration,  and  a  dry  cough  ;  the  eyes  being  particularly 
affeded,  and  a  coryza,  with  frequent  fneezing,  takes 
place.  After  the  eruption,  the  fever,  in  fome  cafes] 
fuffers  a  remifiion,  though  in  others,  and  moll  co 
monly,  not  till  the  defquamation  commences  ;  for,  d 
ferent  from  diJYinB  fmall  pox,  the  fever,  after  the  erupl 
tion,  rather  increafes.  When  the  defquamation  takes 
place,  the  cough,  which  ft  ill  continues,  frequentl 
-brings  on  a  rheumatic  affection,  while  a  diarrhcea 
the  fame  time  attends. 

4.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  to  be  determined  by] 
the  appearance  of  the  catarrhal  fymptoms,  and  the  del 
gree  of  inflammatory  diathefis  or  habit,  which,  whefl 
fatal,  is  generally  on  the  ninth  day,  and  alfo  the  di 
hcea  which  continuing  obfiinate,  often  proves  mort 
It  is,  however,  more  the  confequences  of  this  difea 
than  the  difeafe  itfelf,  we  are  to  dread  ;  for.  even  thou 
not  violent  it  is  often  fucceeded  by  ophthalmia  and  c 
fumpiion,  more  rarely  by'  drcpfy. 

5.  Where  difTeclions  have  been  made  of  children  d 
ing  of  meafles,  the  morbid  appearances  are  chiefly  c 
fined  to  the  lungs  and  intelfines.    The  bronchi*  fee 
e  J  little  affected,  but  the  fubftance  of  the  lungs  betray"! 
ed  flrong  marks  of  inf  animation,  tonjing  to  g.tiigrena 
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(pane  parts,  and  the  blood-veffels  much  enlarged, 
i.iefions  alfo  were  formed  between  them  and  the 

tea.    In  fome  cafes,  the  meferaic  glands  were  alio 

afed. 

.  From  the  inflammatory  difpofition  prevailing,  the 
i  proceeds  here  on  the  general  principle  of  obviat- 
;  inflammation.    With  this  view,  therefore,  blood- 
ing will  be  highly  proper,  and  that  according  to  the 
:ency  of  the  fever,  cough,  and  difficulty  of  refpira- 
,.,  though  it  will  be  feldom  neceflary  daring  the  con- 
ance  of  the  eruption,  and  fhould  be  rcferved  for  the 
od  of  defquamation,  which  is  moft  critical, 
doling  purgatives  fhould  likewife  be  employed, 
,„  according  to  the  catarrhal  fymptoms,  the  ufe  of 
:ers  will  be  indicated.    To  alleviate  the  cough, 
:n  troublcfome,  demulcent  peftoral.s,  as  oils  and 
lilages,  will  be  ufeful ;  and,  when  the  fever  is  fome- 
it  abated,  opiates  will  more  fuccefsfully  anfwer  the 
e  e  purpnfe. 

lie  application  of  cold  is  not  fo  proper  here  as  in 
HI  pox;  even  a  moderate  degree  of  heat  is  prefer- 
on  account  of  the' affection  of  the  lungs  which 
s  place. 

• .  After  the  departure  of  this  difeafe,  it  is  common 
emove  the  dregs  of  it,  or  rather  that  degree  of  in- 
amatory  difpofition  ftill  remaining,  by  frequent  pur- 
,  fo  as  to  prevent  its  tendency  to  produce  any  bad 
els. 

XVIII.  Scarlet  Fever.  {Scarlatina.) 
..  THE/fflrfe/flwconfiftsin  an  eruption  of  broad 
fpots,  here  and  there,  equal  with  the  /kin,  attend 
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ed  with  heat,  itchinefs,  and  act'te  inflammatory  fever, 
while  a  defquamation  occurs  in  four  or  five  days. 

2.  This  difeafe  appears  in  winter,  and  is  not  pieced* 
ed  by  any  catarrhal  fymptoms,  nor  yet  anxiety  and  vo* 
moting,  though  very  early  a  difficulty  in  deglutition 
comes  on,  and  a  degree  of  inflammation  is  obfervable 
in  the  fauces,  with  more  or  lefs  of  a  white  floughy  ap 
pcarance,  but  not  of  a  gangrenous  kind.  This  afFeo 
tioa  of  throat,  however,  is  not  a  conftant  or  eiferitial 
iymptom  of  the  difeafe.  The  eruption  appears  next  on 
the  third  or  fourth  day. 

3.  On  the  departure  of  the  eruption,  a  profufe  fweat 
breaking  out,  the  febrile  fymptoms  fubfide,  while,  on 
infpecling  the  fauces,  ulcerations  appear,  but  which  dif« 
cover  a  laudable  pus  without  any  fa;tor  ;  and,  in  a  few 
d.iys  after  the  fymptoms  difappear,  an  anafarca,  or 
dropfical  fvvelling,  frequently  feizes  the  body,  but  foon 
goes  off.  x 

4.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  almoft  always  fc 
vcurable,  not  one  out  of  a  100  dying  of  it ;  and,  in  or- 
der to  ,dirccT:  our  opinion,  the  great  point  is  to  diflin- 
guiih  this  malady  from  the  putrid fore  throat.  This  can 
enly  be  done  by  the  appearance  of  the  ulcerations  f 
the  fauces,  and  the  nature  of  the  fever  not  Ihewing  th 
typhoid  form.  This  difeafe  alio  attacks  only  ontr 
while  the  putrid  fore  throat  returns  as  often  as  expofe 
to  its  contagion. 

5.  When  fatal,  diffe&ions  fhew  the  fame  morbid  ap 
pearances  here  as  in  the  putrid  fore  throat. 

6.  Its  cure,  where  no  afFeclion  of  the  fauces  accom 
panies  it,  is  very  Ample,  and  proceeds  on  the  antiphi 
(ri,lic  plan.    As  the  cafe,  however,  may  be  ambiga 
DUS,  from  its  fimilarity  to  the  putrid  fore  throat,  whea

XIX.  Bleeding  of  the  Nofe.  (Efi/lax>s.) 

\.  Epistaxis  confiRs  in  a  hemorrhage',  mod  fre- 
;ently  from  one  noftril,  happening  to  ycung  perfens 
aa  fanguine  and  plethoric  habit,  mod  commonly  to 
Ides,  before  the  age  cf  manhood  ;  when  its  attacks 
made  after  this  period  of  life,  it  is  attended  with 

.:.  It  commences,-  at  times,  without  any  previous  in- 
ation  ;  but,  in  other  cafes,  is  preceded  by  head ach, 
uimed  eyes,  flufhed  face,  itchinefs  of  the  nofe,  and 
:er  marks  of  turgefcence. 

•  •.  The  hemorrhage  is  feldom  fo  copious  as  to  ccca- 
1  death,  but  in  advanced  life,  as  indicating  a  ple- 
ric  habit  of  fullnefs  in  the  veifels  of  the  head,  it  fre- 
ntly  precedes  apoplexy,  palfy,  &c. ;  and,  when  fatal, 
morbid  appearances  are  to  be  looked  for  under 

*e  di'eafes. 

•  The  management  cf  this  difeafe  confifts  in  at- 
:  pting  to  moderate  the  difcharge  by  a  cool  iituation, 
ufe  cf  cold  liquids,  an  eredt  pofture,  and  avoiding 

E  2 
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any  irritation  in  the  part ;  and,  when  profufe,  by  ftoj 
ping  the  noftril  itfelf. 

5.  Where  a  plethoric  habit  is  evident,  in  adull 
bleeding  in  the  arm  may  be  performed,  cooling  pun 
tives  exhibited,  and  every  part  of  the  antiphlogiS 
courfe  employed.    When  arifmg  from  fupprefl  evac« 
tions,  thefe  are  either  to  be  reftored,  or  a  ducharj 
made  by  iffues,  &c. 

XX.  Spilling  of  Blood.  (Hemcptyfis) 

1.  H  EMQPTYSis  is  a  difcharge  of  blood  from 
mouth,  of  a  florid  colour,  brought  up  with  more 
3efs  coughing,  preceded  by  a  rigor  and  other  feve: 
fymptoms,  with  anxiety,  and  a  fenfe  of  weight  abo 
the  prccordia,  often  pain  externally  in  fome  part  oft 
thorax,  attended  or  preceded  by  a  faltifh  tafle  of  ti 
faliva,  and  a  fenfe  of  heat  under  the  flernum. 

2.  It  depends  on  a  rupture  of  blood-vefTels  in  th 
lungs,  and  though  it  may  be  cccafioned  by  exter: 
violence  at  any  period,  yet  its  attacks  are  moll  frequen 
from  the  age  of  fixteen  to  that  of  35,  in  thofe  per 
fons  where  a  faulty  proportion,  either  in  the  veffels 
the  lungs,  or  in  the  capacity  of  the  cheft,  takes  pi 
being  diftinguifhed  by  a  narrow  thorax,  and  promi 
{houlders  ;  or  in  thofe  who  are  of  a  delicate  make,  an 
fanguine  temperament,  with  a  long  neck,  who,  in  t 
difpofitions,  are  poiTeft  of  much  fenfibility  and 
acute  genius.  But  this  difeafe  may  occur  in  any  co' 
ftitution,  where  fupprefl  evacuations  have  taken  pla 

3.  Its  caufes,  in  fuch  conftitutions  are  external  hi 
hence  it  frequently  appears  in  tne  end  of  fpring,  ai* 
beginning  of  fummer, — changes  of  atmofphcrcy  violent  etc* 
tlfe  in  nfpiration,  fupprefl  evacuations,  See. 
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Li.  Of  all  the  hemorrhages,  it  is  the  moll  dangerous, 
iugh  it  feldom  comes  in  fuch  quantity  as  to  be  im- 
jdiately  fatal  at  once,  and  our  opinion  is  more  or  lefs 
curable,  according  to  the  habit  or  age  at  which  it 
urs,  and  the  caufes  inducing  it.    It  is  lefs  to  be 
.vaded  in  youth,  but  there  is  hazard  in  weak  confti- 
ions,  and  in  thofe  who  have  been  previoufly  debilitat- 

bf  its  ending  in  confumption  ;  the  appearance  of 
Idepfy,  or  hiccup,  are  fatal  fymptoms. 
jr.  Where  this  difeafe  proves  fatal,  in  confequence  of. 

hemorrhage,  the  efFufion  is  generally  from  fome  of 
:  larger  vefiels  ;  and  the  cavity  betwixt  the  lungs 
1  pleura,  on  diffecYion,  is  difcovered  full  of  blood,  fo 
to  check  entirely  refpiration,  and  the  fubftanre  of 

lungs  inflamed  at  the  place  of  the  laceration. 
:iere  the  progrefs  of  bemoptyjis  is  flower,  and  termi- 
.es  in  pulmonary  confumption,  the  morbid  appearances 
:he  lungs  will  be  found  under  that  difeafe. 
5.  From  the  danger  attending  this  difeafe  defcribed 
, ,  its  cure  mud  proceed  on  a  Uriel  obfervance  of 
.  antiphlogiftic  plan,  efpecially  by  avoiding  heat,  and 
:  ry  kind  of  bodily  exertion,  with  the  ufe  of  refrige- 
:ts,  particularly  acids  and  nitre,  while  blood-letting 
.7  be  performed  under  limitation,  being  only  em- 
ved  when  the  hemorrhage  is  profufe,  and  the  pulfe 
ers  nothing  from  its  flowing,  with  other  marks  of 
ammatory  diathefis.    Cooling  purgatives  make  alfo 
ecefUry  part  of  the  antiphlogiftic  courfe  required  in 

difeafe. 

Wherever  there  is  fixt  pain  of  the  cheft,  blifters  are 
:ainly  indicated.

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XXI.  Piles.  (Hemorr/jr/ts) 

1.  The  piles  confift  of  fmall  tumors  fituated  on  the 
verge  of  the  anus,  or  of  a  varicofe  ring  furrounding  it. 
When  a  difcharge  from  Juch  tumors  takes  place,  they 
are  termed  bleeding,  when  there  is  no  difcharge,  they 
are  termed  blind  piles. 

2.  It  is  generally  a  local  affection,  but,  from  frequeij 
returns  of  the  evacuation,  it  becomes  conftituticnal, 
occuring  at  certain  periods,  and  preceded  by  giddi- 
nefs,  headach,  pain  of  back  and  loins,  with  a  fenfe  oi 
heat,  and  fullnefs  in  the  part.  It  flows  only  when  go. 
ing  to  (tool,  th<  ugh  in  feme  cafes  it  takes  place  with- 
out any  difcharge  of  faeces,  and  in  i'uch  quantity  as  to 
prove  fatal,  or  to  induce  a  dropfical  flate. 

3.  Its  caufes  are  habitual  coftivenefs,  any  fndden  ap- 
plication ef  cold,  particularly  to  the  lower  extremiti 
a  plethoric  habit,  excefies,  &c.   It  is  a  difeafe  more  fn 
quent  in  advanced  life  ;  and  oftener  occurs  in  women 
than  men. 

4.  When  flopping  in  advanced  life,  in  a  perfon  ao 
cuftomedto  the  difcharge,  it  is  highly  dangerous,  bein; 
fucceeded  by  apoplexy,  &c. ;  and  when  habitual,  it  po; 
feffes  a  certain  connection  with  the  (late  of  the  ftoma 
fo  as  to  arife  from  particular  affections  of  this  organ. 

5.  Diffections  of  piles  fhew  foft  tumors  round  th< 
verge  of  the  anus,  fometimes  of  a  regular  bulbous^ 
fometimes  of  an  irregular  form.  They  confift  pardj 
of  the  fine  fkin  round  the  anus  on  the  outfide,  partly  d 
the  internal  membrane  of  the  gut.  They  are  'gene; 
ly  entire,  but  have  often  fmall  openings  in  them,  fi 
■which  the  blood  is  poured  out.    They  are  the  enlarg 
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ranches  of  the  meieraic  vein.   The  reclum  itftlf  is  alfo 
;  ten.  in  part,  contracted  for  a  ceitain  extent,  and  fume 
the  fmall  glands,  in  its  fubflances,  enlarged  to  a 
anfiderable  fize. 

6.  Where  the  difeafe  is  merely  local,  depending  on 
uufes  acting  on  the  part,  a  renewal  of  them  l~h.ou.ld  be 
-oi  Jed  ;  and,  as  coitivenefs  is  one  of  the  molt  frequent, 
lloofe  belly  is  to  be  prelerved  by  means  of  different 
ixatives,  fuited  to  the  particular  conllituiion  ;  the  beft: 
7  which  are  cream  of  tartar,  flower  of  fulphur,  and 
ae  caftor  oil.    When  arifing  again  from  a  prolapfus 
1  the  anus  itfelf,  (which  is  alfo  a  frequent  caufe)  the 
art  Ihould,  after  ftool,  be  carefully  replaced,  chuling, 
)r  the  purpofe  of  favouring  it,  a  horizontal  pofture; 
nd  the  bell  method  of  replacing  it,  is  by  forming  a 
:aper  into  a  cone,  and  having  anointed  it,  let  it  be  in- 
>  oduced  into  the  redtum,  by  which  the  prolapfed  part 
Mil  be  put  up. — Its  return  is  to  be  prevented  by  avoid- 
ig  the  occafional  caufes,  as  much  as  poffible,  which 
lduce  it. 

7.  Where  the  difcharge  again  is  habitual,  as  arifing 
•om  a  plethoric  Hate,  this  plethora  (or  fullnefs)  muft 
e  prevented  by  avoiding  a  fedentary  life,  ufmg  afpare 

>:iet,  and  guarding  againfr.  intemperance  in  drink, 
•hich  is  particularly  hurtful  in  all  cafes  of  hemorrhage; 
ut  where  the  difeafe  is  flight,  its  occurrence  is,  at 
lmes.  of  fervice,  by  preventing  the  attack  of  more  for- 

;  lidable  affetfions,  as  vifceral  inflammations,  afthma, 
poplexy,  palfy,  &c. 

Exercife  is  proper ;  but  much  riding  and  walking, 
s  determining  to  the  hemorrhoidal  veiiels,  mult  br 
mnned. 
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Cold  bathing  is  alfo  a  tonic  fuited  to  this  difeafe,  a 
in  the intervals  is  highly  ufeful,  where  there  prevails 
prolapfus,  if  applied  to  the  part  ;  during  the  continu 
ticn  of  the  flow,  a  horizontal  poflure  rmv'l  be  ufed,  a- 
voiding  heat,  and  paying  attention  to  a  cool  diet.  ,  lfj 
the  difcharge  is  profufe,  aftringents,  both  external  andj 
internal,  mud  be  employed.  Where  there  is  much 
pain,  leeches  will  be  ufeful,  and  give  the  moll  certain!

XXI T.  Flooding.  [Menorrhagia.) 

1.  Flooding  confifts  in  a  difcharge  of  blood  from 
the  vagina,  exceeding  the  monthly  flow,  either  in  fre-1 
quency,  duration,  or  quantity,  attended  with  acute  and 
permanent  morbid  fymptoms,  producing  a  highly  de-J 
bilitated  ftate  of  the  fyftem. 

The  confideration  of  it,  we  confine  here  to  its  affect-; 
ing  the  unimpregnated  female. 

2.  This  difeafe  has  been  divided  into  two  ft  ages  ;  the 
cB'roe  and  pajjive. 

The  former  is  marked  by  the  ufual  fymptoms  of  in 
flammatory  fever,  (i.  it  2.)  viz.  a  frequent  ftrong  hardj 
pulfe.  with  acute  pains  of  the  back,  loins,  and  belly.j 
The  latter  is  difplayed  by  various  fymptoms  of  wcak-1 
nefs,  as  feeble  pulfe,  palenefs  of  face,  breathing  hurried] 
on  the  flighted:  motion,  and  a  train  of  nervous  cum-J 
plaints,  joined  often  with  a  leucophlegmatic  habit.  I 

q.  The  appearance  of  the  fluid  difcharged  is  alfo 
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■nrious,  and  correfponds  to  thefe  ftages  of  the  difeafe. 
m  t  firft  it  is  generally  very  florid,  fometimes  blackifh, 
■  of  h  pitchy  colour  ;  but  in  the  end,  it  acquires  a 
fl  lie  watery  hue,  and  often  gives  place  to  a  white  mu- 
tt )us  difcharge,  or  elfe  an  acrid  watery  fluid,  which  ex- 
B:)riates  the  paffage. 

1 .  4.  The  moll  frequent  period  of  this  difeafe  is  to- 
wards the  ceffation  of  the  menfes,  when  an  irregularity 
.  the  natural  flow  takes  place  ;  and  fuch  a  (late  of  de- 
.  lity  is  often  induced  by  it,  that  the  patient  can  hard-

5.  The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  may  be  referred  to, 
ijl,  General  fullnefs  of  habit,  or  plethoric  Itate. 
2d,  Accidental  circumdances  increafing  the  force 

the  general  circulation,  as  violent  exercife  in  dan- 
r.ng,  drains,  violent  paflions,  &c. 

3</,  Irritations,  particularly  acting  on  the  uterus, 
?  excefiive  venery,  and,  efpecially  in  the  menitruating 
;riod,  coftivenefs,  &c. 

4/^,  La\i:y  and  debility  of  the  organ,  in  confe- 
'  ience  of  child- bearing,  abortion,  &c 

5/^,  Organic  affeclions  of  it,  as  fchirrus,  polypus, 
ceration,  &c. 

6.  Our  opinion' in  JJood'mg  mud  be  greatly  determin- 
1  by  the  nature  of  the  caufe  from  which  it  proceeds, 
^hen  arifing  folely  from  a  general  fullnefs  of  the  fyf- 
m,  there  is  little  rifk  to  be  apprehended,  except  its 
rcafioning  a  temporary  debility  ;  but  where,  on  the' 
:her  hand,  its  appearance  is  the  confequence  of  an  or- 
anic  affeclion  of  the  part,  which  is  too  often  the  cafe 
ter  the  age  of  45,  it  is  deemed  generally  incurable. 
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Even  where  fimple  laxity  of  veflcls  is  th^e  caufe,  at  t 
above  period,  if  profufe  and  long  continued  from  t 
weaknefs  produced  by  it,  there  is  always  danger  ofl 
leucophlegmatic  (late. 

An  alrnofl:  conftant  effect  of  this  malady,  in  youn 
er  fubje&s,  is  fterility  during  its  continuance. 

7.  Where  the  difeafe  has  proved  fatal,  in  con! 
quence  of  real  lofs  of  blood  in  the  unimpregnated  fi 
male,  the  womb  has  been  found,  on  direction,  chai 
cd  by  an  organic  affection  confiding  either  of  fchirr 
polypus,  or  ulceration.  In  the  former,  it  is  increafi 
in  bulk,  and  often  to  a  very  great  fize.  Its  fubftaa 
is  thick,  hard,  and,  when  cut  into,  fhews  a  firm  fi.ru' 
ture  interfered  with  membranous  fepta,  the  charaete 
iffic  of  the  fchirr  ous  fiate.  The  internal  furface,  in 
this  cafe  is,  for  the  moft  part,  ulcerated,  throwing  o\xm 
ragged  proeeffes,  and  from  thefe  ulcerated  parts,  tha 
hemorrhage  proceeds.  Polypus  again  confidsof  a  din 
eafed  mafs,  adhering  by  a  neck,  to  fome  part  of  the  cz4 
vity  of  the  uterus.  It  is  furrounded  with  varicofe  vef? 
fels,  and  from  thefe,  when  a  rupture  takes  place,  pr 
fufe  floodings  arife.  Thefe  uterine  polypi  vary  ve 
much  in  their  fize,  confidence,  and  form  ;  from  whic 
circumftances,  a  greater  or  lefs  tendency  to  hemor 
rhage  arifes.  Such  oi-ganic  affedions  feldom  prevail  tilu 
after  the  middle  of  life,  and  the  neck  of  the  womb  isj 
moft  fubject  to  their  attack. 

8.  The  treatment  of  Flooding  mud ,  differ  according! 
to  the  different  flages  of  the  difeafe. 

In  the  Jirjl,  where  the  inikimmatory  fymptoms  prej 
vail,  vencfeftion  may  be  performed,  and  every  pari 
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tthe  antiphlogiftic  regimen  employed,  particularly 
avoiding  exercife,  and  an  erect  pofture,  and  fuch

organ  (5.  3d)  but  when  the  itage  of  debility  is  corn-

XX III.  Catlarrh.  (Calarrhus.) 

Cattarrh  confifts  in  an  increafed  excretion,  from 
ucous  veiTels  of  the  nofe  and  bronchue,  (or  throat) 
rded  with  fever,  generally  flight. 

Its.fymptoms  are  a  fenfe  of  floppage  in  the  nofe, 
1  a  dull  pain  of  the  head,  confined  more  particular- 
o  its  fore-part,  immediately  above  the  eye-brows, 
eyes  alfo  appear  watery  and  inflamed,  fo  as  to  be 
lered  incapable  frequently  of  bearing  the  light,  and 
nning  foon  takes  place  from  the  nofe.    Some  de- 
of  pain  is  likewiie  felt  in  the  throat,  which  appears 
cd,  occafioning  a  degree  of  hoarfenefs,  and  a 
of  ftridurc  prevails  in  the  bread,  attended  with  a 
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dry  cough,  which  is  mod  troublefome  from  the  even, 
ing  to  the  morning.  A  degree  of  roughnefs  is  alio  ex« 
perienced,  and  the  refpiration  is  a  little  impeded. 

3.  In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  an  expert  oration  oc- 
curs, and  pains  of  a  rheumatic  kind  are  felt  in  differ- 
ent parts.  The  febrile  fymptoms  then  abate,  the  cough 
continuing  for  fome  time,  and  the  tafte  remaining  vi- 
tiated. 

4.  This  difeafe  attacks  perfons  of  all  conftitutions 
and  fexes,  efpe<:ially  the  young,  and  thofe  of  a  con- 
fumptive  tendency  ;  and  is  particularly  liable  to 
pear,  when  the  weather,  from  being  cold  turns  fudd 
ly  hot.    It  is  found,  at  times,  epidemic,  and  is  th 
termed  the  Irifluenza.    This  laft  would  feem  to  depe 
on  a  fpecific  contagion,  having,  in  the  years  173288 
1733,  pervaded  in  a  progreflive  manner,  the  whole  1 
Europe  and  part  of  America ;  and  the  whole  of  BriJ 
tain  in  the  1785. 

5.  It  is  feldom  a  dangerous  difeafe,  terminating  inj 
four  or  five  days ;  and  the  crifis  of  the  fever  is  eithed 
by  a  /went,  a  diarrhea,  or  an  increafed  expectoration] 
In  the  old,  however,  and  confumptive,  it  is  frequent] 
ly  attended  with  bad  confequences. 

6.  Directions  in  cattarrh  difcover  the  inner  membrana 
of  the  trachea,  inflamed,  and  the  fecrction  from  it-,  glandl 
very  much  increafed ;  fo  that  its  cavity  is  found  filled 
a  good  deal  with  a  mucous  fluid  ;  even  pub  is  fometimej 
formed,  and  both  fluids  are  mixed  with  globules  0) 
air.  Where  the  difeafe  is  fatal  this  morbid  Mate  is  coT 
municated  alfo  to  the  lungs,  which  feem  gorged  w! 
the  fame  matter,  producing  fuffocation. 

7.  The  cure  confifts  in  obferving  the  antiphlogi 
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:mcn  ;  but  when  the  difeafe  is  moderate,  an  abfli- 
■:'ce  from  animal  food,  keeping  warm,  and  employ- 
.diluents,  will  be  fuffkient  to  remove  it. 
i '/hen  more  violent,  however,  blood  letting,  for  once, 
if  be  perfurmed,  and  a  determination  procured  to 
.  lli r face  by  the  moil  cooling  diaphoretics,  as  fpiri- 
KMinderi,  faiine  julap,  with  a  grain  or  two  of  tartar 
.•tic,  3cc.  the  inteftines  being  kept  clear  by  mildlaxa- 
ts. 

'he  expectoration  may  likewife  be  promoted  by  the 
:rent  pectorals  of  the  attenuating  clafs,  as  fquill, 
i  amoniac,  tkc.  and  when  the  cough  only  is  trouble- 
e,  and  no  expectoration  appears,  by  demulcents  ; 
,  after  abatement  of  the  inflammatory  fymptoms, 
e  certainly  Hill  by  opiates,  which  are  beft  employed 
i  in  the  form  of  troches. 

Vhen  the  breathing  is  confiderably  impeded,  blif- 
:  may  then  be  properly  apf  lied. 
.  After  the  departure  of  the  difeafe,  a  particular 
knefs  fre  uently  remains,  which  is  beft  removed 
moderate  exercife,  the  ufe  cf  tonics,  chalybeates, 

XXIV.    Dyfentery.     ( Dyfenteria.) 

.  Dysentery  is  a  frequent  mucous  difcharge  from 
anus,  attended  with  a  conftant  urgent  defire,  vio- 
gripes,  frequently  an  evacuation  of  blood,  and  al- 
t  always  with  fever. 

.  It  commences  with  a  rigor  and  other  febrile  fymp- 
s,  which  generally  accompany  its  progrefs,  and  is 
eded  by  collivencfs,  and  an  unufual  flatulence  of 
owcls,  with  lofs  of  appetite,  frequently  ficknefs 
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and  vomiting.    In  many,  the  feverifh  fymptoms  foo 
ceafe,  but  though  the  difeafe  fhould  depart  in  three' 
four  days,  it  leaves  the  bowels  in  the  moll  weak  a 
irritable  flate. 

3.  The  dilcharge  is  generally  little  at  a  time, 
varies  much  in  its  colour. and  confidence,  being  alway: 
however,  mere  or  lefs  mixed  with  blood  and  films  of 
membranous  texture  ;  more  rarely  worms  appear! 
the  ftools.  During  this  difcharge,  the  natural  laces 
feldom  obfervable,  and  when  fo,  it  is  in  the  fc.rm 
hardened  fcybala,  (or  lumps)  the  evacuation  of  wh* 
produces  a  temporary  eafe. 

4.  This  difeafe  depends  on  a  fpecific  contagion  of 
putrid  kind,  is  highly  infectious,  and  propagated 
every  fpecics  of  filth.  It  occurs  chiefly  in  rammer 
autumn  after  intenfe  heats,  by  which  a  debility  is  0 
cafioned,  rendering  fuch  miafmata  more  powerful,  a 
it  is  particularly  prevalent  in  camps,  or  where  numbe: 
are  collected  in  warm  climates,  being  favoured  by  col 
excefles,  &c. 

5.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  very  uncertain  ; 
frequently  it  ends  fatally  in  a  few  days,  with  all 
appearances  of  gangrene  having  commenced;  b 
■when  the  fever  is  more  moderate,  it  may  be  prot 
ed  for  weeks,  even  months,  when  it  paffes  into  t] 
chronic  fpecies,  or  diarrhoea,  though  its  common  td 
mination  is  from  the  7th  to  the  14th  day,  and  if  tl 
conftituticn  has  been  previoufly  impaired  by  fcrnj 
difeafes,  the  patient  generally  dies.    Yet  cafes  of  loi| 
Handing  are  frequently  cured  by  a  return  of  cold  we 
iher.    An  evacuation  of  bilious  matter  is  a  favourar 
fymptom,  and  often  removes  the  dileafe.    When  e; 
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Jc,  it  is  always  more  dangerous,  as  denoting  a 
fe  kind.  The  beft  mark  of  a  happy  crifis  is  dif- 
fweats  over  the  whole  body,  with  a  depofition  of 
diment  in  the  urine.  It  is  more  fatal  to  men  than 
nen. 

.  From  diffecVions  of  this  difeafe,  its  peculiar  feat 
is  to  be  chiefly  the  internal  coat  of  the  colon  and 
am,  affected  with  inflammation,  and  its  confequen- 
Hence  the  morbid  appearances  are,  ulceration  of 
e  parts,  gangrene,  contraction,  fo  as  to  be  felt 
.etimes  knotty,  and  a  thickening  of  their  coats,  with 
irgement  of  the  fmall  glands,  which  appear  like 
11  pox.  The  coverings  of  the  abdomen  partake  al- 
11  the  inflammation  of  the  internal  parts.  The  adi- 
jfubftance  and  the  mufcles  become  foft,  flaccid,  and 
of  ferum.    Several  of  the  organs  are  alfo  enlarg- 

.  Two  indications  are,  in  this  difeafe,  requifite,  in. 
er  to  effect  a  cure  : 

The Jirjl  confifts  in  evacuating  the  matter  contained 
he  inteftines,  and  obtunding  its  acrimony  ;  and, 
rhe  fecond,  in  reftoring  the  tone  of  the  inteftines,  im- 
ed  by  the  continuance  of  the  difcharge. 
!.  Previous  to  the  jirjl,  where  the  fever  is  ftrong, 
eding  fliould  be  had  recourfe  to,  and  repeated,  as 
ected  by  the  ftate  of  the  pulfe.    Laxatives  are  then 
be  exhibited  ;  and,  as  frequent  purging  is  required, 
y  (hould  be  of  the  mildeft  kind,  as,  the  foluble  tar- 
,  Rochelle  fait,  caftor  oil,  or  which  is  preferable  ; 
h  this  view,  fmall  dofes  of  ipecacuhan  or  tar- 
emetic  ;  and  their  fuccefs  is  denoted  by  the  ap- 
•rance  of  natural  feces,  which,  if  not  taking  place, 
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more  powerful  ones,  as  rhubarb  and  calomel,  may  therf] 
be  employed. 

Vomiting  has  alfo,  in  the  beginning,  been  recorl 
mended  ;  but  is  only  fuccef-ful  when  the  emetic  pafTeJ 
at  the  fame  time,  downwards. 

The  acrimony  of  the  matter  may  be  corrected  by 
the  ufe  of  oleous  and  emollient  glyfters,  and  when  th| 
pain  is  exceflive,  as  opiates  rather  at  this  period  agg ra 
vate  the  difeafe,  fomentations,  and  the  femicupium  cr 
warm  bath,  may  be  ufed,  or  blifters  applied  to  the  aM 
domen. 

9.  When,  by  thefe  means,  the  violence  of  the  difc 
eafe  has  been  overcome,  the  impaired  tone  of  the  inteH 
tines  may  then  be  reftored, 

ijQ,  By  opiates  and  aftringents,  the  beft  of  which  1 
arc  red  wine,  Japonic  confection,  and  logwood. 

2c7,  Afterwards  by  the  ufe  of  bitters  and  toni 
the  chief  articles  employed  here  are  the  Peruvian  a 
Anguftura  bark,  with  the  vitriolic  acid,  fometi 
lime  water. 

10.  A  peculiar  practice  with  calomel  has  been  ado 
ed  by  fome  phyhcians  in  this  difeafe.  It  is  given 
fmall  dofes,  guarded  with  opium,  fo  as  not  to  pur 
till  a  flight  falivation  is  induced,  and  from  that  peri 
the  difeafe  difappears.  About  30  grains  prove  commo 
3y  fufficient  for  this  purpofe. 

1  1.  The  fever  accompanying  this  difeafe  frequen 
appears  under  an  intermittent  form,  and  its  treatme 
is  to  be  regulated,  as  directed  under  that  head,  by  t> 
application  of  the  bark. 


CLASS  n. 
NERVOUS  DISEASES. 


"EXT  to  difeafes  of  an  inflammatory  nature  fol- 
low, in  the  arrangement  laid  down,  thofe  which 
been  termed  Nervous,  or  fuch  as  depend  more  im- 
itely  on  an  affection  of  the  nervous  fyftem,  and  in 
h  the  powers  of  fenfe  and  motion  are  particularly 
nired. 

I.  Nervous  Fever.  (Typhus.} 

The  enumeration  of  this  clafs  of  difeafes,  in  the 
manner  as  the  former,  is  begun  with  fever,  which, 
i  of  a  nervous  or  typhoid  kind,  difplays,  at  its 
rnencement,  a  remarkable  mildnefs  in  its  fymp- 
. .    For,  though  a  general  laflitude  and  debility 
tail,  it  may  continue  for  the  fpace  of  eight  or  nine 
I  before  confinement  take  place.    During  this  time, 
find  appears  much  opprelt,  and  a  remarkable  de- 
of  fpirits  is  obferved,  while  though  the  nervous 
J  feems  diminilhed.  yet  the  irritability  of  the  fyf- 
s  fo  increaled,  that  the  lead  noiie  tlartles  or  occa- 
a  flutter.    At  its  beginning  little  or  no  degree  of 
is  felt,  there  being  only  a  ion  of  chillinefs,  which 
her  fucceeded  by  any  remarkable  increafe  of  heat, 
her  febrile  fymptoms  ;  but  the  face  is  unufually 
nd  funk,  and,  towards  evening,  the  patient  is  al- 
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ways  unwell.  In  this  way  it  proceeds  for  ten  or  twelve 
days,  when  a  gradual  exacerbation  enfues. 

2.  The  tongue  and  flun  are  found  to  continue  for 
feme  time  pretty  much  in  their  natural  Rate  :  at  timed 
however,  the  former  is  covered  with  a  whitifh  mucuSj 
and  at  laft  an  univerfal  relaxation  of  the  latter  pre- 
vails ;  conflant  profafe  Fweats  coming  on,  par  ticularly 
on  the  forehead  and  backs  of  the  hands  ;  on  the  depij 
ture  of  which,  no  lelief  is  experienced,  while  the  A 
acquires  a  dry  and  parched  feel,  and  the  tongue, 
therto  lictle  changed,  becomes  hard,  and  a  total  f 
to  the  fecretion  of  the  faliva  takes  place. 

3.  During  thefe  fymptoms,  fome  confufion  of  h 
is  complained  of,  but  at  laft  it  increafes,  and  a  fru 
is  induced  ;  in  confequence  of  which,  the  ufual  evaJ 
ations,  by  flool  and  urine,  come  to  be  involuntarily!! 
difcharged.  A  delirium  likewife  attends  ;  but  it  is  d|I 
a  nature  not  fo  violent  as  that  in  the  inflammat 
kind  (I.  2.);  con  filling  rather  in  a  fullennefs,  or 
tei  ing  of  the  perfon  to  himfelf.  The  belly,  in  this 
cafe,  is  irregular,  and  towards  its  termination  a  cnlliJI 
quative  diarrhoea  often  commences.  In  its  furthefl  doj| 
ration  it  feldom  exceeds  four  or  five  week",  and  tajf 
attacks  are  chiefly  confined  to  the  feeble  and  relaxed!* 
from  the  age  of  puberty  to  that  of  35. 

4.  Though  human  contagion  is  the  mod  frcq- 
caufe  of  this  difeafe,  yet  it  can  hardly  be  confidere 
the  fole  one,  and  whatever  weakens  the  nervous 
tern,  efpecially  excefies  of  any  kind,   may  be 
wife  enumerated.    Hence  it  generally  follows 
evacuations,  much  fatigue,  cold,  deprefhng  paflioiji 
low  diet,  a  moid  atmofphcie,  excefs  of  fludy,  Sec.  awi.. 
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oil  prevalent  in  October  and  November,  appear- 
ifometimes  then  epidemic,  and  departing,  for  the 
t.t  part,  without  any  regular  crifis. 
.  Oar  opinion  is  favourable  in  this  difeafe,  when  the 
■rium  is  mild,  and  when  gentle  fwcats  appear  about 
i  j  th  day,  which  is  the  mo  ft  natural  crMis.  where  one 
:s  place  ;  but  if  delirium  continues  ftrong  above  four 
>s,  it  is  generally  fatal,  and  that  on  the  7th  9th, 
1.4th  day  of  the  difeafe,  or  from  the  time  of  con- 
r.mcnt  to  bed.    Exceffive  fvveatings  alfo  on  the  tho- 
,  while  the  extremities  are  ligid  and  dry,  are  highly 
gerous  ;  ftrong  and  increafing  fymptoms  of  debility 
he  lofs  of  voice,  continuance  in  one  pofture.  &c.  are 
..ally  unfavourable  ;  but  tumors  appearing  about  the 
or  a  miliary  eruption,  when  not  accompanied  w  ith 
ch  fweating,  are  fuppofed  of  advantage. 
.».  DiffecYions  of  this  fever  difcover  various  local  af- 
ions  of  parts,  particularly  inflammation  and  tur- 
cence  of  the  thoracic  and  abdominal  vifcera,  fre- 
;ntly  a  quantity  of  fanious  matter  in  the  difFerent  ca- 
es.    The  brain  alfo  difplays  the  fame  turgid  (rate,; 
1  in  its  interior  partsv  fometimes  abfecfies  are  form- 
containing  a  fluid  like  whey.    Thefe,  however,  are 
rrely  confequences  of  the  difeafe,  and  no  way  tend 
elucidate  its  peculiar  nature.    The  folids  alfo  are, 
eneral,  flaccid  and  foft.    The  fluids,  particularly 
:  blood,  is  fometimes  in  a  dhTolved  ftate,  fometimes 
..er  than  natural. 
7.  With  regard  to  the  cure  of  typhus,  as  every  fever 
;  a  natural  tendency  to  run  a  certain  courfe,  unlefs 
fhort   bv    the  interference   of  medicine,  if  this, 
'uld  fail,  our  chief  attention  mull  be  directed  to  fup- 
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port  the  ftrength  ;  for  every  kind  of  inanition,  efpeciully 
bleeding,  increases  the  feverity  of  the  fymptoms. 

To  cut  fhoit  the  progrefs  of  the  fever,  an  emeti 
fhould  firft  be  exhibited,  but  it  fhould  fcarcely  be  r 
peated.  The  prime  fhould  afterwards  be  kep 
clean,  by  the  ufe  of  mild  laxatives,  as,  the  cream  of  tar 
tar,  or  what  is  preferable,  emollient  glyfters  ;  cofliv 
nefs  never  being  allowed  here  to  exceed  the  third  day. 

This  effeift  may  be  even  obtained  by  pletniful  dilu 
tion.  But  as  the  great  point  is  to  keep  up  the  ftrength, 
the  chief  remedy  to  be  depended  on  is  wine  given  in 
liberal  quantities,  but  in  fmall  dofes  at  once,  frequently 
repeated,  according  to  the  urgency  of  circumftances, 
and  joined  with  a  nourifhing  diet  in  the  moft  foluble 
form.  The  ufe  of  refrigerants,  efpecially  the  vegetable 
acids,  is  to  be  alfo  interpofed,  and  particular  fymp- 
toms of  irritation  are  to  be  obviated  according  to  their 
nature,  viz.  affections  of  head  and  difficult  refpiration, 
by  the  ufe  of  blifters  ;  diarrhoea,  by  opiates  and  aftri 
gents ;  watchfulnefs  and  irritability,  by  antilpafmo- 
dics. 

As  foon  as  any  remiffion  appears,  the  bark  muft  be 
thrown  in,  provided  the  itomach  can  bear  it ;  for. if  not, 
the  wine  muft  be  ftill  preferred  ;  or,  if  the  fvveats  are 
profufe,  it  muft  be  exhibited  earlier.  The  application 
of  cool  and  pure  air  is  a  leading  point  in  the  cure  of 
fever,  and  the  degree  of  it  is  to  be  regulated  by  the 
ftate  of  fymptom-.  Even  the  application  of  cold  bath- 
ing here  has  been,  in  certain  fituations,  highly  fervice- 
able. 
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II.  Apoplexy.  (jJfoplexia.) 

Apoplexy  confifts  in  a  lofs  of  all  the  powers  of 
;  and  motion,  external  and  internal,  accompanied 
1  deep  fleep,  and  a  r.oify  or  ftertorous  breathing, 
Je  the  flrensrth  of  the  circulation  remains  the  fame. 
.  Its  attacks  aie  chiefly  made  after  the  6cth  year, 
in  thofe  who  are  diflinguifiied  by  large  heads  and 
t  necks,  of  a  corpulent  habit,  and  indolent  life  gi- 
to  excefs  in  drink,  or  v  ho  have  been  accuRomed 
eriodical  evacuations  that  are  fuppreft. 

Its  appearance  is  often  fudden,  as  if  the  perfon 
:  thunder-ftruck  ;  while,  in  other  cafes,  it  is  pre- 
d  by  various  fymptoms,  denoting  an  affection  of 
Drain,  as  fits  of  giddinefs,  headach,  hemorrhage 
i  the  nofe,  with  interruption  of  fight  and  hearing, 
falle  application  of  thefe  fenfes,  numbnefs  of  the 
•mities,  faultering  in  fpeech,  lofs  of  memory,  drow- 
s,  &c. 

In  fuch  conftitutions,  it  is  generally  induced  by 
Tes  of  any  kind,  being  frequently  obferved  to  fol- 
>  i:lent  exercife,  paffions,  fudden  cold,  much  exter- 
ieat,  long  [looping,  &c.  and  is  moft  prevalent  in 
•g,  immediately  after  the  winter's  cold. 

But,  though  thus  occurring  in  particular  confti- 
ns,  it  is  liable  to  be  brought  on,  in  any  one,  from 
lpplication  of  the  fumes  of  certain  narcotic  and 
Hie  fubflances,  as  opium,  alcohol,  mercury,  lead, 
Hence  it  is  often  difficult  to  diflinguifh  apo- 
from  drunkennefs,  which  we  can  only  do  by 
toll,  and  alfo  the  duration  of  the  fit,  which,  in 
ittcr,  does  not  exceed  from  eight  to  twelve  hours. 
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6.  Our  opinion  depends  on  the  degree  of  violence  i 
the  fymptoms,  and  though  fometimes  entirely  recovi 
ed,  it  more  frequently  ends  in  death  or  pally.    A  fii 
if  exceeding  the  4th  day,  is  generally  fatal,  and  lif 
is  feldom  protracted  beyond  the  7th,  the  danger 
greater  in  proportion  to  the  ftrength  and  flownefs3 
the  pulfe.    The  patient  feldom  outlives  the  3d  yeai 
after  the  firft  attack  ;  even  when  recovered,  it  leavi 
a  ftate  of  mental  weaknefs,  which  renders  the  feclinei 
of  the  perfon  cafily  affected,  and  prone  to  tears. 

7.  In  diifec"lions  of  apoplexy,  fometimes  no  trace 
real  affection  of  the  brain  can  be  difcovered.   At  oth 
times,  tumors  have  been  found  attached  to  diffsre 
parts  of  its  fubftance,  and  alfo  of  its  membranes.  Bioo 
has  been  effufed  upon  its  furface,  and  in  its  vario' 
cavities,  turgidity  and  diftenlion  of  blood  veffels 
alfo  appeared,  and  water  and  purulent  matter  h<J 
been  found  in  various  parts  of  it. 

8.  In  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  from  its  general  fa 
ty,  remedies  mufl  be  fpeedily  and  largely  employed 

In  the  fituation  of  the  patient,  an  upright  pollur 
and  cool  air  muft  be  chofen.     Bleeding,  accordi 
to  the  appearances  of  plethora,  muft  then  be  had 
courfe  to,  either  from  the  arm,  or  which  is  preferabl 
from  the  jugular  or  veins  of  the  neck. 

After  general  bleeding,  letches  or  the  fcarincatoi 
may  be  applied,  and  when  fufficient  evacuations  havfliu 
by  thefe  means  been  obtained,  blifters  to  the  head  ij 
be  of  fervice  :  Attention  fhould  alio  be  paid  to  the  flat 
of  the  prima  via,  cooling  purgatives  being  frequent 
exhibited  if  fwallowing  is  allowed,  and  if  not,  the; 
mufl:  be  admiftered  by  way  of  glyfler.  Stimulatf 
however,  of  all  kinds  fhould  be  avoided. 
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III.  PaJfy.    (Paralyfis,  Hemiplegia) 

, .  Palsy  is  an  abolition  of  voluntary  motion  in  cer- 
i  parts  of  the  body,  mod  commonly  affecting  one 
,  and  it  is  frequently  accompanied  alfo  with  a  lofs 

;'enfe  and  deep. 

..  It  is  often,  though  not  always,  a  confequence  pf 
■plexy,  occurring  in  perfons  of  the  fame  conftitu- 
,1,  and  being  preceded  by  the  fame  fymptoms,  and 
]uently  terminating  in  the  fame  way.  When  com- 
cing  without  apoplexy,  it  is  preceded  by  a  fenfe  of 
eping,  numbnef-,  weight,  and  torpor  of  the  part. 
;.  Its  caufes  are  the  fame  with  thofe  of  apoplexy, 
I  a  palfy  of  the  lower  extremities  often  fucceeds  cer- 
1  abdominal  affections,  as  the  nervous  cholic,  neph-

[.  Our  opinion  here  is  alfo  much  the  fame  as  in  the 
ceding  difeafe  Palfy,  however,  it  has  been  obfer- 
.1,  is  frequently  removed  by  the  occurrence  of  a  fe-

[.  From  di(Te<5lions  of  palfy  there  is  difcovered  a  fi- 
lar morbid  Rate  of  the  brain  as  in  apoplexy.  Thus

life,  as  jallap,  gamboge,  hellebore,  &c.    Ilfues  are  to  bi 
formed  near  the  head,  that  a  fufficient  drain  may  t 
place,  and  a  temporary  fever  fhould  be  induced  by 
application  of  liimulants.  viz.  volatile  alkaline  ff 
acrid  vegetables,  as  milliard,  &c.  aromatics,  refin 
fubltances,  as  the  guiac  and  turpentines,  &c.  w 
may  be  alio  externally  employed  in  the  form  of 
teis,  liniments,  ointments,  planners,  &c.  along  with 
tion,  the  warm  bath,  and  electricity,  which  has  o 
been  highly  ufeful. 

The  diet  mould  be  of  a  warm  aromatic  nature, 
body  frequently  brought  into  motion,  and  cold  cati 
ly  avoided. 

IV.     Efihpfy.  {Epilepsia.) 

i.  Epilepsy  is  general  convulfions  affecting  fo 
tirru's  one,  fometimes  both,  fides  of  the  body,  and  en 
in  infenlibility  or  feeming  fleep. 

x.  This  difeafe  attacks  by  fits,  and  after  a  cer 
.duration  paffes  off,  leaving  the  perfon  in  his  ufual  ft 
It  moft  frequently  attacks  children,  though  it  is 
cornmpn  to  adults  of  either  fex,  and  depends  often 
a  particular  (laie  of  the  conllitution. 

3.  Its  caufes  are  initations  either  ithin  the  brai 
felt,  arifing  from  congeftions,  tumors,  &c  or  acTj 
upon  it  by  lympathy  with  the  affee'led  parts,  as  fi 
worms,  acrimony  in  ulcers,  mental  imps  eflions,  odo 
poiions,  Sec.  ;  which  meetin:;  with  a  ^c.tain  mobilit 
conttitution,  produce  this  diiea&i 
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Its  returns  are  periodical,  and  its  paroxyfms  com- 
-■e  oftener  in  the  night  than  in  the  day  time,  being 
what  connected  with  fleep.    They  are  generally 
;ded  by  a  fenfe  of  laffitude  and  ftupor,  with  pain 
giddinefs  of  head.    The  refpiration  alfo  becomes 
tied,  with  palpitation,  and  fwelling  of  the  abdomen, 
there  prevails  a  fcnfe  of  fomething  like  a  cold  aura 
apour),  rifing  up  to  the  head. 
When  the  paroxyfm  again  takes  place,  which  Is 
:ed  commonly  by  fome  previous  exeefs,  it  is  diftin- 
aed  by  the  perfon  fuddenly  falling  down  with  noife, 
nt  agitation  of  the  limbs  and  trunk  of  the  body, 
.  cularly  one  fide  ;  dreadful  rolling  of  the  eyes,  con- 
on  of  the  hands,  convulfion  of  lower  jaw,  foam 
the  mouth,  and  lofs  of  feeling  ;  thefe  gradually 
:  as  he  recovers,  and  a  total  oblivion  of  his  former 
ion  takes  place. 

The  opinion  to  be  formed  of  this  difeafe  is  unccr- 
and  it  frequently  ends  in  apoplexy.  It  is  often, 
*Ver,  removed  by  the  age  of  puberty  ;  by  the  oc-

8.  In  its  cure  it  requires  to  be  diitinguifhed  into  tw 
kinds,  the  fympathic  and  idiopathic. 

The  Jirjl  depends  on  the  removal  of  the  primary  d' 
eafe,  as  a  confequence  of  which  it  is  produced,  as? 
the  cafe  of  worms,  acidity,  teething,  Sec.  ;  and  the  fe 
of  this  may  be  generally  known  from  the  origin  of  til 
aura,  and  if  arifing  from  fome  peculiar  organic  affedtTqr 
applications  are  to  be  made  to  the  part  to  deftroy  i 
or,  where  not  confpicuous,  the  introduction  of  an  iffu 
will  be  proper.    Cutting  off  the  communication  wi> 
the  brain  has  alio  been  attempted,  or  the  applicati 
of  ligatures  to  ftop  the  progrefs  of  the  aura. 

9.  In  the  fecond,  or  idiopathic  ftate,  the  cure  confi 
in  endeavouring  to  terminate  the  violence  of  the  fi 
and  to  prevent  its  recurrence. 

The firjl  of  thefe  is  performed  by  bleeding,  wh 
plethora  prevails,  and  that  repeatedly,  for  modera 
bleeding  aggravates  the  difeafe  ;  by  the  ufe  of  antifp  , 
modics,  the  principal  of  which  are  opium,  oil  of 
ber,  mufk,  and  henbane  ;  and,  lajly,  by  tonics,  bitt 
and  aftringents,  which  are  bark,  mifletoe,  orange  bat 
&c.  arfenic,  tin,  iron  copper,  and  their  preparation 
flowers  of  zinc  and  mercury. 

ic .  The  fecond  indication  again  is  effected,  when  ari 
fing  from  plethora,  by  abftinence  and  exercife,  the  foi 
mation  of  ifTues,and  a  milk  diet,  with  occafional  purging 
but  when,  on  the  other  hand,  it  arifes  from  debility 
every  thing  that  encreafes  the  ftrength  of  the  movinj 
fibres  muft  be  ufed,  as  cool  air,  exercife  by  riding  01 
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feback,  the  ufe  of  tonics,  efpecially  cold  bathing, 
a  nourifhing  and  full  diet. 

V  change  of  climate  is  alfo  in  both  cafes  frequently 
effary. 

V .     Tetany .   ( Tetan us.) 

.  Tetanus  is  an  involuntary  and  continued  contrac- 
i  of  all  or  feveral  of  the  mufcles,  receiving  various 
ellations,  according  to  the  fituation  of  the  parts  af- 
d  ;  and  one  of  its  molt  common  forms  is  that 
'ifmus  or  lock  jaw. 

.  This  difeafe,  in  its  attack,  riles  gradually  to  a 
ent  degree.    Its  firft  fymptoms  are  mere  ftiffnefs, 
dually  increafmg  to  pain,  and  rendering  the  affect- 
arts  entirely  immoveable.    This  ftiffnei's  begins 
in  the  back  of  the  neck,  extends  next  to  the  root 
he  tongue,  affects  the  parts  of  deglutition,  then 
:  ts  into  the  (lernum,  and  lad  feizes  the  back.  Spafms 
i  arife  in  the  ftiffened  parts,  occafloning  exceflive 
, ,  fo  much  that  death  is  often  wifhed  for  even  by 
attendants ;  and  a  remiffion  of  thefe  fpafms  occa- 
ally  take  place  every  10  or  15  minutes,  but  is  re- 
ed, with  aggravated  torture,  on  the  flighted  caufes, 
1  the  lead  motion  of  the  perfon,  or  the  touch  of  an 
ndant.    Thus  the  teeth  become  entirely  clofed,  fo 
nothing  can  be  introduced  into  the  mouth  ;  and  in 
end,  every  voluntary  mufcle  of  the  body  is  affect- 
y  this  (late,  occalioning  the  moft  hidious  deformi- 
f  appearance.    No  permanent  fever  attends  this 
ife,  though  fome  temporary  fymptoms  of  it  appear 
ng  the  violence  of  the  fpafms,  and  it  attacks  every 
t  of  body,  particularly  the  ftrong  and  robuft. 


7<5  NERVOUS  DISEASES. 

3.  It  is  a  difeafe  peculiar  to  warm  climates,  and  00 
curs  when  the  rainy  feafon  fets  in  after  exceflive  heaffl 

4.  The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  cold  and  moiftuw 
particularly  fudden  viciffitudes,  or  fome  irritation  .q 
the  nerves,  in  confequcnce  of  local  injury  as  puncture 
incifion,  &c.  The  former  of  thefe  caufes  are  fuddeij 
in  their  operation,  the  latter  does  not  take  effect  for  form 
days. 

5.  DifTeclions  of  this  difeafe  afford  us  little  fatitfac 
tion.  In  the  greater  number,  no  organic  lefion  0 
the  brain,  or  any  other  organ,  has  been  difcovercd.  Ii 
a  few  cafes,  flight  effufion  within  the  cranium  had  ta 
ken  place.  In  one  inftance  was  found  a  glutinous  foeT 
fubflance  in  the  ventricles. 

6.  This  difeafe  is  highly  dangerous,  and  our  opini 
is  determined  by  the  violence  of  the  firft  attack,  whi 
illdom  exceeds,  in  its  continuance,  the  fpace  of  th 
days,  unlefs  when  very  mild  ;  though  the  difeafe, 
when  recovered  from,  is  apt  to  return. 

7.  Its  cure  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  the  molt  powerfr 
antifpafmodics,  which  fhould  be  carried  to  the  hig 
excefs  ;  and  the  bed  of  them  is  opium,  but  the  dofes 
firft  fhould  be  moderate,  and  gradually  increafed  ; 
ibon  given  up,  though  relief  be  obtained,  as  the  dif 
is  fo  liable  to  recur.    It  has  been  given  in  this  c 
with  fuccefs,  to  the  length  of  5^'for  a  dofe.  Itsji? 
tion,  however,  with  mu(k  or  camphire  is  preferable* 
The  warm  bath  and  fomentations  fhould  alfo  be  u 
Both  mercury  and  tar  have,  at  times,  completed  a  c 
But  of  late  a  different  practice  has  been  adopted, 
tonics,  as  a  certain  cure,  liberally  employed,  as  b 
wine,  and  cold  bathing.

I.  Loci-jaw  of  Infancy. 
.  The  former  comes  on  immediately  afterbirth,  or 
lin  the  firll  fortnight.  It  is  termed  by  the  vulgar  the 
:  ng  of  the  jaw,  but  feveral  other  tetanic  fymptoms 
.  attend  as  well  as  the  fpafm  of  the  jaw.  It  arifes 
i  the  irritation  of  the  meconium,  and  is  therefore 
illy  common  in  the  cold  as  the  warm  climates.  1  ill 
ite  it  was  generally  fatal ;  but,  by  firll  warning  out 
econium  by  injections,  and  then  exhibiting  lau- 
jm  in  moderate  doles,  with  the  afliftance  of  ftimu- 
>,  as  dilute  brandy  and  water*  &c.  it  has,  in  feveral 
Jices,  been  recovered. 

2.  Sardonic  Laugh. 
>.  The  Rifus  Sardonicus  is  evidently  produced  by  fome 
e  which  exciEes  the  patient  to  laugh.  When  be- 
,  it  continues  fometimes,  in  a  molt  violent  degree, 
hree  or  four  nights,  running  fo  that  no  deep  at  all 
:rmitted.  By  its  continuance,  in  this  way,  the  pa- 
:  is  gradually  weakened,  and  frequency  of  pulfe- 
other  febrile  fymptoms  brought  on.  It  then  either 
taneoufly  ceafes,  or  the  patient  finks  under  its  vio- 
e.  I  he  only  remedies  that  can  be  employed  againft 
-e  antifpafmodics,  as  afafcetida,  gum  ammoniac, 
phire,  mulls: ;  but  they  are  here  very  ineffectual, 
the  fpontaneoiu.  celfation  of  the  fit  is  all  that  can  be 
-.ed  to. 
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VI.  St  Vitus'  Dance.    {Chorea  St  VUl) 

1.  St  Vitus'  dance  is  a  convulfive  motion,  general 
ly  confined. to  one  fide,  and  affecting  the  arm  and  leg. 

2.  Its  attacks  are  commonly  made  fometime  betwitf 
the  loth  and  15th  year,  and  feem  to  arife  from  that 
mobility  which  takes  place  before  the  fyftem  acquire  a 
proper  degree  of  tenfion,  by  the  evolution  of  the  geni- 
tal qrgans. 

3.  It  is  chiefly  difplayed  in  the  arm,   when  til 
perfon  attempts  to  carry  any  tiling  to  his  head,  v.hica 
is  only  effected  after  frequent  convulfive  retraction! 
and  fruitlefs  efforts.  In  the  latter,  viz.  the  leg,  the  iama 
ftate  appears,  by  the  dragging  it  along  as  if  parahtid 
and  the  unfteady  motion  of  it,  when  attempted  to  bd]| 
lifted.    Sometimes  various  fits  of  running  or  leapioj 
take  place. 

4.  Its  attacks  are  brought  on  in  confequence  of 
rious  irritations  of  body,  as  worms,  teething,  fme! 
poifons,  or  in  confequence  of  affections  of  mind, 
anger,  fear,  horror,  &c.  and  often  from  mere  fyfl^B 
thy  at  the  fight  of  the  difeafe  in  others.  Hence 
has  appeared  in  fome  places  as  epidemic. 

5.  Chorea  is  one  of  thofe  difeafes,  in  elucidating  wM 
diffection  gives  us  no  affi (lance  ;  for,  of  itfelf,  it  is 
ver  fatal,  unlefs  pafling  into  other  difeafes,  as  hyfu 
or  epfepfy. 

6.  As  it  is  generally  attended  with  a  degree  of  fata 
ity,  and  other  fymptoms  of  debility  ;  in  its  cure  K* 
faics  feem  particularly  indicated,   efpecially  fea  bath 
ing,  the  bark,  &c.  which  fhould  be  given  in  large  dofi 
and  attention  fhould,  at  the  fame  time,  be  paid  to  tb< 
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:e  of  the  prima  via.  Antifpafmodics  are  here  of  little 
:ct. 

VII.  AJlhma. 

i.  Asthma  confifts  in  an  impeded  laborious  wheez- 
;  refpiration,  threatening  fuffocation. 
z.  This  difeafe  is  generally  periodical,  and  its  fits 
:  preceded,  the  foiegoing  da)',  with  a  fenfe  of  flatu- 
tt  diltenfion  of  the  l'fomach,  attended  after  dinner 
'i  in  the  evening,  with  fome  degree  of  drowfmefs  and. 
tdach..  After  ileeping  very  foundly,  the  patient  is 
.Idenly  waked  by  a  fenfe  of  ftraitnefs  and  difficulty  of 
•athing,  which  continues  with  a  fort  of  convulfive 
•>tion  of  the  glottis,  fo  that  at  times  he  can  neither 
ak  nor  cough.    In  the  morning  a  remiffion  takes 
ace,  when  the  cough  begins  at  fir  ft  dry,  but  turning 
idually  more  humid  ;  and  the  fit,  as  the  day  advan- 
,  continues  to  abate,  though  liable  to  an  exacerba- 
in  the  evening. 

3.  Its  attacks  are  mod  frequent  during  the  heats  of 
nmer,  in  the  dog-days,  and,  for  the  molt  part,  com- 
nce  at  midnight.  During  the  fit,  the  pulfe  is  gene- 
ly  quick  and  weak ;  and  the  conditutions  moll  liable 
it,  though  it  is  often  hereditary,  are  the  male,  and 
thefe  the  corpulent  after  the  feafon  of  youth,    it  be*. 

es  alfo,  after  a  certain  time,  habitual,  and  alternates 
th  other  fpafmodic  difeafes. 

4.  Its  caufes  are  bad  air,  violent  pafTions,  the  fup- 
:fHon  of  accuftomed  evacuations,  intenfe  ftudy,  &c, 
i  it  is  often  induced  by  fubftances  to  which  the  pet- 
it has  a  peculiar  diflike. 

5.  Our  opinion  is  determined  by  the  age  of  the  pa- 
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tient,  being  more  favourable  in  youth  ;  but  it  frequent, 
ly  changes  into  other  difeafes,  as  confumption  and  hy. 
drothorax,  and  proves  then  fatal. 

6.  The  mofl  accurate  diffections  of  ajihma  have  never 
ascertained  any  morbid  change  of  parts  to  account  for 
its  mode  of  attack,  except  the  paffage  of  the  trachea 
fomewhat  diminilhed  by  the  fwelling  of  the  glottis,  a 
proof  that  it  lies  entirely  in  the  nervous  fyftem.  By  its 
continuance,  however,  various  morbid  affe&ions  of  the 
fyftem  are  difcovered,  but  no  way  peculiar  to  this  di£ 
eafe  ;  for  we  find  them  equally  the  effect  of  any  long 
continued  irritation  wearing  out  the  conftitution.  Floyi 
er  has  obierved  many  afthmatic  patients,  when  opened^ 
full  of  calculi,  and  experiments  in  animals,  of  irritate 
ing  the  upper  part  of  the  larynx,  bring  on  afthma. 

7.  Bleeding,  except  in  fome  cafes  where  inflamma- 
tory fymptoms  prevail  in  the  beginning,  is  in  this  difi5 
eafe  hurtful.  Purging  is  alfo  attended  with  the  fanw 
effect  ;  the  cure  depends,  in  general,  on  the  ufe  of 
tonics  and  antifpafmodics. 

The  chief  of  the  latter  are  opium  and  asther,  whicjl 
fliould  be  ufed  in  liberal  dofes  to  obtain  fucceiV  ;  but  hi 
when  the  fit  is  over,  and  feem-  connected  with  de-  u, 
bility,  bark,  bitters,  and  chalybeates  will  be  of  fer-B 
vice. 

When  occurring  in  winter,  vomiting  and  blifiers  are  m 
more  to  be  trufted,  particularly  the  former,  if  arifing  11 
from  repletion,  and  the  removal  to  a  warm  climate  lU 
will,  at  this  time,  prevent  its  appearance. 

The  diet  fhould  be  of  light  animal  food,  and  a  mo-  lit 
derate  ufe  of  white  wines  is  proper.  The  motion  of  a  H 
carriage,  or  failing,  is  the  exercife  belt  fuited  to  thif| 
dtieafe. 
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VIII.  Chlncough.  {Pcrtujfu.) 

I;.  Chincough  is  a  convulfive  cough,  interrupted  by 
■  all  and  noify  infpiration  or  draught,  named  kinky 
licit  returns  in  fits,  for  the  mod  part,  with  vomiting. 
l>.  Jt  is  moft  common  to  children,  and  depends  on  a 
Iccific  contagion  affecting  them  but  once.  In  the  be- 
I  ning,  it  is  attended  with  fever,  which  has  an  even- 
I  exacerbation,  and  frequently  it  continues  through- 
[.:.  The  duration  of  the  difeafe  is  feldom  lefs  than  a 
I  mth  ;  it  is  often  protracted  for  a  year,  or  longer.  It 
Lquently  kills  by  fuffocation,  or  produces  confump- 
pa  of  the  lungs  ;  though,  when  attended  with  ablood- 
[■  from  the  mouth,  nofe,  or  ears,  thefe  are  favourable 
Liptoms,  and  in  moft  cafes,  after  the  age  of  fix  years, 
difeafe  appears  to  be  without  danger.    The  fits  al- 

jnding  in  vomiting  have  been  reckoned  favourable. 
For  many  days  there  is  no  expectoration  ;  when 

tkerwards  appears,  it  is  firft  of  a  thin,  then  of  a 

.kcr  confidence  ;  the  fit,  which  comes  on  irregularly, 

lerally  ends  by  vomiting  ;  after  which,  without  be- 
impaired,  the  appetite  immediately  returns,  though 

times,  when  fevere,  the  patient  falls  into  a  faint. 

e  fits  are  alfo  oftener  in  the  night  than  day-time; 

1  the  cough,  like  moft  others,  is  more  fevere  in  win- 

,  and  milder  in  fummer. 

f.  From  the  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe,  the  whole  or- 
is of  refpiration  feem  more  or  lefs  affected,  particu- 
ly  thofe  parts  the  feat  of  cattarh.  DiiTections,  how- 
::r,  fhew  only  its  confequences  ;  for  when  long  pro- 
ceed, it  degenerates  into  afthma,  pulmonary  con- 
nption,  or  vifceral  obftruftions,  the  belly  being  di£ 
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tended,  and  the  glands  of  the  mefentery  enlarged  at 
hard.  Thus,  it  may  be  faid,  (imply  to  give  a  difpoj 
tion  to  fcrophula,  without  any  other  peculiar  morb 
change  we  can  trace. 

5.  In  the  cure,  it  is  only  difficult  where  there  is  mui 
fever,  and  laborious  refpiration.  When  accompank 
with  the  former,  bleeding  may  perhaps  be  neceflar 
but  fpafmodic  difeafes,  in  general,  do  not  bear  evacu; 
tions.  Vomiting,  as  determining  to  the  furface,  an 
promoting  the  excretion  of  mucus,  is  uieful,  and  a; 
monials  fhould  be  ufed  with  this  view. 

When  the  diforder  is  mild,  bark  and  different  aftri: 
gents,  named  therefore  fpecific,  hive  effected  a  cure. 

Paffions  of  mind,  from  their  ftrong  ftimulus,  ha^i 
produced  the  fame  effecT;.  and  different  antifpafmodics 
as  caftor,  mufk,  cicuta,  and  opium,  have  been  foui 
fuccefsful  by  different  authors. 

A  change  of  air  is  alfo  a  popular  remedy,  and  fho 
be  complied  with  in  tedious  cafes. 

IX.  Water-brajh.  (Pyrofis.) 

1.  Water-brash  confifts  in  a  difcharge  of  clear  wa« 

ter  from  the  mouth,  brought  up  with  fome  eructatiort; 

from  the  ftomach,  and  a  fenfe  of  burning  heat  in  th<  * 
n.  • 

epigaitric  region. 

2.  It  attacks  by  fits,  which  are  moft  frequent  whet 
the  ftomach  is  empty,  as  in  the  morning  and  forenoon 
fometimes  even  in  the  night  time.  Its  fymptoms  art  \ 
a  fenfe  of  pain  and  conltriclion,  as  if  the  ftomach  were 
drawn  back,  which  are  increafed  on  the  ereft  poihire. 
This  pain  and  conftri&ion  is  fomewhat  removed  by  th< 
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Nation  and  difcharge  ;  but  not  till  they  have  conti- 
1  fome  time,  is  the  fit  terminated. 

This  difeafe  is  moft  frequent  in  the  lower  orders 
fe,  and  moft  common  at  middle  age,  though  ibme- 
>:s  old  people  are  fubjecl:  to  it.     It  aflecTs  the  fe- 
i  oftener  than  the  male  ;  and  of  married  women, 
.  fs  pregnant,  the  barren  are  moft  fubjecl  to  it. 
,  Its  caufes  are  uncertain,  but  a  milk  and  vegetable 

feem  to  pre-difpofe  to  it,  and  it  is  eafily  induced 
taffions  of  mind,  and  alfo  by  cold  applied  to  the 
r;r  extremities. 

.  This  difeafe  is  never  fatal,  and  therefore  no  difFec- 
s  afford  us  any  opportunity  of  inveftigating  its  real 
re.    It  is  often  prefent  without  any  fymptoms  of 
tfia. 

The  principles  of  its  cure  are  not  fixed.  The 
re  conftantly  relieved  by  opium  ;  other  antifpaimo- 
are  more  doubtful  in  their  effects ;  the  nux  vomica 
•  commended  by  Linna-us.  1  have  known  the  chew- 
of  tobacco  cure  the  difeafe. 

X.  Cholera  Morlus. 

■  Cholera  Morbus  confifts  in  an  evacuation  of  bi- 
s  matter  in  both  directions  ;  and,  when  very  violent, 
i  in  lefs  than  24  hours. 

.  This  evacuation  is  generally  attended  with  a  quick 
gular  pulfe,  anxiety,  great  proftration  of  ftrength, 
:e  pain  at  the  navel,  fpafm  of  the  extremities,  Vc 
.  Its  caufeg  are  food  parting  eafily  into  the  acid  fer- 
tation,  the  prefence  of  acrid  bile,  violent  paffions, 
which  induce  a  convullive  contraction  of  the  intef- 
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tines  ;  and  it  is  mbft  prevalent  in  the  midfl  of  fummeiv 
particularly  in  the  month  of  Auguft. 

4.  O.ur  opinion  is  favourable  when,  on  the  departure 
of  the  vomiting,  fleep  is  permitted,  or  when  the  difeaffl 
is  protracted  beyond  the  7th  day,  though  it  often  prove! 
fatal  in  the  courfe  of  24  hours.  The  more  alfo  whatl 
palled  departs- from  the  natural  appearance,  the  greaji 
er  is  the  danger;  great  third  and  yellowifhnefsM 
countenance  are  alfo  unfavourable. 

5.  Defections  of  cholera,  when  fatal,  mew  a  partieffl 
lar  accumulation  of  bile  in  the  ftomach  and  inteftinl 
especially  in  the  duodenum  ;  the  biliary  duels, 
choledochus  much  relaxed  and  diflended,  and  ml 
of  the  vifcera  fomewhat  difplaced  from  the  viole 
(training.    Experiments  on  animals,  by  accumulati; 
a  quantity  of  bile  in  the  ftomach,  have  even  produc 
cholera. 

6.  Its  cure  depends  on  plentiful  dilution  with  tej 
drinks,  or  in  the  form  of  injection,  in  allaying  the 
ordinate  commotion  of  the  parts  by  antifpafmodi^ 
efpecially  opiates,  exhibited  in  fmall  form,  and 
quently  from  the  tendency  of  the  fpafms  to  recur; 
refto  ing  the  tone  of  the  Homach  by  the  ufe  of  wij 
and  afterwards  the  general  health  by  tonic?,  a  nouriflf? 
ing  diet,  and  excrcife. 

A  peculiar  practice  prevails  among  the  opanifli  phw 
ficians,  of  curing  it  by  draughts  of  cold  water. 

XI.  Cholic.  (Cholica.) 

1.  Cholic  is  a  pain  of  the  lower  belly,  fprendinfi 
over  the  whole  of  it,  but  particularly  twiPing  round 
the  navel  j  without  fever,  -which  fometimes  fupervcues  m 
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rogrefs,  attended  with  vomiting  and  Ouivenefs, 
nuicles  of  the  belly  externally  feeling  hard,  con- 
ed, and  divided,  as  it  were,  into  balls. 
'  This  difeafe,  when  riling  to  a  violent  height,  at- 
,:d  with  a  ftercorous  vomiting,  obflinate  coftive- 

and  the  evacuation  of  the  glyfters  received  by  the 
ih,  conftitutes  what  is  termed  the  iliac  ppjfion,  an 

nmation  of  the  interlines  then  taking  place,  do* 
iing  on  an  inverfion  of  their  periftaltic  motion,  cr 

:r  an  intuf-fufception. 

Its  caufes  are  various  ;  as  a  vegetable  and  afctf- 
diet,  cold  and  moiflure,  a  redundance  of  acrid 
coftivenefs,  the  application  of  poifons,  as  lead, 
orms. 

It  often  terminates  by  palfy  of  the  lower  extremi- 
i  hemorrhage,  profufe  fweats,  a  diarrhoea  or  fcor- 
eruption. 

i  Our  opinion  is  favourable  when  the  pain  remits,  or 
its  fituation,  being  not  obftinately  confined  to  one 
i ,  and  when  after  a  difebarge  of  faeces  or  wind 
--tient  feels  f  jme  eafe  ;  but  hiccup,  and  the  fud- 
eafing  of  pain,  are  fatal  fymptoms. 
When  cholic  proves  fatal  the  appearances,  on  dif- 
are:  the  interlines  irregularly  contracted,  fo  as 
ft,  in  fome  places,  to  have  their  cavity  obliterated, 
liftended  in  others.  This  diftenfion  of  particular 
is  often  to  a  very  great  fize,  and  is  full  of  faeces  and 
.  There  is  alfo  flight  inflammation  on  the  furface 
e  interlines,  which  are  often  glued  together  by 
lablc  lymph,  and  occafionally  intuf-fufceptiori 
place,  or  one  portion  of  the  interline  pafTes  for 
length  within  another  portion,  and  there  partes 
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alfo  along  with  it  part  of  the  mefentery.  The  porti 
of  gut,  which  is  received  into  the  other,  is  found  g 
nerally  in  a  contracted  ftate,  and  is  fometimes  of  coj 
fiderable  length.  It  ufually  happens  that  an  upper  porJ 
tion  of  inteftine  falls  into  a  lower  ;  but  the  contrari 
alfo  occurs,  though  rarely.  Intuf-iufception  may  taka 
place  in  any  part  of  the  inteftinal  canal,  but  it  happe 
moft  frequently  in  the  fmall  inteftines,  and  alfo  whi 
the  ilium  terminates  in  the  colon,  which  laft  is  its  m 
frequent  feat.  This  ftate  of  parts  is  often  free  fr 
infiammation,  but  in  other  cafes  violent  iaflammati 
takes  place,  which  gluing  the  parts  together,  produ 
fatal  obftruction. 

7.  From  this  view  of  the  difeafe,  the  indications 
cure  may  be  referred  to  two  general  heads,  either 
laxing  the  fpafm,  or  forcibly  overcoming  it,  and  p 
vious  to  either  of.  thefe,  fince  a  degree  of  inflammation 
generally  fupervenes,  bleeding,  as  denoted  by  the  pulfd 
will  be  proper. 

8.  To  perform  the  firft  indication,  antifpafmodia 
fhould  be  ufed,  which  will  check  the  vomiting  that  0 
curs,  and -the  chief  of  them  is  opium.  The  warm  b 
and  fomentations  externally  may  likewifebe  employ 
and  blifters,  with  the  fame  view,  have  been  lately 
commended. 

Next,  the  action  of  the  inteftines  muft  be  excited  H 
the  introduction  of  different  fubftances  internally,  eithe^ 
by  the  mouth,  or  by  way  of  inje&ion. 

The  latter  Ihould  be  firft  employed,  and  confill  of 
glyflers  of  warm  water,  neutral  f;dts,  fenna,  fometimel 
antimonial  wine,  turpentines,  or  infufion  oftobacco.1 

The  former,  again,  are  the  different  laxative  and 
purgative  medicines  ufually  exhibited,  as  manna,  mag* 
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Ilia,  foap,  oil  of  caftor,  gum  guiac,  glauber's  falts, 
lima,  jalap,  calomel,  &c.  ;  and  when  thefe  fail,  cold 
[I  ter  may  be  thrown  on  the  extremities,  fo  as  to  pro- 
line a  diarrhcea. 

The  fecond  indication  is  effected  by  a  mechanical 
ftitation  of  the  inteftines  ;  which  is  made  either  from 
II  >ve,  by  a  large  quantity  of  mercury,  or  from  below, 
throwing  water  largely  into  the  rectum,  and  drink- 
II  it  at  the  fame  time  ;  and  for  the  firft  of  there  a  pro- 
H  •  machine  has  been  lately  invented,  which  renders 
I  iighly  fuccefsful. — But  thefe  methods  are  only  ic- 
II  tfite,  when  rifing  to  the  height  of  i'ias. 

Dry  Beftj  Ache. 

ii.  A  particular  fpecies  of  this  difeafe  mud  be  farther 
tticed.    This  fpecies  is  termed  the  Poitou  or  Devon- 
re  cholic,  and  in  the  Weft  Indies  the  Dry  Belly  Ache. 
.2.  It  differs  from  the  common  cholic,  in  its  attack 
;  mg  feldom  fudden.    It  fteals  on  rather  by  degrees, 
['ft  with  a  fenfe  of  weight  and  uneafinefs  in  the  belly, 
rticularly  felt  about  the  navel,  rifing  in  a  fhort  time 
flight  pain,  not  conftant,  but  always  increafed  after 
ing,  till  at  laft  moft  violent  and  conftant  pain  enfues, 
:t  only  in  the  feat  of  the  difeafe,  but  alfo  in  the  arms 
:d  back,  terminating  at  laft  in  pally. 
,3.  All  the  fymptoms  of  common  cholic  (xn.  2.)  come 
en  to  be  increafed.    The  navel  is  drawn  in  towards 
aback;  the  lumpy  feel  of  the  inteftines  acquires  a 
»ny  tenfion  and  hardnefs,  and  their  whole  track.,  from 
:2  pylorus  to  the  anus,  exhibits  fymptoms  of  violent 
ufm,  fo  that  in  the  latter  a  glyftcr  can  hardly  be  ad- 
uted,  from  the  contraction  of  the  fpincter. 
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4.  The  vomiting  is  generally  of  a  greeniili  or  black 
matter  ;  and  after  the  parLng  of  fome  hardened  fcyhalaj 
which  occasionally  takes  place,  the  fame  is  the  dikharge 
by  ftool,  which  polfe/fes  often  a  highly  acrimonious 
tjUality^ 

As  the  difeafe  advances,  violent  nervous  fymptoms, 
as  blindnefs, "lofs  of  voice,  at  times  apoplexy  and  pall 
fy  enfae. 

5.  The  caufe  of  tMs  cholic  has  been  fuppofed  to  a-f 
rife  from  an  impregnation  of  lead  received  into  the  (lo^ 
mach,  and  is  therefore  more  frequent  in  the  cyder 
counties  ;  but  it  frequently  occurs  in  other  fituationsjj 
where  no  fufpicion  of- this  caufe  can  arife.  It  is  found; 
alio  excited  by  the  ufe  of  acids,  by  cold,  and  ofted! 
appears  in  the  warmer  climates,  as  a  confequence  ot 
intermittents  improperly  cured. 

6.  Our  opinion  is  very  uncertain  in  this  difeafe,  and 
to  be  determined  entirely  by  the  degree  of  violence  in! 
the  fymptoms  ;  for  though  not  always  fatal,  it  is  very 
apt  to  end  in  palfy.  The  tendency  to  this  is  judged  of 
by  the  increafed  pain  cf  the  arms  and  back,  while  thofe 
of  the  belly  remit.    Apoplexy  is  the  fatal  termination.' 

7.  Defections  here  mew  the  fame  morbid  change  of 
the  inteftines  (xi.  6.)  as  in  common  cholic,  only  in  a 
higher  degree. 

8.  In  the  cure  of  this  malady,  bleeding  is  never  ad« 
miflible.  The  chief  point  is  the  relaxation  of  the  fpafmi 
by  the  ufe  opium,  and  then  mild  cathartics,  as  the  cartor 
oil ;  or  rather  thofe  of  the  faline  kind,  as  the  bitter  ca- 
thartic fait,  cream  of  tartar  ;  fmall  dozes  of  tartar  eme- 
tic, &c.  may  be  employed,  interpofing  the  ufe  of  opi- 
ates, according  to  the  ftate  of  pain,  and  ufmg  the  fc- 
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«ral  external  means  to  the  abdomen,  for  relaxing 
aim,  as  warm  cataplafms,  fomentations,  bliftering, 
c  and  the  flower  the  cure  proceeds  the  more  fucccfs- 
'A  it  turns  out. 

9.  When  recovered  from,  the  greateft  caution  fhould 
>.i  ufed  to  avoid  whatever  has  a  tendency  to  renew  it, 
Specially  acids  in  diet,  and  flatulent  food,  continuing 
:cafionally  mild  laxatives,  and  guarding  againft  the 
HFects  of  cold  ;  for  no  difeafe,  after  one  attack,  is 
iiore  liable  to  return. 

XII.  Loofenefs.  (Diarrhoea.} 

1.  Diarrhoea  confifts  in  a  frequent  difcharge,  by 
ool,  of  a  matter  various  in  its  appearance  and  confift- 
ice,  but  moftly  feculent,  attended  with  little  or  no 
tain,  and  no  primary  fever. 

2.  Each  difcharge  is  preceded  by  fome  murmuring 
ife,  and  flatulence  in  the  interlines,  and  a  fort  of 

eight  and  uneafmefs  in  the  lower  belly,  which  depart 

nmediately  on  the  difcharge  taking  place,  but  are  re- 
newed before  a  fucceeding  one.    As  the  difeafe  pro- 

?eds,  the  iTomach  becomes  affected,  and  ficknefs,  nau- 
aa,  and  vomiting  prevail.  The  countenance  turns 
;ale,  the  fkin  dry  and  rigid,  and,  in  the  progrefs  of 
ue  difeafe,  anuniverfal  emaciation,  dropfy  of  the  low- 

•  extremities,  and  relaxation  of  every  part  enfue. 

3.  The  diftinction  betwixt  this  difeafe  and  dyfentery 
marked  by  the  following  fymptoms. 

ijl,  The  abfence  of  fever  as  a  primary  fymptom. 

2d,  The  difcharge  of  actual  faeces,  which  in  dyfen- 
::ry  is  rare,  and  only  in  a  particular  hardened  form, 
i  r  fcybala. 
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3</,  The  want  of  that  fetor  in  the  difcharge  whicffl 
attends  dyfentery,  and  marks  it  as  a  contagious  malajj 
dy  ;  but,  in  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  dyfcr.tcry  anq 
diarrhoea  become  very  much  allied. 

4.  This  difeafe  ccnfifts  in  a  morbid  increafe  of  the  pe- 
riftaltic  motion  of  the  interlines,  and  this  morbid  increafej 
is  the  efFeft  of  a  variety  of  eaufes,  either  applied  to. thai 
bcdy  in  general,  or  acting  folely  on  thefe  parts. 

5.  Of  the  former  may  be  enumerated  paffions  of 
mind,  cold  applied  to  the  furface  ;  difeafes,  as  gcutl 
dentition,  fever,  Sec. 

6.  Of  the  latter,  1.  Matters  taken  into  the  ftomach, 
and  acting  either  from  their  quantity,  as  in  cafe  of  fur- 
feit ;  or  from  their  nature,  or  the  date  of  the  ftomach 
itfelf,  producing  fomentation,  as  acid  fi  nits,  oily  ana 
putiid  fubftances,  draftic  and  purgative  medicines,  Sccj 
2.  Matters  generated  in  the  body,  and  thrown  oufl 
into  the  interlines,  as  acrid  bile,  pancreatic  juice,  pu- 
rulent matter,  water  in  dropfy,  worms,  &c. 

7.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  determined  by  the 
particular  caufe  from  which  it  arifes,  whether  fympto- 
matic  of  another  difeafe,  and  whether  of  a  critical  na- 
ture ;  by  the  degree  of  debility  prefent  in  the  fyftemi 
and,  laftly,  by  the  period  of  its  continuance,  from  the 
hazard  of  its  producing  a  local  affection  of  the  intef- 
tines.  , 

8.  The  moft  frequent  morbid  change  met  with,  in 
directions  of  diarrhaa,  where  it  appears  in  fomc  meafure 
a  primary  difeafe,  is  ulceration  of  fome  portion  of  the 
inteftines,  and  enlargement  of  glands  ;  the  inner  mem- 
brane is,  in  this  cafe,  often  dripped  off,  for  a  confider- 
able  extent,  and  its  mufcular  coat  laid  bare.    The  fol 
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■  :ular  glands  are  alfo  the  molt  frequent  feat  cf  fuch 
■aerations :  they  are  fometimes,  too,  of  a  cancerous 

■  i  iture,  and  fhew  the  fame  appearance  as  fchirrus  and 
■uncer  elfewhere. 

When  the  difeafe  is  more  fymptomatic,  the  interlines 
fl  e\v  limply  marks  of  erifipelatous  inflammation  ;  but 
;  i.ie  aphthous  appearance,  which  attends  it,  is  never  an 
toject  of  direction,  but  difappears  with  life.   The  mor- 
d  changes  of  the.  organs  belong  to  the  primary  dif- 
ifes  of  which  the  diarrhea  is  merely  a  fymptom.  As 
proof  of  the  alliance  betwixt  dyfentery  and  diarrhcea, 
iifeclions  often  mew,  in  diarrhcea,  fome  portion  of 
;  le  interlines  in  a  dyfenteric  (late. 

y.  For  its  cure  three  indications  naturally  arilc. 
The  firft  h,  to  remove  or  obviate  the  morbid  caufe. 
The  fecond,  to  fufpend  the  increafed  action  which 
jnftitutes  the  difeafe,  and 
The  third,  to  reftore  the  impaired  tone  of  the  parts. 
10.  The Jirjl  indication,  when  the  difeafe  ariies  from 
natters  acting  on  the  interlines,  is  performed  by, 

\Ji,  Emetics,  particularly  if  the  offending  matter 
i  originally  lodged  in  the  ftomach,  and,  for  this  pur- 
ofe,  the  ipecacuhan  is  mofl:  proper,  and  it  may  be  even 
iven  in  naufeating  dofes,  and  its  operation  followed  by 
m  opiate ;  or,  as  combining  this  pra&ice,  the  Dover's 
cowder  may  be  ufed. 

2d,  By  diluents  and  demulcents,  which  will  both 
ram  out  the  offending  matter,  and  guard  the  interlines 
rrom  its  further  action,  and  they  mould  be  joined  to 
aave  the  full  effect,  as  the  barley  decoction,  whey, 
i  ommon  emulfion,  arabic  emulfion,  althea  decoction, 
:intfeed  tea,  &c. 
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3.-/,  By  ablbrbents,  where  the  difeafe  evidently  at, 
rifes  from  an  acid  caufe,  as  the  abforbent  julap,  crcta»: 
ceous  potion,  &c.  ;  and, 

4//»,  By  acids,  where  a  putrid  fermentation  is  con*, 
fpicuous,  as  ripe  fruits,  or  acid  of  vitriol,  in  a  dilute  ftate.j 

11.  The  fecond  indication  is  effected  by  opiates,  and 
they  may  be  given,  with  advantage,  in  all  the  ftages 
of  this  difeafe,  and  ate  bed  employed  in  the  form  of 
the  julapium  Mens,  or  paregoric  elixir ;  cicuta  is  al- 
fo  ufed  here  with  the  fame  view. 

1 2.  The  third  indication  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  aftrin-' 
gents  and  tonics,  as  the  logwood  decoction,  tincture  of 
kino,  Japonic  confection,  Peruvian  and  Cafcarilla  barks, 
preparations  of  iron,  &c.'  The  former  have  been  pre- 
ferred very  generally  in  this  difeafe,  but  they  are  beft 
fuited  to  its  advanced  ftage,  and  when  the  other  rerne-. 
dies  have  preceded. 

Where  the  difeafe  continues  obftinate,  and  does  not' 
yield  to  the  ufual  treatment,  a  warm  climate  and  fea^ 
voyage  have  been  found  effectual. 

XIII.  Plftng  Evil     ( Diabetes. ) 

1.  Diabetes  confifts  in  a  continued  or  chronic  dif- 
charge  of  an  uncommon  quantity  of  urine,  far  exceed- 
ing the  proportion  that  fliould  arife  from  the  quantity 
of  aliment  or  fluid  introduced. 

2.  The  firft  fymptom  of  this  difeafe  is  the  increafed 
difcharge,  without  the  appearance  of  any  morbid  af- 
fection of  the  reft  of  the  fyftem.  In  a  fliort  time,  how- 
ever, the  prima  via  difcover  marks  of  difeafe,  and  great 
thirft  and  voracious  appetite  prevail.    With  thefe.there 
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■..generally  prefent  a  kind  of  obfcure  fever ;  and,  as 
Br  difeafe  proceeds,  the  emaciation  and  debility  gra- 
ally  incieafe,  and  all  the  appearances  of  heclic  are 
B-med. 

The  urine  in  this  difeafe,  at  firft  clear,  infipid, 
I  d  colourlefs,  foon  acquires  a  fvveetifh  or  faccharine 
■Lie,  its  leading  chara&eriftic  ;  and,  when- fubjecled  to 
l:periment,  there  is  found  prefent  in  it  a  confiderable 
B.antity  of  faccharine  matter. 

[J. 4.  The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  obfcure.    It  has 
■  en,  indeed,  found  to  follow  intemperance  in  drink- 
B'T,  and  fuch  others  as  wear  out  the  conllitution,  and 
tthing  farther  is  known  ;  but  a  periodical  fpecies  of 
.ibetes,  it  may  be  remarked,  attends  hjjleria  and  hypo- 
indricfis. 

;5.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  may  be  almoft  always 
;  favourable,  unlefs  we  can  evidently  trace  it  to  feme 
::idental  caufe,  which  is  feldom  the  cafe  ;  as  the  fup- 
ceffion  of  certain  of  the  excretions,  which  are  to  be 
i.lored  ;  and  it  proves  fatal  fometimes  in  the  courfe 
•  two  or  threfc  months,  in  others  not  till  four  or  five 
...irs. 

■6.  DirTections  of  diabetes  have  (hewn  the  kidneys  in 
lloofe  flabby  ftate,  of  a  pale  afh  colour,  fometimes 
.1  of  calculi ;  the  ureters  alfo  in  part  diftended.  Ex- 
ot  the  liver,  at  times,  none  of  the  other  vifcera  have 
.en  found  difeafed. 

'j.  Since  the  caufes  of  the  difeafe  are  fo  obfcure,  no  re- 
lar  principle  of  cure  can  be  formed.  It  may,  how- 
er,  be  attempted, 

1/?,  By  diverting  the  increafed  difcharge  elfewhercj 

'nd, 
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2(1,  Afterwards  by  reftoring  the  tone  of  the  parts, 
8.  The  ftrft  may  be  accomplifhed  by  opening  the) 
fkin,  as  by  vomits,  by  diaphoretics,  as  the  Dover'! 
powder,  by  the  warm  bath,  additional  cloathing,  or 
the  removal  to  a  warm  climate,  which  has  proved  eft 
feclual. 

The  fecond  by  aflringents,  as  alum,  gum  kino,  vitrij 
lie  acid,  &c.  and  the  firft  is  here  the  molt  fuccef-.ful.  It  I 
may  be  ufed  in  large  quantities  in  the  form  of  the  fcriufl 

aluminofum. 

Varni filing  the  body  with  mucilage,  or  any  adhefhuB 
liniment,  has  been  known  to  cure  this  diieafe  ;  laigf 
dofes  of  opium  have  alfo,  at  times,  fucceeded. 

XIX.  Indigeflion.     {Dyfpepjta.)  ■ 

1.  Dyspepsia,  or  indigeflion,  diftinguifhed  alfo  by 
the  name  of  Jiomach  complaints,  and  chronic  ivcaknejs^  is 
marked  by  a  long  train  of  fymptoms,  the  principal 
which  only  it  is  neceHary  to  enumerate. 

2.  Thefe  are  anxiety,  wind  in  the  ftomach,  a  fe 
of  conftricTion  and  uneafinefs  in  the  threat,  with  pai 
of  the  fide  or  fternum,  fo  that  the  patient  can  only  lie 
on  the  right  fide,  heartburn,  and  acid  eructations! 
fqueamifhnefs,  and  want  of  appetite ;  a  fenfe  of  gnaw- 
ing prevailing  in  the  ftomach  when  empty,  and  an  ioi 
conftant  ftate  of  belly,  with  palpitation,  &c. 

3.  The  number  of  thefe  fymptoms  varies  in  differ* 
cnt  cafes ;  with  fome  being  felt  only  in  part  ;  in  other 
cafes  being  accompanied  with  even  additional  ones,  e- 
qually  difagreeable,  as  fevere  tranfient  pains  of  differ* 
ent  parts,  particularly  head  and  breaft,  various  affeo 
tions  of  fight,  as  blindnefs,  double  vifion,  &c. 
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.  This  difeafe  chiefly  affects  the  fedentary  and  learn- 
and  that  betwixt  their  30th  and  40th  years.  What 
uliarly  did inguifhes  it  is,  its  continuance,  for  a 
2th  of  time,  in  the  fame  Rate,  without  any  aggra- 
ion  or  remidion  of  fymptoms. 

.  Its  cauies  are  often  obfcure,  but  thofe  mentioned 
,  the  ufe  of  much  vegetable  diet,  depreding  pafllons, 
snfe  ftudy,  excefs  in  venery,  much  ufe  of  warm  di- 
nts, the  ufe  of  narcotics,  excefiive  evacuations,  fre- 
:nt  over-didenfion,  .and  draining  of  the  organ,  cold 
1  moidure,  hence  its  frequency  in  this  country,  he- 
litary  difpoficion,  or  a  debility  of  domach  depending 
its  orginal  conformation. 

5.  Our  opinion  here  is  generally  favourable,  though, 
the  fame  time,  it  is  not  eafily  cured  ;  there  is  al- 

)d  no  indance  of  its  proving  fatal,  without  pading 

o  fome  other  difeafe  :  but  in  many  the  functions, 
its  continuance,  become  impaired  ;  while,  in  others, 

:j  are  little  affected. 

7.  Difieclions  of  dyfpepjia,  in  young  patients,  fliew 
particular  organic  affection  of  the  domach  j  but,  in 
e,  it  appears,  on  examination,  to  be  connected  with 
lirrus,  or  ulceration  of  the  orean.  The  former  is 
erally  partial,  and  attacks  mod  frevjuently  from  its 
ndular  druclure,  the  pylorus.  The  difeafed  part 
icker  and,  harder  than  ufual  through  all  its  coats, 
the  original  texture  is  very  much  dcdroyed  and 
rfected  with  drong  membranous  fepta.  This  thick- 
d  mafs  is  frequently  ulcerated  on  its  furface,  and 
ows  out  fmall  procefles  or  fungus,  which  is  the  true 
cerous  appearance.  Contraction  of  the  domach,  ef- 
ially  at  the  pylorus,  is  alfo  a  frequent  change  met 
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with  on  di  flection  ;  fometimes  it  takes  place  througa 
its  whole  extent.  In  all  cafes  of  direction,  the  flomach< 
is  found  more  or  lefs  diflended  with  air.  Fatty  taj 
mors  of  the  ftomach,  calculi,  &c.  are  mentioned  by. 
authors,  but  are  fo  rare,  that  they  barely  deferve  enu- 
meration. 

The  appearances  of  ulceration  of  this  organ  were  al-: 
Teady  noticed  under  gajlritis.  (vim.  6.) 

8.  A  complete  cure,  in  this  difeafe,  can  hardly  b& 
promifcd,  the  lead  irregularities  in  diet  producing  a 
relapfe.  It  is,  however,  attempted  in  two  ways,  either 
with  a  palliative  or  radical  view. 

9.  The  indications  we  form  for  the  palliative  treat- 
ment are, 

ijl,  To  remove  crudities,  and  this  is  accomplifhed 
by  the  ufe  of  gentle  emetics,  as  infufion  of  chamomile 
and  ipecacuhan,  and  fmall  dofes  of  rhubarb,  &c. 

2d,  To  correct  morbid  acidity,  by  the"  ufe  of  al- 
kalies and  abforbcnts,  as  the  abforbent  julap,  cretace- 
ous potion,  heartburn  tablet,  lime-water  ;  and, 

id,  To  obviate  coftivenefs,  by  different  laxatives 
fuited  to  the  particular  habit  of  the  patient. 

10.  For  the  radical 'cure,  again,  which  fhould  be  our 
chief  object,  the  indications  pointed  out  are, 

zjl,  To  reftore  the  tone  of  the  organ  ;  and, 
2d,  To  correct  its  vitiated  fecretion. 

1 1.  The  fu-Jl  is  accomplifhed  by  all  the  different  means! 
that  invigorate  the  fyftem,  and  particularly  by  atten- 
tion to  diet.    The  diet  fhould  be  of  an  alkalefcent  na- 
ture, confifting  folely  of  animal  food,  and  a  dilute  fpi- 
ritous  drink,  avoiding  all  fermented  liquors. 
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If  he  means  of  invigorating  the  fyflcm  are  the  ufe 
tonics  and  warm  aromatics,  as  bitters,  with  the  pe- 
/iun  bark  and  (led,  Sec.  conflant  exercife,  efpccially 
hoifeback,  employing  the  cold  bath,  cboofmg  a  dry 
mperate  air,  preferring  the  body  always  in  motion, 
.J,  at  the  fame  time,  avoiding  any  fudden  emotions 
mind. 

TThe  fecond  indication,  or  correcting  the  vitiated  fe- 

ttion,  is  not  much  in  our  power,  as  we  are  unac- 
lainted  with  the  nature  of  the  gaflric  fluid.  In  dyfpep- 
,  however,  there  feems  evidently  a  defect  both  in  the 
tantity  and  quality  of  this  active  fluid  ;  and  fome  au- 

rors  have  therefore  propofed  the  introduction  of  the 
trie  juice  of  other  animals,  particularly  thofe  of 

it  keened  digcflion,  or  the  carnivorous,  which  would 

rnder  the  former  indication,  it  is  fuppofed,lefsnece{fary. 
12.  When  the  debility,  however,  prevails  fo  much 
at  the  ingefta,  of  whatever  kind,  are  rejected,  cup- 

:  ngglaffes  may  be  applied  to  the  region  of  the  11  c- 
ach,  or,  in  their  place,  blifters,:  finapifms,  or  the  opi- 

:e  injection,  while  fmall  quantities  of  food  mould  be 

.  dy  taken  at  a  time. 
On  removing  fuch  complaints,  the  fame  plan  of  liv- 

gg  fhould  be  purfued  to  prevent  a  relapfe. 

XV.  Hv/lerics. 

1.  Hysti  ria  confifts  in  a  particular  irritable  ftatc  of 
e  prlmjs  vi<e  in  the  female,  chiefly  occurring  in  the  un- 

aarried  and  widows,  and  thofe  who  lead  a  fedentary 
«fe,  or  poflefs  a  delicate  conftitution. 

2.  Its  attacks  are  periodical,  and  the  chief  appearan- 
i:s  that  diflinguim  one  of  its  fits  are, 
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Fir/?,  pain  of  the  left  fide  about  the  flexure  of  the 
colon,  with  a  fenfe  of  diftenlion  advancing  upwards, 
and  producing  the  fame  uneafinefs  in  the  ftomach, 
from  which  it  rifes  to  the  throat,  occafioning,  by  its 
preffure,  a  fenfe  of  fufFocation,  when  a  degree  of  faint- 
ing comes  on,  and  certain  convulfive  motions  take  place, 
agitating  the  trunk  of  the  body  and  limbs  in  various 
ways  ;  after  which,  alternate  fits  of  laughter  and  cry- 
ing occur,  and  a  remiffion  then  enfues. 

3.  To  thofe  there  are  alfo,  during  its  continuance, 
fome  other  fymptoms  joined,  as  headach,  vomiting, 
palpitation,  difficult  refpiration,  and  hiccup.  This  laft 
fymptom  requires  a  particular  confideration  ;  for  fome- 
times  a  hyfteric  fit  is  made  up  of  it  alone.  It  has  been 
known  to  continue  for  two  or  three  days,  during  which 
it  frequently  feems  as  if  it  would  fuffocate  the  patient, 
and  proceeds  gradually  weakening  her  till  it  either  go 
off  nf  itfelf,  or'elfe  occafion  death  by  fuffocation,  though 
this  lafl  is  extremely  rare. 

4.  Hvjleria  is  didinguiflied  from  hypochondrias,  by 
the  latter  not  occurring  till  after  the  age  of  35,  and 
our  opinion  is  more  or  lefs  favourable,  as  it  is  compli- 
cated with  other  diforders,  depending  frequently  on 
fchirrus  and  other  affections,  or  on  a  particular  irri- 
table ftate  of  the  genital  fyffem  ;  in  which  laft  cafe, 
the  paroxyfm  may  be  confidered  as  a  fit  of  falacity. 

5.  Its  caufe  is  a  peculiar  mobility,  eafily  affected  by 
the  flighted  occafional  circumftances,  and  efpecially 
by  the  flow  of  the  menfes,  at  which  period  its  attacks  |j 
arc  mere  frequent;  this  mobility  depends  often  on  it 
exceffive  evacuations,  pafllons  of  mind,  particular  pe-if 
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ood  of  life,  as  the  age  of  puberty,  &c.  and  is  much  in- 
eafed  by  the  continuance  of  the  difeafe. 

6.  Our  opinion  in  hyjleria  is  feldom  unfavourable, 
rithout  it  is  complicated  with  fome  other  difeafe.  In 
ooung  women  it  is,  for  the  moft  part,  removed  by  mar- 
.age  or  child-birth.    It  likewife  departs  in  old  age. 

7.  Hyjleria,  as  a  primary  difeafe,  is  only  fatal  by 
.ifling  into  ep'depfy,  when  the  fame  appearances  take 
lace,  on  defection,  as  mentioned  under  that  malady, 
v.  7.).     In  the  genital  fyftem,  however,  fchirrus 

rf  the  ovaria  is  a  change  commonly  met  with  in  hyjleric 
atients,  and  it  often  increafes  to  a  great  fize. 

8.  Two  indications  require  attention  for  the  cure  of 
\xJlo-hu 

The  jlrjl  is,   allaying  the   fpafmodic  fymptOms, 
hich  conftitute  the  fit,  and  this  is  effected  by  bleed- 
fig,  if  plethoric,  but  fullnefs  is  not  fo  very  common 
1 1  hyjltrk  cafes,  and  is  only  therefore  to  be  perform- 
ed, during  the  firft  attacks  ;  by  the  application  of  foetid 
odours  to  the  nofe  ;  and  by  the  internal  ufe  of  antifpaf- 
nodics,  the  moft  proper  of  which  are  opium,  aether, 
nulk,  and  afafeetida,  the  two  firft  are  the  molt  fuccefs- 
lul,  efpecially  when  combined  :  by  way  of  injection, 
.<  he  effects  of  the  afafeetida  are  the  moft  powerful.  Not 
nfrequently  too,  a  ftrong  effort  of  the  patient  herfelf 
(  nay  check  the  fit,  or  fixing  her  attention  to  fome  par- 
ticular object  on  the  threatening  of  its  approach. 

The  fecond  indication  conn  its  in  rtrengthening  the 
■  lervous  fyftem  during  the  intermiflion  of  the  fit,  and 
his  is  to  be  done  by  firft  clearing  the  prima  and 
'  fterwards  by  the  ufe  of  bitters  and  tonics  of  the  moft 
•iiringent  kind,  efpecially  chalybeates  j  by  exercife,  par- 
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ticularly  riding  on  horfehack,  fo  that  the  attention  is, 
at  the  fame  time,  engaged  ;  and  in  thofe  of  a  delicate 
conilitution,  by  the  occafional  exhibition  of  opiates, 

XVI.  Low  Spirits,  {Hypochonariajis.) 

1.  Hypochondriasis,  or  vapours,  is  a  certain  ftattft 
of  mind  along  with  dyfpepfia,  from  flight  caufes  appiP 
hending  the  greateft  evils,  and  always  imagining  thi 
word  ;  yet  perhaps  it  differs  little  from  dy/pipfia,  butb 
its  occurring, in  the  melancholic  habit. 

2.  It  occurs  chiefly  in  the  male,  and  that  in  advai 
ced  life,  being  confined,  for  the  moft  part,  to  thofe 
a  melancholic  temperament,  who  are  diftinguifhed  b 
a  lean  habit  of  body,  large  rigid  veins,  and  black  curie 
hair,  while  their  peculiar  character  of  mind  is  a  flo 
nefs  of  decifion,  given  to  doubt  and  caution,  with  gre 
tenacity  of  opinion,  ftrength  of  application,  and  a  m 
derate  extent  of  genius,  a  natural  melancholy  prevail- 
ing without  any  difeafe. 

3.  Tne  uurerence  "betwixt  this  difeafe  and  dyfpepjii 
confifts  in  conftitution,  the  hitter  occurring  molt  fre- 
quently in  youth,  or  from  puberty  to  35,  and  depend- 
ing on  debility  ;  while  the  former  prevails  in  age,  and 
is  more  an  affection  of  the  mind.  It-,  attacks  are  moft 
fevere  in  fpring  and  autumn,  and  its  victims  are  lefs 
fubject  to  the  effects  of  contagion. 

4.  Its  caufe  feems  to  depend  on  a  lofs  of  energy  in 
the  brain,  or  torpid  ftate  of  the  nervous  fyftem  ;  and 
though  the  connection  between  the  mind  and  body  is 
difficult  to  explain,  it  is  obfervable  that,  in  youth  whilcl) 
the  folids  are  lax,  the  mind  is  changeable  and  incon- 
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jj;ant ;  that  they  gradually  acquire  a  proper  firmnefs,  in 
■Proportion  as  years  accumulate,  when  a  degree  of 
li.gidity  in  the  fibres  prevail.  Hence,  as  this  rigidity 
ti  moll  confpicuous  in  the  melancholic,  a  torpor  is  at 
■nis  time  naturally  induced,  which  is  favoured  by  for- 
4  ier  excefles  in  mode  of  life,  fuch  as  anxiety  of  mind, 
I  itemperance  of  ftudy,  immoderate  venery,  &c. 

5.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  much  the  fame  as 
m\  bv/leria.    Of  itfelf  it  is  not  dangerous ;  but  if  long 

oontinued,  fchirrus  of  fome  of  the  organs  comes  to  take, 
'.lace. 

6.  DirTections  of  bypochondriqfis  {hew  fome  of  the  ab- 
dominal vifcera  difeafed,  particularly  the  liver  and 
ipleen,  the  latter  often  acquiring  a  very  considerable 

ze.    EfFufion  and  turgefcence  of  veffels  has  likewife. 
eeen  difcovered  in  the  brai'nv 

7.  From  this  view  of  its  caufe,  the  cure  feems  to  de- 
fend on  exciting  the  nervous  energy  which  is  depreft,, 
rnd  that  particularly  by  attending  to  the  ftate  of  mind- 

A  conf*ant  ftate  of  motion  mould  therefore  be  ad- 
i  ifed,  efj.ecially  by  riding  on  horfeback,  &c  ;  and  idle- 
•  efs  particularly  avoided,  which  is  the  worft  circum- 
iance  for  promoting  the  difeafe.  .But,  in  avoiding 
cdlenefs,  all  application  to  former  ftudies,  efpecially 
mrofeffional  ones,  are  to  be  prevented.  The  prefent 
^motions  mud  be  favoured  and  indulged  ;  and  though 
xn  attempt  muft  be  made  to  withdraw  the  attention  of 
buch  patients  from  themfelves,  yet  their  confidence  muft 
■  irft  be  gained  ;  and  fince  the  perfuafion  in  their  own 
>pinion  is  ftrong.  and  the  infallibility  of  their  own  fears, 
mid  fenfations  rooted,  whatever  they  are,  they  ra» 
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quire  a  very  nice  management,  for  raillery  mufl  neve 
be  attempted. 

The  warm  bath  is  preferable  here  to  the  cold,  and 
is  frequently  ufeful.  Chalybeates,  from  an  acid  acrw 
mony  fometimes  prevailing  in  the  (lomach,  have  been 
recommended  ;  but  bitters  and  aftringents  are  not  fui 
ed  to  the  difeafe.  Mineral  waters  have  been  found 
fervice. ;  and  that  chiefly  from  the  avocations  and  a< 
mufements  watering  places  allow. 

Cofcivenefs,  which  is  a  frequent  fymptom,  mufl  bA 
obviated  by  the  ufe  of  magnefia  ;  but  vcmhing,  thougH 
fometimes  employed,  is  not  fuited  to  this  difeafe. 


XVII.  Want  of  Mcnflruation.  {Amenorrhwct.) 

1.  Amenorrhoea  confifls  in  a  want  of  the  menfrrual$ 
difcharge  at  the  proper  period,  attended  with  various] 
morbid  fymptoms  and  unconnected  with  pregnancy. 

It  is  divided  flHo  two  fpecies,  under  the  terms  of  its} 
retention  and  fupprejfion. 

I.  Retention. 

2.  Its  retention,  known  by  the  name  of  the  chlorrfitA 
or  green  ficknefs,  is  marked  by  various  fymptoms  of  de4 
bility,  as  indolence.,  laffitude,  and  a  number  of  dyil 
peptic  or  flomach  complaints.  Thefe  are  fucceeded  bw 
a  pale  leucophlegmatic  appearance,  both  in  the  facea 
which  lofes  its  vivid  rednefs,  as  well  as  the  relt  of  thd 
body,  and  not  unfrequently  fwelling  of  the  lower  erj 
tremities.  The  refpiration  becomes  eafily  hurried,  hyfleJ 
ric  fymptoms  are  frequent,  efpecially  palpitation  and 
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■mtlng,  and  pain  is  particularly  felt  in  the  back,  loins, 
1  d  haunches. 

3.  The  caufe  of  this  difeafe  depends  entirely  on 
Beeaknefs,  or  a  want  of  power  in  the  fyllem,  to  propell 

ie  blood  to  the  uterine  veffels  ;  but  the  origin  cti  this 
cculiar  weaknefs,  which  appears  at  this  period  of  life, 
iithout  any  antecedent  marks  of  it,  we  are  unacquaint- 
11  with. 

4.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  doubtful.  It  is  of- 
•:n  recovered  entirely  by  change  in  the  mode  of  life, 
nd  by  marriage.  Where  deep  rooted,  however,  the 
latient  often  falls  afacrifice  to  morbid  affections  of  the 
:fcera  ;  and  if  married,  becomes  barren,  or  very  fub- 
i€t  to  abortion. 

5.  Defections  of  chlorctic  patients  have  difcovered 
loft  frequently  difeafed  ovaria,  confifting  in  fchirrus 
:nd  dropfy.  Some  of  the  other  organs,  particularly 
ne  liver  and  fpleen,  have  been  found,  at  times,  alfo  in 
:ie  fame  Mate. 

6.  Hie  cure  of  this  difeafe  proceeds  on  the  general 
trinciple  of  increafmg  the  tone  of  the  fyftem,  and  alfo 
sxciting  the  action  of  the  uterine  velfels. 

The  former  is  effected  by  tonics,  particulaily  the 
rold  bath  and  chalybeates  ;  the  be  ;  forms  of  the  latter 
teing  the  rufl:  in  fubitance,  joined  with  zw  aromatic, 
r  elfe  the  Harrowgate  water. 

7.  The  aclion  of  the  uterine  veffels  is  excited  by  fl i— 
milants  acting  upon  thefe  parts  as  by  purging ;  and,  for 
his  purpofe,  aloetics  have  been  preferred,  and  mercury 
•;Q  the  form  of  calomel  ;  by  much  walking  ;  by  friclion  ; 
*y  warm  bathing  of  the  lower  extremities,  while  cold 
vater  is  poured  on  the  head  or  fuperior  parts  j  by  com- 
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pieffion  of  the  il  a>  arteries ;  and  laHly  by  electricity 
applied  foas  particularly  to  affect  thefe  parts  ;  and  fl" 
two  latter  have  been  frequently  combined,  viz.  th 
c<  mpreffion  of  the  iliacs,  during  the  application  of  elee 
tricity.  Venery  is,  in  all  cafes,  the  moft  natural  an 
certain  remedy. 

2.  Supprcjfion. 

8.  Suppreft  or  obdrucled  menftruation,  after  its  rei 
gular  eftablifhment,  is  marked  chiefly  by  dyfpeptic  an 
hyfler'ic  fymptoms.  To  thefe  are  joined  cholic,  and,  fc 
the  moft  part,  coftivenefs.  The  blood  alfo  determined 
more  copioufly  elfewhere,  produces  various  hemor- 
rhages, as  from  the  nofe,  lungs,  flomach,  and  other 
parts. 

9.  The  caufe  of  this  difeafe  is  chiefly  conviction 
the  uterine  veffels,  arifing  from  a  variety  of  acciden 
circumftances,  as  cold,  fear,  paffions  of  mind,  the 
of  fedatives,  want  of  exercife,  &c. 

10.  Our  opinion  in  this  fpecies  of  the  difeafe  is  d 
termined  by  its  caufe  ;  for  when  from  cold,  which 
generally  attended  with  fome  fever,  it  is  merely  tem- 
porary ;  from  the  Rate  of  the  patient's  health  in  othe4 
refpects  ;  from  the  length  of  time  the  fuppreffion  h 
continued,  and  whether  attended  with  leucorrhce 
which  is  always  unfavourable  ;  and  from  our  certai: 
knowledge  of  the  fource  from  which  it  proceeds. 

1  i.  DiffecYions,  where  this  difeafe  has  been  of  lb 
continuance,  fhew  the  fame  morbid  changes  of  the  ov 
ria  and  uterus,  as  in  the  former  fpecies.  and  no  oppo 
tunity  is  afforded  of  infpeclion  in  temporary  cafes. 

12.  The  cure  of  obftrudted  menftruation  depends  oa 
removing  conjtriction.  of  the  uterine  veilels,  and  this  i* 
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l.eeled  by  the  ufe  of  relaxants,  antifpafmodics,  and 
■meral  ftimulants  ;  of  the  former  the  warm  bath  is 
B:e  principal,  or,  inftead  of  it,  bladders  filled  with 
■iirm  water  applied  to  the  belly  or  region  of  the  pubes, 
H..d  adjacent  parts  ;  and  it  may  be  followed  by  an  opi- 
B;e,  which  will  increafe  its  relaxing  powers.    Of  the 
[I  -o  latter,  a  great  variety  of  medicines  are  mention- 
■  .  under  the  name  of  emmenagogues,  which  either  act 
peculiarly  removing  Ipafm,  or  increafmg  the  gene- 
11  action  of  the  fyftem.  and  thus  forcing  the  conftric- 
:>n  of  the  part.    The  principal  of  them  are,  caftor, 
oodfoot,  madder,  hellebore,  myrrh,  favine,  mercury, 
id  various  cathartics  and  emetics.  In  the  ufe  of  thefe 
..edicines,  the  period  mould  be  chofen  when  the  men- 
rrual  effort  is  expecled,  and  their  exhibition  will  thus 
rendered  more  fuccefsfut. 

A  removal  to  a  warm  climate  has  alfo  been  recom- 
uended  here. 

3.  Difficult  Mtnjlruation.  (Dyfmenorrhaa.) 

13.  Though  not  entirely  fuppreft,  difficult,  or  pain- 
il  menstruation  is  alfo  a  frequent  difeafe  known  un- 
eer  the  name  of  dyfmenorr'haa.    It  depends,  perhaps, 
DO  the  fame  caufe  as  fuppreffiony  and  it  is  to  be  obviated 
y  the  ufe  of  opiates  fo  foon  as  the  fymptoms  threaten 
f  its  approach,  joined  with  warmth  and  a  plentiful  ex- 
ibition  of  diluents. 

XVIII.  Madnefs.  (Mania.) 

1.  Madness  is  a  falfe  perception  or  judgment  of 
aingSj  moll  generally  dilplayed  in  the  opinion  form- 
d  by  the  patient  of  his  neareft  friends  j  in  a  want  of 
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the  due  connexion  of  the  train  of  thought,  marked; 
by  an  incoherence,  or  raving  ;  and  in  a  refiftance  of 
the  paffions  to  the  command  of  the  will,  accompanied,] 
for  the  moil  part,  with  a  violence  of  action,  and  furi-i 
ous  refentment  at  reftraint.  To  thefe  fymptoms  may 
be  alfo  added,  the  remarkable  power  of  the  fyftem,  urv3 
der  the  influence  of  madnefs,  in  refilling  the  ufuaj 
morbid  effects  of  cold,  hunger,  and  watching. 

2.  This  difeafe  Ihews  itfelf  in  a  variety  of  ways,  and 
at  different  periods  of  life.  It  is  often  preceded  by\ 
long  and  deep  melancholy,  at  other  times  a  remark! 
able  chearfulnefs  prevails.  Sometimes  thefe  two  Hates 
alternate  with  each  other.  In  its  attacks,  the  fame 
variety  is  confpicuous.  In  fome  cafes,  it  is  merely 
temporary,  or  occurs  in  fits  ;  but  thefe  fits  are  very 
liable  to  return.  At  other  times,  it  continues  for  life, 
and  the  patient  finks  at  lad  under  the  violence  of  the 
conflict,  without  any  abatement  of  fymptoms  ;  cr  a 
ftate  of  real  idiotifm  enfues. 

3.  Two  conftitutions  are  particularly  the  victims  of 
madnefs  ;  the  fanguine  and  melancholic  :  by  the  dif- 
ference of  which,  its  appearance  is  fomewhat  modified. 
No  difeafe,  however,  is  fo  often  hereditary  as  this. 

4.  The  caufes  of  madnefs  are  very  numerous,  but 
none  fo  certainly  produce  it  as  affections  of  mind  and 
violent  paflions.  Certain  difeafes  of  the  febrile  kind 
often  induce  it,  where  their  action  has  been  violent. 
Excefhve  evacuations,  fedentary  life,  violent  exercife, 
intenfe  heat,  various  fubftances  received  into  the  fto- 
mach,  drunkennefs,  &c.  have  been  likewife  enumerat- 
ed. 

5.  This  difeafe  has  been  known*  at  times,  to  depart 
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a  regular  crifis,  and  by  a  large  difcharge  of  the  he- 
I  orrhoids  in  men,  and  menfes  in  women  ;  by  abfceffes, 
■  •ulcers,  eruptions,  large  evacuations  of  black  bile  ; 
l.d  alfo  by  the  attack  of  other  difeafes.    But  the  fuc- 

fs  of  fuch  difcharges,  when  appearing,  is  not  always 

be  depended  on. 

5.  Our  opinion  mmaclnefs  is  more  uncertain  than  in  mod 
jher  difeafes  ;  where  attended  with  melancholy,  and 
::quent  fixed  attention  to  one  point,  the  hopes  of  cure 
e  more  diftant  than  where  an  oppofite  flate  of  mind 
evails.  Alternate  changes  of  mind,  from  joy  to  grief, 
.  e  reckoned  favourable,  and  the  more  the  conftitution 

parts  from  the  purely  fanguine,  or  melancholic,  a 
olped  of  cure  is  afforded.  When  the  malady  alfo  can 
:  traced  as  connected  with  fome  bodily  derangement, 

is  more  favourable  than  where  it  feems  a  pure  men- 
11  affection.    Where  it  appears  a  hereditary  malady, 
;  is  always  to  be  dreaded,  and  life  is  generally  pro- 
acted  under  it  to  a  very  late  period. 

7.  Diffections  of  manaical  cafes  have  fhewn  both  a 
^neral  and  partial  morbid  Hate  of  the  head.  The  for- 
mer has  confided  in  a  peculiar  firmnefs,  hardnefs,  and 
"ten  elafticity  of  the  brain,  and  alfo  a  richer  conflue- 
nce of  its  fubftance  than  ufual.    In  the  latter,  various 
rganical  changes  of  particular  parts  have  appeared, 
;  tumors,  exoftofes,  inequalities  of  the  cerebrum,  poly- 
.i,  fchirri,  enlargement  of  veffels  producing  congef- 
on,  and  particularly  in  melancholic  cafes,  effufion 
ad  thickncfs  of  membrane,  &c. 

8.  For  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  feveral  indications 
>ome  to  be  formed,  though  it  is  too  often  beyond  the 
ower  of  medicine  to  remove. 
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The  Jirjl  is.  :i  forcible  reftraint  of  the  patient  fror 
giving  way  to  his  unruly  paffions,  to  his  own  injury  c 
that  of  others. 

The  fccond  is,  the  removal  of  evef  y  irritation  th 
may  add  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  excitement  in  the  fy 
tern. 

The  third  is,  producing  a  fudden  and  violent  e 
feci;  on  the  nervous  powers,  fo  as  to  attempt  to  chang 
or  interrupt  the  prefent  train  of  perception  ;  and, 

The  fourth  is,  without  -any  violence,  directing  th 
attention  of  the  patient  to  particular  objects  that  ma 
wean  him  from  his  own  impreflions  and  feelings. 

9.  The  Jirjl  of  thefe  is  accomplifhed  by  immediat 
confinement  of  the.  patient,  and  the  ufe  of  the  ftrai 
waiftcoat ;  by   removing  him,   as  much  as  pofiible 
from  every  familiar  object,  or  whatever  may  recall  t 
his  mind  the  reflexion  of  his  prefent  ftate  ;  and  by  in 
fpiring  him  with  fear  of  thofe  who  are  placed  to  takl 
charge  of  him.    When  this  is  a  little  brought  about! 
lefs  fubjugation  will  then  come  to  be  neceifary  :  but  thd 
propriety  of  the  lengths  to  which  the  different  j.arta 
of  this  indication  are  to  be  carried,  muft  be  regulated 
by  the  circumflances  of  particular  cafes. 

10.  The  fccond  indication  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  al 
low  fpare  diet ;  and  moft  maniacs  bear  this  alteration,* 
without  being  much  hurt  by  it,  whatever  their  formen 
mode  of  life  may  have  been. 

On  the  fame  principle,  venefection  and  cathartics  havei 
been  employed  here.    The  former  is  only  fuited  to  thi 
commencement  of  the  difeafe,  or  to  cafes  combined  with 
fome  degree  of  fever.    The  latter  is  moft  ufeful  in  the 
melancholic  habit,  and  where  an  accumulation  of  bile 
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evident.    Hence  the  encomiums  bellowed  on  helle- 

rre,  in  this  difeafe,  by  the  ancients. 

CCold  is  alfo  an  application  had  recourfe  to  here,  to 

minim  irritation,  as  mow  to  the  head,  the  clay  cape, 

dd  (having  the  head  and  bathing  it. 

EBliftering  and  iffues  are  alfo  ufed  with  advantage  in 

xent  mania. 

£Some  of  the  narcotics  have  been  alfo  employed  here 
the  fame  principle. 

jlOpium  has  been  exhibited  with  doubtful  effect ;  cam- 

i:ire,  in  large  dofes,  has  been  often  fuccefsful,  efpe- 
Jly  when  combined  with  tartar  emetic. 

in.  The  third  indication  is  excited  by  the  exhibition 
.  powerful  emetics,  efpecially  the  antimonials,  and  even 
i  'cruple  of  tartar  emetic  has  been  known  to  have  been 
.Wen  at  once,  without  exciting  any  uncommon  fymp- 
_jpn,  fuch  is  the  torpor  of  the  ftomach  in  maniacal 
iTes.    In  order,  therefore,  to  fucceed,  the  irritability 

I  the  organ  muft  be  reftored  by  a  previous  dofe  of 

Hum. 

'  The  fudden  and  unexpected  prefentation  of  familiar 
id  interefting  objects  to  the  patient,  frights,  &c.  be- 
:ig  to  this  head,  and  have  been,  at  times,  fuccefsful 

the  cure  of  this  difeafe. 
I  12.  The  fourth  indication  is  performed  by  bringing 
patient  to  attend  to  fome  particular  object  or  ex- 
::ife,  efpecially  fome  work  where  bodily  labour  is 
rnjoined.    A  long  journey  has  been  alfo  recommend- 

, ;  but  thefe  are  more  fuited  to  the  ftate  of  conva- 
tcence  than  the  actual  paroxyfms  of  the  difeafe.

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XIX.  Canine  Madnrfs.  [Hydropholta.) 

1.  Hydrophobia  confifts  in  a  horror  or  morbid  aver- 
fion  at  all  liquids,  which,  when  prefented,  excite  con- 
vulfive  fpafms  of  the  throat ;  and  this  difeafe  is  attended 
with  fever,  and  general  diibrder  of  all  the  functions. 

2.  It  arifes  from  the  introduction  of  a  fmall  portion, 
of  poifon  by  the  bite  of  a  rabid  animal,  mod  common- 
ly of  the  canine  kind  ;  and  whether  the  contagion  is  of 
that  fubtle  nature  as  to  be  capable  of  being  communi- 
cated in  any  other  form  is  doubtful ;  as  alfo  whether  it 
may  arife  in  fome  animals,  without  any  preceding  con- 
tagion. 

3.  The  exact  time  at  which  the  fymptoms  of  this  dif- 
eafe appear,  after  the  reception  of  the  poifon,  varies  in 
different  cafes,  being  from  two  or  three  days  to  as  many 
weeks  or  months.  But  they  are  generally  preceded  bjr 
pain  of  the  wounded  part,  extending  in  the  courfe  oftht 
lymphatics,  and  pointing  out  the  paiTage  of  the  poifoB 
into  the  fyflem. 

4.  The  attack  is  fometimes  very  fudden  but  mod  com- 
monly the  constitutional  fymptoms  that  firft  commence 
are  a  degree  of  torpor  and  laflltude,  followed  in  the 
night  by  difturbed  1  eep  ar.d  frightful  dreams.  Sli 
convulfions  and  fubfultus  tendinum  then  arife,  while 
patient  appears  funk  in  the  mod  profound  melanch 
and  oppreffion,  uttering  frequently  the  mod  heavy  fi 
As  thefe  fymptoms  increafe,  the  characterise  of  the 
eafe,  the  averfion  at  all  liquids  appears,  joined  with  i 
large  fecretion  of  vifcid  faliva,  which  the  patient  is 
conftantly  {pitting  out.  The  refpiration  becomes  un 
cafy  ;  the  pulfe  is  tremulous  and  unfteady.  Vomiting 
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a  bilious  matter  enfue,  and  fpafms  of  the  urinary 
d  genital  organs  arife,  in  confequence  of  which  their 
acuations  are  forcibly  thrown  out. 
•Strong  convulfions  become  foon  confpkuous  in  every 
rt.    The  patient  lofes  the  faculty  of  fpeejh,  and  is 
;en  inclined  to  bite  thofe  within  his  reach  ;  yet,  fo 
ig  as  he  retains  his  fpeech,  his  anfwers  are  diftincV 
d  mew  the  judgment  unaffected. 
Thefe  lad  fymptoms  are  fucceeded  by  ftrong  deliri- 
n,  which  clofes  the  fcene,  though  this  h  not  always 
e  cafe. 

5.  Our  prognofis  or  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  always 
^favourable  ;  and,  being  unacquainted  with  the  na- 
re  of  the  poifon,  we  have  hitherto  in  vain  attempted 
:ure.    It  feems,  however,  pretty  clear,  that  the  paf- 
ge  of  the  poifon  into  the  fyftem  is  not  fo  quick  as  has 
en  fuppofed.    Our  views  therefore,  mould  be  entire- 
dire&ed  to  prevent  its  progrefs,  and  that, 
Fir/I,  By  immediate  extirpation  of  the  part,  which 
ay  be  even  done,  at  the  diftance  of  fome  days,  with 
ccefs ;  and, 

Secondly,  By  promoting  afterwards  a  fecretion  from 
by  the  application  of  irritating  ointments,  which 
ould  never  be  fuppreffed  ;  for  the  fudden  healing  of 
e  wound  has  always  been  found  to  haften  the  attack 
the  difeafe.  But  if  extirpation  is  not  admiffible,  in. 
•nfequence  of  the  fituation  of  the  wounded  part,  the 
tual  cautery,  or  burning  it  with  gun  powder,  fcarifi- 
tions  into  it,  bleeding  with  leeches,  &c.  are  to  be 
id  recourfe  to,  while  mercurial  unction,  to  prevent 
e  progrefs  of  the  poifon,  mould  be  diligently  employ- 

K  a 
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cd,  and  regularly  continued,  in  very  large  quantity  at 
once. 

6.  The  appearances  on  di{Te<5Hon  in  hydrophobia  tend 
little  to  elucidate  the  nature  of  the  difeafe.  The  cefo. 
phagus  and  pharynx  have  been  found,  in  feveral  cafes, 
inflamed,  though  not  always.  Slight  imflammation 
has  alfo  been  traced  in  the  cardia  of  the  ftomach.  Some 
marks  of  inflammation  affect  likewife  the  brain,  confift. 
ing  in  a  rednefs  of  the  pia  mater,  or  ferous  effufion  on 
the  furfaCe  of  the  brain.  The  f<ime  has  been  difcoverl 
ed  in  the  dog,  and  this  is  all  that  can  be  traced. 

7.  When  the  difeafe  is  once  begun,  the  exhibition  of 
medicines  is  little  to  be  trufted.  We  fhall,  however, 
enumerate  thofe  moft  generally  employed. 

The  Jirjl  is  large  bleedings  ;  and  from  them  fome  ad*; 
vantage  has  at  times  been  derived. 

The  Ormfkirk  powder,  though  often  ufed,  appears,! 
from  its  compofition,  a  medicine  perfectly  inert.  Thel 
fame  may  be  faid  of  the  famous  Tonquin  remedy  ;  andj 
alfo  of  the  Carnatic  pill,  the  principal  ingredient  of  which  I 
is  faid  to  be  arfenic. 

Cold  bathing  has  been  ineffectual,  often  manifeftljr I 
hurtful.  Warm  bathing  has  produced  fome  alleviatiboj 
cf  fymptoms  during  its  operation. 

Antifpafmodics,  and  particularly  the  liberal  ufe  of 
opium,  has  been  recommended,  which  may  be  given  in 
a  dofe  of  a  dram,  or  half  a  dram,  at  once.  Some  cures,! 
it  is  faid,  have  been  alfo  made  by  a  liberal  ufe  of  vine- 
gar, and  the  large  and  frequent  ufe  of  oils  has  be«J| 
of  late,  highly  commended. 
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CLASS  III. 
CACHECTIC  DISEASES* 


PURSUING  our  plan  of  arrangement,  from  nervous 
we  proceed  to  the  cacheQic  difeafes,  or  thofe  which 
lepend  on  a  vitiated  ftate  of  the  fluids,  and  polfefs  a. 
mtrefcent  tendency. 

I.  Putrid  Fever.    {Typhus  putrida.)* 

i  The  firft  here,  as  in  the  former  claffes,  that  oc- 
urs  to  be  treated  is  fever,  which,  in  many  of  its  fyrnp- 
oms,  is  much  connc  ed  with  that  of  the  nervous  kind- 
}ut  here  the  proftration  of  ftrength  is  at  firft  more  cons- 
iderable, attended  with  ftronger  rigors,  intenfe  heatr 
.nd  an  irregular  tenfe  pulfe  ;  while  from  the  beginning 
.great  determination  prevails  to  the  head,  denoted  by 
lufhings  of  the  face,  vibration  of  the  temples,  and  a. 
articular  bloodlhot  gloffy  appearance  which  the  eye 
flumes.    The  tongue  is  alfo  dry  and  parched,  being 

*  We  are  aware  of  the  impropriety  of  disjoining  the  faveral  fpe- 
ies  of  Fever  in  a  Nofblogical  view,  as  the  Nervous  and  Putrid 
e'evers  are  entirely  the  fame  difeafe,  differing  in  degree  r  but  as  the 
ltfcnt  arrangement  is  adopted  entirely  from  a  regard  to  the  pract- 
ice, the  difference  in  their  treatment  fomewhat  fanvUons  the  pi** 
/e  nave  cuofen. 
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covered,  as  well  as  the  teeth,  with  a  brown  or  a  black- 
ifti  tenacious  crufh 

2.  As  the  difeafe  advances,  though  generally  very 
early,  the  putrefcent  fymptoms  more  diftinctly  appear. 
The  tongue  becomes  black,  livid,  and  dry,  and  the 
breath  and  urine  acquire  a  difagreeable  ftttor.  A  ftu- 
por  commences,  and  the  appearance  of  petechial  or  li- 
vid fpots  is  foon  obfervable.  Great  anxiety  prevail*  a 
bout  the  precordia,  and  frequent  fighing  takes  place 
hemorrhages  alio  arife  from  different  parts,  efpeciall 
from  the  gums  and  interlines,  being  in  the  latter  call 
joined  with  diarrhoea,  and  hiccup  terminates  the  fcene 

3.  This  difeafe  mod  commonly  attacks  fuch  as  hav 
been  previoufly  weakened  by  any  debilitating  caufe 
and  occurs  mod  frequently  in  autumn  and  the  end  o 
fummer,  when  the  days  are  hot,  and  rains  fall,  th 
nights  being  cold  and  chilly.  The  moft  frequent  pe 
riod  of  its  attack  is  from  1  4  to  5c,  and  when  recovere 
from,  no  difeafe  is  more  liable  to  relapfe. 

4.  It  arifes  from  whatever  depreffes  the  nervous  po 
wer,  and  its  caufes  enumerated  by  authors  are,  a  pmri 
air  generating  contagion,  dejeclion  of  fpirits,  low  diet 
&c.    But  of  thefe  the  firft  is  the  moft  certain  caufe  in 
all  cafes  of  real  fever. 

5.  Our  opinion  is  here  very  uncertain,  and  entirely 
determined  by  the  degree  of  violence  in  the  fymptoms 
efpecially  after  the  appearance  cf  petechia,  thoug 
there  is  no  cafe  fo  defperate  where  hope  may  not  be  en> 
tertained  ;  for  more  recoveries,  in  proportion,  take  plac< 
in  fevers,  than;in  any  other  difeafrs. 

6.  Diffedions  of  putrid  fever,  fhew  inflammation  and 
gangrene  of  fome  of  the  vifcera,  particularly  the  ftoj 
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•nach,  bowels,  Sec.  fometimes  alfo  fuppuration  of  the 
jrain.  In  the  mufcular  fibres,  there  feems  likewiie  a 
ftrong  tendency  to  gangrene,  even  the  heart  has  been 
found  large  and  flaccid. 

7.  In  the  cure,  th  ugh  the  inflammatory  fymptoms 
appear  to  run  pretty  high,  bleeding  lhould  never  be 
performed.  The  prime  v'ue  fhould  be  cleared  from  their 
putrid  contents  by  the  antimonial  folution.  While  the 
pulfe  is  diitinct,  acids  and  refrigerating  diaphoretics 
ihould  be  employed,  though  general  fvveating  is  rather 
hurtful.  But  if  the  pulfe  falls,  the  fti  ength  muft  then 
be  fupported  by  the  ufe  of  wine  and  cordials ;  and 
the  bark,  to  correct  the  putrefcent  tendency  of  the 
fluids,  thiown  in  in  confiderable  quantity. 

Bliflers,  though  indicated  by  the  prefence  of  deltrU 
um,  are  here  of  little  effect.  Camphor  has  been  found 
frequently  ufeful,  and  along  with  thefe  remedies  a  free 
admiffion  of  cold  air  fhould  be  allowed,  even  cold 
wafhing,  and  at  times  cold  bathing,  have  been  attend- 
ed with  manifeft  advantage  ;  and  particular  attention 
in  all  cafes  of  fever  efpecially  of  a  putrid  nature,  ihould 
be  paid  to  cleanlinefs. 

The  exhibition  of  fixt  air  is  alfo  at  prefent  a  popular 
remedy. 

Three  particular  fpecies  of  this  fever  occur,  which, 
from  their  Angular  fatality,  deferve  a  feparate  hiltory. 
Thefe  are  the  plague,  yellow  fever,  and  puerperal  fever. 

I.  Plague.  (Pejis.) 
1.  The  plague  is  a  highly  putrid  fever,  marked  with 
the  ftrongeft  fymptoms  of  debility  ;  in  the  progrefs  of 
which,  though  not  fixed  to  a  particular  day,  an  emp- 
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tion  of  buboes  or  carbuncles  takes  place  on  difFere 
parts  of  the  body. 

2  This  difeafe  is  early  marked  by  violent  affeclio' 
of  the  head,  particularly  flupor  and  giddinefs.  Th 
pulfe  is  weak  and  irregular,  attended  with  much  anxi 
ty,  frequent  palpitation,  and  even  fainting.  Biliou 
vomitings  take  place  in  a  high  degree  ;  and,  in  the  pn 
grefs  of  the  difeafe,  buboes  or  carbuncles  break  out  in 
different  glandular  parts  ;  after  which,  flrong  mark 
of  putrefency  enfue,  difplayed  by  petechia,  hemorrha 
ges  from  different  parts,  and  a  colliquative  diarrhoea 
which  proves  fatal.  Thefe  fymptoms  are  confiderablj 
diverfified  in  different  individuals,  b  it  joined  wid 
the  common  ones  of  putrid  fever,  are  fufficient  to  giv« 
fome  idea  of  the  appearances  of  the  difeafe. 

3.  The  plague  is  well  known  to  be  the  effect  folely  0. 
a  peculiar  contagion,  univerfal  in  its  attack  wherevei 
it  appears,  and  generally  confining  its  ravages  to  thti 
warm  climates,. particularly  Turkey,  and  other  parts  o 
the  ealt ;  being,  in  this  country,  entirely  unknown, 
leatt  for  thele  200  years. 

4.  Our  opinion  here  is  always  unfavourable,  but  wil 
be  regulated,  with  refpecT  to  the  probable  chance,  en 
tirely  by  the  flate  of  the  putrid  fymptoms,  efpecially 
on  the  appearance  of  the  carbuncles,,  which  are  to  bfl 
confidercd  of  a  critical  nature. 

5.  Directions  of  plague  have  fhewn  the  heart  itfelf  ii 
a  gangrenous  flate ;  the  ftomach  in  the  fame  ;  the  live; 
only  inflamed  ;  carbuncles  in  the  lungs,  inte [lines,  an< 
kidneys  ;  the  gall  bladder  full  of  black  bile  ;  and  th< 
brai'  it.eif  putrid  in  iome  parts,  and  containing 
worn*. 
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6.  From  the  general  mortality  of  this  difeafe,  the 
fineans  of  its  prevention  are  perhaps  to  be  confidered 
CD  preference  to  its  treatment. 

One  of  the  firft  means  of  prevention  is,  to  guard  a- 
;;ainft  the  introduction  of  infection,  which  can  only  be 
Wone  by  a  proper  regard  to  bills  of  health,  and  the  per- 
cormance  of  quarantines ;  and  in  the  cafe  of  goods,  a  pro- 
wer  ventilation  of  thefe,  in  the  time  of  the  quarantine,  or 
Muring  40  days,  fhould  take  place.  To  prevent  this  dif- 
I'afe  from  fpreading,  where  it  once  appears,'  every  com- 
munication with  the  infected  mould  be  fhunned,  efpecial- 
;  y  the  fmalleft  contact ;  and  where  communication  is  un- 
avoidable, every  precaution  fhould  be  taken  to  render 
:t  as  little  dangerous  as  poffible,  by  obferving  as  great 
u  diftance  from  the  perfon,  or  infecled  goods,  in  hold- 
ing it,  and  avoiding  a  flream  of  air  which  may  carry 
'.he  effluvia  in  a  direction  fo  as  to  convey  it. 

7.  As  a  weakened  ftate  of  body  alfo  favours  the 
:power  of  contagion,  fo  every  caufe  inducing  this  ftate 
Tiould  be  carefully  obviated.  Of  thefe  may  be  men- 
tioned poor  fare,  intemperance,  excefs  of  venery,  great 
fatigue,  and  considerable  evacuations. 

8.  The  circumftances  again  which  render  contagion 
"active  when  received,  are  cold,  fear,  and  full  living  ; 

and,  to  obviate  the  effects  of  thefe,  every  attention 
fhould  be  paid,  and  fuch  farther  means  even  employed 

tto  remove  it,  before  producing  the  actual  difeafe,  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  remarks  on  contagion  in  the  laft  part 

(of  this  work. 

9.  From  the  nature  of  plague,  defcribed  (1.  2.)  its 
treatment  confifls  in  the  fame  as  directed  for  putrid  fever 
(f.  7.)  only  from  its  more  rapid  fatality,  the  reme- 
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dies  mult  be  thrown  in  earlier,  and  in  larger  quanti« 
ty ;  and  of  all  the  remedies  cold  drink  and  Peruvian 
bark  form  the  principal. 

Where  the  patient  furvives  the  difeafe,  the  treatment 
of  the  carbuncles  becomes  the  bufinefs  of  furgery. 

2. '  Telloiu  Fever.     (  Typhus  I  tier  odes. ) 

1.  The  yellow  fever  is  attended  with  a  quick  irregtt 
lar  pulfe,  great  oppreflion  of.  the  precordia,  and  vah 
miting  of  a  bilious  matter,  fucceeded,  towards  its  ter 
mination,  by  univerfal  jaundice,  and  hemorrhage  from 
different  parts. 

2.  It  commences  with  the  ufual  fymptoms  of  putru 
fever,  particularly  in  the  violent  burning  heat  and 

ftrong  determination  to  the  head,  marked  by  fuffufi 
of  face,  throbbing  of  temples,  weight  and  pain  ;  and 
thefe  are  joined  by  ftrong  tendency  to  bilious  vomit' 
ing.    The  fymptoms  of  debility,  however,  advance 
here  more  rapidly,  and  to  a  greater  degree.    The  red 
nefs  of  face  yields  to  a  yellow  tinge,  the  increafed  ac 
tion  to  fainting  on  the  flighted  motion,  and  there  pre 
vails  a  ftrong  defire  to  coma,  with  flight  occafional  de- 
lirium.   The  eye  becomes  foon  of  a  pure  yellow  co* 
lour,  which  is  fhortly  diffufed  over  the  whole  of  the 
fkin.    The  frequency  of  vomiting  comes  to  diminiib, 
and  inftead  of  pure  bile,  it  yields,  when  taking  place, 
to  a  putrid  mixture  of  it  with  blood.  Hemorrhages 
arife  from  the  nofe  and  gums  ;  ftrong  marks  of  putre£ 
cency  afTefr  every  part,  as  large  petechia:  on  the  ikin, 
fcetor  of  breath,  black  fediment  of  urine,  &c.    A  re* 
miiTion  generally  takes  place  a  few  hours  before  death,

uich  is  fucceeded  by  hiccup  and  coma,  and  thefe  ter- 
rnate  the  fcene. 

The  duration  of  this  fever  is  various ;  but  in  eve- 
ccafe  it  may  be  confidered  as  rapid  in  its  progrefs. 

fome  fituations,  however,  it  is  more  fo  than  in  o- 
:  :rs,  but  it  has  difplayed  itfelf  uncommonly  violent 
tthe  Weft  Indies,  and  has  exceeded,  in  fatality,  even 
Si  plague  itfelf.    The  Europeans  chiefly  fuffer  from 

and  the  natives,  for  the  moft  part,  efcape  it,  even  in 

moft  epidemic  periods.  Thofe  of  a  full  habit  are 
.ferved  to  fall  its  earlieft  victims. 
.4..  This  fever  is  evidently  the  effect  of  a  powerful 
mtagion,  which  is  rendered  active  by  a  variety  of  ac- 
:  lental  caufes,  as  exceffive  heat  of  climate,  efpecially 
~ien  fuddenly  alternated  with  cold  and  moifture,  by 

.oofure  to  night-dews,  intemperance,  efpecially  in  the 
fes  of  ardent  fpirits,  as  new  rum,  depreffing  pa/Jions,  Sec. 

5.  The  peculiar  fymptom,  the  general  evacuation  of 
e,  and  fuffufion  of  (kin  from  it,  is  entirely  the  effect 

heat  augmenting  its  fecretion,  and  increafing  its  a- 
imony  fo  as  to  add  $0  the  irritation  of  the  febrile 
t.ufe. 

6.  Our  opinion  is  here  doubtful.    It  is  entirely  di- 
ted  by  the  mildnefs  of  the  fymptoms  for  the  three 
four  firft  days,  and  by  the  eye  and  fkin  acquiring 
It  a  flight  yellow -tinge  ;  but  if  petechia  once  appear, 

I tended  with  black  putrid  ftools  and  bloody  urine, 
ecre  is  then  no  foundation  for  hope. 

7.  DifTections  of  this  difeafe  exhibit  the  fame  morbid 
:  >pearances  as  in  common  putrid  fever ;  (I.  6.)  and 

1  infpecting  the  gall-bladder  and  biliary  ducts,  no  cal- 
ili,  or  other  obftruction  of  thefe  parts,  can  be  traced 
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to  account  for  the  general  fuffufion,  more  than  by  in- 
creafed  fecretion. 

8.  The  cure  of  yellow  fever  is  the  fame  with  that  di- 
rected for  putrid  fever,  only  from  its  quick  fatality,  bark, 
and  wine  mud  be  early  and  largely  thrown  in  even  be- 
fore the  icteritious  tinge  appears.  From  the  irritability 
of  ftomach,  and  tendency  to  vomit,  no  emetic  will  bq 
neceffary  here.  A  flight  infufion,  however,  of  chamo* 
mile  may  be  ufed  for  once,  and  will  do  no  harm.  If 
the  bark  is  not  retained,  and  the  irritability  of  ftomacfr 
cannot  be  removed  by  opium,  it  mud  be  exhibited  in 
clyfters  ;  acids,  particularly  the  vegetable,  fliould  be 
largely  thrown  in  ;  fixed  air  may  be  alfo  employed  as 
a  powerful  antifeptic.  The  patient  fliould  be  freely 
expofed  to  a  cool  dry  air  ;  cold  acidulated  drinks  fliould 
be  frequently  given,  and  befides  this  general  treatment, 
particular  fymptoms  fliould  be  obviated,  viz.  pain  and 
increafed  difcharge,  by  opiates  exhibited  in  the  fmalleft 
form,  fo  as  to  be  retained  j  and  coftivenefs  by  afcefcent 
laxatives. 

3.  Puerperal  Fever.    (Typhus  Puerperarum.) 

1.  The  Puerperal  Fever  is  one  whofe  acceffion  is  very 
early  after  delivery,  generally  the  fecond  or  third  day, 
attended  with  a  quick  irregular  pulfe,  remarkable  prof- 
tration  of  ftrength,  great  afFedtion  of  forehead,  and  ge- 
neral forenefs  and  tenfion  of  the  abdomen. 

2.  The  peculiar  fymptoms  of  the  difeafe  are, 

ifl,  The  abdominal  tenfion,  pain  and  forer.efs, 
which  rife  to  the  raoft  exquifite  height,  without,  how- 
ever, any  hardnefs  being  felt,  and  frequently  there  i* 
even  no  fullnefs.

The  fetid  difcharge  of  the  lochia,  (or  clean- 

3./,  Little  or  no  delirium,  but  a  conftant  watch- 
lneis  and  dread  of  death;  and, 

4M,  A  number  of  deceitful  remiffions,  the  firft  of 
iich  takes  place  in  24  hours  after  the  attack,  and  theft; 
-miflions  always  ufher  in  an  aggravation  of  fymptoms. 

3.  The  caufe  of  this  difeafe  would  feem  to  be  a  peculiar 
mtagion  affecting  the  puerperal  ftate  alone  ;  for  it  has 

speared  at  times  epidemic,  when  no  cafes  of  typhus  oc- 
Htfred  at  the  fame  period.  This  contagion  was  not 
ken  notice  of  till  about  50  years  ago;  but  fmce  that 
1  me  it  has  appeared  epidemic  in  a  number  of  places  : 
particularly  at  Paris  in  the  1746  and  1762  ;  in  Lon- 
m  in  the  1761  and  1772  ;  in  Edinburgh  in  the  1773  ; 
Hid  in  Dublin  in  the  1774  and  1787. 

4.  Though  in  general  fatal,  fome  inftances  of  reco- 
:;ry  take  place,  and  that  by  a  crifis  on  the  nth  day. 
I  he  difcharges  attending  this  crifis  are,  a  fweat,  diar- 
.cea,  and  more  rarely  external  abfceffes  of  the  abdo- 
.en. 

5.  Our  opinion  here  mould  always  prognosticate,  if 
)t  a  fatal,  at  leaft  a  doubtful  event;  and  the  more  fo 
tat  the  difeafe  is  liable  to  fuch  delufive  remiffions.  Even 
Ihere  the  gangrenous  ftate  of  abdomen  has  taken  place, 
n  entire  ceftation  of  pain  is  apt  to  miflead,  though  th£ 
teble  irregular  pulfc,  and  pale  dejetfed  countenance, 

Dint  out,  inftead  of  relief,  the  rapid  approach  of  the 
.tal  termination. 

6.  The  chief  morbid  appearances  of  this  fever,  dif- 
-nft  from  thofc  of  common  putrid  fever,  are  difplayed 

*  the  abdomen.    A  diffufed  inflammation  pervades 
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the  peritonceum,  and  the  omentum  is  found  entirely  dif- 
folved,"  fometimes  remaining  and  gangrenous ;  collec- 
tions of  a  ferous  and  gelatinous  fluid  are  alfo  found 
within  the  abdomen,  often  to  the  extent  of  6  or  7 
pounds,  in  which  the  uterus  floats.  The  inteftines  are 
all  highly  inflamed,  and  the  fmall  ones  diftended  with 
wind.  The  uterus  is  of  its  proper  fize,  and,  when  cut 
into,  is  without  difeafe. 

7.  The  treatment  of  puerperal  fever  has  been  more  va- 
ried than  that  of  the  two  other  fpecies  of  putrid fever  juft 
defcribed.  Mifled  by  die  appearances,  on  difieclion,  de- 
noting inflammation,  an  attempt  has  been  made  here  to 
cure  it  by  large  and  repeated  bleedings  on  the  firft  at- 
tack, and  thefe  have  been  faid  to  be  fuccefsful  at  times. 
Ipecacuhan  has  been  alfo  ufed  as  a  fpecific  here.  It  is 
given  in  a  dofe  of  15  grains,  exhibited  at  twice,  with 
an  interval  of  an  hour  and  a  half  betwixt  each.  This 
medicine  is  attended  both  with  vomiting  and  diarrhoea. 
It  is  repeated  in  the  fame  manner  the  following  da)-, 
if  the  fymptoms  do  not  remit,  and  even  continued  to 
the  third  or  fourth.  After  procuring  a  favourable  re- 
miSion  in  this  way,  wine  is  then  to  be  thrown  in,  and 
fymptoms  of  irritation  obviated  by  the  ufe  of  opium. 
The  treatment  being,  in  other  refpecls,  conducted  on 
the  fame  plan  with  that  of  putrid  fever  ;  though  a  preju- 
dice prevails  here,  with  fome,  againft  the  ufe  of  the 
bark. 

8.  From  the  inveteracy  of  the  infection  of  this  dif- 
eafe, which  has  been  found  frequently  to  baffle  every 
mode  of  rooting  it  out,  for  fome  time,  by  fumigation, 
ventilation,  and  even  white  wafhing  of  the  infecled 
place,  every  means  of  prevention  fhould  be  employed, 
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id  particularly  the  immediate  removal  of  all  puerpe- 
Ll  women  from  its  vicinity. 

II.  Putrid  Sore  Throat,    {dngina  Maligna.) 

t.  The  putrid fore  throat  is  diftinguifhed  by  confider- 
ple  fever,  with  fmall  irregular  pulfe,  though  fome- 
Lines  full.  Its  chief  fymptoms  are  frequent  rigors, 
kcknefs,  anxiety,  and  vomiting,  fucceeded  foon  by  a 
iiffnefs  in  the  neck,  and  an  -tmeafinefs  in  the  internal 
nuces,  which  difcover,  on  infpedtion,  fome  fwelling,  and 
1  deep  red,  or  fliining  crimfon  colour,  foon  covered  with 
vhite  or  afh-coloured  fpots,  forming  thick  floughs,  on 
ne  falling  off  of  which,  ulcerations  appear  ;  and  thefe 
affections  of  the  fauces  feldom  affect  deglutition,  or  give 
ain.  They  are  generally  attended  ekher  with  a  fcetid 
iiarrhaea,  or  acrid  difcharge  from  the  nofe.  The  brain 
!  lfo  is  often  very  fuddenly  affected  in  this  difeafe. 

2.  In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  (generally  the  fe- 
}nd  day}  a  fcarlet  eruption  appears  on  the  face  and 
eck,  which  feel  ftiff,  fpreading  from  thence  over  the 
;ft  of  the  body,  and  after  continuing  the  fpace  of  four 
ays,  it  departs  without  any  remifhon  of  the  fymp- 
>ms ;  and,  if  the  latter  are  violent,  the  perfon  feldom 
utlives  the  feventh  day. 

3.  Its  attacks  are  chiefly  on  the  young  and  feeble, 
ad  it  is  ofteneft  epidemic  in  autumn,  when  a  warm 
:afon  precedes. 

4.  It  depends  always  on  a  fpecific  contagion,  the  na- 
jre  of  which,  like  that  of  all  others,  is  unknown, 
lough,  from  1  7 39,  it  has  been  particularly  attended  to 
1  Britain.    .Being  highly  infectious,  it  requires  to  be 

1.  2 
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iTpidei!,  often  communicating  from  one  to  the  whole 
of  a  family. 

5.  Our  opinion  is  determined  by  the  degree  of  pu- 
trefcency,  and  the  violence  of  the  diarrhoea  that  at- 
tends, which  marks  the  fpreading  of  the  inflammation 
to  the  ftomach  and  bowels.  When  the  difeafe  fulfers 
a  remiflion  on  the  appearance  of  the  eruption,  which 
difplays  a  permanent  fcarlet  efllorefcence,  and  when 
this  remiflion  increafes  as  it  proceeds,  with  a  defqua- 
mation  of  the  ikin  ;  and  particularly  if  the  patient  pafs 
the  ninth  day,  it  may  then  be  reckoned  indicating  a 
favourable  termination.  But  when  the  reverie  of  this 
takes  place,  and  the  fymptoms  of  fever  and  fvvelling  of 
the  throat,  at  the  period  of  defquamation,  rather  in- 
creafc,  a  fatal  termination  is  then  to  be  looked  for ; 
which  often  happens  fuddenly  in  confequence  of  fuflb- 
•cation. 

6.  DiflecYions  in  this  difeafe  have  fnewn  the  fauces 
inflamed,  fuppurated,  and  gangrenous ;  the  trachea 
inflamed,  and  lined  with  a  layer  of  vifcid  foetid  matter; 
and  this  alfo  extending  into  the  larynx.  The  f welling 
of  lymphatic  glands,  from  the  abforption  of  the  acri- 
mony in  thefe  parts,  is  alfo  frequent.  The  refl  of  the 
body  exhibits,  for  the  mod  part,  the  fame  morbid  ap- 
pearances as  in  putrid fever. 

7.  In  its  cure,  our  chief  view  mull  be  directed  to 
correct  the  feptic  tendency  taking  place.  Purging  and 
bleeding  are,  in  general,  therefore  to  be  avoided,  ex- 
cept in  particular  cafes  where  the  inflammatory  fymp- 
toms may  run  very  high  ;  antifeptic  gargles  and  in- 
jections are  to  be  ufed  to  the  afFecled  parts,  to  remove 
the  acrid  difcharge,  and  to  prevent,  as  much  as  pof- 
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Able,  Its  farther  collection.  Internally,  the  bark,  wine, 
hand  other  antifeptics,  are  to  be  exhibited  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  difeafe  ;  and  if  the  bark:  whi  :h  fhouli 
be  given  in  large  dofes  to  the  extent  of  an  ounce  or  two 
ounces  in  a  day,  mould  affect  the  bowels,  it  muft  be 
joined  with  fome  aftringent,  as  the  catechu  or  gum 
kino.  Emetics  in  this  difeafe  are  highly  uftful,  and 
ceven  in  naufeating  dofes  by  occafioning  a  determina- 
tion to  the  furfice  ;  but  the  milder  emetics  are  to  be 
preferred,  as  the  ipecacuhan  from  the  tendency  of  an- 
timonials  here  to  pafs  downwards,  and  increafe  the 
diarrhoea  which  ufually  attends. 

When  any  tumor  is  apparent,  blifters  may  be  there 
.  applied. 

III.  Pulmonary  Confumptlon.  (Phth'ifis  Pu/monalis.) 

1 .  Pulmonak y  consumption  confifts  in  an  expectora- 
tion of  purulent  matter  from  the  lungs,  attended  with 

» cough  (vvhich  prevails  molt  in  the  morning,  or  when, 
the  ftomach  is  empty)  emaciation,  debility  and  hectic 
I  fever. 

2.  This  fever  differs  from  all  others  in  the  flownefs 
of  its  progrefs,  and  accompanies  all  affections  of  parts 
where  a  lofs  of  iub.tan  e,  or  purulent  ftace  prevails. 
An  exacerbation  of  its  fymptoms  ma)  be  obferved 
daily  at  noon  and  midnight,  when  a  fenfe  of  chilli- 
nefs  ib  felt,  while  the  body  is  at  the  fame  time  p  eter- 
naturally  warm,  and  the  night  exacerbation  loon  at- 
tended with  profufe  fweats  of  a  colliquative  nature. 

3.  Thefe  fweats,  however,  feldom  occafion  much 
thirft,  the  tongue  alfo  appears  clean  and  natural,  though 
m  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  a  degree  oi  inflammation. 
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is  confpicuous  both  on  it  and  the  internal  fauces,  being 
fometimes  covered  with  aphtha?.  *  I  he  eye  alfo  pofTefles: 
a  pearly  white  appearance,  no  red  vefiels  being  feen  in  the 
adnata,  and  the  face  is  uftiatty  pale,  though  a  circurn- 
fcribed  florid  fpot  is  obfervable  on  the  cheek,  which  ap- 
pears bnghteft  after  eating. 

•  4.  During  its  courfe,  the  belly  is  irregular,  but  to- 
wards the  end  a  colliquative  diarrhoea  commences,  and 
alternates  with  the  fweatings  defcribed  (2.)  while  a 
general  emaciation  takes  place,  the  hairs  falling  cffj. 
and  the  nails  of  the  fingers  aifuming  an  adunque  form. 
The  mind  is  here,  for  the  molt  part,  full  of  hope,  and 
confident  of  health,  and  fome  days  before  death  a  de- 
lirium, which  has  feldom  hitherto  appeared,  comes  on, 
and  continues  to.  the  end. 

5.  Thefe  fymptoms  denote  an  acrimony  affecting  the 
flate  of  the  fluids,  and,  when  joined  with  the  cough  and 
e'xpeclroration,  evidently  fhew  that  pulmonary  confump- 
fion  has  taken  place. 

6.  The  attacks  o^  this  difeafe  are  chiefly  fatal  be- 
twixt the  20th;.  and  30th  years,  and  affect  thofe  who 
poffefs  a  foft  mufcular  fhfh,  a  tall  ftature,  and  that 
eonftitution  defcribed  as  peculiar  to  Hymoptyfis.  (Clafs 
I.  xx.  2.) 

7.  Its  caufes  are  an  obftruclion  and  inflammation  of 
the  lungs,  depending  moft  frequently  on  the  exigence 
of  fmall  tubercles  in  their  fubftance,  which,  coming  to 
fuppuration,  burft  and  difcharge  a  purulent  matter. 
Thefe  tubercles  are  often  the  confequences  of  a  icrophu- 
lous  habit  ;  of  a  venereal  virus  exilting  in  the  conititu* 
tion  ;  or  are  produced  from  the  acrimony  of  particular 
fubftances  in  certain  mechanical  profeffions. 
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Confumption  likewife  arifes,  as  a  confecruence  of  fl- 
ier difeafes,  viz.  of  cattarh,  afthma,  and  pneumonic 
lflammation,  &c.  without  the  previous  exigence  of 
jbercles. 

8.  When  arifing  from  tubercles,  the  firft  fymptoms  of 
■n  approaching  confumption  are  a  fhort  noify  cough, 
fhich  foon  becomes  habitual,  and  little  attended  to, 
lOthing  being  ipit  up  but  a  frothy  mucus,  which  feems 
o  proceed  from  the  fauces.  The  breathing  is  fomewhat 
mpeded,  and  eafily  hurried  by  the  flighted  motion,  a 
enfe  of  fullnefs  and  ftricture  of  the  cheft  alfo  takes  place, 
ind  an  occafional  attack  of  obtufe  dull  pain  is  felt  under 
he  moulder  blade,  in  the  fide  or  under  the  breaft,  the 
jody  growing  gradually  leaner  and  an  indolence  and 
angour  prevailing.  This  ftate  generally  continues  for  a 
ronfiderable  time,  during  which  the  perfon  is  more  ea- 
ily  affected  than  ufual  with  flight  colds,  and  at  laft 
after  one  of  thefe  the  cough  increafes,  efpecially  towards 
night,  attended  with  expectoration,  and  hedtic  fymp- 
toms ;  the  pain  of  thorax,  if  formerly  felt,  becomes- 
then  more  violent,  with  an  uneafinefs  in  lying  on  one 
fidj,  and  the  expectoration  is  fonntimes  mixed  with 
blood 

9  Our  opinion  is  generally  unfavourable  in  this  dif- 
«afe  ;  and  efpecially  when  preceded  by  tubercles.  It  is 
for  the  mod  part  fatal  in  the  end  of  fpring,  or  begin- 
ning of  fummer,  and,  in  all  cares,  the  fymptoms  are 
greatly  aggravated  during  autumn. 

Madnei"s  and  pregnancy  frequently  remove,  or  at  leaft 
retard,  its  termination  ;  and  the  danger  is  to  be  chiefly 
judged  of  by  the  violence  of  the  hectic  fymptoms,  parti- 
cularly the  falling  off  of  the  hair,  the  ftrong  fmell  of  the 
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expectoration,  and  the  diarrhoea,  which  mark  approach- 
ing di  Ablution. 

10.  In  the  difTe.5tious  of  confumption  the  feat  of  tuber- 
cles, which  is  the  moft  frequent  morbid  appear  nee,  is 
found  to  exift  in  the  cellular  fubftance  of  the  lungs,  in 
the  form  of  firm  round  bodies,  which  are  formed,  fimi- 
lar  to  the  fu  elling  of  the  lymphatic  glands,  on  the  ex- 
ternal furface  ;  they  are  of  different  fizes,  from  the 
fmalleft  granule,  to  half  an  inch  in  diameter  ;  and  of- 
ten in  clufters  :  They  adhere,  pietty  clofely  to  the  fub- 
ftance  of  the  lungs,  and  have  no  particular  covering, 
or  capfule.  In  proportion  to  the  fmallnefs  of  their  fize, 
is  their  firmnefs ;  and  when  cut  into,  in  this  ftate.  they 
are  of  a  white  colour,  with  a  confidence  nearly  ap- 
proaching to  cartilage  ;  in  fome  part  of  them  there  is 
always  a  fmall  pit,  or  hollow,  where,  as  they  increafe, 
the  formation  of  matter  begins,  and,  at  length  they 
pafs  into  vomicae.  But  the  formation  of  matter  i-  not 
always  determined  by  their  fize.  In  fome  it  begins 
very  early.  When  in  fmall  quantity,  the  confidence 
of  the  matter  is  thick  and  crudy  ;  when  in  greater 
quantity  it  is  thinner,  and  more  refembling  the  matte* 
of  a  common  fore. 

As  matter  forms  the  fubftance  of  the  tubercle  melts 
down,  leaving  in  the  end  only  a  thin  covering  ;  and 
this  melting  down,  appears  to  be  without  any  very  in- 
creafed  fymptoms  of  inflammation  taking  place. 

The  matter  difcharged  from  the  vumica>,  is  purulent 
in  its  appearance  ;  but,  in  its  properties,  it  refembles 
mucus  more  than  pus. 

The  principal  fituation  of  tubercles  and  vomica?,  is 
the  upper,  and  back  part  of  the  lungs,  bometime* 
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I  iey  occupy  the  outer  part ;  and  wherever  they  are, 
■Jihefions  to  the  pleura,  are  there  formed. 

The  real  portion  of  the  lungs,  affected  by  this  Mate 
U  ■  difeafe,  is  difTerent  in  different  cafes.    At  times  the 
■•"hole  lungs  may  be  faid  to  be  difeafed,  fo  that  not  a 
J  fourth  part  of  them  remains  fit  for  the  tranfmiffion  of 
I  ir :  This  is  for  the  moll  part  the  cafe;  but,  in  fome 
■  ire  inftances,  life  has  been  protracted  till  not  one- 
wentieth  part  of  them  appeared,  on  diiTection,  fit  for 
aarrying  on  this  important  function.    Where  the  dif- 
aafe,  as  moft  frequently  happens,  is  only  partial,  af- 
.•(fting,  as  mentioned,  but  about  a  fourth  part  of  the 
aungs,  the  upper  and  pofterior  parts  are  then  always 
cound  difeafed  ;  the  under,  and  anterior,  remain  free, 
ihhough  not  entirely  in  the  natural  ftate.    The  left  lobe, 
Ufo,  it  has  been  obferved,  is  much  oftener  affected  than 
!he  right  one  ;  and  this  is  confirmed  by  all  the  morbid 
'.olledtions  of  anatomifts. 

li.  In  directing  the  cure  of  confumptlon^  the  difeafe 
may  be  properly  divided  into  two  two  ftages,  the  inflam- 
i  wtory  and  fuppurant ;  to  determine  whether  the  latter 
ias  commenced,  we  judge  from  the  appearance  of  the 
expectoration,  for  where  it  is  vifcid,  pellucid,  and  un- 
mixed with  blood,  it  appears  to  be  mucus  j  where  it  is; 
opaque,  and  grofs,  it  is  purulent. 
The  Jirjl  ftage  is  to  be  treated  by  fmall  bleedings,  re- 
peated at  proper  intervals,  by  the  application  of  blifters 
t:o  the  fides  and  back,  which  fhould  be  occasionally  re- 
peated ;  by  mucilaginous  and  incraffating  medicines, 
to  prevent  irritation  on  the  lungs  ;  and  by  the  ufe  of 
tthe  different  fpecifics,  where  it  arifes  from  a  fcrophu- 
I  bus  or  venereal  origin,  employing  at  the  fame  time  a 
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flrift  antiphlogiftic  regimen,  efpecially  in  a  vegetabl 
diet,  with  milk,  and  a  total  abftinence  from  all  anim 
food.    At  the  fame  time,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  th 
bleeding  requires  limitation  in  this  difeafe,  and  fhoul 
be  only  employed  where  there  is  no  evidence  of  tuber 
cles  prefent,  and  where  the  difeafe  is  connected  mor 
with  an  accidental  than  coaftitutional  fource. 

In  the  fecond  ftage,  again,  where  an  ulceration  has 
taken  place,  attended  with  purulent  expectoration,  the 
management  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  detergents,  as  the 
different  balfamics,  though  they  are  doubtful,  if  not 
hurtful  remedies,  and  require  much  caution — the  myrrh 
is  reckoned  the  bed  ;  in  endeavouring  to  remove  the 
matter  by  iffues  ;  in  preventing  the  effects  of  its  abforp- 
tion  into  the  mafs  of  blood  by  the  leaft-flimulating  an- 
tifeptics,  as  the  acids  of  vegetables  ;  and  by  fupporting 
the  flrength  by  a  mild  nutrient  diet,  with  moderate  ex- 
crcife,  efpecially  riding  in  a  carriage,  or  on  horfeback. 
The  fymptoms  of  cough  and  diarrhoea,  when  urgent, 
are  to  be  palliated,  the  former  by  opiates  and  demul- 
cents, and  the  latter  by  moderate  aftringents. 

■  12.  In  all  confumptive  cafes,  a  mild  climate  is  to  be 
chofen,  w-hich  allows  a  freedom  of  perfpiration  ;  but  in 
chufing  the  climate,  as  the  winter  is  the  feafon  to  be 
ftunned,  a  much  more  fouthern  one  is  to  be  preferred 
than  either  Lifbon,  Montpelier,  or  Nice,  which  experi- 
ence has  now  fully  fhown. 

Whenever  a  fea  voyage  can  be  procured,  it  fhould 
never,  in  this  difeafe,  be  difpenfed  with,  and  the  join- 
ing therefore  the  two  objects  of  a  warm  climate  and  a 
long  voyage  fhould  be  attempted   if  poflible 

iy  But,  inftead  of  the  antiphlogiilic  regimen  en- 
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Incd  (n.)  fome  practitioners  of  eminence  recom- 
end  in  this  difcafe  a  different  mode  of  treatment,  con- 
lering  it  entirely  as  a  fcrophulcus  affection.  By  them 
eeding  is  ftrictly  forbidden;  inflead  of  a  vegetable, 
nutritious  diet,  confiding  of  fhell-fifli  and  animal 
od,  is  prefcribed.  A  warm  climate  is  recommended, 
•,  in  place  of  it,  keeping  the  room  of  the  patient  heat- 
1  to  the  Weft-India  point,  with  a  fimilar  attention  to 
armth  in  his  drefs,  and  the  ufe  of  flannel  fhirt,  draw- 
's, Sec.  Blifters  are  alfo  advifed,  and  frequent  and 
nart  riding  on  horfeback,  with  the  ufe  of  cicuta  and 
.rfa,  in  powder,  as  medicines. 


III.  Verier al  Difeafe.    (Lues  Venerea.) 

1.  The  venereal  difeafe  is  formed  by  the  introduc- 
Icon  of  a  fpecific  contagion  into  the  fyftem,  either  in 
ft:  Dnfequence  of  hereditary  taint,  or,  which  is  more  fre- 

I went,  genital  contact,  producing  different  effects  ac- 
ording  to  the  progrefs  of  its  ftages. 

2.  This  contagion  firft  appeared  in  Europe  in  the 
ear  1493,  being  brought  from  America  by  the  fol- 
>wers  of  Columbus  ;  it  raged  with  extreme  virulence 

nmong  the  French  troops  during  the  Neapolitan  war, 
jy  whom  it  was  conveyed  into  their  own  country,  and 
nus  fpread  over  Europe. 

3.  The  virulence  of  its  infection  was  at  firft  difplayed 
y  more  dreadful  effects  than  what  now  attend  its  pro- 
;refs,  in  confequence  of  fome  change  in  the  conftitu- 
ion,  for  its  ravages  ftill  continue  more  violent  when 
dmittcd  where  it  never  prevailed  before  i  a  recent  ex- 
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ample  of  which  appeared  on  its  introduction  among  the 
natives  of  Otaheite. 

4.  The  poifon,  then,  of  this  difeafe,  is  a  peculiar  a: 
crid  matter,  paffing  into  the  mafs  of  fluids,  by  abforp- 
tion,  and  producing  inflammation,  and  its  confluen- 
ces in  the  parts  affecled  by  it. 

5.  Its  effects  depend  much  on  the  quantity  of  matter 
received  ;  on  the  irritability  of  the  perfon  to  whom  it  is 
applied,  and  hence  the  infection  is  fooner  received  by 
the  young  and  fanguine  than  by  the  old  and  rigid ; 
and  on  the  degree  of  ftrength  in  the  matter  itfelf ;  for 
in  fome  conftitutions,  where  a  natural  acrimony  pre 
vails,  it  acquires  a  greater  degree  of  virulence  than  in 
others.  . 

6.  Its  appearance  is  generally  made  firft  on  the  part 
to  which  it  is  immediately  applied  ;  and  as  this  is  ob- 
ferved  to  be  the  genital  fyftem,  its  progrefs  requires  to 
be  firft  marked  there,  and  then  the  different  changes  it 
induces  through  the  other  parts  of  the  body^ 

7.  At  firft  it  is  to  be  confidered  merely  as  a  local  af- 
fection confined  to  the  urethra,  or  extending  only  to 
the  neighbouring  parts,  and  exhibiting  different  appear- 
ances there,  which  depend  on  the  action  of  the  poifon 
in  the  urethra. 

1.  Clap.    {Gonorrhea  virulenta.) 

1.  When 'firft  depofited  in  the  urethra,  a  gonorrhoea 
is  produced,  or  an  inflammation  of  its  mucous  mem- 
brane to  a  certain  extent ;  in  confeqnence  of  which,  aj 
running  of  a  whitifh  or  yellow  matter  takes  place,  ge- 
nerally in  from  4  to  6  or  8  days  after  coition,  though 
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|:ten  net  appearing  till  after  the  diftance  of  feme  weeks, 
Ld  in  feme  rare  cafes  fo  early  as  a  few  hours.  The 
lilt  of  this  running,  for  the  mod  part,  does  not  extend 
Ijove  two  inches  from  the  glans  of  the  penis  ;  but 
■hhere  the  difeafe  is  violent,  it  extends  over  the  whole 
l.-ethra,  and  next  fpreads  its  effe&s  to  contiguous 
lirt'. 

2.  This  inflammation  is  divided  properly  into  three 
luges,  viz.  its  increafe,  diminution,  and  total  departure, 
-  the  abfence  of  the  difcharge. 

The  fymptoms  of  the  Jirfl  ftage  are  a  troublefome 
;hinefs  in  the  glans  of  the  penis,  with  the  orifice  of 
1  e  urethra  a  little  more  open  than  ufual,  from  which 
rme  matter  can  be  preft.    A  fwelling,  fullnefs,  aed 
ghtnefs  of  thefe  parts  next  takes  place,  while  a  fenfe 
'  heat,  afterwards  changing  to  acute  pain,  is  felt  a- 
rng  the  palfage  of  the  urethra,  in  emiting  urine.    1  he 
ifcharge,  at  firft  thin  and  of  a  yellow  green  colour, 
•  tinged  with  blood,  gradually  turns  more  vifcid,  the 
•::nis  becomes  ftifFened  through  its  whole  extent,  the 
rflammation  every  day  increafing,  and  painful  erec- 
jjns  of  it  occurring  in  the  night,  with  uneafinefs  of 
re  loins,  tefticles,  and  bladder,  frequently  afFectingthe 
!hole  of  the  lower  belly,  and  occafioning  fympathetic 
■'-ellings  of  the  groin  fimilar  to  bubo.  This  ftage,  where 
<\t  dileafe  is  left  to  itfelf,  continues  generally  for  two 
ceeks,  and  during  its  continuance,  a  difcharge  alio  fre- 
uently  arifes  from  the  glans  penis  on  the  outfide, » 
•hich  appears  raw,  red,  and  inflamed,  conftituting  what 
!  termed  the  fpurious  gonorrhaa  ;  though  this  only  hap- 
•ms  in  particular  cafes,  is  by  no  means  conftant,  and 
•ppears  fometimes  without  any  alFeclion  of  the  urethra. 

M  ' 
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As  thefe  fymptoms  abate,  the  heat  of  urine  become* 
lefs  fevere  ;  the  difcharge  afiumcs  a  white  appear- 
ance, and  no  ere&ions  take  place,  which  conftitutes  the 
fsconcl  ftage. 

In  the  third,  no  pain  is  felt  at  all,  the  difcharge  be* 
comes  of  a  vifcid  tenacious  nature,  and  ropy. 

But  in  defcribing  gonorrhoea,  the  number  and  *\ tent 
of  its  fyrr.ptoms  vary  in  different  perfons,  and  thus  re 
gulate  both  our  opinion  and  treatment  of  the  difeafe.  j 

3.  Our  opinion  in  gonorrhaa,  with  refpeel  to  the  tim< 
of  its  duration,  is  uncertain.  It  is  derived  from  threj 
fources,  the  mildnefs  of  the  fymptoms,  that  is.  th< 
length  to  which  they  extend  in  the  urethra  ;  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  difcharge,  which  is  beft  when  white, 
vifcid,  and  ropy,  and  the  Rate  of  conflitutk  n  or  ten 
dency  to  a  fcrophulous  taint,  which  always  occafions  ;■ 
protracted  difeafe. 

4.  The  appearances  of  a  gonorrhoea  in  the  fema- 
are  pretty  much  the  fame  as  in  the  male,  acccur.tir. 
for  the  difference  of  parts  ;  the  difeafe  is  in  them  al 
ways  milder,  in  fo  much  fo  that  there  is  no  other  fymp 
torn,  at  times,  but  the  difcharge.  yet  it  is  more  diffr 
cult  to.  cure  ;  and  an  excoriation  of  parts  from  the  acri 
mony,  is  in  them  more  frequent  and  more  confide: 
able. 

5".  DiiTections  of  gonorrhaa  have  never  {hewn  ulc 
tion  of  the  urethra  as  a  piimary  effect  of  the  diie 
The  urethra,  when  opened,  appears  red,  inflamed,  a 
blood-fhot,  and  its  mucous  glands  enlarged  and  lull  0 
matter  within  \\  inch  of  its  extremity     Where  th 
difeafe  is  long  continued,  the  furface  all  along,  eve: 
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Itthe  bladder,  is  found  pale  and  relaxed  without  any 
Rjfion. 

If6.  In  the  cure,  a  different  condudt  is  required  to  be 
■rrfued,  according  to  the  different  Hates  of  the  difeafe  ; 
l:t  the  local  treatment,  at  the  fame  time,  is  that  which 
luuld  be  chiefly  trufted  to. 

1*7.  Jn  theyfr//,  where  the  inflammatory  fymptoms  are 
Icong,  but.  at  the  fame  time,  not  extending  far  into 
l-:e  urethra,  the  anuphlogiftic  remedies  are  to  be  Ariel  - 
I  employed,  and  their  abatement  produced  by  bleed- 
g,  if  plethoric,  a  loofe  belly,  and  the  ufe  of  injections 

fedative  and  a'lringent  nature. 
b8.  In  the  feconci,  where  the  perineum  and  fuperior  parts 
:  the  urethra  are  aifefled,  known  by  preffure  external- 
,,  and  even  fwelling  of  it,  and  the  general  inflammatory 
imptoms,  particularly  the  cordee,  heat  of  urine,  and 
fifFnefs  of  penis  much  increafed,  a  (till  more  rigorous 
•;tiphlogiltic  treatment  is  necelTary  ;  both  general  and 
[pical  bleeding  mud  be  employed,  particularly  the 
ttter,  and  this  is  to  be  followed  by  the  ufe  of  faturnine 
*  'ultices,  and  even  bliiters,  if  the  inflammation  does  not 
:m  to  remit;  but  if  matter  once  forms,  and  a  fluitu- 
iion  can  be  perceived,  its  evacuation  is  to  be  haftened 
prevent  its  opening  into  the  urethra.    If  this  lad  eli- 
te, the  only  cure  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  the  bark,  cold 
lithing,  and  whatever  ftrengrhtns  the  fyftem.  The 
e*e  of  mercurials  feems  particularly  indicated,  and  the 
!arer  they  are  applied  to  the  affected  part,  as  rubbing 
a  theperinuum,  the  better;  but  their  fuccefs  has  ge- 
:erally  failed. 

in  the  third,  where  the  inflammation  is  dill  more  ex- 
nfive,  affecting  the  proltdte  gland,  known  by  pain  and 

M  2 
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heat  of  the  rectum,  and  more  certainly  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  finger  into  it;  when  the  ftate  of  the 
gland  will  be  felt,  the  chief  remedy  is  copious  venefec- 
tion,  joined  with  anodynes,  and  they  are  bell  in  the 
form  of  glyfter  ;  emollient  poultices  and  fomentations 
are  the  mod  ufeful  topical  applications  ;  but  where 
thefe  prove  ineffectual,  and  the  dileafe  paffes  into  a 
chronic  ftate,  or  a  fchirrus  of  the  gland  enfues,  mer- 
cury, cicuta,  mezereon,  fea- water,  and  other  remedies, 
with  various  fuccefs,  have  been  employed.  This  ftate} 
of  the  dileafe,  or  at  leaft  the  affection  of  the  proftate,} 
is  generally  incurable,  and  is  attended,  more  or  lefs, 
with  fuppreflion  of  urine,  and  forms  alfo  a  fpecies  of 
gleet,  which  can  never  be  reftrained. 

10.   Befides  the  proftate,   the  bladder  is  alfo,  at 
times,  affected  by  gonorrhoea,  and  inflammation  of  it 
produced.    It  is  marked  by  the  frequent  defire  trfj 
make  water,  the  turbid  appearance  of  the  urine,  and 
the  pain  of  the  organ  itfelf.    Its  treatment  conlifts  in 
a  rigorous  antiphlogiftic  plan,  viz.  copious  bleeding,- 
much  dilution,  emollient  injections,  the  ufe  of  mild  lax-i 
atives,  &c. 

When  patting  into  a  chronic  ftate,  it  is  attended 
with  various  uneafy  fenfations,  which  are  beft  removed*1 
by  opiates  and  aftringents,  particularly  of  the  latter,  as 
the  bark,  alum,  and  uva  urfa. 

ir.  The  diet,  in  gonorrhoea,  flmuld  be  regulated  ac-' 
cording  to  the  ftate  of  the  inflammatory  fymptoms. 

12  Befides  this  general  treatment  of  gonorrhoea,  two 
fymptoms  are  frequent  in  its  progrefs,  which  require 
a  minute  confideration.  Thefe  are  cordee  and  hemor- 
rhage. 

The firjl  confifts  in  a  fpafmodic  contraction  of  the 
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H'.ufcles  of  the  penis,  which  renders  it  Miff,  painful, 
I  ui  incurvated.    It  is  molt  frequent  in  the  night-time, 
I  id  the  only  certain  relief  is  obtained  from  it  by  the 
eternal  uie  of  opium,  iometimes  by  topical  bleeding. 
Hemorrhage  f  rom  the  urethra  Iometimes  takes  place 
an  alarming  degree  in  gonorrhoea.    It  is  chiefly  to 
!j  removed  by  re  it,  cold,  and  aitringents,  as  dipping 
penis  in  a  folution  of  fugar  of  lead,  injecting  the 
rme  into  the  urethra  ;  the  internal  exhibition  of  gum 
no.    But,  if  thefe  fail,  it  is  to  be  acoomplilhed  by 
lechanical  means,  as  introducing  a  large  bougie,  or 
ollow  catheter,  or  forming  a  prelfure  externally. 
In  both  lexes  a  diicharge  takes  place  from  the 
eenital  parts  without  any  lpecific  infection,  which  is 
Down  under  the  name  of  the  fpurious  or  Jimpie  gonor- 
h-baa  ;  and  in  the  female  by  that  of  'whites  or  leucorrhaa. 
Ihe  confide:  ation  of  thefe  complaints  becomes  here 
ceceifary  to  dittinguiih  them  from  the  former  difeafe. 

I.  Spurious  Gonorrhoea. 

1.  This  affection  ii  chiefly  diitinguiihed  by  the  rapi- 
iity  of  its  inflammation,  and  its  more  fpeedy  teimina- 

on,  by  its  appearing  almott  immediately  after  coiaon, 
'here  connection  has  taken  place,  though  it  often  ap- 
pears without  any  connection  whatever. 

2.  The  cauies  enumerated  as  producing  it  are  fluor 
llbus  in  the  female,  irritation  from  ftone  in  the  blad- 
cer,  ftridture  of  the  urethra,  much  connection  with  lpi- 
•:eries.  gout,  rheumatifrn,  in  which  lalt  cafe  it  is  apt 
)0  appear  whenever  expuied  to  much  wet  or  cold. 

3.  Where  doubtful,  as  it  is  generally  of  fhort  con- 
inuance,  a  feW  days  lliould  be  allowed  to  pais  before 
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forming  an  opinion  ;  and  much  alio  mult  depend  on: 
the  account  of  the  patient  himfelf,  and  his  connections, 
to  afcertain  it. 

4.  The  cure  here  confifts  entirely  in  the  ufe  of 
aftringent  injections ;  and  if  the  conftitution  betray 
marks  of  general  weaknefs,  tonics  and  cold  bathing, 
may  be  had  recourfe  to,  and  they  will  have  more  effect 
here  than  in  real  gonorrhoea. 

2.  Whites.  {Leucorrhcca.) 

1.  This  difeafe  is  more  frequent  in  the  female  than 
the  former  in  the  male,  which  renders  the  certainty 
of  infection  with  them  fo  doubtful ;  as  without  other 
appearances,  we  are  left  to  depend  for  a  knowledge  of 
it  entirely  on  their  own  report. 

1.  Leucorrhcca  is  of  two  kinds  ;  the  conflitutional  and  lo- 
cal ;  and  this  variety  depends  ori  the  different  parts 
from  which  the  difcharge  proceeds. 

>  -S 

Conflitutional. 

3.  The  difcharge  here  proceeds  from  the  uterine  vef- 
fels,  and  is  frequently  connected  with  flooding  or  mcnorr* 
hagia,  appearing  in  the  intervals  of  that  difeafe.  It  is  not 
fo  alarming  as  flooding,  nor  fo  rapidly  hurtful  to  the  con- 
ftitution. The  quantity  of  the  difcharge  is  various  at 
different  times,  being  at  firft  mild,  and  growing  gra- 
dually more  acrid  by  its  continuance  ;  and  its  effects 
are  entirely  to  be  judged  of  by  the  fymptoms  it  pro- 
duces. 

4.  The  fymptoms  it  produces  are  palenefs,  diften- 
fion  of  ftomach,  as  fqueamifhnefs,  inflation,  and  fome- 
times  vomiting,  pain  of  the  back  and  loins,  inflamma- 
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Lion  of  the  paffage,  attended  with  uneafmefs  and  heat 
of  urine. 

5.  The  caufe  of  this  difeafe  is  either  general  weak- 
:iefs,  or  elfe  particular  laxity  of  the  uterine  veffels,  and 
the  latter  brought  on  by  various  circumftances,  as  par- 
turition, frequent  venery,  the  ufe  of  Moves,  &c.  Hence 
ihe  frequency  of  this  difeafe  in  Holland,  where  no  wo- 
man is  almoft  without  it. 

6.  Our  opinion  here  depends  on  the  nature  of  the 
xaufe  from  which  it  proceeds.  If  long  continued,  it 
:becomes  habitual,  and  often  remains  for  life,  and  its 
xonftant  attendant,  in  that  cafe,  is  fterility.  If  accom- 
panied alfo  by  an  organic  affection  of  the  uterus,  which 
often  takes  place  in  its  progrefs,  it  is  generally  incur- 
able. 

7.  DifTections  here  (hew  the  internal  furface  of  the 
mterus  pale,  flabby,  and  relaxed.  Where  organic  af- 
ffections  take  place,  their  appearances  were  examined 
1  under  the  head  of  menorrhagla. 

8.  The  treatment  of  this  fpecies  of  leucorrheea  is 
1  much  the  fame  with  that  directed  in  ^flooding,  to  the 
1  cure  of  that  difeafe  we  (hall  therefore  refer  ;  only  to- 
ipical  remedies,  or  injections,  have  here  mo  ft  effect ; 
.and,  in  the  choice  of  them,  they  ought  to  be  fuch  as 
.  are  ieaft  liable  to  ltain  the  linen  of  the  patient,  and 
•  occafion  the  detection  of  the  difeafe  by  the  other  lex, 

as  ftrong  infufions  of  green  tea,  fblutions  of  alum,  cvc. 

It  is  on  this  account  that  the  general  remedies,  though 
llefs  powerful,  are  commonly  preferred  by  the  patient, 
i  Irritations  alfo  of  contiguous  parts,  by  the  ufe  of  the 
Iballams,  turpentines,  and  cantharides,  acting  as  di- 
uretics, are  often  fuccefsful  here. 
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Before  leaving  this  fuL;'.d;  it  is  to  be  remarked, 
that,  in  confequence  of  the  acrimony  of  the  discharge 
in  uucorrhaa,  producing  irritation  of  the  parts,  a  pecu- 
liar difeafe  arifgs,  at  times,  known  under  tlie  name  of 
the  furor  uterlnus. 

Furor  Uterinus. 

1.  This  defire  of  venery  has  been  known  often  to 
break  through'  every  restraint  of  modeity  or  duty  ;  but 
it  is  ahuoft  always  confined  to  a  warm  climate,  and  if 
eve;  appearing  in  this  country,  is  retrained  from  ihew- 
ing  itfelf  by  the  modefty  of  the  fex. 

2.  Iti  cure  depends  on  a  ftrict  antiphlogistic  treat- 
ment, and  particularly  the  application  of  fedative  in- 
jections, inch  as  are  ufed  in  gonorrhoea,  to  take  off  the 
irritation  of  the  pares. 

Local. 

1.  The  fecond  fpecies  of  Whites  is  that  which  mod 
nearly  refembies  the  venereal gonorrhoea  and  proceeds 
from  the  lame  fource,  or  the  glands  cf  the  vagina, 
though  we  have  here,  even  lefs  than  in  the  former  fpe- 
cies, any  means  of  diliincYtoa,  and  mail  entirely  be 
guided  by  the  report  of  the  female. 

2.  The  cure  is  made  by  the  ufe  of  aftringent  Injec- 
tions, as  directed  for  die  male,  but  they  mull  be  here 
ftronger,  from  the  lei's  ienfibility  ol  the  parts. 

Confcquences  of  Cfap.    {Gonorrhoea  Viruhnta.) 

I.  Swelled  Tiflidc.    {Hernia  Humoralis.) 
t.  In  the  fir  ft  ftage  of  gonorrhoea,  when  inflammatory 
fymptoms  run  high,  and  are  extealive,  and  the  ufe  of 
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rong  cathartics  has  been,  perhaps,  imprudently  had 
wcourfe  to,  in  confequence  of  fympathy  with  the  af- 

■cted  part,  a  fwelling  and  inflammation  of  fometimes 
rne,  fometimes  both,  telticles  takes  place. 

2.  Its  firft  fymptoms  are,  a  lancelating  pain  in  it, 
Ufa  a  ftiffnef.  of  the  fpermatic  cord,  while,  in  its  en- 

urgement,  it  gradually  increafes  to  a  confiderable  fize* 
ttended  with  acute  fever,  and  particular  uneafinefs 
ver  the  thighs  and  abdomen,  and  its  termination  is 

generally  by  refolution  when  the  running  returns. 

3.  Its  prognofis  is  favourable  when  the  laft  circum- 
.ance  takes  place,  but  it  is  dangerous  when  the  pain 
ceparts  without  a  termination  of  the  fwelling  ;  even  in 
<:s  mod  favourable  circumftances,  hardnefs  of  the  epi- 
jydimis  is  apt  to  remain. 

4.  Its  cure  depends ^on  the  general  remedies  for  al- 
1  tying  inflammation,  as  general  and  topical  bleeding, 
)he  ufe  of  mild  purgatives,  cataplafms  to  the  part  with 
jgar  of  lead,  the  fleams  of  warm  vinegar  received  on 
,  and  a  fufpenfory  to  fupport  it ;  while  a  fpaie  diet, 
eft,  and  a  horizontal  poftnre  are  enjoined,  and  occa- 
onally,  where  much  pain,  the  ufe  of  opiates,  both  in- 
ternally and  topically. 

5.  If  a  hardnefs  fliould  afterwards  remain,  moze- 
fcfon,  mercurial  unclinn,  the  application  of  cicuta  poul- 
ices,  and  its  ufe  internally  with  deco&ion  of  liquorice 
're  of  fervice.    If  a  fwelling  without  hardnefs,  vomits 
rnd  bliders  have  been  here  recommended,  as  alfo  fea- 

athing  and  the  bark. 


Wafing  of  Tejlicles. 
Wasting  of  testicle  is  a  frequent  confequence  of 
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hernia  humor alts ,  but  it  is  more  frequently  a  fpontaneous 
decay  in  fuch  patients  as  have  been  early  addicted  to 
onanifm.  5uch  perfons  poflefs  a  delicate  relaxed  habit, 
with  a  wan  fallow  complexion.  It  is  mo!i  frequent  alter 
the  40th  year  ;  it  begins  at  firft  in  one,  which  gradually 
lefk-ns  in  fize,  without  any  pain  or  fymptom  that  gives 
intimation,  and  proceeds  till  nothing  is  left  but  a  thin 
membranous  fubltance  in  its  place.  On  its  decay,  the 
fecond  begins,  and  undergoes  the  fame  procefs,  with- 
out any  dimunition  of  the  venereal  powers  in  the  pa- 
tient. 

No  cure  has  yet  been  difcovered  for  this  peculiar  af- 
fection ;  a  bli(ter  has  been  found,  in  one  inltance,  to 
fuipend  its  progrefs. 

2.  Gleet.    (Gonorrhxa  Benlgna.) 

1.  In  confequence  of  the  repeated  attacks  of  a  go- 
norrhoea, and  confequent  debility  of  the  part,  or  from 
improper  treatment,  a  fimple  relaxation  of  its  mucous- 
glands  is  produced,  or  elfe  a  ftridure  and  calloGty,  froraj 
which  a  conftant  difcharge  takes  place,  named  a  gleet. 

2.  It  is  to  be  diftinguilhed  from  a  feminal  flax,  by 
the  patient  feeling  fore  at  a  particular  place  of  the  u-j 
rethra,  and  by  the  evacuation  of  tiie  lemen  only  occur A 
ring  at  certain  intervals.  Though  our  opinion  is  more] 
favourable  in  recent  than  old  cafe"  yet  this  difeafe  reH 
mains  (till  one  of  the  epprobria  of  our  art,  and  oftem 
continues,  at  intervals,  for  iife. 

3.  Its  cure  is  to  be  attempted  by  the  ufe  of  aflnn-; 
gents,  particularly  injections,  which  may  be  ufed  fix  on 
tight  times  a  day  ;  and  even  by  thofe  of  a  ftimulant  na-. 
ture,  as  acrid  folutions  of  mercury,  fal  ammoniac,  tine- 
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mure  of  cantharides,  verdigris,  &c  though  thefe  are  to 
■<e  feldomer  employed  ;  by  directing  the  difcharge  elfe- 
■vhere,  by  the  formation  of  an  iifue  at  or  near  the  peri- 
..ceum  ;  and  by  difFerent  reftorative  means  during  the 
racal  applications,  as  tonics,  viz.  chalybeates,  cold  bath- 
rng,  and  efpecially  a  reitorative  diet,  and  reftraint  from 
.•enery,  debauches,  exceffive  motion,  &c.  Where  fcro- 
ibhula  is  fufpecled,  bark  and  hemlock  have  been  hei^e 
.ecommended.  , 

But  in  preference  to  thefe,  where  the  difcharge  arifes 
rrom  the  higher  parts  of  the  urethra,  or  from  callofity 
:)r  flricture,  the  bougie  will  fucceed,  or  fometimes  the 
application  of  bliflers  to  the  perinoeum  ;  and  in  all 
safes  where  the  local  means  are  ufed,  they  have  been 
•rent rally  affilted  by  balfams  internally,  viz,  capivi,  Ca- 
nada, and  even  the  tincture  of  cantharides.  In  every 
ale  where  the  difeafe  is  obftinate,  and  ftricture  fufpect- 
\'.dt  arifing  as  a  confequence  of  gonorrhoea  in  fcrophu- 
(ous  habits,  the  introduction  of  a  bougie  will  afcertain 
tt,  and  is  the  chief  mode  of  cure  ;  or  elfe  the  applica- 
tion of  cauftic  according  to  the  method  recommended 
;jy  Mr  Hunter. 

In  ufing  the  bougies  here,  their  fize  fhould  be  as 
.arge  as  the  parts  can  bear,  and  they  mould  be  alfo 
1  ong  continued. 

3.  Seminal  IVeaknefs.    {Tabes  Dor fa/is.) 

1.  A  frequent  confequence  of  gonorrhoea,  when  afFedling 
hhe  higher  parts  of  the  urethra,  and  efpecially  when 
;:here  have  been  frequent  returns  of  it,  in  confequence 
of  inducing  a  (late  of  irritability,  is  feminal  tucaknefs,  or 
tan  involuntary  difcharge  of  the  feminal  fluid. 

2.  This  difeafe  is  of  two  fneci^  :  \hc  fir/)  t-Anc  r-.li™ 
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•  in  fuch  patients  on  the  flighteft  irritation,  as  heat, 
wine,  exercife,  or  the  mere  effort  of  going  to  ftool,  and 
-is  attended  with  fome  degree  of  fpafm  in  the  cmiflion. 

3.  The  latter  oozes  away  infenhbly,  at  all  times,  in  the 
form  of  a  mucous-like  difcharge,  thinner  than  natural, 
like  involuntary  ftools,  or  urine,  and  no  regular  emif- 
fion  can  ever  be  induced. 

4.  The  former  yields  to  antifpafmodics  at  times,  but 
more  readily  to  a  regular  ufe  of  venery  than  any  other 
expedient,  and  marriage  is,  in  fuch  cafes,  recommend- 
ed. 

5.  The  latter  is  generally  incurable,  though  tonics,  as 
the  bark,  fteel,  the  balfams  and  cold  bathing,  have  been 
often  employed ;  hemlock  has  fometimes  been  of  fer- 
vice,  and  ftill  more  the  henbane.  But,  as  palliatives 
can  only  be  depended  on,  the  chief  point  here  is  a  nou- 
rifhing  diet,  the  removal  of  coftivenefs,  and  to  thefe 
may  be  joined  fea  bathing. 

This  difeafe,  however,  is  oftener  the  effect  of  onan- 
ifm  than  arifing  from  a  venereal  caufe. 

4.  Olflruftion  of  Urine. 
1.  Obstuction  of  urine  is  one  of  the  mod  formid- 
able confequences  of  gonorrhoea.    It  is  produced  from 
feveral  organic  changes  of  the  paffage,  and  thefe  are, 

ifl,  Tumors,  as  the  fwelling  of  the  proftate  and 
other  glands  high  up  in  the  urethra. 

2d,  Spafmodic  conftriction  of  the  paffage,  which 
is  known  by  its  fuddenly  taking  place  without  any  pre- 
vious appearance  of  interruption,  and  its  being  as  fud- 
denly removed-. 

3</,  Caruncles  or  excrefcences  in  the  urethral 
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|>hich  are  always  fituated  towards  Its  extremity,  and 
i.ever  any  length  within  it. 

4//j,  Real  ftricture,  confi fling  in  a  fwelling  of  the 
loongy  body  of  the  urethra  for  the  fpace  of  an  inch  at 
line  part,  or  its  contraction  in  a  point,  as  if  tied  with  a 
loord,  not  exceeding  4-  of  an  inch.  The  bend  of  the  ureth- 
wa  is  the  moft  frequent  feat  of  fuch  changes,  and  its 
Icontinuance  produces  often  feveral  of  the  fame  kind, 
loccafioning  diflorfion  of  the  canal,  &c.  This  caufe 
■  >  only  to  be  known  by  the  introduction  of  the  bougie, 
1  /hkh  fhould  always  take  place  in  every  cafe  of  obfti- 
L*ate  gleet. 

I    2.  The  treatment  of  the  jirjl,  or  the  /welled proft 'ate,  has 
laeen  already  confidered  :  that  of  the  fecond,  or  fpafm  of 
mbe pajfage,  depends  on  different  warm  emollient  appli- 
cations, as  fomenting  with  camomile,  rubbing  the  pe- 
ll is  with  camphorated  oil,  or  anodyne  balfam,  or  sether 
■ind  laudanum  ;  opium  alfo  internally  is  highly  ufeful 
(.ere  ;  bleeding  has  removed  it  when  other  remedies 
(1ave  failed,  as  alfo  blifters  to  the  perinseum  ;  eledtri- 
i  ity  has,  at  times,  effected  a  cure,  and  alfo  the  paffing 
bougie  where  the  contraction,  without  much  violence, 
>/ill  allow  it. 

The  twro  lafl  come  again  to  be  removed  by  the 
•ougie,  and  the  rules  for  ufing  it  are  thefe :  Having 
hofen  at  firft  a  bougie,  rather  fmall,  let  the  patient 
ne  placed  in  a  ftanding  pofture,  or  laid  on  his  back, 
i vhen  the  furgeon  introduce  ,  it  ftretching  the  urethra  fo 
is  to  let  it  more  readily  pafs.    When  meeting  with  rc- 
iftance  from  the  ftriclure,  he  fhould  endeavour  to  pufh 
t  on  (lowly  and  gradually,  without  having  occafion 
a'or  afecond  introduction,  by  twirling  it  betwixt  the 
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finger  and  thumb  without  ufing  force  ;  unlcfs  blocd  ap« 
pear  when  the  irritation  from  it  is  too  great,  it  muft 
then  be  withdrawn  ;  nor  mould  it  be  again  introduced 
for  fome  days  till  the  injury  of  the  urethra  is  healed. 

3.  When  the  bougie  is  once  paft,  it  mould  be  bent  at 
the  end,  and  a  cotton  thread  tied  round  it,  and  fixed  to  the 
glans  to  prevent  its  flipping  into  the  bladder.  Its  con- 
tinuance mould  at  firft  be  no  longer  than  half  an  hour, 
or  till  fuch  time  as  pain  is  excited,  and  gradually  in- 
creafed  as  the  parts  can  bear  it.  During  its  ufe,  the 
patient  fhould  be  flrictly  confined  to  one  pofture,  and 
for  the  pafi'age  of  urine,  it  fhould  be  withdrawn  when 
necefiary.  The  gradual  increafe  of  the  fize  of  the 
bougie  is  a  neceffary  circumftance  for  the  cure  cf  the 
difeafe.  It  fhould  never  be  paft  into  the  bladder,  ex- 
cept at  firft  to  afcertain  the  extent  of  the  difeafe,  which 
is  always  anterior  to  the  neck  ;  nor  fhould  it  be  laid 
nfide  till  a  considerable  time  after  the  difappearance  cf 
the  ftriclure,  and  the  time  fhould  be  the  longer  ac- 
cording to  the  obftinacy  cf  the  caufe  ;  and  it  fhould 
be  a^ain  returned  to  on  the  lead  appearance  of  obftruc- 
ticn.  A  failure  in  paffing  the  bougie  at  firft  fhould 
not  deter  from  perftvering.  It  fhculd,  in  that  cafe,  be 
bent  in  introducing  it,  in  order  to  afcertain  if  any  dif- 
torfionofthe  canal  prevents  its  pafiing  before  arriv-: 
ing  at  the  ftriclure.  But  if,  after  fruitlefs  attempts, 
r.o  impreflicn  can  be  made  by  the  bougie,  Mr  Hunter's 
replication  of  cauftic  may  be  tried  as  the  laft  chance 
cf  relief. 

4.  Where  the  difeafe  is  not  removed  by  thefe  me- 
thods, but  left  to  itfeif,  from  the  diftenfion  cf  the  paf- 
f.ige  betwixt  the  bladder  and  flricture,  by  every  eva- 
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I piation  its. lining  membrane  becomes  gradually  weak- 
lined,  and  at  lad  gives  way,  and  the  urine  gradually 
ILducing  fwelling  and  ulceration,  it  breaks  out,  by  fij£ 
llulous  openings,  through  the  perinceum  or  fcrotum, 
.   i  this  (late,  the  difeafe  becomes  an  object  of  furgery. 

5.  Morbid  Feelings  of  Parts. 

1.  After  the  difappearance  of  gonotrhaa,  various 
morbid  feelings  often  continue  in  the  parts  affected, 
1 111 J  even  extend  to  more  diltant  parts  of  the  fyftem. 

[Fhefe  are  p.tin  of  loins,  uneafinefs  in  the  bladder  and 
rethra,  twilling  of  tcfticles,  and  often  a  general  fenfi 
:  '  wearinefs  affecting  thefe  parts  without  pain.  The/ 
requently  rife  to  a  degree  of  what  may  be  termed  palfy 
1  the  bladder  and  urethra,  and  affect  alfo  the  rectum 
ith  a  feeling  as  if  from  piles. 

2.  Thefe  fenfitions  equally  occur  in  both  fexes,  anJ 
different  degrees  in  different  individual-.    They  arc 
:  fource  of  much  dillrefs  to  the  patient,  without  any 
mger  attending  them. 

3.  The  cure  mult  proceed  on  diminifliing  irritabili- 
,  though  it  is  not  always  fuccefsful.  Opiates,  both 
rncral  and  topical,  have  been  the  principal  remedy  y 
i;!crs  to  the  perinoeum,  and  bleeding  from  it,  have 
Co  given  relief  at  times  ;  cicuta,  henbane,  and  elec- 

1  city,  have  been  alfo  ufed  with  various  effect ;  as  alfo 
:e  warm  bath,  bai  k,  cold  bathing,  both  general  and 
;  plied  to  the  parts  ;  frequently  a  bougie  pall  into  thi 
ladder  has  removed  all  the  fymptoms, 

6.  Swelling  of  Cord. 

1.  A  fwelling  of  the  fpermatic  cord  itfclf  fometimes. 
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takes  place  independent  of  the  tefticle.  Its  extent  is  II 
various  ;  it  comes  on  with  pain,  tenfion,  and  inability L 
to  walk  ;  the  pain  frequently  departs,  but  the  fwellingjl 
remains  and  acquires  different  degrees  of  hardnefs. 

2.  The  fame  antiphlogiftic  treatment  is  proper  here! 
as  directed  in  fivelling  of  the  teftides  ;  and  failing,  mer-l| 
curial  unction  may  be  applied  with  advantage. 

7.  Swelled  Lymphatics. 
I.  In  the  progrefs  of  gonorrhcea,  the  lymphatic  vef-l 
fels  of  the  penis  frequently  inflame,  fwell,  and  proceed  ! 
to  fuppuration.  1  heir  treatment  confifts  in  the  gene-jl 
ral  antiphlogiftic  plan ;  to  the  fores  applications  ofTl 
lead  are  moil  ufeful.  .  . 

8.  Swelling  of  Inguinal  Glands. 

1.  The  fwelling  of  the  glands  of  the  groin  is  ano- 
ther confequence  of  gonorrhcea,  forming  what  is  called! 
fympathetic  bubo.  It  often  proceeds  fo  far  as  to  induce) 
fuppuration,  and  we  detect  the  difference  betwixt  it 
and  the  venereal  bubo  only  by  the  abfence  of  chancre,  and 
by  the  pain  and  other  fymptoms  attending  the  latter, 
or  the  venereal,  being  more  circumfcribed,  and  by  the 
progrefs  of  the  fympathetic  bubo  being  alfo  more  rapid. 

2.  Its  treatment  confifts  in  the  common  antiphlo- 
giftic applications ;  and,  when  fuppurating,  cataplafms 
with  lead. 

9.  Excoriations. 
x.  Excoriations  of  the  glans  and  penis  are  another 
confequence  of  gonorrhoea.    They  often  appear  without 
it,  and  we  judge  of  their  not  being  infectious  by  their

Intent  and  the  rapidity  with  which  they  fpread  ;  for,. 
I  j  partial,  or  in  one  point,  and  not  tending  to  increafe, 
Iwey  arife  then  from  lues  and  not  gonorrhea. 

2.  Their  treatment  confifls  in  the  uie  of  afiringent 
laafties,  employed  often  ;  as  folutions  of  lead,  the  lime- 
Ijater,  diluted  brandy,  infufion  of  red  irofe  leaves,  &c» 
■■•diluted  wine  and  fugar. 

3.  Where  there  is  much  inflammation  and  fwelling,. 
aLeches  may  be  applied,  and  fufpending  the  penis  to< 
Bee  abdomen  is  a  necelfary  part  of  the  treatment. 

4.  Similar  excoriations  of  the  parts  occur  in  women*. 
iad  are  to  be  removed  by  the  fame  means.. 

10.  Phymof.s  and  Paraphytnofs. 

1.  Chancres  and  gonorrhoea  equally  induce,  at  time?,, 
(contraction  and  thickening  of  the  prepuce,  which,. 
'.  len  pulled  over  the  glans,  is  termed  phymofis  ;  when, 
vtracled  behind  it,  paraphymofis; 

1.  The  treatment  of  thefe  affections,  where  flight,. 
■  pends  on  the  ufe  of  emollient  wafhes,  as  dipping  the 
1  rt  often  in  warm  milk  and  water,  avoiding  motion,. 

d  fufpending  the  penis ;  hut  where  much  inflamma* 
»n,  venefection  may  be  neceffary.  No  violence  fhould. 

□fed  to  the  parts  in  drawing  them  back,  or  forward, 
no*  the  remains  of  this  difeafe  often  continue  for  life.  1£ 

jch  inflammation,  and,  if  neceffary  to  remove  ftrifture,, 
ts  divifion  of  the  prepuce  becomes  then  unavoidable. 

EI.  Warts. 

IB.  W/vrts  are  a  frequent  affection  of  the  glans  and? 
fepuce,  from  previous  gonorrhaa  or  chancres.  They, 
I  pear  after  the  termination  of  the  difcharge  in  the  fon- 
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mer  ;  at  firfl  like  fmall  points  gradually  becoming  lar-  I 
ger  and  more  numerous,  and  covering  more  or  lefs  of  I 
the  penis,  but  chiefly  the  prepuce. 

2.  They  are  of  various  fize,  confidence,  and  appear-  I 
ance,  adhere  fometimes  by  a  narrow,  fometimes  by  a  I 
broad  bafe ;  and  they  are  removed  by  whatever  excites  I 
much  inflammation,  wherever  a  ligature  cannot  be  ap- 
plied round  them  from  their  number,  or  the  broadnefs 
of  their  bafe. 

3.  Thefe  applications  are,  a  ftrong  folution  of  fal 
ammoniac,  corrofive  fublimate,  favine  powder,  muf- 
tard,  &c.  and  thefe  renewed  fo  often  as  the  inflamma- 
tion fubfides. 

2.  Chancres.     (Ulcera  primaria.) 

1.  When  the  venereal  poifon  corrodes  the  fkin  ex 
ternaily,  it  produces  a  fmall  boil  or  pimple,  terminat- 
ing in  an  ulcer,  termed  chancre,  which  is  diftinguifhed 
by  want  of  difpofition  to  heal,  a  thickened  bafe,  and 
circumfcribed  inflammation. 

2.  The  period  at  which  this  appears,  after  infection 
is  various,  commonly  in  three  or  four  days,  though  of- 
ten known  in  24  hours,  and  at  other  times  not  till  fi 
or  feven  weeks.  It  is  preceded  by  an  itchinefs,  or 
fenfe  of  titillation  over  the  glans.  The  feat  is  mod 
commonly  the  glans  penis  and  preputium,  though  eve 
ry  part  of  the  genitals  may  be  occafionally  fo. 

3.  The  appearance  of  chancres  varies  much  in  differ 
ent  conftitutions,  and  wherever  they  fliew  early  a  re- 
markable tendency  to  fpread  and  increafe  in  foulnefs 
under  medicines,  they  are  always  alarming. 

4.  Chancre  is  bed  removed  by  the  application  of  cau 
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flic  to  deftroy  the  virus,  being  merely  local;  or  if  re- 
cent, even  waiting  frequently  with  fpirit  of  wine,  rum, 
Hungary  water,  or  fpirit  of  lavender  ;  if  more  exten- 
five,  however,  mercurial  ointments  are  mod  effectual, 
as  with  red  preciptate,  calomel,  &c. ;  or,  if  indolent, 
with  verdigris.  The  ufe  of  mercurials,  internally, 
to  prevent  abforption,  is  always  necefiary,  alfo  a  pro- 
per attention  to  cleanlinefs  ;  and  the  mercurials  mould 
be  continued  internally  till  eight  or  ten  days  after  the 
cure  of  chancre. 

5.  Chancres  in  women  poffefs  the  fame  appearance  as 
thofe  in  men  ;  and,  from  the  difference  of  parts,  or 
more  extended  furface  for  the  application  of  the  poi- 
fon,  they  are  generally  in  them  more  numerous.  They 
require  alfo  to  be  treated  more  largely  by  internal  me- 
dicines, from  the  parts  not  fo  readily  admitting  the 
application  of  dreffings.  It  is  for  this  reafon  unction, 
fo  as  to  pafs  through  the  difeafed  part,  is  a  mode  pre- 
ferred for  the  cure  of  chancres  in  them. 

6.  A  peculiar  fpecies  of  chancre  in  women,  which 
may  be  termed  an  internal  one,  is  noticed  by  fome 
authors,  and  proceeds  from  the  application  of  the  por- 
fon  to  the  mouth  of  the  womb,  where  the  penis,  in 
coition,  extends  that  length.  It  is  not  often  met  with  ; 
but,  where  occurring,  its  fymptoms  are,  a  fenfe  of 
great  heat  and  darting  pungent  pains  about  the  womb  ; 
but  thefe  are  not  always  accompanied  with  a  puriform 
difcharge,  nor  is  the  fluor  albus  (or  Whites)  neceffarily 
increafed  by  this  affection.  Though  no  external  fymp- 
toms appear,  the  patients  communicate  the  infection, 
which  gives  the  mod  certain  evidence  of  the  difeafe  ; 
and  with  this  may  be  joined  a  fenfe  of  acute  pain  that 
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they  feel  at  the  upper  part  of  the  vagina,  (or  pafTage). 
efpecially  in  coition,  and  not  unfrequently  attended 
with  a  fanguineous  difcharge.  On  examination,  in 
this  ftate,  the  womb  feels  enlarged  gives  a  fenfe  of 
preternatural  heat,  and  fuffers  pain  from  the  flighted 
preflure,  while  fmall  ulcers  may  be  felt  about  the  os 
uteris  (or  mouth.)  The  difeafe  continues  long  in  this 
ftate,  without  difplaying  any  more  general  venereal 
fymptoms  ;  but  the  patient's  health  gradually  declines, 
and  (he  fometimes  becomes  hectical. 

7.  It  is  cured  by  the  internal  ufe  of  mercury,  as  di- 
rected in  lues. 

Confequences  of  Chancre  in  the  Part. 
Frequently  the  cure  of  Chancre  is  prevented  by  the 
.  fore  affuming  a  fcrophulous  or  erifepelatous  difpofi- 
tion  under  the  ufe  of  mercury,  and  fpreading  deep  in- 
to the  urethra,  and  threatening  mortification.  In  this 
cafe,  inflead  of  mercury,  the  application  of  lime-wa- 
ter, folution  of  blue  vitriol,  traumatic  balfam,  tincture 
of  myrrh,  ardent  fpirits,  &c.  may  be  tried  externally, 

3.  Bulc. 

I..  Whtij  the  venereal  virus  is  abibrbed  from  chancre, 
and  carried,  by  the  lympathics,  to  the  inguinal  or  o- 
ther  glands,  in  confequence  of  the  inflammation  it  exr- 
cites  there,  a  bubo  is  formed,  or  a  pain  is  firft  felt  in 
the  groin,  with  fome  degree  of  hardnefs  and  fwelling, 
not  larger  than  a  kidney  bean,  which  increasing,  00 
caflons  a  rednefs  of  the  flcin,  with  difficulty  in  walkingr 
while  the  part  cifes  into  a  tumor,  poffefling  in  it  a  throbs 
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ttolng  and  pulfation ;  in  the  courfe  of  a  week  or  ten 
■lays,  becoming  often  larger  than  an  egg.  Its  general 
■termination  is  either  by  refolution  or  fuppuration,  more 
■rarely  by  fchirrus  ;  and  this  abforption,  occafioning  bu- 
mbo, generally  takes  place  in  the  fir  ft  or  inflammatory 
■fiftate  of  chancre,  that  is,  in  eight  or  ten  days. 

2.  Our  opinion  is  here  generally  favourable,  while 
Ht  :he  inflammation  continues,  and  (hews  the  real  vene- 

rreal  difpofition,  or  ftrong  tendency  to  fuppuration  ; 
bbut,  in  particular  cafes,  it  acquires  an  indolence  after 
.  coming  to  a  certain  length,  arifmg  from  a  fcrophulous 
i: taint.  It  is  fometimes  alfo  combined  with  erifipelas. 
iln  thefe  cafes,  if  degenerating  into  fchirrus,  it  may 
tterminate  in  cancer. 

3.  In  the  firft  days  of  the  difeafe,  before  acquiring 
imuch  fize,  refolution  of  the  real  venereal  bubo  may  be 
eeffected  by  topical  bleeding,  a  fpare  diet,  the  ufe  of 
; purgatives,  but,  above  all,  the  topical  application  of 
Tmercury  rubbed  in  upon  the  thigh,  fo  as  to  pafs 
:  through  the  affected  glands.  Opiates  are  alfo  neceffary 

to  leffen  irritation  during  this  courfe. 

But  when  a  tendency  to  fuppuration  has  once  taken 
place,  it  is  to  be  promoted  by  a  full  diet  and  maturat- 
ing applications,  along  with  the  continuance  of  the 
mercury,  as  above.  When  matter  is  once  formed,  it 
may  be  opened  by  a  lancet,  or  cauftic,  and  the  ulcer 
brought  to  a  proper  digeftion  by  the  internal  ufe  of 
mercury. 

Confequenccs  of  Bubo  in  the  Part. 
A  frequent  confequence  of  bubo  is  the  fore  not  heal- 
ing, but  acquiring  a  fcrophulous  or  erifepelatous  dif- 
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pofition.  In  this  Mate,  the  matter  becomes  highly  a- 
crid  ;  the  fore  fpreads  from  the  body  of  the  glands  to 
the  cellular  fub fiance,  inflaming  the  fkin  and  contigu- 
ous parts,  and  aifuming  a  foul  fpungy  appearance, 
with  callous  edges,  while  it  gives  much  pain.  As  it 
heals  in.  one  part,  another  breaks  out,  and,  proceeding 
in  this  manner,  the  whole  under  part  of  the  abdomen 
and  thigh  come  to  be  laid  bare.  In  thefe  cafes,  opium 
internally,  and  cauflic  applied  to  the  fores,  has  been 
moft  fuccefsful ;  as  alio  drefllng  with  calomel,  verdi- 
gris, red  precipitate  ;  cicuta  alfo,  internally  applied, 
and  externally  at  the  fame  time  in  the  form  of  cata- 
plafm,  has  effe&ed  a  cure  ;  fait  water  has  been  here 
recommended,  as  alfo  fumigation  with  cinnabar  ;  coun- 
try air,  and  change  of  diet,  has  alfo  been  effectual. 

4.  CunJl'ttuUonal  D'feafe.  {Lues.) 

I.  When  the  venereal  poifon  is  conveyed  from  a  bu- 
bo to  the  next  glands,  and  fo  palfes  on  to  the  rjioracic 
duel:,  or  is  otherwife  mixed  with  the  mafs  of  blood,  of- 
ten without  the  intervention  of  bubo.,  a  complete  lues  i& 
foon  produced,  difplaying  itfelf  by  ulcers  in  the  throat, 
mouth,  and  nofe. 

In  the  firft,  they  are  of  a  conical  fhape,  often  of  con- 
fiderable  depth,  and  attack  generally  the  amygdalx 
firft  without  much  pain,  unlefs  when  erifipelas  of  the. 
contiguous  parts  attends,  and  they  produce  hoarfcnef;, 
fcetor  of  breath,  &c. 

Thofe  of  the  nofe  generally  aflect  its  internal  parts 
or  fome  part  of  the  t.jfa  fpong'wjfa  ;  and  if  the  under  part 
of  the  nofe,  it  fhews  a  white  flough,  or  a  firm  brown 
cruft. 

In  the  mouth,  every  part  is  occafanally  the  feat  of 
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l.'enereal  ulcers,  but  they  are  mod  frequent  in  the  pa- 
Late  and  tongue.  A  deep  copper  coloured  fpot  fome- 
Irvhere  between  the  uvula  and  middle  of  the  palate  is 
Irhe  firft  appearance,  which  at  laft  becomes  ulcerated, 
Irmd  advances  with  great  rapidity  both  in  breadth  and 
ftlepth,  and  is  generally  Tingle,  while  thofe  from  mer- 
Biory,  which  they  here  refemble,  are  numerous. 

The  fkin  is  next  defaced  by  fpots  of  a  reddifli, 
lorowniih,  or  copper   colour,  and   fcabby  blotches 
fcippcar   about  the  roots  of  the  hair  and  temples. 
[Thefe  fpots  foon  change  to  ulcerations,  and  they  are 
:110ft  numerous  on  the  bread  and  fhoulders,  from 
Lhence  extending  over  the  ether  parts  of  the  body, 
which  caft  off  deep,  and  have  their  fides  and  bottom 
bf  a  dirty  brown  appearance,  with  a  foetid  acrid  dif- 
•harge  often  of  a  green  colour  ;  and  this  Mate  is  not  to 
:  >c  changed  by  any  external  applications  alone. 

After  which  attacking  the  bones,  fharp  pains  are 
elt  in  the  night-time,  efpecially  in  the  tibia  and  fhoul- 
!ers,  which  depart  as  the  morning  approaches. 

In  the  progrefs  cf  the  difeafe,  the  different  glands 
>ecome  indurated  and  fchirrous,  and  the  bones  rotten 
ind  carious,  and  fiioot  out  a  foft  fungous  flefli,  which 
•afily  bleeds,  and  foon  returns  cn  being  deftroyed. 

2.  Our  opinion  here  is  more  favourable  in  recent 
han  in  old  cafes,  and  in  adults  than  in  old  perfons  and 

children,  and  where  the  habit  is  otherwile  found,  and 
not  impaired  by  other  difeafes.    We  judge  alio  much 
Trom  the  capacity  the  conftitution  poffefles  of  bear- 
ng  the  action  of  mercury  in  fuch  inveterate -cafes. 

3.  Difleclions  of  lues  difcover  various  forms  of  caries 
effecting  the  bor.es,  and  induration  of  feveral  of  the 
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glands.  The  principal  caries  is  found  to  affect  th 
bones  of  the  cranium,  communicating  often  ulceratioi 
to  the  brain  itfelf,  and  this  organ  has  been  found,  a| 
times,  reduced  almoft  to  a  fluid  ftate.  Exoftofes  o 
feveral  of  the  hardeft  bones  are  alfo  confpicuous ;  tin 
lymphatic  glands,  in  different  parts,  much  enlarged 
and  fchirrus  of  feveral  of  the  organs,  particularly  th< 
liver  and  lungs  ;  even  the  heart  itfelf  full  of  tubercles 

4.  In  the  cure,  mercury  alone  is  to  be  depended  on 
and  it  may  be  exhibited  fo  as  either  to  raife  a  faliva 
tion,  or  without  it. 

In  the  jirjl  cafe,  before  employing  it,  if  the  perfon  i 
plethoric,  bleeding  mould  be  performed,  and  the  ufe  o 
thin  diluents  and  the  warm  bath  enjoined,  the  bodybeinj 
covered  with  flannel ;  after  which  the  mercury  is  to  b 
{lowly  thrown  in,  and  chiefly  by  unction  on  the  joints* 
in  the  quantity  of  a  dram  of  the  common  blue  ointment 
daily  at  a  time,  which  will  require  the  fpace  of  half  ai 
hour's  rubbing  before  it  difappear.    During  the  con 
tinuance  of  the  fpitting,  the  pulfe  fhould  never  exceec 
100  in  a  minute,  nor  the  quantity  of  falivary  difchargd 
fix  pounds  in  24.  hours.    Its  flux  fhould  be  permittee 
day  and  night,  and  a  moderate  diet  and  diluents  pleni 
tifully  fupplied.    When  it  is  to  be  ftopt,  the  diet  ma] 
be  amended,  a  purge  or  two  exhibited,  and  a  return 
to  the  free  air  gradually  made  ;  after  which,  the  coun 
try  and  exercife  will  recover  the  health. 

But  where,  again.,  falivation  is  wiflied  to  be  avoid 
ed,  the  mercury  rauft  be  directed  fo  as  to  pafs  off  b)| 
one  or  other  of  the  excretions,  efpecially  by  the  kid 
neys  or  fkin  ;  and  for  the  latter  purpofe,  inftead  of  unc 
tion,  the  remedy  may  be  given  internally  in  a  dofe  o\ 
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lawo  or  three  of  the  blue  pills  every  day,  which  will 
4oroduce  the  fame  effect ;  and,  if  affecting  the  bowels, 
■may  be  reftrained  by  an  opiate,  or,  in  place  of  the 
Iblue  pill,  by  the  calcined  mercury,  in  a  grain  dofe 
■daily,  with  the  fame  quantity  of  opium  ;  or  the  cof« 
'Irofive  pills  in  ^  grain  four  times  a-day  ;  or  the  fo- 
luution  of  corrofive  may  be  ufed,  joined  with  a  de- 
oftion  of  the  woods  of  guiac  and  farfaparilla.  The 
laarne  precautions  are  here  to  be  obferved  as  in  the  cafe 
*nf  falivation,  by  attention  to  the  diet  and  fituation  ; 
mmt  the  courfe  muft  be  perfifted  in,  even  after  the  de- 
parture of  the  fymptoms,  for  a  month,  as  there  is  ha- 
'fcard  of  its  failing  in  this  way  to  complete  a  cure. 
I  In  fuch  a  courfe,  as  the  firft  by  falivation,  from 
ifc'our  to  five  weeks  in  flight  cafes,  to  eight  or  ten  in 
•:lrrnore  confirmed,  or  even  longer,  there  will  be  confum- 
td  of  ointment  from  three  ounces  to  eight  or  ten. 

5.  But  betwixt  thefe  two  methods,  of  the  falivating 
j.nd  alterative  courfes,  a  medium  is  now  obferved  ;  an 
'  Iterative  courfe  is  found  generally  infufficient  to  fe- 
:.ure  againft  the  return  of  the  difeafe,  and  a  falivation 
.gain,  too  fevere  on  the  conflitution  of  the  patient.  The 
aafeff  method,  then,  is  exhibiting  the  medicine  fo  far  as 
00  give  a  tendency  to  falivation,  without  proceed- 
ing any  length,  and  keeping  it  conflantly  at  that  point 
during  the  courfe. 

6.  After  the  difeafe  has  been  fuffic>ently  fubdued  by 
laercury,  fome  ivmptoms  of  ulceration  will,  at  times, 
i:ill  remain,  as  ulcers  in  the  fauces,  which  are  to  be 

caled  up  by  the  ufe  of  ftypwcs ;  or  on  the  fkin,  which 
?ill  yield  to  the  common  remedies  as  in  cafes  of  foul 
ores. 
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The  flrergth  is  then  to  be  reflored  by  the  ufe  of  bar! 
and  bitters. 


Three  varieties  of  the  venereal  difeafe  are  often  met 
with  in  praclice. 

\ft,  The  fir.fl  as  it  occurs  in  infants. 
2cl,  As  it  appears  in  the  form  of filbcns. 
As  it  is  known  by  the  name  of  yews. 

j.  Venereal  difeafe  of  Infancy.    {Lues  Infantum.) 

1.  The  venereal  difeafe,  in  infants,  is  peculiar  in  its 
fymptoms.  It  appears  at  birth,  but  more  commonly 
loon  after,  in  the  form  of  an  erifipelatous  efflorefcence: 
over  the  whole  body.  The  cuticle  is  in  part,  or  altc 
gether,  deftroyed,  and  the  fkin  is  tender  and  affords 
matter.  The  nails  fometimes  do  not  form,  and  there 
is,  as  it  were,  an  imperfect  evolution.  The  difeafe 
fometimes  does  not  appear  till  the  icth,  12th,  or  iJthi 
day.  and  then  the  eruption  is  chiefly  confined  to  the 
parts  about  the  anus,  viz.  on  the  nates,  and  about  thel 
pudendum.  In  thefe  places,  irregular  blotches  arife 
of  a  light  red  colour,  and  fomewh.it  elevated  ;  a  thin 
acrid  ferum  fometimes  oozes  from  them.  In  other 
parts,  the  difeafe  appears  like  a  crufty  eruption,  which, 
in  fome  places,  continues  dry,  and  falls  off  in  fcalcsj 
while,  in  others,  there  prevails  an  exudation  from  it  of 
acrid  matter. 

2.  This  .  ifeafe  is  occafionally  derived  from  both  fa- 
ther and  mother,  although  no  fymptoms  can  be  traced 
to  mark  its  exiftence  in  cither.  Wherever  children  are 
born  in  the  ftate  defcribed,  or  feveral  dead  births 
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Bccceffively  follow,  it  depends,  for  the  mod  part,  on  this 
Biufe  ;  the  removal  of  which  can  only  be  effected  by  a; 
j|:  ercurial  courie,  on  which  both  parties  fhould  be  put. 

3.  As  the  lues  of  infancy,  when  infecting,  conveys  a 
peculiar  virulence  of  difeafe,  the  mother  alone,  if  pof- 
Kole,  fhould  continue  to  nurfe,  and  be  put  on  the  life? 
■  *  mercury. 

it  4.  In  the  cure  of  the  child,  calomel  and  corrofive 
iublimate  are  the  two  preparations  employed,  particu- 
larly the  calomel.  It  may  be  given  in  a  f  of  a  grain 
■or  a  dofe,  and  repeated  twice  a-day.  A  courfe  ot  this 
Blind,  for  a  month  or  five  weeks,  will  remove  the  dif- 
Bufe  ;  but  fhould  be  continued  fomewhat  longer  to  en- 
tire the  cure* 

2 .  Slbbens. 

1.  Sibbf.hs  is  a  fpecies  of  the  venereal  difeafe,  con- 
rned  to  one  part  of  this  country  ;  and  firft  obfervcd 
rbout  6d  years  ago,  being  fuppofcd,  from  the  place  in 

'hich  it  appeared,  to  have  fome  connection  with  the 
.  ch.  It  firft  appears  in  the  form  of  a  fore  throat,  the 
nnfils  and  uvula  difcovering  fuperficial  ulceration?, 
rnd  the  mouth  aijd  infide  of  the  cheeks  and  lips  being 
nore  or  lefs  covered  with  an  aphthous  eruption  of 
Write  fpecks.  Sometimes  a  hoarfenef^  attends  this  ftatc 
tf  the  parts,  and  excrefcences  arife  from  them  fimilar 
»  the  fprouting  of  a  rafp  berry,  from  which. the'name- 
\ijiblens  is  derived. 

2.  From  the  furface  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  it 
text  difcovers  itfelf  on  the  fkin,  under  the  appearance 
If  fmall  pufhiles,  which  break  and  leave  a  dry  livid' 
■ordered  cruft ;  beneath  which,  ulcers  form,  generally 
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of  fmall  fize,  and  fimilar,  for  the  moft  part,  to  chancre, 
fpreading  more  in  depth  than  in  breadth. 

3.  Inltead  of  ulcers,  fometimes  collections  of  matter, 
in  the  form  of  boils  or  critical  abfceffes,  appear  in  dif- 
ferent parts,  which  degenerate  into  ulcers  of  a  fuperfi- 
ctal  kind,  discharging  a  thin  acrid  fecretion.  Thefe 
ulcerations  are  foon  filled  with  a  fungous  excrefcence, 
which  (hoots  up  in  the  form  of  a  rafp-berry,  like  thofe 
of  the  mouth  and  throat. 

,\.  '1  his  difeafe  very  feldom  affects  the  bones,  though 
in  fome  rare  cafes,  the  grifly  parts  of  the  nofe  have  been 
known  to  fufFer. 

5.  The  mode  of  infection  is  alfo  here  peculiar.  It 
is  commonly  got  by  tiling  the  fame  culinary  articles, 
as  drinking  ficra  the  fame  cup,  fleeping  in  the  fame 
bed,  handling  of  fores,  even  intercourfe  alone  has  been 
known  to  produce  it. 

6.  In  fpite  of  its  apparent  violence  and  fubtile  na- 
ture, this  difeafe  yields  more  readily  to  the  ufe  of  mer- 
cury than  even  the  common  lues  itfelf,  and  the  fame 
regulations  for  the  cure  of  it  apply  equally  here.  A 
courfe  amply  alterative  is  often  fufficient  to  remove  it. 

7.  The  principal  diagnoftics  of  it,  from  common 
lues,  are, 

\Jl,  It  is  of  a  local  nature,  and  confined  to  one 
fpot  of  country,  not  even  extending  to  the  neighbour- 
ing counties. 

id,  It  differs  from  lues  in  {hewing,  from  the  firft, 
none  but  confHtutional  fymptoms. 

3d,  It  differs  alfo  in  the  rapidity  of  its  progrefs. 

4//J,  It  differs  in  the  extreme  fenfibility  of  the  ul- 
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iterations  attending  it,  the  reverie  of  what  takes  place 
lues ;  and, 

It  difFers  moft  effentially  in  the  mode  of  ii> 

A  .cction. 

8.  The  circumftances  in  which  k  agrees  with  lues 
Ire  entirely  in  the  parts  it  affects,  and  in  the  mode  of 
■Lure.

3.  2"aivs.  (Frambcrjia.) 

t.  Though  this  difeafe  belongs  properly  to  the  acute- 
Eruptions,  and  affects  a  perfon  but  once  in  life,  yet 
as  many  have  confidered  it  as  a  fpecies  of  lues,  we 
laave  placed  it  here.  It  is  indigenous  in;  Africa,  and 
inly  imported  into,  the  Weft  Indies  by  the  intercourte 
i  f  Haves. 

2.  Its  firft  lymptoms  are  the  appearance  of  little 
)pots  on' the  cuticle,  level  or  fmooth  with  the  fkin,  at 
nrft  no  larger  than  the  point  of  a  pin,  which  increafe 
laily,  and  become  protuberant  like  pimples.  On  the- 
v<in  being  abraded,  there  is  found  beneath  them,  in- 
iead  of  matter,  a  white  flough,  which  feparates,  and. 
ilifcovers,  growing  from  the  cutis,  a  red  fubftance  of 
different  fizes  but  always  preferring,  in.  its  form)  thee 
^pearance  of  a  rafp -berry*. . 

3.  Though  the  fkin,  in  general,  is  the  feat  of  yaws,, 
,fet  certain  parts  of  it  we  find  oftener  affected,  than 
tithers.  T hefe  are  the  groins,  pudenda,  armpits,  and 
iace.  There  they  always  appear  largeft,  and  their 
:uimber  is  commonly  proportioned  to  their  lize,  being 
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feweft  where  they  arc  large,  and  very  numerous  where 
they  are  fmall.  The  eruption  is  fometimes  attended 
with  fever  where  numerous,  but  for  the  moft  part  not. 

4.  This  difeafe  attacks  but  once,  and  all  the  negroes 
who  have  had  it  in  Africa,  never  have  a  fecond  return. 
Children,  and  the  more  early  period  of  manhood,  is 
moll:  fufceptible  of  its  attacks.  The  colour  of  the  hair 
on  the  parts  affected  becomes  entirely  white. 

5.  The  contagion  of  this  difeafe  is  even  more  fubtile 
than  the  fibbens.  Hence  it  is  one  of  the  moft  frequent  dif- 
eafes  cf  the  Weft  Indies.  It  is  more  commonly  receiv- 
ed by  fimple  contact  in  the  common  intercourfe  ©f  life, 
than  by  coition,,  and  even  barely  touching  the  infected 
perfon  is  fufficient  to  communicate  it;  fo  that  as  foon 
as  a  negro  (hews  any  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe,  he  is 
fecluded  from  the  reft,  and  fhut  up  in  a  particular  part 
of  the  plantation,  where,  left  to  the  ufe  of  vegetables, 
he  frequently  gets  well  without  any  affiftance. 

6-  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  much  directed  by 
the  mode  cf  treatment ;  for,  of  itfelf,  it  is  rarely  dan- 
gerous, and  for  long  the  health  is  little  impaired  by  it. 
But  the  confequences  of  the  difeafe,  efpecially  from  in> 
proper  treatment,  are  always  to  be  dreaded  :  and  the 
ulcerations  where  numerous,  are  apt  to  debilitate  the 
iyftem  in  a  high  degree,  and  even  prove  fatal. 

7.  Like  the  fmall  pox,  and  other  acute  eruptive  dif- 
eafes,  the yatus  poftefs  a  certain  courfe,  though  the  e*n 
act  period  of  this  has  not  been  afcertained  by  prac-j 
titioners,  but  extends  from  one  month  to  two  ofl 
three,  according  to  the  ftate  of  conftitution ;  and,  in 
conducting  the  cure,  the  treatment  confifts  in  obfcrvH 
ing  a  ftrict  antiphlogittic  courfe  during  the  fir  ft  ftagc,j 
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»r>r  till  the  exsiccation  of  the  fungous  excrefcence  begin. 
■The  only  medicine  employed  being  the  ufe  of  fome 
■mild  diaphoretic,  as  the  contrayerva,  China,  farfa,  faf- 
■ikfras,  guiac,  ufed  in  decodtion,  or  tindture",  to  preferve 
fche  relaxation  of  the  fkin.  Thus,  it  is  cured  by  the 
■•negroes  by  the  ufe  of  certain  herbs  having  the  iame 
■diaphoretic  effect." 

In  the  fecond  ftage,  when  the  exficcation  appears,  this 
■may  be  aflifted  by  the  cold  bathing  of  the  part,  touch- 
ing it  with  fome  mild  efcharotic,  fo  as  to  hallen  the  fepa- 
m ration  ;  and  when  the  latter  takes  place,  the  {kin  below 
jpsvill  be  found  clear  and  fmooth  ;  fometimes,  however, 
IrDne  larger  yaw,  termed  the  majler  yaiv>  is  fomewhat 
■iroublefome,  and  requires  repeated  applications  ;  after 
Iwvhich,  it  degenerates  into  a  common  ulcer,  but  this  is 
lerafily  healed  by  common  applications,  as  in  other  cafes 
icof  ulcer. 

8.  This  is  the  treatment  of  the  difeafe  in  its  mildefl; 
fform ;  but  where  the  procefs  of  nature  is  interrupted 
iin  this  exficcation,  inftead  of  the  fkin  being  fmooth  be- 
llow, a  new  growth  of  fungus  takes  place,  and  ulcera- 
uions  attending,  fpread  fo  as  to  affeft  even  the  conti- 
guous bones  with  an  appearance  fimilar  to  that  of  the 
ifpina  ventofa.  By  thefe  ulcerations,  the  conftitution  be- 
icomes  impaired,  and  the  difeafe  often  proves  fatal.  In 
I' thefe  circumftances,  a  different  treatment  is  necelfarily 
nequired. 

9.  This  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  mercury.  It  requires,, 
kkowever,  here  a  great  deal  of  limitation,  and  mould 
kfee  exhibited  infmalldofes  pretty  long  continued,  in  the 
rmanner  of  an  alterative  courfe.  This  may  be  fuc- 
tceeded  by  the  farfa  or  guiac  decocVion,.  fo  as  to  enfure 

the  cure. 
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The  topical  applications,  again,  fhould  be  entirclj 
of  die  narcotic  tribe,  as  the  cicuta,  belladonna,  and  the 
numerous  articles  of  that  clafs  found  in  the  Weft  In- 
dies. They  are  far  preferable  to  the  aftringents  for- 
merly employed,  or  the  efcharotics ;  for  the  ufe  of 
which,  the  ulcerations,  in  this  fecoml  ftage,  are  too  e» 
tenfive. 

10.  From  the  thicknefs  of  cuticle  in  the  feet,  where 
the  yaws  appear  there,  the  difcharge  is  apt  to  be  confin- 
ed ;  and  when  breaking  out,  they  are  difficult  to  heal, 
and  termed  by  the  negroes  the  crab  yaiu,  rendering  them 
incapable  of  walking,  and  often  ulcerating  the  whole 
of  the  fole.  The  treatment  of  this  ulceration,  how- 
ever, is  the  fame  as  elfewhere.  It  is  cured  by  the  ne- 
groes themfelves  with  an  infufion  of  the  bark  of  the 
mammy  tree  and  alum  ;  in  which  the  feet  are  immerfetfc 
for  a  certain  time,  generally  nine  days. 

1 1 .  Inoculation  has  been  propofed  for  this  difeafe,. 
and  it  is  probable  it  may  be  equally  fuccefsful  as  in 
fmall  pox.  The  fame  rules  will  apply  (Clafs  L  iv.  19.. 
20..} 

IV.  Dropfy.  {Hydrops.) 

r.  Dropsy  is  an  effufion  of  a  watery  fluid  into  the 
cellular  fubftance,  and  different  cavities,  and  therefore-* 
receives  different  appellations,  according  to  the  parti- 
cular fituation  in  which  it  is  feated. 

2.  It  moft  commonly  attacks  women  about  the  age- 
of  50,  thofe  of  a  lax  corpulent  habit,  or  who  are  ad- 
vanced in  life  ;  alio  thofe  of  afedentary  profeffion,  and 
who  exceed  in  the  ufe  of  fpiritous  and  fedative  liquids. 

3.  It  depends  on  a  general  wcaknefs  of  the  lymph*- 
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Kic  fyftem,  or  an  obftru&ion  to  the  exercife  of  its  func- 
tions in  a  part,  influenced  by  a  variety  of  circuml'can- 
ftces  ;  for  the  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  perhaps  more  nu- 
limerous  than  thofe  of  almoft  any  other,  and  it  appears 
■oftener  as  a  confequence  of  other  difeafes,  than  as  real- 
■jy  idiopathic.  In  every  cafe  it  is  attended  with  ema- 
fciation,  palehefs,  and  a  variable  ftate  of  the  pulfe,  and 
Iss  particularly  denoted  by  two  fymptoms,  diminished 
■quantity  of  urine,  which  is  high  coloured,  and  thirft. 
iirhe  prefence  of  fever,  however,  in  this  difeafe  is  very 
I  mcertain. 

4.  Our  opinion  is  here  very  doubtful,  and  determin- 
ed by  the  figns  of  debility,  by  the  appearance  of  the 
itppetite,  and  the  quantity  and  colour  of  the  urine  ; 

vhich  is  favourable  when  white. 

5.  The  indications  of  cure,  in  every  fituation  where 
tt  is  effufed,  are, 

ift,  To  remove  as  far  as  poffible,  the  particular  caufe 
))f  the  difeafe,  though  this  is  often  little  in  our  power. 

zdy  To  evacuate  the  accumulated  fluid  ;  and, 

$d  To  excite  the  lymphatic  fyflem  fo  as  to  prevent 
:he  future  extravafation. 

C.  The frjl  is  perfoimed  by  evacuating  remedies,  as 

ijl,  By  emetics,  which  are  not  much  employed, 
ind  require  great  caution.    Thefe  mod  ufed,  are  either 
.pecacuhan,  tartar  emetic,  or  blue  vitriol. 

2.-/,  By  purgatives  of  a  draftic  nature,  as  gamboge, 
jalap,  and  calomel,  which  frequently  operate  in  both 
Uirections.  They  are  given  either  fingly  or  combined  ; 
:md  in  order  to  act  brifkly,  they  fhould  be  introduced 
into  the  fyflem,  with  as  little  dilution  as  poflible,  in 
Hhe  form  of  bolus,  or  electuary,  and  in  dofes  pretty 
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flrong.  In  order  to  be  effectual,  they  require  alfo  to 
be  repeated. 

;  $d,  By  diuretics,  where  the  conftitution  is  weak, 
and  other  difeafes  attend,  as  cream  of  tartar,  foluble 
tartar,  fquill,  colchicum,  cantharides,  &c. 

.  i\.iby  By  diaphoretics  of  a  heating  nature,  as  1.  lau- 
danum with  volatile  alkali,  Dover's  powder,  in  a  dofe 
of  10  grs  every  two  hours,  Sec. 

$th,  By  an  obflinate  reftraint  from  drink,  allaying 
the  third  by  acid  fruits,  &c. 

6tb,  By  the  different  means  of  puncture,  paracente- 
fis,  and  the  formation  of  deep  ilfues  ;  and  they  are  par- 
ticularly indicated,  where  the  bowels  are  in  an  irritable 
or  difeafed  ftate,  but  the  firit,  or  puncture,  is  the  moft 
proper,  and  leaft  exceptionable.  When  made  at  tha 
knees,  there  is  lefs  danger  of  gangrene,  than  when 
lower  down. 

7.  The  fecond  indication  is  effected, 

ifl,  By  tonics  and  chalybeates,  with  the  external  re- 
medies of  friction  and  difcutients,  moderate  exeicife, 
electricity,  &c. 

2d,  By  a  dry  nourifliing  diet,  with  aromatics. 

3J,  By  the  remedies  employed  in  the  cure  of  the 
primary  difeafes,  as  a  confequence  of  which  it  is  in- 
duced ;  and  fince  arifing  fo  often  from  glandular  ot> 
ftruclions,  particularly  of  the  liver,  mercury  is  here 
a  powerful  remedy  ;  and, 

4//%  By  a  dry  atmofphere  and  the  ufe  of  the  cold 
bath,  which  fliould  here  at  firft  bz  merely  a  momentary 
application. 
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I.  Dropfy  of  ihe  Skin.  (Jnafarca.) 

1.  One  of  the  moft  common  feats  of  dropfy  is  the 
ellular  membrane,  when  it  is  termed  anafarca.  This 
welling  begins  moft  commonly  in  the  lower  extremi- 
ies,  or  feet  and  ancles,  and  extends  from  them  over 
he  reft  of  the  body  ;  it  is  there  marked  by  a  foft  yield- 
ng  colourlefs  tumor,  equally  diffufed,  retaining  the 
mpreffion  of  the  finger,  attended  for  the  moft  part, 
vith  evident  fymptoms  of  a  morbid  ftate  of  body  in  o- 
her  refpects,  which  diftinguim  it  from  obefity  ;  the  wa- 
er  itfelf,  fometimes  even  oozes  in  fmall  quantities 
hrough  the  cuticle,  fometimes  raifes  it  in  blifters  in 
luTerent  parts. 

2.  This  fpecies  of  dropfy  arifes  moft  commonly  from 
one  of  four  caufes,  either, 

ijl,  Suppreft  evacuations  ;  hence  it  often  follows  fud- 
„en  cold,  retention  of  urine,  of  the  menfes,  &c. 

2il,  Preceding  difeafes  of  an  acute  nature,  as  the 
carlet  fever,  in termi stents,  and  fome  of  the  exanthe- 
mata. 

3*/,  Weaknefs  or  debility,  without  any  local  afFec- 
ion  ;  as,  from  poor  diet,  much  cold  water  drank,  ef- 
ecially  in  warm  climates,  and  where  not  accuftomed 
d  it;  from  living  under  a  cold  moift  atmofphere  ;  from 
rge  evacuations,  efpecially  of  blood  ;  from  depreffmg 
..aflions,  indolent  fcdentaiy  life,  &c.  Or, 

t^ht  Compreflion  of  particular  parts,  when  it  is  ge- 
nerally partial  and  confined  to  the  lower  extremities. 
In  this  laft  cafe  it  would  frequently  feem  to  be  a 
erediiary  affedion,  when  it  fcarcely  falls  under  the 
itle  of  difeafe. 
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3.  Our  opinion  is  directed  by  the  nature  of  the  preced- 
ing difeafe,  of  which  it  is  the  fequel,  efpecially  fchirrus  of 
any  of  the  organs,  when  it  is  always"  unfavourable,  by  the 
degree  of  debility  which  appears  In  the  fyftem,  denoted 
by  the  ftate  of  the  pulfe  and  appetite,  as  indicating  the 
prefence  or  abfence  of  fever ;  the  efforts  for  recovery 
in  the  fyftem  itfelf,  are,  however  rare,  although  fome  in- 
ftances  of  fpontaneous  crifis,  .by  vomiting,  purging,  or 
an  increafed  flow  of  urine  have  occurred.  The  conti- 
nuance, alfo,  of  the  difeale  in'/rfafes-'  the  difficulty  of 
cure,  as  well  as  the  extent  of  the  anafarcoUs  ftate.  In 
women  this  fpecies  of  dropfy  is  obferved  to  be  more 
favourable  than  in  men  ;  but  though  recovered,  everi 
in  them,  it  is  attended  with  fterility. 

4.  The  treatment  of  this  fpecies  is  delivered  in  the  ge- 
neral plan  of  cure  of  dropfy  detailed  (iv.6. 7.);  but  fric- 
tion which  is  here  much  comm'ended,  fhould  be  made, 
with  the  affiftance  of  fome  unctuous  lubilance,  as  the" 
camphorated  liniment  begun  in  the'morning,  when  the 
parts  are  moft  fufceptible  of  acl  ion,  and  rubbed  chiefly 
from  below  upwards,  to  return  the  fluid  into  the  circu- 
lation. The  application  of  Colewort  leaves  has  been  al- 
fo commended  as  abforbing  the  fluid  from  the  fkin.  The 
ufe  of  the  lace  flocking  here  is  alio  not  to  be  neglecled/ 
as  fupporting  the  tone  of  the  parts. 

2.  Water  in  the  Head.  {Hydrocephalus.) 

1.  The  firft  fpecies  of  internal  dropfy  that  deferves 
to  be  mentioned  is  hydrocephalus ,  water  in  the  head. 
Trie  ymptoms  of  this  diieafe  are  not  always  clear  but 
thofe  commonly  enumera^d  are  pain  of  head,  often 
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■trofs  the  brow,  accompanied  with  naufea,  ficknefs, 
l  id  other  diforders  of  the  animal  functions,  without 
m.\y  evident  caufe,  and  fudden  in  their  attack,  variable 
Late  of  pulfe,  conftant  flow  fever  ;  and,  in  the  advanced 
|:age  of  the  difeafe,  dilatation  of  the  pupil  of  the  eye, 
fcith  a  tendency  to  a  comatofe  ftate. 
A  2.  This  difeafe  is  almoft  peculiar  to  children,  chi«f- 
»"  to  thofe  of  a  fcrophulous  habit.  And  its  attacks  are 
;|.  :ldom  known  to  extend  beyond  the  14th  year. 

3.  It  has  been  divided  into  three  ftages,  in  its  progrefs. 
The Jlrjl  is  marked  by  lofs  of  appetite,  a  degree  of  me- 
lancholy and  uneafmefs,  without  the  child  being  able  to 
■ix  on  any  particular  fymptom.  Pain  in  the  head  is  next 
icelt,  efpecially  above  the  eyes,  and  in  a  direction  betwixt 
Ihhe  temples.  This  tenfive  pain  gradually  extends,  and  is 
fit  t  lad  felt  more  particularly  in  the  arm  and  leg  of  one 
m  de.    The  affections  of  ftomach  then  commence,  and 
l.lternate,  with  the  pain  and  Uneafmefs  of  the  head. 
The  febrile  fymptoms  though  pretty  conftant  are  mild- 
ir  in  the  morning,  but  fuffer  always  an  evening  exa- 
cerbation.   Vomiting  occafionally  occurs,  but  coftive- 
-aefs  is  a  leading  fymptom  ;  the  tongue  is  little  affected 
:xcept  towards  the  end,  when  it  affumes  a  fcarlet  co- 
cour,  and  fometimes  becomes  aphthous.    As  the  dif- 
aafe  advances  all  the  fymptoms  of  hectic  are  confpi- 
:  :uous,  and  during  the  whole  difeafe  the  child  fhews  a 
ilrong  propenfity  to  the  bed,  or  a  defire  to  avoid  being 
moved. 

In  the  fecond  Mage,  a  remarkable  alteration  takes 
place  in  the  pulfe,  which  becomes  flow  and  heavy.  The 
Idifeafe  alfo  is  llrongly  marked  by  the  (late  of  the  eyes, 
-and  a  dilatation  of  the  pupil  is  obfervable ;  fometimes 
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even  double  vifion  prevails.  The  child  alfo  fcreams  out 
without  being  able  to  affign  a  caufe,  and  his  fleep  is  in 
general  difturbed. 

In  the  third  ftage,  the  pulfe  returns  again  to  the  fe- 
brile ftate,  becoming  uncommonly  quick,  and  variable ; 
and  convulfive  fymptoms  take  place. 
»  4.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  always  unfavour- 
able,  and  wherever  recovery  has  taken  place  the  phy. 
fician  has  been  miftaken  in  the  malady. 

5.  Diffedtions  here  fhew  different  appearances  of  the 
brain  ;  moft  commonly  there  is  found  from  4  to  6 
ounces  of  ferous  effufion  within  it ;  at  other  times  the 
organ  appears  as  it  were  gorged  with  blood  :  collec- 
tions alfo  of  a  vifcid  tenacious  matter  have  been  found 
in  cyfts  upon  the  external  furface  of  the  brain,  and  tu- 
mors attached  to  its  fubftance. 

6.  In  the  treatment  of  this  difeafe  three  indications 
are  formed. 

The  Jir/I  is  to  relieve  the  urgent  fymptoms,  particular- 
ly thofe  of  the  head. 

The  Jecond,  to  difcharge  the  contained  fluid  ;  and 
The  third-,  to  reftore  the-  habit  impaired  by  the  dif- 
eafe when  the  former  are  fuccefsful. 

7.  The  Jiijl  is  effected  by  topical  bleeding,  wiA 
leeches  applied  to  the  temples,  or  from  the  jugular 
vein  ;  which  may  be  followed  by  the  ufe  of  blifters,  or 
the  formation  of  iffues,  while  the  fymptoms  of  ficknefs 
and  vomiting  will  be  alleviated  by  the  faline  julap,  and 
abforbents,  to  which  the  addition  of  an  opiate  may  be 
occafionally  made. 

8.  The  fecond  indication,  is  to  be  chiefly  accomplifli- 
ed  by  the  ufe  of  mercury,  either  in  the  form  of  calo-  V 
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el,  given  in  fmall  dofes,  or  by  unction  applied  as 
ar  as  poflible  to  the  feat  of  the  difeafe,  or  about  the 
ad. 

The  fame  has  been  alfo  attempted  by  diuretics, 
rough  lefs  fuccefsfully,  as  the  foxglove,  cream  of  tar- 
^,  «Scc. 

9.  The  third  confnts  in  the  ufe  of  tonics,  the  befl:  of 
ich  is  the  cold  bath  and  the  bark. 

10.  From  the  incurable  nature  of  hydrocephalus,  its 
■evention  becomes  an  object  of  peculiar  importance. 
!cnce  has  been  recommended  the  early  introduction 
"an  iJue  in  the  head,  in  all  cafes  of  predifpofition. 

3.  Water  in  the  Ghejl.     [Hydro  Thorax.) 

1.  The  fymptoms  of  hydro  thorax,  like  thefe  of  hy- 
ocephalus,  are  not  always  diftinct.   Thofe  enumerated 

peculiar  to  it  are,  cough,  difficulty  of  breathing,  par- 
•:ularly  when  lying  in  a  horizontal  pofture,  fudden 
urting  from  fieep  with  palpitation,  numbnefs  of  the 
.ght  arm  and  fingers  ;  to  which  are  to  be  added  the 
•  iore  general  fymptoms  of  dropfy,  as  palenefs,  fvvell- 
gs  of  the  feet,  paucity  of  urine  ;  and  in  fome  cafes  the 
adulation  of  the  water,  on  making  the  thorax  may  bs* 
rd. 

2.  The  uncertainty  of  this  difeafe,  can  only  arifi 
:hen  the  efFufion  commences  in  the  thorax,  and  none 
f  the  other  fpecies  of  dropfy  attend,  which  generally 
)me  on  before  its  termination.    In  this  cafe  the  dii- 

"k  begins  with  fymptoms  like  thofe  of  catiarh  or  pe- 
pneumorty,  and  pain  is  felt  for  fometime  iu  the  cheft* 
without  any  appearance  of  fuppuratioru 
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A  fiiort  dry  cough,  and  a  fenfe  of  anxiety  about  the 
lower  part  of  the  fternum  attends,  which  at  fir  ft  is  al- 
inofl  only  felt  on  afcending  any  height ;  but,  in  the  end, 
it  becomes  more  frequent  and  the  cough  moift.  The 
opprefiion,  which  is  commonly  in  fits,  and  in  the  ho- 
rizontal pofture,  and  the  other  pectoral  fymptoms  gra. 
dually  increafe,  requiring  the  patient  to  ftart  up  fudden- 
ly  when  attacked  with  the  fit,  for  relief ;  and  a  fwelling 
of  the  lower  extremities  appearing,  eftabliflies  beyond 
dcubt  the  certainty  of  the  difeafe. 

During  its  progrefs,  the  pulfe  i8  very  variable  ;  for 
the  moft  part  it  is  quick,  but  in  fome  inftances  it  is  very 
flow  and  in  ethers  intermitting.  It  has  been  known  fo 
flow  as  29  in  the  minute. 

3.  Our  opinion  in  this  difeafe  is  for  the  moft  part 
unfavourable  ;  but  it  will  be  influenced  by  the  age  and 
conftitution  of  the  patient,  and  by  the  nature  of  the 
previous  difeafe,  of  which  this  may  arife  as  a  confe- 
quence ;  even  when  removed  it  is  very  liable  to  return. 
The  event  is  often  fudden,  at  other  times  it  is  preceded 
a  few  days  by  a  fpitting  of  blood,  or  appearance  of  it 
in  the  cough. 

4.  Diffections  of  bydrotborax,  fhew  the  water  confined 
to  one,  fometimes  affecting  both  fides  of  the  cheft.  The 
fluid  is  generally  of  a  brown  or  yellowifti  colour,  re- 
fembling  in  its  properties  ferum,  and  various  in  its 
quantity,  from  a  few  ounces  to  fome  quarts.  The 
lungs  are  found  more  or  lefs  comprefled  by  it,  and  of- 
ten where  the  fluid  is  in  great  quantities,  not  larger  in 
fize  than  the  fift.  Some  of  the  other  organs  are  alfo 
found  affected  with  fchirrus. 

5.  Its  cure  proceeds  on  the  general  principles,  direct.

ii  in  (iv.  5.)  but  diuretics  are  here  to  be  chiefly  truf- 
d  to,  the  bell  of  which  are,  the  dried  fquill  joined 
ith  mercury.    The  fquill  ihould  be  pufhed  to  con-

'hen  it  feldom  fails  to  promote  an  evacuation.  It  is  bed 
.  a  dry  form,  beginning  with  a  fingle  grain,  and  carry- 
3  till  it  produce  naufea.    The  two  medicines  mould 
;  given  feparately,  and  at  didant  intervals,  and  it  is 
me  time  before  their  effe&s  appear.   Cream  of  tartar 
alfo  at  times  fuccefsful,  but  it  mould  be  largely  di- 
:ted,  and  much  divided  in  its  dofes,  giving  a  dram 
'ery  three  or  four  hours ;  and,  in  this  way,  in  the 
mrfe  of  20  days  it  has  effected  a  cure.    Large  blifters 
1  the  bread  and  fides,  and  the  formation  of  deep  iffues. 
ive  been  alfo  recommended,  but  I  doubt,  if  with  much 
left. 

When  the  bowels,  however,  are  difeafed,  indead  of 
uretics,  which  are  always  bed  here  ;  diaphoretics  be- 
•me  preferable  for  evacuating  the  fluid.  The  bed  is  the 
over's  powder  in  a  dofe  of  ic  gr.  every  two  hours, 
id  its  action  may  be  kept  up  by  a  fmall  portion  of  vo- 
tilc  alkali,  or  gin  punch  fo  as  to  continue  the  difcharge

5.  When  the  morbid  fymptoms  are  once  removed, 

mics  become  then  properly  indicated,  as  in  (iv.  7.) 

4.  Water  in  the  Belly.  (Afcitis.) 

I.  Ascites,  or  water  in  the  abdomen,  is  didinguifh- 
l  by  a  tenfe  abdominal  fwelling,  equal  in  every  part, 
tmoft  confiderabk-  in  the  epigadrium,  and  difcover- 
g  a  flucluation  to  the  feel.  To  determine  its  exidence 
uore  certainly  by  the  feci,  the  patient  lhould  be  laidia 
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ted  with  his  fhoulders  raifed,  when  one  hand  being 
placed  on  one  fide  of  the  abdomen,  and  the  other  fide 
ftruck  with  one  or  more  fingers  of  the  other  hand,  the 
undulation  will  be  heard. 

The  navel  is  alfo,  in  this  cafe,  generally  preft  out- 
wards. 

2.  This  difeafe  is  oftener  fymptomatic  than  other- 
wife.  It  generally  begins  with  a  kind  of  dry  cough, 
and  difficulty  of  breathing,  though  fometimes  thefe 
fymptoms  only  attend  its  more  advanced  ftage ;  and 
through  its  whole  courfe  it  is  accompanied  with  an  im- 
moderate thirft,  and  fparing  difcharge  of  urine,  which 
is  thick,  high-coloured,  and  depofits  a  lateritious  fedi- 
ment.  The  pulfe  is  variable,  fometimes  confiderably 
quickened,  at  other  times  flower  than  ufual.  The  fkin 
feels  dry  and  rigid,  and  an  obftinate  coftivenefs  pre- 
vails. As  the  abdominal  tumor  and  fenfe  of  weight  in- 
creafe,  the  fluctuation  becomes  more  perceptible,  and 
acute  pains  in  the  epigaftric  region  are  felt.  The  coun- 
tenance difcovers  a  pale  or  bloated  appearance  ;  and, 
towards  the  end,  an  inclination  to  flumber  takes  place, 
which  increafing,  the  patient  is  cut  off  in  this  comatofe 
Hate. 

3.  The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  the  fame  that  in- 
duce dropfy  elfewhere,  dv.  3.)  :  but  the  mod  fre- 
quent one  here  is  obftruction  of  the  abdominal  vifcera. 

4.  From  this  view  of  its  caufes,  our  opinion  is  entire- 
ly directed,  and  particularly  from  the  Hate  of  the  abdo- 
minal vifcera,  whether  obftrudions  actually  exift  ;  by 
the  degree  of  fever  alfo  prefent,  and  the  ftate  of  refpi- 
ration,  all  which,  when  prevailing  in  a  great  degree, 
mark  a  fatal  tendency.    In  women  alfo  the  prognofis 
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'  l  is  more  uncertain  than  in  men,  from  their  being  fo 
Hifubiect  to  encyfted  fwellings  ;  though  in  fuch  fwellings, 
Mia.  fluctuation  is  more  difficultly  perceptible,  and  the 
Httumor  is  circumfcribed  at  firft.  Some  previous  difeafe 
If  of  the  part  alfo  precedes,  in  moft  of  thefe  cafes. 

5.  In  difections  of  a/cites,  the  liver  is  found  fchir- 
irous,  and  where  the  difeafe  has  fubfifted  long,  feveral 
cof  the  other  organs  are  like  wife  in  the  fame  ftate,  efpe- 
csially  the  fpleen,  more  rarely  the  pancreas. 

6.  For  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  the  fame  indications 
jprefent  as  in  the  former,  viz. 

jjl,  To  evacuate  the  accumulated  fluid  ;  and, 
2d,  To  prevent  its  recurrence. 

7.  In  performing  the  Jirji,  more  freedom  may  be 
i  ufedhere  to  pufh  the  different  remedies  to  confiderable 
Uength,  than  in  the  two  former  fpecies  of  dropfy  de- 
scribed (1.  2.) 

The  ftronger  emetics  have  been  exhibited  here  in  the 
beginning  with  fome  fuccefs,  as  the  turpeth  mineral, 

rand  the  antimonials.    The  blue  vitriol  is  much  ufed  in 

1  the  Weft  Indies. 

Draftic  purgatives  are  alfo  employed  ;  as  jallap  and 

1  calomel,  which  is  the  beft;  as  likewife  the  gamboge,  fcam- 
mony,  hellebore,  Sccjoinedwith  a  fmall  proportion  of  tar- 

:tar  emetic,  when  they  are  found  moft  fuccefsful.  They 

.fhould  be  given  in  a  full  dofe,  divided  by  an  interval  of 
2  or  3  hours  ;  for,  from  the  torpor  of  the  fyftem,  they 

1  require  to  be  ftrong.  They  require  alfo  to  be  continued 

ifome  time. 

Of  the  diuretics  the  moft  fuccefsful  are  the  digitalis, 
.and  tobacco,  or  the  dried  fquill,  and  mercury,  as  in 
(the  former  difeafe  ;  and  the  mercury  may  be  ufed  in 
lmiment,  the  blue  ointment  being  mixed  with  campho- 
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rated  oil,  and  rubbed  on  the  abdomen.  To  the  two  firfl, 
especially  the  digitals  objections  arife  from  its  morbid 
effects  on  the  fy  em,  in  the  naufea  and  deathlike  fick- 
nefs  it  produces,  which  more  than  counteracts  the  be- 
nefit of  its  diuretic  powers.  Its  dole  mould  never  ex-, 
ceed  a  grain-  Its  effect^  are  often  fo  fudden,  as  in  24 
hours.  The  di.le  of  the  infufion  of  tobacco  mould  be 
from  60  drops  to  1  25. 

When  remedies  fail  here  to  evacuate  the  fluid, 
tapping  is  always  an  eafy  and  fafe  operation.  By 
many  it  is  thought  to  be  advifeable  as  the  firft  prefcrip- 
tion  ,  and,  in  ibme  remarkable  inftances,  a  proof  of  its 
fafety,  it  has  been  done  to  the  length  of  60  or  70 
times. 

8.  When  the  firft  indication  is  thus  performed,  (and 
it  has  been  generally  found  eafier  to  evacuate  the  ac- 
cumulated fluid  than  to  prevent  its  recurrence),  the  fe- 
cond  is  to  be  attempted  by  the  ufe  of  tonics,  as  the 
bark,  chalybeates,  exercife,  friction,  cold-bathing. 

If  thefe  means  Ihould  prove  ineffectual,  a  warm  cli- 
mate fhould  be  chofen,  and  the  ufe  of  diuretics  perfif- 
ted  in. 

V.  Scurvy.  [Scorbutus.) 

1.  The  fcurvy  is  an  unufual  weakened  ftate  of  body, 
following,  for  the  moft  part,  the  ufe  of  a  putrefcent  or 
falted  diet,  without  the  interpofition  of  frefli  vegetable 
matter. 

2.  It  depends  on  a  particular  putrid  diathefis,  and  is 
favoured  by  an  external  fituation,  where  cold  and  moif- 
ture,  are  prevalent.  Hence  it  is  moft  frequent  at  fea, 
and  among  the  northern  nations,  being  promoted  by 
whatever  depreffes  the  nervous  energy,  as  paflions  of  a 
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;  iiHreffing  kind,  indolence,  want  of  exercife,  foul  air, 
feScc. 

3.  Before  the  16th  century  this  difeafe  was  little  at- 
j:  :ended  to ;  and,  though  known  to  the  ancients,  from 

l  rhe  confinednefs  of  their  navigation,  it  was  only  fo  in 

l!ts  milder  ftages. 

4.  Its  firft  fymptoms  are  a  languid  torpid  ftate  with 
1  pale  bloated  look,  and  dejection  of  mind,  the  refpi- 
:;ttion  being  impede'd  on  the  flighted  motion. 

5.  Soon  after,  the  gums  acquire  a  foftnefs  and  tu* 
frmor,  from  which  hemorrhages  arife,  or  putrid  ulcers 

are  formed.  The  teeth  alfo  become  loofe,  and  the 
jbbreath  emits  a  foetid  fmell,  the  urine  is  high  coloured, 
[palpitation  of  the  heart,  and  cedema  of  the  extremities 
(occur.  Wandering  pains,  of  a  pleuritic  or  rheumatic 
Ikind,  come  next  to  be  felt  in  the  body,  and  blotches 
?and  ulcers  break  out  in  different  parts,  terminating  in 
rmortification. 

6.  By  the  aggravation  of  all  thefe  fymptoms,  this 
cdifeafe,  in  its  laft.  ftage,  exhibits  a  moft  wretched  ap- 
fpearance.  Pains  then  feize  the  bones,  the  joints  be- 
ccome  fwelled,  and  the  tendons  polTefs  a  rigid  Rate,  fo 

as  to  prevent  all  motion  ;  while  the  fatal  event,  though 
;in  fome  gradual,  is  fudden  in  others,  efpecially  on  being 
'the  leaft  moved,  or  expofed  to  free  air. 

7.  In  this  difeafe  the  pulfe  is  generally  natural,  till 
at  the  laft,  it  becomes  weak  and  intermitting,  though 

tthe  refpiration  is  frequently  impeded,  and  attended 
with  a  frequent  cough.  The  appetite  alfo  feems  a  little 
1  impaired,  and  the  fkin  pofiefTes  a  dry  anfetine  appear- 
ance. The  mind  is  here  exceedingly  variable,  and  great 
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timidity  generally  prevails ;  yet  the  intelle>5b,  for  the 
moft  part,  remain  entire  to  the  laft. 

8.  Our  opinion  is  directed  by  the  fituation  of  the  pa- 
tient with  refpe-51  to  a  vegetable  diet,  by  his  former 
ftate  of  health*  the  conftitution  not  being  impaired  by 
previous  difeafes,  and  by  the  degree  of  violence  to 
which  the  fymptoms  have  attained, 

9.  'DifiecUons  of  this  difeafe  generally  fhew  the  blood 
in  a  highly  difTolved  ftate.  The  heart  itfelf  has  been 
found  of  a  white  colour,  and  putrid,  and  its  cavity  fil- 
led with  a  corrupted  fluid.  The  lungs  are  alfo  black 
and  putrid.  The  thorax  commonly  contains,  more  or 
lefs,  of  a  watery  fluid,  poffefling  often  fuch  a  degree 
of  acrimony,  as  to  inflame  and  excoriate  the  hands  in 
touching  it.  The  cavity  of  the  abdomen  contains  the 
fame  fluid.  The  membrane  of  the  pleura  and  pericar- 
dium, adhere  and  confine  the  fituation  of  the  lungs.  The 
epiphyfes  are  divided  from  the  bones,  and  the  carti- 
lages even  feparated  from  the  ribs.  Several  of  the  bones 
are  diiTolved  by  caries.  The  Synovia  appears  green  and 
highly  corrofive. 

The  brain  commonly  fhews  no  mark  cf  difeafe. 

10.  The  cure  of  this  malady  confifts  in  obviating  the 
putrid  (late  of  the  fyftem  ;  and  in  reftbrlng  it  to  its  for- 
mer vigour. 

10.  The  jirjl  is  affccled  by  a  diet  of  frefli  animal  and 
vegetable  food  ;  by  the  ufe  of  fermented  drinks  and 
pure  water,  or  milk,  efpecially  of  the  former,  the  in- 
fufionof  wort,  fpruce-beer,  cyder,  &c  ;  by  opening  the 
feveral  excretions,  efpecially  the  {kin'  and  inteftines  ; 
the  former  by  flimulants  of  a  vegetable  nature,  as  horfe- 
radifh,  muftard-feed,  punch,  liquorice-decocVton,  falinc* 
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jalap,  Sec  ;  the  latter  by  mild  laxatives  of  an  acid  kind, 
...is  tamarinds,  cream  of  tartar,  &c  ;  by  cleanlinefs  and 

tree  air,  and  by  the  different  antifeptics,  as  wine,  bark, 
*&c. 

The  fecorid  indication,  again,  is  to  be  performed  by 
fexercife  proportioned  to  the  ftrength,  and  tonics,  (for 
by  many  the  difeafe  is  confidered  as  the  effedt  of  de- 
bility alone,  and  that  the  putrid  fymptoms  are  merely 
a  confequence  of  this,)  with  the  ufe  of  fridlion,  and  at- 
tention to  fituation,  preferring  a  dry  temperate  air, 
aand  avoiding  exceflfes. 

1 1.  Befides  this  general  treatment  of  the  difeafe,  par- 
ticular fymptoms  will  require  a  feparate  management. 
Pains  of  belly  mud  be  allayed  by  emollients  and  ano- 
dynes ;  impeded  refpiration  by  blifters,  for  bleeding  is 
never  to  be  ufed  here.    The  ulcers  of  the  gums  are  to 
be  waihed  with  acids,  as  elixir  of  vitriol,  tincture  of 
Fbark,  honey  of  rofes,  &c.  ;  and  aflringents,  as  allum, 
ifpirits,  &c.  ;  rigidity  of  the  mufcles  rauft  be  removed 
Iby  fomentations. 

VI.  'Jaundice.  {Itltrus.) 

1.  Thk  jaundice  confifts  in  a  fufFufion  of  bile,  ting- 
ling the  fkin  with  a  yellow,  brown,  or  black  colour,  and 
toften  fhewing  fome  degree  of  fever  in  its  progrefs. 

2.  Its  fymptoms  are  chiefly  denoted  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  fkin,  particularly  the  eye  ;  fometimes  alfo, 
tthough  it  is  rare,  yellow  vifion  prevails.  The  difeafe  is 
^generally  attended  with  opprtffion  about'the  precordia, 
ror  rather  right  hypochondrium,  fometimes  pain,  bitter 
ttafteof  mouth,  ficknefs  of  ftomach  j  at  times  vomit- 
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ing,  and  cofKvenefs,  the  pulfe  being  quickened,  a  gene- 
ral langour  and  indolence  prevailing,  and  the  urine, 
depofiting  alfo  a  fediment,  and  like  the  other  excretions, 
except  the  feces  which  are  entirely-  white,  and  always 
of  a  certain  confluence,  affuming  a  yellow  or  faffron 
colour. 

3.  This  difeafe  is  common  to  every  age ;  but  it  at- 
tacks adults  oftener  than  the  young,  and  women  oftener 
than  men,  and  the  melancholic  conftitution  more  than 
any  other.  It  varies,  in  its  duration,  from  a  few  days 
in  fome,  to  a  year  or  longer  with  others. 

4.  The  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe  {hew  a  morbid 
quantity  of  bile  prefent  in  the  mafs  of  fluids,  and  this 
depends  either  on  a  redundance  of  it,  or  elfe  on  an  ob- 
ftruction  of  its  paftage  into  the  interlines,  producing  the 
fame  confequence. 

5.  The  Jirjl  of  thefe  is  the  efFedt  of  a  warm  climate, 
and  fedentarylife,  which,  by  favouring  an  accumula- 
tion, in  the  region  of  the  liver,  naturally  produces  fuchl 
morbid  redundance ;  or  it  may  arife  in  any  fituation 
from  emetics,  or  any  violent  action  of  the  ftomach  and 
inteftines,  emulging  the  biliary  ducts. 

<5.  'i  he  caufes  of  the  fecond,  again,  or  obftru£Hon, 
which  is  more  frequent  in  this  climate,  maybe  reduced 
to  three  general  heads. 

iy?,  The  preflure  of  tumors  fituated  in  the  neigh- 
.  bouring  parts,  or  connected  with  the  liver. 

2d,  The  prefence  of  biliary  calculi  in  the  gall- blad- 
der or  its  ducts  ;  and, 

3</,  Spafmodic  affections  of  the  biliary  dufts. 
7.  The  Jirjl  is  confirmed  by  its  occurring  in  confe- 
rence of  an  enlargement  of  lymphatic  glands,  tumors 
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b*f  the  mefentery,  omentum,  diftenfion  of  the  inteftines, 
lor  fchirrofity  of  the  liver  ;  and  this  laft  is  known  by 
t!:he  long  continuance  of  the  difeafe,  and  the  feeling  of 

:he  liver  itfelf. 

2d,  From  calculi,  fomewhat  refembling  thofe  of 

he  bladder,  being  patted  by  ftool,  and  the  difeafe,  from 

.hiit  period,  departing  ;  or  where  they  have  not  been 
Leen  by  the  difeafe  attacking  in  fits,  and  difappearing 
":or  a  time,  and  then  returning  again  fo  as  to  denote 

.ruch  a  caufe.  Such  calculi  are  of  different  fizes,  from 
\\  pea  to  that  of  a  walnut,  and  are  like  the  gall,  of  a 
y  fellow,  brownifh,  or  green  colour.    Their  prefence  is 

particularly  denoted  by  aggravation  of  pain  after  eating. 

in  fome  rare  cafes,  they  have  been  patted  to  the  number 
:>f  70  or  1  co.  In  order  to  know  if  they  have  palt,  we 
f hould  particularly  attend  to  the  date  of  the  face  du- 
r  ing  the  continuance  of  the  difeafe. 

$d,  From  paflions  of  mind  inducing  it,  without 
uny  appearance  of  calculi  on  diffection. 

8.  From  a  view  of  its  caufes,  our  opinion  of  its  ter- 
mination is  to  be  drawn ;  for,  in  the  firft  cafe,  where  it 

Toceeds  from  a  fchirrous  ftate  of  particular  glands, 
ihere  is  little  hopes  of  a  cure  ;  and  as  it  occurs  from 
plhis  caufe  only  in  old  age,  its  ittue,  in  general,  is  lefs 
[co  be  dreaded  in  young  fubjects.  It  is  difficult,  how- 
ever, to  know  when  its  depends  on  the  exiflence  of 

alculi,  or  on  fpafm  ;  and  in  the  latter  we  may,  for  the 
knoft  part,  promife  fuccefs ;  but  when  complicated  with 
H*her  difeafes,  as  fever,  inflammation  of  the  liver,  &c. 
It  is  more  hazardous. 

9.  The  dittedions  of  jaundice  ftiew,  for  the  mofl  part, 
i'ls  already  obferved,  a  difeafed  ftate  of  the  liver,  galk 
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bladder,  or  adjacent  parts  connected  with  the  facretionf 
of  bjle  ;  yet  there  are  other  cafes  where  diileclions  do 
not  difcovcr  the  fmaueft  morbid  fymptom,  to  which 
the  difeafe  can  be  traced.  The  yellow  tinge,  on  open- 
ing icteric  patients, 'appears  to  pervade  every  part,  even 
the  mod  intimate  in  the'bod;y.  The  whole  fubftance 
of  the  brain  is  coloured  :by  it;- the  mod  minute  parts 

^of  the  cellular  membrane,'  even  the  cartilages  and 
bones  ;  and  this  tinge,  if  the  body  is  preferved  aftei 
death,  is  found  to  remain  for  years. 

ic.  Tile  cure  of  jikipdice,  as  well  as  its'  prognofis,  is 
regulated  by  the  caufes  enumerated  as  producing  it, 
(vi.  7.)-  At  times,  when  the  difeafe  is  fomewhat 
advanced,  a  natural' diarrhoea  commences^  which  pre 
vents  the  further  abforption  into  the  mafs  of  fluids 
and  when  moderate,  except  in  warm  climates,  it  ftioulc 
be  encouraged. 

1 1.  In. cafe  of  turners,  the  ufual  means  of  refolution 
by  the  application  of  cicuta  and  mercury,  lliould  bi 
employed,  joining  alio  alkaline  and  neutral  fahs,  mi 
neral  waters,  &c.    Where,  however,  calculous  obitruc 

'  tion  is  fufpecled,  after  reducing,  by  bleeding,  any  fe 
verifh  agitation  which  attends,  moderate  vomiting,  an< 
mild  purges,  are  to  be  had  recourfe  to,  and  frequent 
ly,  in  this  cafe,  a  fymptomatic  vomiting  occurs,  whic 
points  out  the  particular  caufe  of  the  difeafe  ;  am 
great  attention  fliould  be  paid  to  the  infpeclion  of  th 
feces  to  know  when  it  is  paft,  as  well  as  the  appear 
ance  of  the  face-already  noticed.  ( Vide  Local  Difcafi 
—  Tfthuria.) 

Exercife  is  alio  here  particularly  ufeful,  efpcciall 
on  horfeback.    .  . 
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"12.  But  when  the  removal  of  the  Hone,  by  thefe 
lieans,  is  ineffectual,  i:s  folution  by  lithontripties  may 
ce  next  attempted  ;  though  hitherto  it  has  proved  an 
mfuccefsful  experiment;  .  The  whites  of  eggs  has  been 
ropofed  as  a  folvent  here. 

13.  When  followed  by  an  exacerbation  of  the  fymp- 
corns,  vomiting,  in  this  diieafe,  mould  not  be  repeated: 
ittyove  twice;  and,  with  a  laxative  view,  the  moft  pro- 
per medicines  to  be  employed  are,  neutral  falts  in  large 
.ofes,  aloetics,  and  more  efpecially  foap,  which  has 
teen  fuppofed  fpecific  in  this. . difeafe,  being  exhibited 
;:erc  with  fuccefs,  by  empyrics  in  large  quantities,  and,, 
upr  die  mo.1  part,  joined  with- bitters. 
^4.  Bat  if  the  exigence  of  a  fpafm- prevails,  or  even 
?auuh  pain  from  calculi,  nothing  will  be  found  fo 
fffeclual  for  inducing  its  relaxation  as  opium,  which 
taould  be  given  here  in  a  folid  form,  from  the  ten- 
dency to  vomiting,  and  alfo  in  a  full  dofe,  the  ufe  of 
eternal  and  internal  fomentations  ;  the  warm  bath,  and 
wry  ether  means  cf  obviating  irritation  are  proper. 

Jaund'ice  of  Infants.    {I3erus  Infantum*) 
J.  A  peculiar  fpecies  of  jaundice  affects,,  for  the  rao.t 
■  >art,  all  children  immediutely  after  birth,  fometimcs- 
before  it,  and  lafts  for  fome  days.    It  is  termed  the 
iJkvj  gtnn,  and  arifes  from  the  meconium,  impacted  in 
I  he  inte.'lines,  preventing  the  flow  cf  bile  into  them. 
I    2.  It  produce,  a-  confidcrable  indolence,  langour, 
«md  tendency  to  fleep,  which  is  frequently  fatal  where 
the  child  is  prevented  from  fucking.    But,  for  the  mo'l 
laart,  it  is  removed  by  clearing  the  inteflines  by  mild, 
laxatives,,  as  a  little  magncfia,.i Yrup  of  manna,  fee.   ' ' 
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The  children  of  fome  women  are  more  fubject  to  it 
than  others. 

VII.  Scrophula. 

•I.  Scrophula  confifts  in  an  indolent  hard  tumor  cfj 
the  conglobate  glands,  with  little  or  no  pain ;  for  thd 
moft.part  fituated  in  thofe  of  the  neck,  behind  the  earsJ 
of  under  the  chin,  and  often  in  the  joints  of  the  elbow^ 
and.  ankles,  at  times  even  of  the  fingers  and  toes.  Jr 
the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe, 
of  bad  digeflion  ;  the  di 

white  curdled  matter,  refembling  fomewbat  the  coa- 
guium  of  miik  ;  and,  previous  to  their  breaking,  they 
acquire  a  fort  of  purple  iednefs,  and  a  foftnefs  to  th< 
feel ;  this  rednefs  decreafes  at  the  place  where  thej 
break,  which  is  generally  by  two  or  three  fmall  open] 


en  of  the  fingers  and  toes.  In 
afe,  they  degenerate  into  ulcerd 
lifcharge  from  which  confifts  oi 


lnrjs. 


2.  The  attacks  of  the  difeafe  are  confined  to  child 
hood,  being  peculiar  to  the  fanguine,  or  thofe  confti 
tut  ions  which  poffefs  fine  ikins,  a  foft  mufcular  fie 
with  a  rofy  complexion,  and  a  thicknefs  of  the  upper  li 
and  often  too  fwelling  of  the  abdomen.  They  generall 
depart  after  puberty,  and  are  more  confpicuous  amon 
fome  nations  than  others  ;  but  it  appears  evidently 
difeafe  peculiar  to  a  changeable  cold  climate  ;  it  is  alf 
very  much  hereditary,  but  never  contagious. 

3.  Though  our  opinion  is  unfavourable  with  regar 
to  a  cure,  yet  the  difeafe  is  feldom  dangerous  whe 
{imply  confined  to  the  external  furface  ;  but,  on  lea 
ing  one  part,  it  is  apt  to  be  renewed  in  others. 

4.  Its  attacks  alio  fecm  much  affeded  by  the  perio 
of  the  feafon.    They  begin  fome  time  in  winter  as 
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living,  and  often  difappear,  or  are  greatly  amended  in> 
jimmer  and  autumn  ;  and  it  is  generally  the  end  of  a 

ear  or  two  before  the  glands  pafs  into  the  ulcerous 
.ate,  and  fuch  ulcers  are  diltinguifhed  by  a  fiat  fmootrr. 

dge,  with  little  or  no  callus,  and  which  fpread  in* 
rreadth,  but  never  go  deep.    When  they  heal  up,  they; 
:;ave  an  ugly  puckering  of  the  ikin,  and  frequently 
rreak  out  again,  or  the  fame  appearances  are  difcovered  . 
:i  other  parts.    The  appear  anee^of  the  diftafe  in  the 

yes  and  lungs  have  been  examined,  .under  ophthalmia 
r.nd  confumption. 

5.  On  examining  fcrophulous  glands  by  diiTeclion,. 
ihey  feel  fomewhat  fofter  to  the  touch  than  in  their 
wealthy  ftructure.    When  cut  into,  they  alfo,  at  times, . 
exhibit  very  much  the  natural  appearance  ;  but  much 
);>ftener  they  contain  a  white  foft  cheefy  matter,  mixed' 
*vith  a  thick  pus,  the  true  characteriltic  oi  fcrophula; 

1  md  this  is  all  that  is  necelTary  to  be  taken  notice  of 
rhen  examining  it  merely  as  an  external  difeafe. 

6.  In  its  cure,  the  cachectic  ftate  of  the  fluids  mud. 
we  corrected,  and  the  tumor  removed. 

The  general  remedies  ufed  with  this  view  have  been 
:mmerou>  in  proportion  to  the  incurability  of  the  dif- 
::«fe  ;  as  the  ufe  of  mineral  waters,  which  have  been  the  • 
molt  univerfal  medicine  in  this  complaint,  particular- 
y  the  chalybeate  and  fulphureous  ;  of  lea  water  in 
mail  dofes  ;  of  lime  water,  and  alkalis,  as  the  fal  fods;i; , 
p>f  abforbents  ;  of  the  different  woods,  as  the  guiac,  lar- 
a,  faifafras,  mezereon,  and  particularly  their  combina-  • 
ion  in  the  Liibon  diet  drink-;  of  different  neutral  falts, . 
is  the  foluble  tartar,  polychreft  fait,  vegetable  athiops, , 
md  burnt  fponge ;  of  alterative  preparations  cf  raer*- 
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cury,  as  fmall  dofes  of  calomel,  sethiops  mineral,  or 
Plummet's  pill ;  of  antimony,  as  fmall  dofes  of  tartar 
emetic,  and  antimonial  wine  ;  of  the  muriated  barytes 
of  tonics  of  different  kinds,  as  cold  bathing,  and  bark,, 
coltsfoot,  fteel ;  of  narcotics,  as  the  cicuta,  different 
fpecies  of  the  folana,  and  even  opium. 

lfTues  may  be  alfo  formed  near  the  part,  and  a  nou- 
rifhing  diet,  with  friction  and  exercife,  employed. 

7.  The  numerous  local  applications  alio  to  the  parts,, 
co-operating  with  thefe  general  views,  vary  according, 
to  its  ftages. 

r.  In  the  flage  of  Swelling* 
The  difcutients  commonly  employed  are,  fleams  of 
warm  water,  electricity,  the  ufe  of  mercurial  ointment,, 
hemlock,  and  fea  water  poultices,  a  mixture  of  recent  bile 
and  faponaceous  liniment,  blifters,  fp.  mindereri,  oil  o£ 
tartar  per  deliquium,  faturnine  applications,  foap  plaif-  | 
ter,  ammoniac  plaifter,  fea  wreck,  lotion,  &c. 

2.  In  the  Jldge  of  Ulceration. 

The  remedies  again  applied  are,,  ointments  with 
burnt  alum.,  red  precipitate,  or  verdigris,  cloths  dipt 
in  cold' water  and  frequently  changed;  and  in  fea  wa- 
ter, the  gu'iac  in  lime  water,  ointments  with  lead. 

The  afliftance  of  preflure  is  alfo  necefiary  in  all  fcro-4 
phulous  ulcers. 

8.  Befides  this  treatment,  the  removal  to  a  warm 
climate  has  been  recommended  ;  for  tne  change  froml 
a  warm  to  a  cold  climate  has  been  frequently  known 
to  produce  the  cifcale.

VIII.  Rickets.  {Rachitis.) 

1.  Rickets  confift  in  a  peculiar  enlargement  of  the 
bones  in  certain  fituations,  and  they  are  farther  diftin- 
guilhed  by  an  uncommon  fize  of  head,  efpecially  ante- 
riorly, fwelling  of  the  joints,  flattened  ribs,  protuberant 
belly,  and  general  emaciation  of  the  other  parts. 

2.  This  difeafe  was  firft  accurately  defcribed  in  the 
1650,  which  has  rendered  its  appearance,  fmce  that 
time,  a  greater  object  of  attention  ;  and  though  it  may 
have  been  known  to  the  ancients,  no  full  or  complete 
defcription  of  it  is  to  be  found  in  their  works. 

3.  Its  attacks  are  commonly  begun  foon  after  birth, 
from  the  6th  to  the  9th  month,  and  they  feldom  begin 
after  the  fecond  year. 

The  child  firft  lofes  his  ufual  cheerfulnefs,  becomes 
peevilh  and  dull,  the  colour  of  his  cheek,  if  rofy,  de- 
parts, and  he  fenlibly  falls  off.  The  peculiar  marks 
of  the  difeafe  then  begin  to  appear.  The  forehead 
turns  prominent,  and  the  head,  in  general,  enlarged  in 
a  proportion  far  exceeding  the  growth  of  the  other 
parts,  which  inclines  him  to  reft  it,  from  its  weight,  on 
the  fhoulders.  The  lead  exercife  becomes  then  pain- 
ful, and  an  inclination  to  lie  is  obfervable. 

But,  in  fpite  of  this  difeafed  ftate,  the  appetite  for 
food  turns  keener,  andthe.belly  is  commonly  loofe. 

The  bones  gradually  foften,  and  become  curved,  ef- 
pecially the  back  bone  in  different  parts,  the  ribs  flat- 
ten and  feel  knotty,  and.  the  breaft  becomes  (harpened. 

The  bell}  is  fwoln,  tenfe  and  hard  to  the  touch,  den- 
tition is  here  later  than  ufual,  and  the  teeth,  when  ap- 
pearing, foon  fpoil  and  are  loft. 
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With  regard  to  the  mental  faculties,  the  underftand- 
ing  is  here  uncommonly  mature. 

4.  This  difeafe  is,  for  the  moll  part,  hereditary,  anc 
oftener.  derived  from  the  mother  than  the  father.  II 
begins  about  the  feventh  month,  and  feldom  leaves  the 
child  till  the  end  of  the  third  year.  It  may  be  tracec 
in  the  fame  conltitutions  which  are  fubject  to  fcrophu 
la,  though  the  two  difeafes  feem  perfectly  diftinct.  It 
often  appears  alfo  after  fome  of  the  exanthemata,  anc 
is  more  confpicuous  in  the  children  of  the  lower  ranks, 

5.  Its  caufes  we  are  entirely  unacquainted  with; 
There  appears  evidently  a  defect  of  ojfeous  matter,  am. 
alfo  a  want  of  energy  in  the  fyftem  to  prepare  it  ;  foi 
in  its  place,  in  the  end  of  the  round  bones,  we  find  a 
growth  of  flefli,  or  foft  fubftance,  where  bone  fhoulc 
be.  In  all  cafes,  too,  there  feems  to  be  a  difeafed  ftatc 
of  the  mefenteric  glands,  and  of  the  organs  fubfervieni 
to  the  preparation  of  chyle  or  nourifhment ;  but  how 
thefe  mould  occafion  the  particular  fet  of  fymptoms 
defcribed,  we  cannot  explain. 

6.  A  fimilar  affection,  or  moHities  ofliiim,  has  been 
known,  in  advanced  life,  to  follow  certain  difeafes,  as 
■chronic  rbeumatifm*  lues  venerea,  &c.  and  even  an  immo- 
derate ufe  of  fait  in  diet: -but  here  it- is  chiefly  the 
bones  that  are  expofed  to  preflure,  that  undergo  this 
change,  in  which  it  differs  from  rickets,  and  it  alfo  ij 
incurable. 

7.  In  fpite  of  the  unproirrifing  fymptoms  defcrib 
ed  (3.),  rhkets  are  a  difeafe'not  fo  frequently  f^tal, 
though  it  continues  fome  years,  and  is  attended  ofteiij 
in  its  '  progreG,  with  confiderable  fever ;  for,  as  thrc 
growth  proceeds,  the  bones  become  firmer,  and  the 
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f  .ymptoms  difappear.  Their  cnrYature,  indeed,  is  ne- 
Iver  eniirely  recovered,  but,  in  procefs  of  time,  it  be- 
comes a  good  deal  repaired  ;  the  chief  danger  here  is, 
•when  the  diftortion  of  them  becomes  fo  great  as  to  af- 
ejlVect  the  fituation  of  the  lungs  and  other  organs,  when 
blithe  enlarged  fize  of  the  head  {hews  a  confiderable  col- 
mie&ion  of  water  prefent  in  it,  or  when  the  food  is  pad 
Sain  its  natural  ftate,  unchanged  by  digeftion,  which 
«Ihews  the  mefenteric  glands  highly  difeafed.  The  ap- 
Jppearance  of  a  fcabby  or  cutaneous  eruption,  has  been 
Jrreckoned,  in  this  difeafe,  favourable. 
J  8.  Jn  opening  the  bodies  of  rachitic  patients,  va- 
nlirious  morbid  affe&ions  of  the  internal  parts  have  been 
iLdifcovered.  Mod  of  the  vifcera  of  the  abdomen  have 
ilfcbeen  found  to  be  preternaturally  enlarged.  The  lungs 
2  lhave  been  alfo  found  to  be  in  a  morbid  ftate,  feeming- 
cjlly  from  fome  inflammation  that  came  on  towards  the 
'  tend  of  the  difeafe.  The  brain  has  been  commonly 
;j:found  in  a  fluid  ftate,  with  efFufion  of  a  ferous  fluid 
liinto  its  cavities.  Very  univerfally  the  bones  have  been 
if  found  very  foft,  fo  much  fo  as  to  be  readily  cut  by  a  knife. 
;  'The  fluids  have  been  always  found  in  a  diflblved  ftate, 
1  band  the  mvifcular  parts  very  foft  and  tender,  and  the 
:  rwhole  of  the  dead  body  without  any  degree  of  that  ri- 
mgidity  which  is  fo  common  in  almoft  all  others. 

9.  Though  the  caufe  of  this  difeafe  is  fo  uncertain, 
•there  is  little  doubt  but  invigorating  the  fyftem  is  to 

Jibe  relied  on  as  the  chief  means  of  cure  ;  for  this  pur- 
hpofe,  tonics  are  ftrongly  indicated,  particularly  the  pre- 
parations of  iron,  the  bark,  and  cold  bathing. 

10.  Of  the  frjl,  die  belt  is  the  ens  veneris  of  Mr  Boyle, 
<«r,  in  its  place,  the  fores  martiales  ;  they  (hould  be  af- 
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fitted  by  an  occafional  emetic,  which,  from  its  famu- 
lus, will  tend  to  remove  the  obflruclion  of  the  mefcn- 
teric  glands,  and  they  may  be  joined  with  a  little  rhu- 
barb, by  which  their  powers  will  be  increafed  ;  prepa- 
rations of  copper  are  alfo  ufeful  here. 

The  bark,  though  in  other  cafes  a  powerful  tonic, 
has  not  been  obferved  to  do  much  here. 

Cold  bathing  is  a  remedy  admirably  fuited  to  this 
difeafe,  as  the  experience  of  all  praftitioners  has  con- 
firmed ;  and  on  that  account,  even  as  a  preventative  in- 
die treatment  of  children,  it  fhould  never  be  difpenfed 
with,  and  full  immerfion  fhould  take  place  when  em- 
ployed. It  fhould  be  fucceeded  by  the  ufe  of  friction, 
which  "has  been  much  commended,  and  it  will  render 
the  tonic  effects  of  the  previous  bathing  more  power- 
ful ;  even  the  virtues  of  the  friction  may  be  alfo  increal- 
ed,  by  employing  along  with  it  the  fkate  oil,  which  has 
been  fo  highly  praifed  in  this  difeafe,  as  an  external  ap- 
plication. Abforbents  are  mentioned  as  a  remedy  here 
by  fome  authors,  as  alfo  the  cicuta. 

Air  and  exercife  are  not  to  be  negle.ted  in  the  lift 
of  the  tonics,  from  the  benefit  they  confer  in  every, 
ftate  of  infantine  weaknefs. 

The  diet,  in  this  difeafe  fhould  be  of  the  moft  nourifh- 
ing  kind,  and  eafily  digefled,  and  a  pretty  liberal  ufa 
of  wine  fhould  be  allowed. 

I  I.  To  obviate  or  prevent  the  diftortion  arifing  from 
this  difeafe,  various  local  applications  in  the  form  of 
bandages,  machines,  &c.  have  been  invented  ;  but  the 
confidcration  of  thefc  is  properly  the  bufinefs  of  fur« 
gery. 
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IX.  Leprofy.  {Lepra.) 

1.  Leprosy  confifts  in  an  eruption  of  whitifh,  yel- 
ow  or  blackifh  fpots,  on  the  face,  arms,  and  legs  ;  the 
kin  loling  its  hair,  and  becoming  unequally  thick, 
cabby,  and  hard,  defaced  with  fcurvy  blotches,  and  in- 
.enf.ble  even  to  the  pundure  of  a  needle  ;  though,  in 
he  neighbouring  parts  unaffected,  a  considerable  itchi- 
iefb  prevails. 

2.  In  this  manner  the  difeafe  continues  for  years,  the 
lealth  remaining  otherwife  found ;  when  advancing  in 
ts  progrefs,  the  hairs  of  the  pubes  and  beard  begin  to 
.'all  off,  the  fkin  of  the  head  to  be  divided  with  deep 
vrinkles,  and  the  breathing,  which  fmells  rank,  to  be 
:mpeded,  the  cheeks  at  the  fame  time  alfuming  a  livid 
::olour,  and  the  voice  hoarfe  and  founding  through  the 
n.ofe.    In  this  advanced  ftage,  it  forms  what  is  termed 
thhe  elephantiajis. 

3.  In  its  laft  ftage,  ulcerations  arife  in  different 
oarts,  preceded  by  glandular  fwellings  in  the  cheek, 
::hin,  Sec.  ;  and  it  affumes  the  fame  appearance  as  th» 
Ores  in  its  advanced  ftate,  while  the  mind  is  here  at  the 

ame  time  confiderably  affected,  and  a  ftrongdefire  for 
venery  prevails.    Its  termination  is  by  the  falling  off 
}f  fome  of  the  extreme  parts,  if  the  patient  furvives  fo 
ong. 

A  particular  fpecies  of  ehphantiafis  often  appears  in 
his  country,  affecting  the  upper  lip.    It  is  flow  in  its 
nrogrefs,  is  attended  with  little  fuetor,  but  gradually 
Heflroys  the  fubftance  of  the  part. 

4.  This  difeafe  attacks  chiefly  thofe  of  a  melancholic 
temperament,  rarely  affecting  women,  thofe  who  pof- 
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fefsa  rigidity,  and  debility,  in  the  extreme  veflels  ;  anil 
in  fuch  constitutions,  excefles  of  any  kind  are  liable  j| 
produce  it,  efpecially  when  joined  with  a  foul  putri 
diet.   It  is  alfo  contagious. 

5.  In  diffeetions  of  this  difeafe,  all  the  organs  haii 
been  difcovered  in  a  ftate  of  putrefcency,  except  tl 
heart. 

6.  Two  indications  are  to  be  attended  to  in  its  cur 
The  Jirjl  is,  obviating  the  rigidity  of  the  extreme  veffel 
by  the  warm  bath,  and, 

The  fecond  is,  exciting  their  aclion  by  the  diffe 
ent  preparations  of  mercury,  and  of  the  vitriolic  acid 
the  chief  of  the  former  are  Plummer's  pill,  and  the  co: 
rofive  fublimate  folution,  joined  with  decodion  of  eln 
bark  and  of  the  woods,  &c.  Vipers  broth,  and  iflu< 
have  alfo  been  fuccefsful.  Much  attention  to  a  blan 
nourifhing  diet  is  neceffary  during  the  cure,  joined  wit 
a  due  proportion  of  exercife. 


CLASS  IV. 
COMPLICATED  DISEASES. 


PT^EVER  has  been  defcribed  as  the  mod  frequent 
JLL  ..difeafe  that  occurs  in  practice  ;  and  though  what 
may  be  termed  the  more  fimple  forms  of  it  have 
)oeen  enumerated  in  the  preceding  claffes,  yet  a  compli- 
cation of  them  often  appears,  which  are  diftinguiftied. 
seither  by  their  flownefs,  their  intermittent,  or  remittent 
nature. 

I.  Slow  Fever.  (Synocbus.) 

1.  The  flow  fever  is,  in  fome  degree,  a  complica- .. 
ikion  of  the  inflammatory,  (Clafs  I.  i.  'and  nervous, 
[(Clafs  11.  i.)  and  is  the  raoft  general  in  this  country. 

It  pofTeffes,  in  the  beginning,  all  the  appearances  of 
tthe  mild  inflammatory  kind,  and  in  this  differs  from 
tithe  nervous.  The  ftomach  is  from  the  flrft  confider- 
>ably  affedted,  while  the  patient  complains  of  liftleff- 
rnefs,  yet  there  is  not  fuch  a  proftration  of  ftrength  as 
jprevails  in  the  former,  and  the  head  is  at  the  fame 
ttime  generally  clear. 

2.  In  this  fever  a  very  diflinft  remiflion  take  place, 
which  becomes  lefs  lb,  till  it  entirely  difappcars  ;  if  it 
iis  folsly  of  the  nervous  form,  there  prevails  commonly 
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a  degree  of  ftupor  and  giddinefs,  hut  in  the  moft  co 
mon  kind,  this  is  not  at  all  remarkable,  and  this  flup 
gives  the  appearance  of  fleep,  though  the  patient 
rather  the  worfe  for  -it. 

3.  For  four  or  five  daysatfirft,  the  tongue  continu 
perfectly  moid,  and  though  the  perfon  complain 
thirft,  it  is  but  little  ;  the  fecretions  however,  come 
la  ft  to  be  ftop  t,  and  then  the  tongue  becoming  dr 
acquires  a  parched  feel,  as  in  nervous  cafes  ;  hen< 
arifes  that  indiftindnefs  of  fpeech,  which  would  appe; 
owing  to  fome  paralytic  affection,  but,  by  admin 
tering  a  little  drink  and  waftiing  the  mouth  it  is  remo 
ed. 

4.  The  urine"  is  generally  of  the  natural  colou 
through  the  whole  courfe  of  the  difeafe,  it  depofits 
the  fame  time  a  fediment,  and  fometimes  a  glairy  m 
cus  appears  at  bottom.  The  inflammatory  fymptor 
are  always  very  mild,  and  it  aflumes  all  the  appearan 
of  the  nervous  fever,  only  die  fymptoms  are  not 
violent ;  jt  may  laft  in  fome  cafes,  for  five  or  fix  week 
or  even  two  months,  though  no  delirium  attends,  n 
is  that  languor  vifible  (which  obtains  in  the  nervo 
kind  occaficning  fyncope),  on  attempting  to  raife  tl 
patient,  for  here  he  can  bear  an  erect  pofture  for  fon 
time ;  nor  is  there  any  tendency  to  a  putrefce 
ftate  of  the  fluids,  as  in  the  nervous  in  its  advano 

.  ftages. 

5.  Its  caufes  are  the  fame  as  were  mentioned  to  pr 
duce  the  nervous  fever,  (Clafs  II.  1,4.)  and  it  general 

>  departs  -without  any  regular  crifis,  in  allow,  gradu 
pftaj,  being  denoted  by  the  perfon  enjoying  a  found  n 
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?!liing  fleep,  and  a  gentle  moifture  appearing  on  the 
rrface,  while  the  appetite  gradually  returns. 
(6.  In  diftections  of  this  fever,  the  appearances  are  ' 
ce  fame  as  in  typhus,  though  not  to  the  fame  extent. 

fome  inftances  nothing  preternatural  has  been  dif- 
wered. 

7.  In  its  cure  it  does  not  bear  evacuations,  and,  above 
j,  bleeding  mould  never  be  employed.  It  may  be 
jjlted  almoft  folely  to  mild  diaphoretics,  in  the  inflav 
aatory  ftage,  and  afterwards  a  moderate  ufe  of  wine 
111  be  proper,  with  attention  to  the  proper  regulations  ' 
i Tpecting  air  and  cleanlinefs,  as  mentioned  in  the  ' 
eiatment  of  the  nervous  and  putrid  fevers.    (Clafs  11.  - 

7.)    Uafc  III.  1.  7.) 

;  II.  Intermittent  Fever. 

ir.  Thf  intermittent  is  that  kind  of  fever  which  poffeffes  • 
::lear  intermifTion  from  febrile  fymptoms,  for  a  longer r 
fhorter  fpace  of  time.  Or  it  confifts  of  a  fucceffion  of 
jroxyfms,  between  which  there  prevails  a  clear  apy- 
uia. 

2.  Intermittents  are  properly  divided  into  two  kinds, 
M  vernal  and  autumnal,  from  the  particular  times  of 
e:  year  at  which  they  appear;  and  they  are  again  of 
■Terent  fpecies,  according  to  the  diftance  obferved  be- 

ixt  the  periods  of  intermiffion,  the  moft  common  of 
iiich  is  48  hours,  and  conftitutes  the  tertian  period, • 
.z  appearance  of  which  is  oftenefl:  in  the  fpring  ; 
td  next  to  this  72  hours,  which  conftitutes  the  quar- 
u  period,  and  is  moft  frequent  in  autumn.  Another 
rriod  is  alfo  met  with,  termed  the  quotidian,  confifting 
.an  intermiflion  every  24  hours.- 
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3.  Intermittents  arife  always  from  one  determined]! 
caufe,  viz.  marfh  miafmata,  and  depend  on  a  particular] 
moid  ftate  of  the  atmofphere,  departing  in  a  dry  fea-| 
fon,  and  attacking  chiefly  thofe  of  a  lax  fibre.  Wheref 
the  difeafe  arifes  apparently  from  other  caufes,  the  in-] 
lluence  of  the  marfh  miafma  is  probably  joined. 

4.  Intermittents  differ  from  all  other  fevers  in  this! 
peculiar  circumftance,  viz.  their  tendency  to  recur  with-l 
out  the  application  of  their  fpecific  caufe.  Thus,  an 
particular  times  of  the  feafon,  as  the  fpring,  and  alfoj 
on  changes  of  weather,  efpecially  in  this  country  when! 
eaft  winds  fet  in,  thofe  once  labouring  under  an  inter4 
mittent  experience,  in  a  greater  or  lefs  degree,  a  re4 
newed  attack  of  it.  Hence  it  would  feem  a  pre-dif-j 
pofition  is  left  in  the  habitj  favouring  the  recurrence} 
of  the  difeafe. 

5.  Every  fit  is  divided  into  three  diftindt  ftages,  den 
noted  by  coldnefs,  heat,  and  /wearing  ;  and  the  commence-] 
ment  of  thefe  fits  takes  place  with  the  quotidian  in  the! 
morning,  with  the  tertian  at  noon,  and  with  the  quar4 
tan  in  the  afternoon. 

6.  In  the  cold  ftage,  a  remarkable  rigor  comes  onj 
with  pain  of  head,  back,  and  loins,  difficult  refpirationj 
and  a  quick  contracted  pulfe,  attended  with  vomiting! 
which,  in  the  autumnal  kind,  is  of  a  bilious  nature]! 
and  generally  terminates  this  ftage,  by  far  the  mofl 
dangerous. 

7.  Thefe  fymptoms  abating,  the  fecond  ftage  begini 
with  a  fenfe  of  heat  from  the  back,  and  fullnefs,  an<j 
even  hardnefs  of  the  pulfe,  the  pain  of  the  head  increa] 
fmg,  and  delirium  frequently  coming  on,  with  gresfl 
third  and  whitenefs  of  the  tongue,  a  fenfe  of  pain,  and 
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eequently  a  fwelling  prevailing  in  the  region  of  the  fto- 
(iach. 

8.  A  profufe  fweat  at  laft  flowing,  conftitutes  the  lair. 
■   critical  ftage,  which  continues  generally  for  the  fpace 

"three  or  four  hours,  with  relief  of  all-  the  former 
rmptoms  ;  and  the  urine,  which  was  red  in  the  fecond- 
age,  depofiting  a  dark  coloured  fediment ;  after  which, 
:eep  is  allowed,  and  an  intermiffion  begins,  continu- 
fg  for  hours,  diftinguifhed  by  a  flight  headach,  fenfe 

7  debility,  bad  tafte,  impaired  appetite,  and  inclina- 
ution  to  fweat. 

9.  Our  opinion  is  favourable  when  fpots  appear  on" 
ne  lips,  and  when  the  fit  difplays  a  regularity  in  the 
ppearance  of  its  ftages.    The  autumnal  kind,  and 

uartans,  are  more  dangerous  than  any  other ;  an  in- 
aammation  of  the  tonfils  taking  place,  and  alfo  fymp- 
wns  of  affection  of  the  brain,  are  generally  fatal  fymp- 
ims  ;  in  all  fatal  cafes,  death  happens  in  the  end  of  the 
ot,  and  beginning  of  the  fweating  ftage.    In  quartans, 
owever,  it  is  often  in  the  cold  one.    But  in  this  cli- 
nate,  in  general,  intermittents  are  not  dangerous 

10.  Diffections  oi  intermittent*  fhew  a  morbid  ftate  of 
ihe  principal  thoracic  and  abdominal  vifcera  ;  the  head 
.ppearing,  for  the  moft  part,  on  difTecYion,  though  not 
llways,  found.  Confiderable  quantities  of  air  are  found 
t  ontained  in  the  flomach  and  inteftines  ;  the  large  vef- 
:els  of  the  heart  much  di (tended  ;  the  liver  alfo.  and  the 

rgans  concerned  in  the  formation  of  the  bile,  are  high- 
)y  diftended,  and  the  quality  of  their  fluid  vitiated, 
i/arious  changes  in  the  interlines  and  mefentery,  the 
lonfequence  of  inflammation,  are  alfo  conlpicuous. 

11.  The  cure  of  intermittents  confifts  in  Ihortening  the 
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fit  when  commenced,  and  in  preventing  its  recurrence 
during  the  intermiflkm. 

The Jirjl  of  thefe  is  effected  by  exhibiting  emetics  du- 
ring the  cold  flage  j  they  fhould,  however,  be  confined* 
to  thofe  cafes  where  the  debility  is  not  great  and  gi- 
ven in  a  full  dofe  rather  than  in  divided  ones  ;  or  by 
opiates  given  in  the  hot  ftage  to  tlje  length  of  50  or  60 
drops  of  liquid  laudanum. 

The  fecond,  again,  depends  on  increafmg  the  flrength 
of  the  heart  and  arteries,  by  the  ufe  of  ftimulants  and 
tonics,  the  beft  of  which  lafl:  is  the  bark,  and  it  fliould 
be  exhibited,  as  near  as  poflible  to  the  time  cf  accef- 
fion,  in  pretty  large  quantities  ;  while  its  various  mor- 
bid efFedts  may  be  obviated,  viz.  diarrhoea,  by  its  junc- 
tion with  opiates  ;  and  coftivenefs,  by  rhubarb  or  fome 
of  the  neutral  faith.  Where  the  bark  again  is  rejected, 
it  may  be  given  in  glyfter,  or  joined  with  camphire. 

A  great  variety  of  fubirances  of  a  ftimulant,  aftiin- 
gent.  and  aromatic  nature,  have  been  alfo  joined  with 
it  to  increafe  its  powers,  or  exhibited  by  themfelves  in 
preference  to  the  bark,  the  principal  of  which  it  is  bare- 
ly fufficient  to  mention  ;  as  alum  and  nutmeg,  alum 
and  mercury,  the  pulvis  ftypticus,  cort.  querci.  cha- 
momile, gentian,  galls,  faba  St  Ignatii,  ferpentaria, 
muftard,  &c.  ;  and  when  thefe  fail,  metallic  prepara- 
tions have  been  employed,  as  preparations  of  iron,  cop- 
per, and  arfenic,  particularly  the  latter  in  the  form  of 
the  taftelefs  ague  drop. 

1 2.  The  bark  fhould  never  be  given  before  two  fits 
of  the  difeafe  have  taken  place  ;  and  in  the  vernal  inter- 
mittents,  the  great  danger  lies  in  haftening  the  cure  too 
foon.    An  ounce  of  bark,  repeated  at  twice,  will  flop 
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1 1  quotidian ;  three  or  four  ounces  a  tertian ;  but  the 
i  tifficulty  of  curing  a  quartan  is  even  proverbial,  and  will 
require  much  more.  In  all  cafes,  the  bark  lhould  be 
employed,  for  fome  time,  in  fmaller  dofes,  after  the 
[departure  of  the  fever  ;  and  previous  to  its  ufe,  where 
11  ftrong  inflammatory  difpofition  prevails,  efpecially  in 
vernal  intermit  tents,  bleeding  is  recommended  ;  or,  where 
^ongeftions  in  the  abdominal  vifcera  appear,  they  fhould 
ise  cleared  ;  for  indurated  fwellings  frequently  remain 
nvhere  the  bark,  b  ore  attention  to  this  practice,  is  had 
.ecourfe  to. 

13.  Such  fwellings  are  m'ueh  taken  notice  of  by  prac- 
titioners in  the  warmer  climates,  and  are  termed  ague 

ales.  Their  fymptoms  are  an  obtufe  pain  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  liver,  not  conftant,  but  occaiionally  return- 
ing, and  particularly  felt  on  preffure,  or  after  eating, 
irhe  precordia  are  hard  •  and  fwelled.  This  difeafe  is 
wot  eafily  affected  by  remedies  ;  and,  in  its  advanced 
Uage,  the  countenance  becomes  of  a  leaden  colour,  the 
likin  yellow  ;  dropfy  of  the  belly  and  legs  enfue,  and 
Suppuration  at  laft  taking  place,  the  patient  dies  hedic. 
FBut  this  difeafe  is  treated  more  fully  in  Hepatitis-  {  Fide 
IClafs  I.  x.  2.) 

14.  To  avoid,  therefore,  thefe  evils,  the  early  evacua- 
tion of  the  abdominal  vifcera,  before  the  bark,  has  been 
fftrongly  inculcated ;  and  the  operation  of  every  laxative 
'fhould  always  be  over  before  the  acceffion  of  the  par- 
oxyfm,  from  the  danger  of  increafing  the  debility  too 
much. 

15.  As  intermittenls  are  fo  liable  to  recur,  one  great 
; lep  towards  their  cure,  as  well  as  to  prevent  their  recur- 
rence, is  a  change  from  the  fituation  where  they  have 
»een  caught,  and  often  little  elfe  is  necelfary  to  the  cure. 
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III.  Remittent  Fever. 
I.  When  a  degree  of  remiflion  only  occurs  at  cer- 
tain or  uncertain  times,  the  fever  is  then  ftyled  a  re- 
mittent. 

1.  Its  canfes  are  the  fame  with  thofe  which  induce 
intsrmittents,  (II.  3.)  but  acting  here  in  a  more  power- 
ful manner,  and  it  is  divided  into  two  ftages,  viz.  the 
acceffion  and  remijfion. 

3.  The frjl  is  diftinguiflied  by  the  ufual  fymptoms 
that  attend  every  f  '  and  a  remiflion  generally  oc- 
curs fome  time  from  the  fourth  to  the  eighth  day,  when 
after  fome  hours  of  eafe,  the  acceflion  again  takes 
place,  and  is  generally  in  the  evening  ;  in  this  manner, 
with  exacerbations  and  remiflions,  it  proceeds  to  a  cri- 
fis,  though  it  is  fometimes  changed  into  a  fever  of  a 
different  type. 

4.  That  remittents  arifeifrom  the  fame  caufe  with  in- 
termittents,  is  confirmed. 

ijl,  Becaufe  the  leading  fymptoms  in  both  are  the 
fame. 

2d,  Becaufe  they  change  occafionally  into  each 
other. 

^d,  Becaufe  they  arife  in  the  fame  fituations,  and 
at  the  fame  period  of  the  feafon  ;  and, 

Becaufe  they  yield  to  the  fame  treatment. 
5    A  crifis,  for  the  mofl  part,  occurs  fometime  from 
the  Oth  to  the  14th  day,  which  it  rarely  exceeds,  and 
it  is  either  by  a  profufe  fweat,  hemorrhage  from  the 
■nofe,  or  univerfal  jaundice. 

6.  Our  opinion  is  very  uncertain,  but  the  more  fre- 
quent the  remiflion,  the  more  favourable  it  is.  The 
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ine  formerly  high  coloured  and  becoming  clear,  is  a 
ngerous  fymptom.  This  fever,  like  the  intermittent, 
ives  always  a  difpofition  to  relapfe. 
7.  In  this  difeafe,  duTedtions  have  difcovered  inflam- 
ition  and  gangrene  in  the  alimentary  tube,  congef- 
n  of  blood  in  the  liver,  redundancy  of  bile,  but  no 
ftruction  in  the  biliary  ducts,  inflammation  alfo  of 
:  brain,  and  its  confequences. 
8.  In  its  cure,  our  views  muft  be  directed  to  bring 
:  remiffion  to  a  complete  intermifllon,  which  may  be 
ecled  by  bleeding,  though  now  feldom  employed, 
letics,  a  loofe  belly  by  means  of  mild  laxatives  and 
rfters,  much  diluent  drink,  with  acids  and  refrige- 
lts,  and  a  fpare  diet. 
^Vhen  an  intermiflion  has  once  taken  place,  the  bark, 
mid  be  exhibited. 

y.  Befides  this  general  management,  particular  fymp- 
ttoms  require  to  be  alleviated,  as  watchfulnefs  by  opi- 
aates,  pain  of  head  by  topical  bleeding  and  blifters, 
idiarrhcea  by  rhubarb  and  aftringents,  relaxing  the  fur- 
fface  by  fudorifics,  and  when  the  difeafe  becomes  mild, 
Ibj  the  continued  ufe  of  opiates. 
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THOUGH,  by  the  plan  of  the  work,  it  is  not  intended 
to  treat  ftriclly  of  the  clafs  of  local  difeafes,  which 
belong  more  immediately  to  the  Surgeon  than  the  Fhy- 
fician  ;  yet  as  a  few  of  them  are  alfo  the  objefts  of  me- 
dical practice,  a  ftiort  account  of  fuch  is  here  fubjoined. 

I  Worms.  (Vermes.} 

r.  Worms  have  been  found  in  every  part  of  the  bo- 
dy ;  but  their  moft.  common  feat  appears  to  be  the  in- 
teftines.  They  are  more  frequent  even  in  animals  than 
in  the  human  race,  efpecially  in  quadrupeds  and  fifties. 
They  are  of  three  kinds?  viz.  the  afcarides  or  fmall  worm, 
the  teres  or  round  worm,  and  the  tenia  or  tape  worm. 
Different  fituations  of  the  inteftines  have  been  mention- 
ed as  occupied  by  each  of  them,  particularly  the  rec- 
tum, .as  the  feat  of  the  afcarides.  where  they  are  ob- 
ferved  always  involved  in  mucus.  But  the  different 
kinds  of  them  are  found  occafionally  in  every  part  of 
the  inteftines.  The  tape  worm,  however,  is  not  fo 
common  in  this  country. 

2.  The  fymptoms  by  which  worms  are  diftinguifhed 
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are  often  doubtful.  The  principal  ones  enumerated  are 
ppain  and  acid  eructation  of  ftomach,  variable  appetite, 
foul  tongue,  foetid  breath :  the  belly  full,  hard,  and 
tenfe,  with  occaiional  gripings  or  pains  in  different 
parts  of  it,  particularly  about  the  navel ;  irregular  Mate 
of  the  belly,  heat  and  itchinefs  of  the  rectum,  urine 
vwhite  and  limpid,  often  difcharged  with  difficulty. 

With  thefe  fymptoms  are  joined  a  dull  appearance  of 
tthe  eye,  often  dilatation  of  the  pupil,  itchinefs  of  the 
noftrils,  fhort  dry  cough,  flow  fever,  with  evening  ex- 
acerbations, and  irregular  pulfe,  grinding  of  the  teeth 
in  fleep,  &c. 

3.  The  caufe  of  worms  it  is  difficult  to  explain.  That 
tthey  are  generated  in  the  body  is  clear  ;  becaufe  they 
lhave  been  found  frequently  in  the  brain;  at  times  even 
in  the  heart  itfelf ;  and  alfo  becaufe  they  do  not  feem 
ceapable  of  living  for  any  time  out  of  the  body.  They 
rappear  mod  frequently  in  thofe  of  a  relaxed  habit,  and 

whofe  bowels  contain  a  preternatural  quantity  of  mu- 
ccus  or  flimy  matter.  Hence  it  is- a  difeafe  moll  com- 
rmon  to  children.  When  it  is  fatal,  it  is  chiefly  from 
the  larger  kind,  and  that  by  their  erofion  of  particular 
[parts,  and  thus  inducing  a  tabid  Mate. 

4.  For  the  cure  of  this  difeafe  tivo  indications  mud 
rbe  formed. 

The frft  is  to  effed  their  difcharge. 
The  fecotid\s  to  prevent  their  future  generation. 

5.  The  Jirjl  indication  is  accomplifhed  by  certain  re- 
imedies,  which  have  been  termed  fpecifics  in  this  dif- 
ceafe,  and  thefe  fpecifics  all  act  in  one  of  three  ways, 
*viz.  either, 

By  fi'mple  evacuation  or  purging ;  as  the  dif- 
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ferent  foetid  or  ftrong  bitters,  viz.  rue,  tanfy,  worm- 
wood, &c.  alio  mercury,  rhubarb,  aloes,  &c. 

2<1,  Mechanically,  as  the  tin  and  coweech,  &c. ;  or, 
3</,  Chemically,  as  lime-water,  which  diflblving  the 
mucus  in  which  the  worms  are  involved,  loofens  their 
adhefion  to  the  interlines. 

7.  The  fecon d  indication  is  performed  by  tonics,  par- 
ticularly thofe  of  the  aftringent  kind,  as  fuited  to  ob 
viate  that  relaxation  of  the  prim*  via,  the  conftant  at- 
tendant of  this  difeafe. 

II.  Cancer.  (Sarcoma.) 

1.  Cancer  is  a  depafcent  or  fpreading  fore,  preced 
ed  by  a  hard  or  fchirrous  fwelling  of  the  part,  attend 
ed  with  pain,  and,  for  the  moft  part,  a  thin  fcetid  dif 
charge. 

2.  Though  liable  to  attack  every  part  of  the  body, 
under  certain  circumftances,  this  difeafe  is  moftly  con 
fined  to  the  conglomerate  glands.    It  begins  with 
fmall  fwelling  like  a  pea,  without  difcolouration,  an 
without  pain.    This  gradually  increafes  in  fize,  and  i 
a  proportional  hardnefs.    The  neighbouring  parts  be 
come  affedled  by  it,  and  feel  painful  an.d  uneafy  ;  th 
blood-veffels  become  enlarged  and  varicofe,  and  its  fizdi 
and  indurated  nature  proving  a  ftimulus  to  the  adja| 
cent  parts,  inflammation  is  induced  ;  which  ending  ir 
an  ulcer  or  open  fore,  the  cancerous  ftate  then  begins. 

3.  The  feeling  communicated  by  fchirrus,  in  its  pro 
grefs.  is  frequent  lancelating  pain  darting  through  th< 
part,  uncommon  heat  and  itchinefs,  as  if  the  part  wer< 
expofed  to  fire,  and  a  fenfe  of  puncture,  as  if  needlej 
were  run  into  it. 
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4.  The  chief  marks  of  this  difeafe,  in  its  ulcerated 
Itate,  are  the  depafcent  nature  of  the  fore,  and  the  vi- 
rulent acrimony  of  the  difcharge  ;  thus  it  is  known  to 
teat  through  every  part  to  which  it  communicates,  even 
ithe  bones  thcmfelves.  The  matter  again  po/fefTes  al- 
ways a  highly  foetid  odour,  more  fo  than  any  other, 
nnd  feems,  by  its  action,  to  induce  on  the  animal  fibre 
.he  lad  ftage  of  putrefaction.  Wherever  any  growth 
tiakes  place,  it  is  of  an  irregular  fpongy  kind,  luch  as 
1  s  removed  by  efcharotics  in  other  kinds  of  lores. 

5.  Next  to  the  conglomerate  glands,  the  mod  frc- 
qquent  feat  of  this  difeafe  is  the  face,  or  parts  thinly 
c:overed  with  flefh,  expofed  to  external  irritation,  and 
inn  which  the  circulation  is  minute  and  eafily  obftruct- 
c»d       1  x 

6.  The  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  mufl;  depend  on  a  va- 
rriety  of  circumftances,  and  particularly  the  conftitu- 
ttion  of  the  patient  rendering  the  poilbn  more  aftive. 
TThus,  where  the  difeafe  is  hereditary,  its  progrefs  is 
maore  rapid  than  where  it  is  accidental,  and  by  cold  al- 
ffo,  and  other  external  caufes,  its  progrefs  is  much  ac- 
celerated. 

7.  Our  opinion  here  is  always  unfavourable,  and  the 
two  fymptoms  by  which  we  are  to  judge  of  the  near- 
nnefs  of  the  fatal  event  is  when  the  fituation  of  the  fore 
'approaches  the  large  blood-veffels,  or  when  the  dif- 
ccharge  continues  fo  great  as  to  induce  a  tabid  Rate. 

8.  The  cure  of  cancer  has  hitherto  baffled  the  at- 
tempts of  phyficians  in  the  greater  number  of  cafes, 
»and  the  principles  upon  which  they  have  proceeded 
lhave  been  either  by  internal  remedies,  or  by  external 
applications  to  the  part. 
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9.  The  former  is  compofed  of  two  clafles  of  medicine, 
either  what  are  called  alteratives,  or  narcotics. 

The  frjl  confifts  of  vegetable  fubftances  whofe  action 
poflerTes  a  diaphoretic  tendency,  as  the  guiac,  farfa,  me- 
zereon,  china,  &c;  or  of  minerals  whofe  operation  is  lefs 
understood,  though  intended  to  affeft  particularly  the 
action  of  the  abforbents,  as  fmall  dofes  of  mercury  in 
the  form  of  calomel,  or  corrofive  fublimate,  fmall  dofes 
of  antimony,  of  arfenic,  of  iron,  as  the  martial  flowers, 
of  muriated  barytes,  Sec. 

1  o.  Of  the  latter  clafs,  or  ««r<:o/«7,thofe  chiefly  ufed  here} 
are  the  cicuta,  belladonna,  aconite,  nux  vomica,  Sec ;  2nd 
they  are  frequently  united  with  the  former  medicines,, 
as  the  cicuta  and  mercury,  aconite  and  mercury,  &c. 

1 1.  The  local  applications  again  are  chiefly  either 
mulants,  cauftics,  or  narcotics. 

The  ftimulants  are  applied  to  the  incipient  ftate.ofl 
the  difeafe,  and  confift  of  folutions  of  fal  ammoniac, 
preparations  of  lead,  the  mercurial  plaifter,  &c. 

The  cauftics  have  been  remedies  much  celebrated  here,! 
and  ufed  under  a  variety  of  forms  ;  but  their  piincipal 
ingredients  are  arfenic  and  corrofive  fublimate  ;  thofe 
moft  noted  are,  the  Arundel  powder,  Planket's  pow- 
der, Guy's  powder. 

The  narcotics,  in  the  form  of  poultice,  or  plaifter, 
have  acred  here  almoft  folely  as  palliatives.  The  moft 
ferviceable  are,  the  hemlock  poultice,  henbane  plaifteifc 
jiight-fhade  plaifter. 

1 2.  The  application  of  fixed  air  is  a  ufeful  palliative  ia 
•the  laft  or  ulcerated  Mage  of  this  difeafe  ;  and  it  is  ap? 
plied  either  in  the  form  of  the  carrot,  or  fermenting  poul- 
tices, or  .inks  elaflic  ftate,  by  aparticular  apparatus,  a$ 
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leefcribed  by  Mr  Magellan  in  the  Tranfaclions  of  the 
■Loyal  Society,  and  more  lately  by  Dr  Ewart. 

1 3.  To  thefe  different  remedies,  tonics  have  beenocca-- 
conally  added  to  fupport  the  ftrength  of  the  fyftem  un- 
ter  the  ravages  of  the  difeafe,  or  attempts  made  to  af- 
ft  their  action,  in  diverting,  the  flow  of  matter  elfewhere 
yy  iffues,  &c.  while  opiates  are  occasionally  reforted  to 
11  cafes  of  violent  pain,  where  the  other  narcotics  ufed, 
aave  not  the  effect  *► 

ill.  Supprejfion  and  Difficulty  of  Urine.  {Ifcburia,  Dyfuria.) 

1.  Suppression  and  difficulty  of  urine,  is  a  difeafe 
rrifing  from  a  variety  of  caufes,  either  acting  on  the 
iidneys,  or  more  immediately  on  the  bladder  of  urine 
ifelf,  but  the  mod  frequent  caufe  we  find  to  be  cal- 
tulous  concretions  of  thefe  parts. 

2.  The  treatment  of  caculus  in  the  kidneys,  has  al- 
eeady  been  confidered  as  forming  one  of  the  caufes  of 
:;phritis  ;  it  is  only  therefore  calculus  in  the  laft  fitua- 
i  ion  or  bladder  of  urine,  that  at  prefent  requires  con- 
;  deration. 

3.  The  fymptoms  which  diflinguifh  calculus  here; 
■  re, 

1/?,  A  conftant  fenfe  of  pain  and  uneafinefs  on  mo- 
rion, which,  when  carried  to  any  'excefs,  occafions  blood 
co  be  mixed  with  the  urine. 

*  A  new  mode  of  practice  in  the  cure  of  Cancer,  has  been  found 
mat  by  the  Author ;  but  having  referved  this  for  a  feparate  pu- 
blication, he  has  only  offered  the  common  opinions  on  this  dif- 
afe  here. — That  publication  has  now  appeared,  and  it  is  to  be  foon 
tollowed  by  an  Appendix  containing  farther  information  on  this- 
L'ubject. 

S  2- 
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2d,  Fteqnent  inclination  to  difcharge  it,  which  flowi. 
in  a  fmall  quantity,  of  a  limpid  appearance,  often  fud- 
denly  interrupted,  while  the  laft  drops  are  always  at- 
tended with  pain,  and  a  fort  of  itchinefs  in  the  glans 
penis. 

3^/.  Pain  and  irritation  of  the  contiguous  parts,  afn 
fefted  by  the  ftate  of  the  bladder,  as  tenefmus,  diar-< 
rhcea,  pain  in  tlie  perineum,  or  ftriking  in  a  direction, 
down  the  thighs,  &c. 

4.  This  difeafe  appears  common  to  every  age  and 
fex,  it  depends  upon  a  peculiar  difpofition  of  the  fluids, 
particularly  the  fecretion  of  the  kidneys,  to  form  a  cal- 
culous matter,  and  has  been  fuppofed  owing  to  the 
prefence  of  an  acid  principle  in  them,  termed  the  lithic 
acid,  which  feems  confirmed  by  the  benefit  derived  in 
this  difeafe  from  the  ufe  of  alkalis. 

5.  It  rifes  to  a  greater  height  in  men  than  women, 
from  the  difference  in  the  ftrufture  of  the  urinary  or- 
gans in  the  fexes,  and  as  yet  all  attempts  at  a  folution. 
of  the  calculus,  when  formed,  have  proved  ineffectual  y. 
it  is  to  be  confidered,  therefore,  as  a  mortal  difeafe  in 
the  end,  though  our  opinion  will  always  be  regulated 
by  the  height  of  the  prefent  fymptoms,  efpecially  the 
ftate  of  inflammation,  and  its  extent ;  by  the  difficulty 
in  the  difcharge  of  urine,  and  the  eafe  with  which  the 
catheter  can  be  introduced  to  relieve  it ;  by  the  ap- 
pearances alfo  of  the  difeafe,  and  whether  complicated 
with  any  organic  affections  of  the  parts. 

6.  Inftances  are  adduced  of  the  difeafe  arifing  acci- 
dentally from  the  introduction  of  certain  fubltances  in- 
to the  bladder,  forming  a  nucleus;  but  Rill  in  thefe 
cafes,  the  peculiar  lithic  difpofition  muft  have  been 
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■orefent  in  the  fluids,  and  this  nucleus  therefore  could 
l?nly  accelerate  its  growth. 

7.  The  only  radical  cure  of  this  difeafe,  is  by  the 
llffiftance  of  furgery  ;  but  its  iflue  is  always  uncertain, 
lis  well  as  painful  in  its  application  ;  patients  in  gene- 
ral, therefore,  for  a  length  of  time,  fhew  a  preference 

.0  the  palliative  mode  of  treatment. 

This  confifts  in  the  ufe  of  lithontriptics,  and  the  moft 
weneficial  of  this  clafs  are  thofe  which  proceed  on  the 
idea  of  the  difeafe  arifing  from  an  acid  principle  ; 
!:hough  they  have  no  power  on  the  folution  of  the  cal- 
:ulus,  yet  it  is  clearly  proved,  that,  • 

iy?,  They  prevent  the  farther  accumulation  of  cal- 
culous matter  ;  and, 

2d,  They  render  the  urinary  organs  lefs  fenfible  to 
ihe  irritation  of  the  calculus  prefent.  ■ 

8.  The  chief  of  thefe  remedies,  is  the  fixed  alkali,  in 
»oth  its  cauRic  and  mild  ftate,  foap,  lime-water,  &c. 

Of  thefe,  however,  the  alkaline  aerated  water  is 
'ibund  the  moft  effectual. 

Aflringents,  as  the  uva  urfa,  &c.  have  been  likewife 
employed ;  but  thefe  act  entirely  by  bracing  the  parts, 
und  thus  rendering  the  fecretion  more  of  the  natural 
jraality. 

9.  During  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  occafional 
ymptoms  of  irritation  and  pain  muft  be  obviated  by 

anodynes,  demulcents,  &c.  and  by  the  external  ones  of 
■fomentation,  the  warm  bath,  &c.  - 

V.  Cojlivenefs.  {Objl'tpatio.) 
1.  CosnvENtss  is,  for  the  moft  part,  a  fymptomatic 
tfifeafe  }  but  as  it  is,  in  fome  cafes,  conftitutional  with- 
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out  any  particular  morbid  ftate  to  which  it  can  be  afcrii 
bed,  it  deferves  a  feparate  confideration. 

2.  The  effects  of  cojivenefs,  in  all  cafes,  are  a  degree 
of  heat  and  uneafinefs  over  the  whole  fyftem,  with  fomq 
weight  at  the  region  of  the  ftomach  ;  and  when  very! 
conliderable,  pain  of  head,  vomiting,  cholic,  and  gene| 
ral  fever  enfue. 

3.  Women  are  naturally  rood  fubject  to  a  flow  belly! 
and  thofe  of  the  other  fex  who  are  of  a  melancholic! 
temperament  and  rigid  fibre.  Piles  are  a  common  con-f 
iequence  of  this  conftitution,  and  then  the  two  difeafes| 
become  connected. 

4.  This  difeafe  is  only  to  be  cured  by  attention  te^ 
three  circumftances. 

The  nature  of  the  diet. 
2d,  The  regularity  of  the  difcharge  ;  and, 
3d,  The  occafional  affiflance  of  a  laxative. 

5.  With  refpect  to  the Jir/i,  the  diet  fhould  be  of  a 
moiit  kind.  If  vegetables  difagree,  then  animal  oils) 
fhould  be  greatly  made  ufe  of,  and  all  fubftances  of  an 
oily  and  faponaceous  nature.  In  the  choice  of  drinks, 
malt-liquors  fhould  be  preferred,  and  all  au Mere  aftrin- 
gent  beverage  avoided.  Every  thing  that  increafe.s  th 
difcharge  by  the  fkin,.  fhould  likewife  be  fhunned,  as 
increafing  the  coftive  difpofition. 

6.  With  refpecT.  to  the  fecond,  a  regular  practice  of 
going  daily  to  ftool  at  a  particular  time  mould  tak 
place,  in  order  that  the  difcharge  may  be  encouraged, 
and  a  habit  of  regularity,  if  poffible,  eftablifhed  ; 
want  of  attention  to  this,  and  not  encouraging  natural 
-efforts,  is  the  caufe  of  coftiveneft  with  many. 

7.  In  refpect  to  the  third,  the  laxatives  to  be  uled 
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ifliould  be  thofe  of  the  mildeft  kind,  as  acid  fruits,  a 
little  rhubarb,  lenitive-electuary,  callor  oil,  &c  ;  but  all 
lllrong  cathartics  fhould  be  carefully  avoided. 

VI.  Tooth-ach.  {Odontalgia.) 

1.  Tooth-ach  confifts  in  acute  pain  of  one  or  more 
tteeth,  but  moll  commonly  it  is  confined  to  one,  and 
ifrom  it  diffufed  over  the  adjacent  parts. 

2.  Though  a  rheumatic  affection  in  this  fituation  may 
aat  times  occur  from  expofure  to  cold,  yet  this  difeafe 
aarifes  moft  frequently  from  caries  of  the  tooth  itfelf, 
saffecled  by  different  irritating  caufes. 

3.  This  caries  commences  generally  in  one  fpot, 
ffometimes  in  more,  and  proceeds  with  various  rapidi- 
ty, according  to  the  nature  of  the  tooth,  and  the  vio- 
llence  with  which  the  caufe  acts.  It  begins  externally 
with  a  fmall  black  fpot,  which  is  fuperficial,  but  it  foon 
ffpreads  and  enters  the  fubftance  of  the  tooth  ;  and  this 
ccaries  never  becomes  painful  till  it  penetrates  the  (itu- 
sation  of  the  nerve. 

I  4.  The  pain  of  tooth-ach  is  more  acute  than  that  of 
ialmoft  any  other  difeafe,  and  has  been  known,  in  fome 
icafes,  to  have  deprived  the  patient  even  of  reafon  ;  it  is 
felt  chiefly  painful  towards  the  root  of  the  tooth,  fome- 
I  times  along  the  gum  and  one  fide  of  the  jaw. 

5.  The  only  cure  of  tooth-ach  from  caries,  is  extrac- 
tion ;  for  the  teeth  differ  from  all  other  bone,  in  being 
incapable  of  exfoliation  ;  but  before  having  recourfe  to 
this  lad  expedient,  a  palliative  treatment  may  be  at- 
tempted, and  the  indications  that  preJent  with  this 
view  are, 
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i/?,  To  relieve  the  urgency  of  pain  ;  and, 
2cl,  To  flop  the  progrefs  of  the  caries. 

6.  Thcjirji  of  thefe  is  performed, 
ijl,  By  the  introduction  of  different  cauftics  into 

the  cariated  part,  which  confift  of  eflential  oils  on  cot- 
ton, as  oil  of  cloves,  oil  of  vitriol ;  nitrous  fpirit  dilu- 
ted with  fpirit  of  wine  :  or  of  narcotics,  as  opium  and 
camphire  formed  into  a  pill. 

2d,  By  the  irritation  of  contiguous  parts  where  the 
pain  is  diffufed,  as  by  blifters  behind  the  ear,  touching 
the  ear  with  the  actual  cautery,  &c. 

The  fecond  again  depends  on  accurately  filling  up  the 
carriated  part  with  lead  or  gold,  fo  as-  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  air,  or  any  other  matters  promoting  putre- 
faction ;  and  if  this  operation  is  properly  performed, 
the  tooth  may  occafion  little  uneafinefs  for  a  number 
of  years. 

7.  Though  the  teeth  arefubjeel  to  decay  fooner  than 
other  bone,  yet  this  is  often  prematurely  haftened  by 
improper  management ;  the  care  of  the  teeth,  there- 
fore, is  an  object  of  the  higheft  importance  ;  and  as  it 
is  one  of  the  principal  means  of  preventing  tooth-ach, 
merits  here  fome  confideration. 

Management  of  the  Teeth. 
1.  As  the  teeth  then  are  fo  liable,  from  their  office, 
to  be  affected  by  matters  taken  into  the  mouth,  the  I 
firO  and  moft  natural  precaution  is,  to  remove  thefe 
before  they  can  aft  againft  their  furface,  or  any  effects  j 
of  heat  and  ftagnation  take  place.     The  practice,  there- 
fore, of  wailnng  after  meals,  cannot  be  too  ftrongly 
inculcated. 
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2.  Where  tartar  alfo  forms,  it  is  mofl  obfervable  in 
'he  morning,  adhering  to  the  teeth  and  gums  This 
loints  out  the  propriety  of  the  teeth  being  regularly 
Cleaned  every  morning  ;  and  from  the  gums  inclining 
,0  foftnefs  and  fpunginefs,  as  well  as  this  adhefion  of 
;  artar  to  the  enamel,  a  proper  tooth-brufh  mould  be 
employed  for  the  purpofe.  If  a  foft  tartar  is  already 
Vbrmed  on  the  teeth,  before  adopting  this  plan,  the  ad- 
dition of  a  teeth- powder  may  be  ufed  along  with  the 
jjrulh.  This  powder,,  however,  inould  be  more  of  an 
ubforbent  teftaceous  kind,  than  of  a  gritty  fpiculated 
nature  ;  but  if  the  tartar  has  formed  a  firm  folid  body 
udhering  infeparably  to  the  teeth,  and  forming,  as  it 
t.vere,  part  of  their  fubflance.  the  beft  practice  will  be 
*jo  feparate  this  by  proper  inftruments,  and  then  the 
method  propofed  will  be  effectual  for  preferving  them 
m  a  healthy  (late. 

3.  But  inftead  of  this  fafe  practice  recommended, 
oerfons  anxious  only  to  have  their  teeth  cleaned,  with- 
out regard  to  the  means  employed,  have  had  recourfe 
:>.o  certain  modes  of  effecting  it,  which,  though  anfwer- 
:  ng  the  purpofe  in  the  mean  time,  have,  in  the  end, 
>>een  attended  with  the  mofc  pernicious  confequences. 
IThefe  methods,  however  various,  may  be  all  reduced 
:o  two  heads,  being  the  effect  of  flrong  mechanical 
Vict  ion,  or  chemical  folution. 

4.  The  former  depends  on  the  ufe  of  certain  pow- 
■lers,  varioufly  coloured  according  to  the  views  of  their 
nventors,  in  the  compofition  of  which  pumice  (lone,  or 
bme  other  gritty  fubflance  forms  a  principal  part ;  this 
^reparation  rubbed  daily  with  the  affiftance  of  a  brum 
ugainft  the  enamel,  produces  no  doubt  a  polifh  and 
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whitenefs  on  its  furface,  but  from  the  flxong  frictiow 
this  effect  can  only  be  produced  at  the  expence  of  the- 
enamel,  or  by  occafioning  a  partial  detrition  of  it. 

5.  That  this  is  really  the  cafe,  has  been  eflablifhed 
by  adlual  experiment,  for  if  a  found  human  tooth  h 
placed  in  a  vice  with  the  convex  fide  upwards,  and  rub- 
bed with  a  brufh  charged  with  any  tooth  powder,  in  ltfs 
than  an  hour,  by  continuing  the  rubbing,  the  enamel 
of  that  part  expofed  to  the  fri&ion,  will  be  entirely  def- 
troyed.  In  repeating  this  experiment,  with  the  differ- 
ent compofitions  fold  under  the  title  of  tooth  pov  ders, 
the  fame  efFefl  has  been  known  to  follow,  only  varying 
a  little  in  the  time  required,  according  to  the  finenefs 
of  the  powder. 

6.  From  this  fadt  a  calculation  may  be  formed,  fup- 
pofmg  fuch  powders  ufed  twice  or  thrice  a  week,  and 
rubbed  for  each  time  one  fourth  of  a  minute,  in  what 
length  of  time  the  enamel  may  be  entirely  defbroyed ; 
by  fuch  calculation,  it  will  be  found  to  require  only  a 
very  few  years. 

7.  To  render  the  above  experiment  Mill  more  conclu 
five,  it  need  only  be  obferved,  that  the  teeth  never  re 
ceive  any  renewal  of  the  enamel,  when  worn  away 
That  it  increafes  only  in  growth  and  finenefs  till  th 
age  of  20  ;  but  that  after  that  period  it  receives  no  ad 
dition,  but,  on  the  contrary  gradually  decays,  fo  tha 
by  the  age  of  30  it  will  frequently  be  entirely  gone 
Nay,  its  original  thicknefs,  even  in  full  growth,  is  no 
more  than  the  24th  part  of  an  inch,  how  foon  the 
muft  continued  friflion  itfelf  againft  fuch  a  thin  ftruttur 

produce  an  abrafion. 

8.  The  mifchief  of  this  pra&ice  many- have  attiibu 
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mad  lefs  to  the  powder  than  to  the  brufli  that  applies 
1.,  and  they  have  therefore  fubftituted  a  cloth  in  place 
■rf  the  latter.  To  fhow,  however,  that  this  idea  is  ill 
Ibunded,  the  fame  experiment  may  be  repeated  as  al- 
■t  iady  related,  employing  a  cloth  inftcad  of  the  brum, 
■'."'he  fame  effeft  will  be  found  to  follow  it,  with  this 
liifference,  that  the  cloth,  by  not  entering  like  the  brufli 
Into  the  interftices  of  the  teeth,  does  not  render  the  po- 
ll m  fo  complete. 

9.  At  the  fame  time,  it  muft  be  allowed,  that  though, 
>s  commonly  ufed,  thefe  powders  are  attended  with 
ne  effects  defcribed,  yet  under  certain  reftriclions,  fince 
ney  contribute  fo  foon  to  give  a  polifh  and  whitenefs 
9  the  teeth,  they  may  be  permitted  in  a  fparing  man- 
cer  :  hence, 

ijl,  When  the  teeth  poffefs  a  thin  fcale  of  tartar,  they 
nay  be  applied  till  this  is  worn  off,  for  till  then  they 
aan  do  no  injury  againfl:  the  enamel. 

2d,  After  a  thick  tartar  has  been  removed  by  inftru- 
nents,  they  may  be  alfo  employed  till  the  teeth  are 
•eed  of  all  difcolouring  matter  :  and 

3^,  Where  the  teeth  are  not  regularly  cleaned,  an 
::c;ifional  ufe  of  them,  merely  to  rub  off  the  tartar,  will 
93  no  harm. 

10.  From  thefe  applications  to  the  teeth,  whofe  ae- 
on depends  on  mechanical  fridion,  thofe  next  come  to 

ee  examined  whofe  operation  is  the  effect  of  chemical 
•Mution. 

J  They  are  fold  under  the  name  of  tindtures,  and  the 
1  li^f  part  of  their  compofition  confifts  always  in  a  cer- 
lain  proportion  of  mineral  acid.   Hence  they  turn  out,

when  examined,  very  powerful  menflrua  to  {"often  and 
deftroy  the  enamel. 

They  are  much  more  eafily  applied  than  the  pow- 
ders, are  very  quick  in  producing  their  effect,  and  are 
therefore  too  often  preferred.  But  in  proportion  to  this 
quicknefs  of  their  operation  are  their  bad  effedls  produ- 
ced ;  and  the  flower  any  effect  is  produced  on  the  ena- 
mel, the  fafer  is  the  action  of  the  remedy. 

1 1  All  tinctures  then  for  the  teeth,  arc  compofed 
of  mineral  acids,  diluted  and  concealed  under  various 
artifices ;  and  that  this  is  the  cafe  is  clear, 

iy?,  From  their  four  aftringent  tafte,  conveying  to 
the  teeth  a  "peculiar  rotigh  fenfation. 

2(i,  From  their  effervefcence  on  the  addition  of  an 
alkali ;  and, 

yj,  From  the  known  effects  of  mineral  acids  on 
the  teeth,  when  fubmitted  to  their  operation  by  way  of 
experiment. 

12.  From  experiments  made  qn  this  fubject  it  ap- 
pears, that  a  mineral  acid  is  the  only  menftruum  by 
which  the  enamel  of  the  teeth  can  be  fpeedily  cleaned; 
and  that,  though  all  acids  are  powerful  folvents  of  the 
teeth,  yet  that  the  vitriolic  is  the  -  only  one  which  has 
alfo  the  Angular  effeft  of  whitening  them.  Hence  it 
, becomes  neceffarily  a  principal  ingredient  in  all  fuch 
compofitions.  Nay  it  may  be  obferved,  that  even  in 
its  moft  diluted  ftate,  the  effects  of  this  acid  on  the  ena- 
mtl  are  the  fame  ;  and  though  feveral  attempts  have 
been  made  to  meliorate  its  hurtful  principle,  and  yet 
preferve  its  property  on  the  enamel,  it  appears  that 
thofe  properties  cannot  be  disjoined,  and  that  fuch  at- 
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■tempts  are  merely  a  deception  of  their  authors  on  the 
I  Aiblic. 

13.  Thus,  all  acids  feem  to  have  a  particular  tenden- 
cy to  deftroy  the  ftruclure  of  the  teeth,  and  that  in 
proportion  to  the  ftrength  of  the  acid  principle  they 
rpoflefs. 

In  the  nitrous  and  muriatic  acid  the  fubftance  of  the 
:teeth  can  be  entirely  deftroyed  in  one  or  two  days, 
lln  the  vitriolic,  again,  this  operation  is  flower,  and  it 
Teems  to  take  place  more  by  acting  on  the  cementing 
principle  than  on  the  other  parts.  In  the  vegetable 
acids,  though  this  effect  is  proportionally  weak,  yet  it 
cdoes  take  place  in  a  considerable  degree,  which  is  evi- 
ddent  from  the  effects  of  tartar,  and  alfo  from  the  fimi- 
Uar  known  effects  of  fugar,  fweetmeats,  &c.  . 

In  all  the  countries  where  much  vegetable  acid  is 
BCifed,  particularly  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  other  fouth- 
eern  climates,  the  teeth  of  the  inhabitants  are  feldom 
;.good.  Sugared  meats  and  liquors,  again,  produce, 
while  they  are  in  the  very  mouth,  fymptoms  of  rough- 
cnefs,  tooth  edge,  and  pain  ;  and  the  teeth  of  fuch  peo- 
fple  as  ufe  them  are  fufceptible  of  pain  on  the  flighteft 
iimpreflions  of  cold  or  chewing. 

1  14.  To  thefe  bad  effects  of  fubftances  on  the  tectli 
tthemfelves,  may  be  fubjoined  that  of  others  which  act 
[upon  the  gums,  and  thus,  in  an  indirect  manner,  have 
tthe  fame  hurtful  tendency.  The  chief  of  thefe  is  the 
ufe  of  tooth-picks.  The  gum  is  fpread  clofely  between 
tthe  teeth,  and  it  is  intended  by  this  clofenefs,  that  the 
tteeth  mould  fupport  each  other  in  their  place.  What- 
ever then  widens  the  interftices  between  the  teeth,  mud 
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tend  to  deflxoy  the  intention  of  nature  ;  and  indepea* 
dent  of  this  alfo,  the  frequent  ufe  of  the  tooth-pick  af- 
fords a  more  convenient  lodgement  for  the  food.  In- 
stead of  the  tooth-pick,  therefore,  a  fmall  hair-bufh, 
like  a  pencil,  fhould  be  ufed,  which  will  anfwer  the] 
purpofe,  and  obviate  all  the  inconveniencies  that  have 
been  mentioned. 

V.  Blinclnefs.     [Gutia fercna.) 

1.  Gutta  serena  confills  in  a  lofs  of  fight,  without 
•any  apparent  fault  of  the  organ.  It  depends  on  an 
affection  of  the  nerves,  and  is,  for  the  mod  pait,  incur- 
able. 

2.  It  may  be  attempted,  however,  iu  two  ways,  ei- 
ther by  ftimulating  the  part  itfelf,  or  the  fyftem  in  ge- 
neral. 

The Jlrjl  is  done  by  the  ufe  of  blifters  and  iiTues,  ei- 
ther applied  behind  the  ears,  the  back  part  of  the  head 
or  neck,  and  continued  for  a  length  of  time,  or  by  cr- 
rhines  promoting  a  difcharge  from  the  nofe. 

The  Jecond  depends  on  the  ufe  of  antifpafmodics  and 
mercury  ;  and  the  directions  for  conducting  the  lait 
may  be  found  under  the  title  of  lues  venerea. 

VI.  Deofnefs.  (Paracujis.) 

i.  Deafness  is  generally  an  organic  affection,  and 
admits;  in  that  cafe,  of  little  alleviation  ;  but  iivo  fpe- 
cies  of  it  may  be  mentioned  that  require  to  be  diflin- 
guifhed,  as  frequently  admitting  a  cure.  « 

The  frjl  depends  on  the  fecretion  of  the  ear  being 
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m  ppreiTed  by  accidental  caufes,  as  cold,  &c.  and  is  at- 
lunded  with  a  fenfe  of  heat  and  dryncfs  in  the  part, 
■hhe  cure  here  depends  on  fupplying  the  natural  fecre- 
)n  by  any  untfuous  fubftance  introduced  into  it  in 
:  tton  or  wool,  as  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  with  a  little 
imphire,  and  the  application  of  heat  till  the  fecrction 
;  :reftored. 

.2.  The  other  is  a  nervous  affection,  and  arifes  as  a 
ii-nfequence  of  hyjleria,  to  be  removed  by  antifpafmo- 
cs  and  ftimulants  of  the  lait,  particularly  eledricity 
id  the  cold  bath,  though  it  is  often  incurable. 

VII.  Tympany.  {Tympanitis.) 

;  i.  Tympany  confifts  in  a  collection  of  wind  diflend- 
£g  the  inteflines  or  abdomen,  and  arifes,  in  the  for- 
ter  fituation,  from  the  fudden  fuppreflion  of  dyfen- 
:ry  or  loofenefs,  or  as  a  confequence  of  febrile  difeafes, 
ttended  with  thefe  fymptoms  ;  and,  in  the  latter,  from 
h  erofion  of  the  inteftines,  the  eifeift  alfo  of  preceding 
;feaies. 

2.  In  every  cafe  it  is  an  obftinate  and  dangerous  dif- 
:fe,  flow  in  its  fymptoms,  marking  a  total  relaxation 

the  fyftem,  and  therefore  it  generally  ends  in  drop- 
.,  cHfcovering-  the  fame  emaciated  countenance,  dry 
•ugh,  and  hectic  Mate  in  the  end. 

3.  Its  cure,  in  the Jirjl  fpecies,  when  the  wind  is  con- 
'.ied  within  the  inteftines,  is  to  be  attempted  by  car- 
linatives  and  tonics  :  the  former  to  procure  a  difcharge 

the  accumulated  air  ;  the  latter  to  reftore  the  tone 
the  prima  via,  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe. 
In  tlis  fccond  fpecies,  again,  the  difeafe  mud  una- 
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voidably  be  fatal,  though  a  temporary  relief  may  he) 
procured  by  the  operation  of  paracentefis  or  tapping. 


VIII.  Cutaueous  Diseases. 

CHRONIC  eruptions  of  the  flan  have  been  diftin-J 
guifhed  by  the  general  and  indifcriminate  appellation] 
of  Scurvy ;  a  difeafe  with  which  they  have  little  con-| 
neclion.  We  (hall  examine  here  a  few  of  the  mofij 
common  of  them  that  occur  in  practice. 


I.  Shingles.  {Herpes.) 

1.  Herpes  confifts  in  an  eruption  of  broad  itch 
fpots,  here  and  there,  over  the  fkin,  of  a  whitifh  o 
red  colour,  which  at  la.1  unite  together,  and  difcharg 
a, thin  ferous  fluid.  After  a  certain  time,  they  for 
fcurfy  fcales  which  peel  off,  and  leave  the  fuiface  bej| 
low  red  ;  the  fame  appearances,  however,  are  apt  t 
be  renewed  in  a  fucceflive  feries  till  the  difeafe  is  eithe 
cured,  or  fpontaneoufly  departs.  The  health,  at  th 
fam-2  time,  remains,  in  other  refpecls,  perfectly  found 
but  fornetimes  thefe  cutaneous  difeafes  are  obferved  t 
be  attended  with  deprefuon  of  fpirits. 

This  difeafe  commonly  attacks  in  fpring,  and  depar 
in  winter,  as  the  cold  weather  fets  in.    Women  a 
more  fubjecl:  to  it  than  the  other  fex.    It  is  entirely 
difeafe  of  the  fkin,  and  is  diftinguiihed  from  itch  b  a 
the  iize  of  the  fpots,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  from  bein 
rarely  contagious.  * 

2.  its  caufes,  like  thofe  of  moll  other  cutaneous  diii 
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afes,  may  be  referred  to  low  diet,  moid  damp  fituation, 
nd  want  of  cleanlinefs. 

3.  Its  cure  is  completed  by  ftimulating  the  extreme 
ettels  of  thefurface  ;  and  this  is  effe&ed  either  by  mer- 
rury,  or  the  vitriolic  acid,  and  they  are  both  employ- 
.d  moft  fuccefsfully  in  the  form  of  liniment;  folutions 
lfo  of  green  and  white  vitriol  are  recommended.  Where, 
he  difeafe  is  inveterate,  internal  remedies  of  the  fame 
iind  are  employed,  as  the  Plummer's  pill,  corrofive 
olution,  vitriolic  acid  julap,  Sec. 

4  Its  recurrence  is  prevented  by  continuing  them*. 
d  as  to  keep  open  a  proper  excretion,  by  the  fldn  ;  and, 
•revious  to  any  cure,  the  warm  bath  fhould  be  em- 
ployed. 

A  fpecies  of  this  difeafe  termed  the  herpes  raplcns% 
eferves  to  be  confrdered. 

It  begins  with  a  pimple  often  in  the  face,  and  fome- 
jimes  in  other  parts  of  the  body.    The  puftule  is  yel- 
cdw,  and  fimilar  to  a  venereal  one  ;  it  is  generally, 
owever,  without  any  other  venereal  fymptom  ;  but  it 
ields  to  fome  mild  alterative  preparation  of  mercury, 
s  the  Plummer's  pill,  &c. 


2.  Itch.  (Pfora.) 

1.  The  itch  confifts  of  fmall  itchy  puflules  or  forejj. 
»f  a  contagious  nature,  chiefly  affe&ing  the  hands  and 
I'oints,  but  in  time  fpreading  over  the  reft  of  the  body  ; 
und  they  are  filled  with  a  ferous  fluid  which  flows  out 
t;>n  preffure,  and  is  fucceedcd  by  a  fcurfy  cruft.  Where 
lhe  puftules  are  large,  and  attended  with  confiderable. 
Laflamrnation,  they  pafs  into  boils. 
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2.  This  difeafe  arifes  from  a  peculiar  contagion,  ge- 
nerated by  the  fame  caufes  producing  other  cutaneous 
eruptions,  and  particularly  afFecling  a  cold  mountain- 
ous fituation  ;  and,  what  is  peculiar  to  it  is,  that  how- 
ever great  its  irritation,  the  general  ftate  of  the  fyftem 
is  never  affecled  by  it,  nor  the  health  of  the  patient  in- 
jured, though  continuing  for  life. 

3.  In  the  cure  of  this  difeafe,  fulphur  is  confidered  as 
a  certain  fpecific,  and  does  beft  when  applied  in  unclionJ 
Where  the  fulphur  -is  difliked,  the  vitriolic  acid  has) 
been  found  effectual  ;  and  where  thefe  have  failed,  d 
folution  of  arfenic,  of  corrofive  fublimate,  and  of  white) 
hellebore,  have  been  had  recourfe  to  with  fuccefs. 


3.  Scald  Head.  {Tinea.) 

1.  Tinea  confifts  in  a  fcabby  eruption  of  the  {kin  o 
the  head,  or  hairy  fcalp,  arifing  from  an  obflrudtion  t 
its  excretion,  which  confined,  generates  a  peculiar 
crid  matter,  eroding  the  fkin  of  the  head,  and  afte 
wards  fpreading  its  acrimony  to  the  adjacent  parts. 

d.  Its  cure  proceeds  on  the  fame  principle  with  tha 
of  the  two  former  difeafes,  by  ftimulating  the  ve/Tels  o: 
the  head  till  their  obftrudlion  is  removed,  and  thet 
proper  difcharge  reftored  ;  and,  previous  to  this  th 
hairy  fcalp  mould  be  carefully  fhaved,  then  covere 
with  a  liniment  made  of  fulphur,  or  of  pitch,  or 
mercury,  according  to  the  choice  of  the  praditior 
er,  and  that  in  a  proportion  fuited  to  the  partic 
lar  circumil«n  es  of  the  cafe,  while  fimilar  remedie 
may  be  given  internally }  and  to  halten  the  cure,  th 
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Icourfe  of  the  fluids  may,  in  the  mean  time,  be  in  part 
lodiverted  from  the  head,  by  mean*  of  blifters,  ilfues,  &c. 

4.  Pimples.  {Vari.) 

1.  Pimples,  confining  of  plegmonous  inflammation 
cof  the  febaceous  glands,  are  very  apt  to  arife  in  the 
•young  and  (trong.  They  are  often  produced  by  drink- 
iing,  or  the  ufe  of  tonic  medicines,  and  efpecially  affedfc 
tthe  face  and  breaft,  where,  from  the  confinement  of  the 
; febaceous  matter  in  the  glands,  this  inflammation  ap- 
\ pears.  They  often  go  off  naturally  as  life  advances, 
<or  continue  without  any  other  difadvantage  than  oc- 

cational  pain  from  them. 

2.  They  are  removed  by  the  ufe  of  laxatives  in  the 
1  young ;  but  when  becoming  habitual,  it  is  more  diffi- 
i  cult,  and  perhaps  fhould  not  be  attempted. 

It  may  be  done,  however,  by  dilute  iblutions  of  cau- 
ftic  alkali,  or  fome  of  the  applications  of  lead. 

5« 

An  eruption,  attended  with  rednefs  and  forenefs  of 
the  ikin,  forming  large  fp-t  on  the  face  and  neck, 
is  apt  to  attack  relaxed  female  habits,  where  much 
weaknefs  prevails  It  is  the  mark  of  a  conftitutional 
debility,  and  is  only  to  be  removed  by  tonics,  as  the 
bark,  bitters,  exercife,  &c.  Sedative  applications  will, 
however,  in  the  mean  time  remove  it,  till  thefe  have 
effedt,  but  cannot  be  trufted  to  alone. 

To  thefe  fymptoms  may  be  added  the  efHorefcences, 
which  are  apt  to  appear  from  the  ufe  of  certain  alimen- 
tary matters  in   particular  habits.    Thus,  various 
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kinds  of  fifli  produce  this  effect,  and  efpecially  in  fume 
females,  when  ufed  towards  the  period  of  menfh  na- 
tion, as  well  as  the  ufe  of  almonds,  oatmeal,  crabs- 
eyes,  &c.  in  other  constitutions.  Such  efflorefcences, 
however,  can  hardly  be  called  morbid,  as  they  are 
merely  temporary,  and  difappear  fo  foon  as  the  fub- 
ftances  producing  them  are  digefted. 


'he  difeafes  defcribed  in  the  four  firft  ClalTes,  may  be 
properly  arranged,  with  reipeft  to  the  extent  of 
their  operation,  into  two  divifions,  of  contagious 
and  not  contagious.  The  former  are  generally  Epi- 
demic, the  latter  moftly  Sporadic,  as  will  appear 
from  the  following  Table.

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"T7!  ROM  the  foregoing  Table,  it  appears  that  the 
greater  number  of  difeafes,  particularly  thofe  of 
;.m  acute  nature,  are  contagious,  or  communicate  their 
csfFects  from  one  perfon  to  another. 

1.  By  contagion  is  underftood,  a  matter  which  ap- 
plied to  the  body,  produces  certain  fpecific  morbid  ef- 
fects, though,  liable  to  be  varied  fomewhat  by  occa- 
sional circumftances,  in  the  conftitution  or  habit  of  the 
Derfon  attacked. 

2.  The  nature  of  contagion  is  various  ;  it  for  the 
mo  ft  part  attacks  particular  parts  of  the  body  in  pre- 
ference to  others,  and  is  alfo  peculiar  in  often  affecting 
»ne  clafs  of  animals,  and  not  another. 

3.  The  analyfis  or  detection  of  the  particular  nature 
»£  contagion  has,  and  ever  will,  elude  the  moft  labour- 
ed attempts  of  experiment;  but,  though  unacquainted 
ivith  its  nature  ;  the  mode,  extent,  and  durability  of 
its  action  on  the  animal  fyftem,  we  are  enabled  to  pur- 
iue  with  fome  certaintv. 

J 

4.  With  refpett  to  the  mode  of  its  action,  contagion 
>s  found  always  to  act  in  one  of  two  ftates,  either  in  a 

'olatile  or  fluid  form  ;  in  the  former  it  is  for  the  moft 
oart  difFafed  in  the  atmofphere,  in  the  latter  it  is  gene- 
jally  involved  in  an  animal  fluid. 

5.  All  poifons  conveyed  in  a  volatile  form,  are  moft 
i.clive,  being  applied  immediately  through  the  medium 
wffthe  armofphcre,  to  thofe  parts  of  the  body  effential 
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to  life  ;  thofe  again  in  a  fluid  ftate,  can  only  enter  the 
body  through  the  medium  of  its  furface,  and  muft  pafs 
therefore  through  the  more  external  parts,  by  which 
their  action  is  weakened  before  arriving  at  the  princi- 
pal organs.  The  proof  of  this  is  evinced  in  the  procefs 
of  inoculation,  Sec. 

6.  There  are  three  ways  in  which  all  contagion  is 
conveyed. 

Thefrjl  is  by  the  atmofphere ;  and  in  order  that 
contagion  a&  where  diffufed  here,  it  is  neceflary  that 
the  atmofphere,  impregnated  with  it,  poflefs  at  the 
fame  time  a  certain  vitiated  ftate,  or  be  loaded  with 
impurities.  Hence  a  free  or  pure  air  is  one  of  the  moft 
powerful  means  of  weakening  the  effects  of  contagion, 
and  it  is  only  when  pent  up,  that  it  becomes  the  pro-j 
per  medium  for  rendering  contagion  active.  As  a 
proof  of  this,  there  are  feveral  inftances,  in  medical  hif 
tory,  where  of  a  number  labouring  under  the  fame  con- 
tagious difeafe,  part  being  confined  in  a  clofe  fituation 
all  died,  while  part,  who  were  expofed  to  a  free  air,  all 
recovered. 

The  fecond  way  in  which  contagion  is  conveyed,  is 
by  contact ;  this  is  perhaps  the  moft  frequent,  and  the 
effects  of  it,  as  appearing  under  different  forms  and 
difeafes,  have  been  already  defcribed. 

The  third  way  in  which  contagion  is  communicate 
is  by  fomites,  or  different  fubftances  containing  it.  An 
contagion  arifing  from  this  fource,  has  been  fuppofedj 
by  fome  phyficians,  more  active  than  when  communi- 
cated in  any  other  way ;  and  is  particularly  apt  to  ad4 
here  to  fubftances  of  a  folid  form. 

7.  With  regard  to  the  extent  of  its  action,  we  may

fcbferve,  that  the  influence  of  contagion  is  circumfcrib- 
ml ;  this  is  confirmed  from  the  very  flight  precautions 
aat  are  found  neceflary  to  prevent  even  the  infeclion 
the  plague;  for  the  flighted  fences  between  the 
v.und  and  difeafed,  or  merely  preventing  their  contact, 
ws  been  found  for  the  moft  part  fuflScient. 

8.  The  durability  of  the  aclion  of  contagion,  appears 
com  a  number  of  facts  in  medical  hiftory,  and  that  fuch 

are  of  a  volatile  nature,  are  long  retained  in  the  fub- 
unces  which  have  received  them :  it  is  inconceivable  alfo, 
hhat  a  fmall  quantity  of  contagion  is  able  to  infect  a  num- 
:nr  of  perfons.  A  remarkable  inftance  of  this  durability 
ccontagion  is  adduced  by-Dr  Brockeliby,  in  a  cafe  of  an- 
ma  maligna,  or  putrid  fore  throat,  when,  in  fpite  of  every 

eans  employed  to  remove  it,  it  continued  to  infect  no 
ifs  than  eight  fucceflSve  patients,  who  were  placed  in 
1  e  fame  bed.  Another  ftrong  in  fiance  of  the  fame  na- 
1  re  occurred  in  the  puerperal  fever,  that  raged  in  the 

oyal  Infirmary  of  Edinburgh,  in  the  year  J  773.  Even 
K  e  venereal  virus,  though  a  weak  poifon,  .has  been  found 
ir.pable  of  infeclion,  after  being  kept  for  years  on  a 
'  ugh\  and  the  matter  of  fmall-pox  the  fame. 

9.  From  thefe  remarks  on  contagion,  the  belt  means 
prevention  are, 

1/?,  Attention  to  preferve  the  atmofphere  furround- 
:g  the  patient,  as  pure  as  poflible,  fo  as  to  be  little 
tfected  by  exhalations  from  himfelf,  or  the  attendants. 

2d,  To  prevent  as  much  as  poflible  any  contact  be- 
I  ixt  the  healthy  and  difeafed  ;  and  for  this  reafon  no 
'ore  perfons  fhould  approach  the  fick,  than  what  are 
liblutely  neceflary, 

1^  To   emove  all  fubftances  from  the  apartments 

U 
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of  the  fick,  that  have  been  impregnated  with  the  efflu 
via,  or  are  capable  of  vitiating  the  atmofphere,  to  fuel 
filiations  where  the  healthy  cannot  be  effected  by  them) 

10.  Various  fubftances  have  been  recommended,  a 
preventing  the  effects  of  contagion :  thefe  are  chiefly 
wine,  bark,  tonics  of  all  kinds,  aromatics,  acids,  &c. 
but  the  beft  proof  of  their  inefficacy  is,  that  contagioi 
feems  fooneft  to  attack  the  moft  vigorous  and  healthy 
and  that  thofe  labouring  under  difeafe,  or  who  are  o 
therwife  weakly,  often  efcape  it. 

1 1    Where  contagion  appears,  every  attention  t( 
cleanlinefs  fhould  be  paid,  and,  as  the  extremes  of  heal 
and  cold  are  found  to  counteract  it,  the  ufe  of  ftrona 
fires,  fumigations,  and  other  means  of  ventilating,  anc 
heating  the  apartments  where  the  fick  have  been  con-l 
fined,  mould  be  employed  to  prevent  further  infection.

 ^  . 

"QOISONS  are  fuch  fubflances  as,  when  introdu- 
JL    ced  into  the  body,  threaten  the  extindion  of 
They  are  of  three  kinds,  derived  either  from  the 
uimal,  mineral  or  vegetable  kingdom  ;  and  their  fymp- 
i»ms  are  different,  according  to  the  particular  parts 
ley  fpecifically  affe<5t. 

2.  Several  of  the  firft  we  have  had  already  occafion 
)i  mention,  and  to  mark  their  mode  of  operation,  as 
[.contagion,  canine  madnefs,  lues  venerea,  cancer,  &c.  To 

tefe  may  be  now  added,  that  of  the  viper  and  rattle- 
ait,  which  fo  often  prove  fatal  in  the  warmer  cli- 
uates. 

3.  The  poifon  of  the  viper  proves  only  fatal,  when 
:>nveyedby  the  infliction  of  a  wound.  The  fymp- 
ums  are,  acute  pain  in  the  place  wounded,  with  a  fwel- 
r.ig  at  firft  red,  afterwards  livid,  which,  by  degrees, 
oreads  farther  to  the  neighbouring  parts.  The  con- 
:  itutional  fymptoms  are  then  felt,  viz.  very  great  faint- 
!Bfs,  with  quick  low  intermitting  pulfe  ;  ficknefs,  vo- 
uiting,  and  yellow  tinge  of  the  fkin  fucceed  ;  and  a 
nin  fanious  matter  iffuing  from  the  wound,  death  fre- 
quently follows.  f 

4.  To  prevent  thefe  fymptoms,  or  counteract  their 
fetal  tendency,  three  indications  arife. 

The  jirjl  is,  the  removal  of  the  poifon,  which  is  bed 
c;rformed  by  immediately  fucking  the  part,  and  no 
ud  effedts  will  follow  to  the  perfon  employed,  where 
lae  poifon  is  diluted  by  the  faliva.

The  fecond  confifts  inaaual  deftruftionof  the  wound! 
eJ  part ;  either  by  the  atfual  cautery,  or  changing  iti 
ftate  by  the  application  of  ftrong  alkaline  falts,  or  othed 
cauftics. 

The  third  indication  is  accomplished,  where  the  twcj 
former  have  been  ineffectual,  by  emetics,  and  by  proi 
curing  a  ftrong  determination  to  the  furface  by  diaJ 
phoretics. 

The  viper's  fat  has  been  recommended  as  a  fpeciflci 
application  here. 

5.  The  bite  of  the  fnake,  or  adder  of  this  country,! 
produces  fymptoms  pretty  fimilar  to  thofe  above,  but] 
not  fo  violent  or  fudden  in  their  operation,  and  there-J 
fore  they  feldom  prove  fatal.    The  treatment  is  the 
fame  as  that  recommended.  (4.) 

6.  The  poifon  of  the  rattle -fnake  may  be  mentioned) 
next,  which  is  commonly  more  fatal  than  that  of  the 
viper.  It  is  to  be  cured  by  the  fame  means,  and  no 
perfon  expoied  to  the  bite  of  fuch  animals  mould  ever 
be  without  a  fmall  portion  of  foap  ley,  or  ftrong  fait 
of  tartar. 

Volatile  alkali  has  been  likewife  employed,  and  the 
fp.  ammonias  fuccinat.  of  the  London  Pharmacopoeia. 

7.  The  bite  of  feveral  fmall  infedts  in  the  warmer 
climates  are  often  troublefome,  fomtimes  fatal  ;  but, 
in  general,  the  fpecifics  for  each  of  them  are  well  known 
in  thefe  climates,  and  medical  afliftance  is  therefore 
feldom  found  neceffary. 

8.  Of  the  mineral  poifons,  the  chief  to  be  enumerat- 
ed are,  lead,  arfeme,  and  corrqfive  fuUlmate. 

The  effects  of  the  firft  chiefly  occur  in  the  cyder 
counties,  and  produce  what  is  called  the  Dcvonjhire 
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It  Pci3ou  cholky  or. what  is  fimilar  in  the  Weft  Indies, 
1  le  Dry  belly -ach  \  part  of  the  lead  being  diffolved  by 
lie  acid-  in  the  preparation  of  that  liquor.   For  its  cure 
I?e  refer  to  the  account  of  that  difeafe.  (Clafs  II  xi.) 
Arfenic  is  a  poifon  which  has  been  frequently  fatal. 
:is  effects  are  fo  powerful  as  to  be  immediately  dif- 
Uayed  on  the  part,  producing  inflammation  and  gan- 
rrene  of  the  ftomach  in  a  fhort  time,  even  though  taken 
n  the  quantity  of  fix  or  feven  grains. 

Corrofive  fublimate  is  much  the  fame  in  its  effects^ 
nough  not  fo  powerful. 

9.  The  cure  of  both  poifons  depends  on  either  im~ 
Mediately  evacuating  them,  or  counteracting  their  ef— 
x-cts. 

10.  The  fijl  is  performed  by  ftrong  emetics,  quick 
1 1  their  operation  ;  and  the  white  or  blue  vitriol  is  ge- 
nerally preferred,  along  with  plentiful  dilution. 

The  fecond  is  effected  by  decompofing  thefe  falts  by 
ifolution  of  fait  of  tartar,  or  by  obtunding  their  acri- 
mony by  the  exhibition  of  oils  and  mucilages  in  large 
uuantity  ;  but  unlefs  this  be  done  quickly,  in  the  courfe 
7  a  few  minutes,  their  effects  muft  unavoidably  be 
ttal. 

1 1 .  Vegetable  poifons  are  not  fo  powerful  as  the  mi- 
tral. Their  effects  confift  in  inducing  a  torpor  of  the 
:;rvous  fyftem,  and  they  are  all  of  the  narcotic  tribe. 

The  ure  depends,  like  the  others,  on  either  evacu* 
i  ing  them,  or  counteracting  their  effects. 

The  frjl  is  performed  by  emetics  and  diluents. 

The  fecond  by  a  liberal  ufe  of  acids  and  demulcents,, 
wd  by  exciting  the  torpor  of  the  fyftem  by  blil'ters,  il» 
upifms,  &c. 
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i.  A  CCIDENTS  frequently  occur  from  fufFoca 
XA.  tion,  drowning,  and  ftrangulation,  which  giv 
an  immediate  check  to  the  principle  of  life,  but  do  not 
for  fome  time,  entirely  extinguifli  it.  The  morbi< 
fymptoms,  therefore,  which  arife  under  thefe  circumj 
fiances,  and  the  means  of  reftoring  animation  in  thi 
fufpended  ftate,  form  an  important  fubject  of  pracYiceJ 

2.  The  fymptoms  which  mark  the  progrefs  to  deatn 
when  arifing  from  drowning  are  :  The  circulation  bd 
comes  firlt  more  feeble  and  flow ;  anxiety  is  next  felj 
about  the  bread  (or  precordia),  which  the  perfon  at 
tempts  to  relieve  by  rifing  to  the  furface  of  the  watec 
if  in  his  power.  He  then  difcharges  a  quantity  of  A 
from  his  lungs,  in  place  of  which  water  is  received 
The  oppreffion  of  cheft  increafes  ;  he  itill  continues  t 
expel  air,  and  to  take  in  water  in  return.  In  the  ipac 
of  a  few  minutes,,  in  this  ftruggle,  during  which  convu 
five  fpafms  often  arife,  the  organs  of  reipiration  ceai 
entirely  to  ad,  and  death  enfues.  The  fkin  becomd 
then  of  a  blueilh  caft,  efpecially  about  the  face  and  necti 
The  arteries  foon  ceafe  to  beat,  the  body  finks,  and  th 
fcene  is  clofed. 

3.  The  phenomena  of  fuffbeation  are  the  fame  wit

tthofe  which  mark  the  apoplectic  ftate.    (Fide  Clafs  II. 
111.  1.  2.  3.  4.) 

4.  Thofe  of  Jlrangulation  are  farther  marked  by  con-

5.  On  infpecting  the  body,  by  direction,  the  exter- 
nal furface  of  the  brain,  in  cafes  of  drowning,  appears 

cof  a  highly  florid  colour,  without  any  diftenfion  of  vef- 
fels,  or  marks  of  effufion.    The  lungs  are  entirely  in  a 

1  ftate  of  collapfe,  and  the  accumulation  of  blood  is  con- 
fined to  the  vena  cava,  the  heart,  and  the  parts  of  the 

•  venous  fyftem  ;  the  ftomach  contains  a  little  water,  but 

I  fometimes  not.  Thus  an  accumulation  of  blood  in  the 
venous  fyftem  forms  the  great  morbid  change  which 

1  takes  place  in  fuch  accidents.  From  the  appearance 
of  the  fluid,  alfo,  a  morbid  change  feems  induced  on  it, 
fuppofed  to  confift  in  the  lofs  of  that  principle  it  de- 
rives by  its  circulation  through  the  lungs. 

6.  Directions  in  both  the  lad  ftates,  or  in  fuffbcation 
and  Jlrangulation,  differ  little  in  the  appearances  exhi- 

1  bited  from  thofe  defcribed  in  drownings  except  that,  in 
Jlrangulation,  there  appears  a  turgefcence  of  the  veflels 

>  of  the  pia  mater,  and  no  water  in  the  ftomach  or  lungs, 
while,  in  fujfocation,  the  turgefcence  of  the  brain  is  ftill 
more  confiderable,  and  the  rigidity  of  the  members  al- 
fo greater. 

7.  Our  opinrbn"  m  the  cafe  of  fuch  accidents  muft 
be  always  doubtful,  as  there  are,  perhaps,  no  certain 
fymptom  of  the  real  extinction  of  life,  but  actual  putre- 
faction which  does  not  take  place  for  fome  time.  The 
markv  judged  by  are,  the  livid  and  dark  brown  appear- 
ance of  the  face,  the  rigidity  and  coldnefs  of  the  body, 
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the  glofly  appearance  of  the  eye,  and  the  general  flac 
cid  ftate  of  the  Ikin.  As  mod  of  thefe  fymptoms,  how 
ever,  have  been  obferved  even  when  recovery  has  taker 
place,  we  can  form  only  a  probable  conjecture  ;  and 
unlefs  putrefaction  has  actually  commenced,  the  di 
ferent  means  of  reftoration  mould  be  employed  an 
perfevered  in  a  confiderable  time. 

8.  The  means  of  reftoring  animation  are  numerous 
They  confift,  chiefly,  in  the  proper  application  of  heat 
and  the  irritation  of  fome  of  the  vital  organs,  particular 
ly  the  brain,  lungs,  and  prima  via. 

The  heat  is  to  be  applied,  efpecially  in  cafes  of  drown 
tng,  in  a  gradual  degree.  The  body  being  placed  in  a  ho 
rizontal  pofture,  on  a  bed,  couch,  or  other  fituation,  is  to 
be  covered  with  warm  dry  cloths,  occafionally  renewed 
a  warm  night- cap  is  to  be  put  upon  the  head,  and  bags 
of  warm  fand  placed  at  the  feet.  Even  friction  may  be 
conjoined  with  this  application  of  heat,  and  rubbing 
the  body  with  warm  dry  flannel  cloths,  at  the  fame 
time,  will  have  much  influence.  The  heat  mult  be  gra- 
dually increafed  as  the  fymptoms  of  animation  return, 
and  mould  this  mode  of  applying  heat  have  little  effect, 
even  the  warm  bath,  if  an  opportunity  prefent,  fhould 
be  reforted  to. 

Next  to  the  application  of  heat,  the  reftoration  of 
refpiration  fhould  principally  engage  the  attention  of 
the  perfons  employed  in  the  recovery.  The  lungs 
are  to  be  fet  in  motion  by  immediate  inflation  of 
them,  and  this  may  be  done  by  Mr  Hunter's  bellows, 
applied  according  to  his  directions,  which  forms  an  imi- 
tation of  natural  refpiration ;  or  it  may  be  executed 
more  Amply,  if  this  inftrurnent  is  not  at  hand,  by  in- 
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„f  .ertlng  a  pipe  into  one  noftril,  compreffing  the  other, 

!md  fhutting  the  mouth  ;  when  a  perfon  applying  his 
nouth  to  the  pipe,  and  blowing  through  it,  will  inflate 
:he  lungs. 
When  thefe  means  appear  to  have  fome  effect:,  vo- 
atile  applications  to  the  noftrils,  temples,  &c.  to  fti- 
imulate  the  brain,  may  next  be  attempted  ;  and  befides 
ihefe  means,  irritation  of  the  ftomach,  by  vomits  and 
other  ftimulants,  has  been  employed  ;  and  alfo  of  the 
rnteftines,  by  inje&ions  of  the  fumes  of  tobacco.  In 
hhe  ufe  of  the  former,  as  fwallowing  is  here  denied, 
i:he  remedies  muft  be  introduced  through  a  flexible  tube 
into  the  organ.    The  ufe  of  emetics  Ihould  be  re- 
stricted to  thefe  cafes  where  an  evident  fullnefs  of  the 
ftomach  appears  externally  ;  but  this  limitation  will 
mot  extend  to  the  other  ftimulants  employed  in  the  way 
)jf  cordial.  Injections  of  tobacco  fmoke,  are  often  high- 
ly fuccefsful,  and  particularly  in  cafes  of  drowning,  as 
giving  a  general  and  highly  diffufible  irritation  through 
Ihe  medium  of  the  inteftines  ;  they  Ihould  therefore 
)>e  immediately  had  recourfe  to. 

Electricity  proves  likewife  a  powerful  means  of  refto- 
"ation  here  ;  but  it  is  not  always  at  hand.  Where  em- 
»loyed,  it  mud  be  by  infulation  alone. 

In  cafes  of  fuffbcation,  previous  to  the  application  of 
Ihefe  remedies,  where  there  appear  flrong  marks  of 
:urgefcence  in  the  brain,  venefeclion  will  be  highly  ufe- 
iul,  and  not  lefs  fo  in Jlr angulation. 

In  the  ufe  of  the  means  defcribed,  much  perfever- 
unce  is  neccflary,  efpccially  in  cafes  of  drowning;  for 
:ven  at  the  diftance  of  fome  hours,  three  or  four  at 
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leaft,  fuccefs  has  attended  thefe  operations,  and  reco- 
very taken  place.  When  returning  animation  appears 
to  diffufe  itfelf,  much  caution  mud  be  ufed  in  regard 
to  the  patient,  and  after  the  exhibition  of  fome  cordial, 
as  a  little  wine  and  water,  the  perfon  fhould  be  left  to 
repofe.  On  awaking,  there  is  often  no  uneafinefs  felt ; 
at  other  times,  fymptoms  of  flupor,  headach,  &c.  re- 
main for  fome  days,  which  require  particular  atten- 
tion.
